FS8H/YF) Fter the deteſtable Murther of that great Monarch, bis Sonne * 
KEC=Xx , being ſcarcd in his Fathers Throne; and the Queene Mother 
AY 2) > choſen Regent of the Realme, by a generall conſent of all 
the Princes, Peeres,and Officers of the Crowne;and confire 
med by an Edi of rhe Courr of Parhament of Paris : The 
{} clouds which ſeemed to threaten the State with ſtormes of 
confuſion, were ſuddenly diffolued by the wiſedome of the 
' Regent, and the vigtlancy and care -of the Councell and 
& Court of Parliament. Hauing performed the Ritics due to 
k the deceaſ:d King her Husband, her onely care was to enter- 
\ taine Peace in her Sonnes Eltate, and to calme the waves of 
wa ' ſogreata ſea of publike affaires, and different paſſions,which 
wererhen amongſt many great men : for the people breathed nothing but obedience , 

neyther did they thinke of any thing but to bewaile the lofle of their well beloued King. 

This famous Queene had no ſooner reconciled a controucrhic for the gouernment of 
Normandy, betweene the Prince of Conty, and the Earle of Soiflons brethren,and heard | 
an Oppoſition made tothe moſt juſt Decree ofthe Court of Parliament againſt Mariana's fil 
Booke ;'nor ended the Controucrſies which had befallen at the Ceremonies of the Kings 
Funerall for their places; but new troubles befell her touching the Funerall Sermons 
which had beene made: ſome (according to the paſſions of ſuch as had pronounced them) 
ſeemed to be Panegyrics and praiſes for the Teſuits : and othersto bce Satyrs, vttered to 

F thcir diſgrace. The Ieſuits hauing complained vnto the Queene of the Abbot of Bois, ac- 
cuſed him, that in his Sermons, treating of the Queſtion, Whether it be lawfullto kill a Ty- Theeſuts 
rant ,andrefuting Mariana's booke and others, he had made an exhortation ynto the Ie- —_— - 
ſuites, That they ſhould hereafter haue a great carc that no bookes ſhould be publiſhed to the pre- 290 7.52 
zndice of France, vnder the xame of their Society, nor with the approbation of their Superiors,, , _;

[The Queene Regent having drawne the Princes of the blood, and many othec great 

perſonages to Court toatrend the Kings perſon, as you haue heard in the former part,ſhe 

hauing a ſpeciall care to entertaine them in one intention,and defire to maintaine the State 

in peace; they grew into factions and icalouſtes, marching vp and downe Paris in great 

troopes : which bredd a feare of ſome alteration in the City. Whereupon commande- 

TheParifians ment was giuen vnto the Pariſtans to prouide armes. New Captaines were choſen in 
their Towne-houſe, who tooke an oath to the Queene; and the people within eight daics

night. They ſtill cried out, we acknowledge not any one but the King and Queene. Theſe 
murmurings proceeded from the greattraines which the Princes & Noblemen had,ſome 

being followed by 100 horſe and morethrough theſtreetes. But the Queene hauing dil. 

couered the cauſe of their jcalouſies, hauing diſtributed honors to thoſe whoſe merits 

were well knowen vnto her, and augmented many oftheir penſtons, all thoſe new gallants 

which had their dependances vpon the Pxjhces which were in court, retired preſently to 

their houſes, and euery man returned toghis wok as in the time ofthe deceaſed King, 

the Queen giuing them to vnderſtand that they/ſhould be no leſſe aſſured now then they 

*were before. The Pariſians in like mann& who thapght they ſhould haue beene forced to 

goe tothe guard ofthe Ports, had now leaue to hang vp their new armes. ROSS, 

The Quegne hauing cauſed theſe firſt windes to ceale which began to raiſe waues vpon 

the calme of peace, without vſing ofany force : ſhe reſolued to cauſe iuſticero reigne :

They had beene priſo- 
ners during thelife ofthe deceaſed King, who would needs ſpeake with them, eſpecially 
with 1arrige, who was a Proteſtant, and well knowne vnto his Maieſtie, hauing caried 
armes for his ſeruice, Hee was diſcouered by ſome tro whom hee had imparted this buſi- 
neſſe, who holp to take him. His Mateſty hauing laid many things before him, touching 
the affliction of his family, and commanded him to tell the truth with promiſe of pardon, 
ſo as hee would confeſſe the Author of rhe ſaid Declaration : for that it appeared plainly 
B by the ſtyle, that ir was none of his owne invention. The ſaid 1arrige anſwered, thatnor 
any bur himſelfe had fer hand vnto it. You will not then(replyed his Maieſty) help to ſaue 
your ſelfe, and free your family from tlie diſhonor which will grow by your puniſhment. 
Where haue you ſcene that diſorder inthe State, whereof you complaine in your Declara« 
tion ? ſceing you haue not parted from your houſe for theſe nine yeares ſpace, nor 
come vnto my Courrt z neyther haue you receiued any diſcommoditie from me or my of- 
ficers. Hereat hee ſtood mute. Whereupon the King ſent him backe, and commanded 
they ſhould make him dine, and that hee ſhould ſometimes eate with Budart and others 
who had bcene familiar with him,to.ſee ifthey might free hin: of that Mclancholy humor 
-wherewith he was polleſled ; and diſcouerif they could, the ground of the enterpriſe . Bur 
C his Maicfty being dead, and hee continuing obſtinate, they wereall chreeconuicted of trea- 
ſon, and troubling of the publike peace; for the which they were hanged, being held vn- 
worthy ro dye by the {word like Gentlemen. - | EE Vo. 


All things being pacified within the Realme, the Councell aſſembled ro reſolve what a — 
ſhould be done with the army which the deceaſed King had drawiroghther kieforc his Kings way, 
death.z;the which beganne already to march towards Germany: and C@nſultinggfthe fini- 
ſhing of his deſigne, it was-not held expedient to beginne a new warre in thetime of the 
Kings minoritie ; ſeeing Vuſene beſt experienced Princes ate many timestroubled inthe 
like caſes. Wherupon it was reſolued that the- Marſhall Za Chaſtre ſhould haue roo00 Foor, 
and 1200 Horſe, with ſome Peeces ob Ordnance, and lead them to Iuliers to affiſt the Mar- 
D quis of Brandenbourg and the Duke of Newbourg (two of the pretenders ro the Eſtates 
of Tuliers and Cleues;) the deceaſed King having promiſed to afliſt them with whatſoever 
rhey ſhould nced to maintaine and defend them 1n their prerenſions ; but death would nor % 
ſuffer him to effect his promiſe. The Qucene morher being preſt by the Ambaſſador of 
Spaine to abandon the ſuccors promiſed by the deceaſed King her husband to the Princes 
pretending the ſucceſſion of the Eſtates of Tuliers ; ſhee anſwered, Newer ſpeake of it, 1 will 
not abandon the Allies of Frazce: the which ſhe preſently put in exccution, and the Marſhall 
La Chaftre had the charge giuen him to lcad thoſe Forces, who ar the firſt excuſed himſelfe The Marſhalzg 
by reaſon of his age and other occaſion : yet hauing receiued commandement from the wes ro 
Queene, hee obcyed. In the meane time Iuliers was beſtcged, and battered by the For- w lulies, | 
E cesof our King of Great Britaine, by the Prince of Orange, and the Eſtates, and by the 
Prince. of Anhault who ledd the Forces of the two Pretendants. On the 18 of Auguſt the 
Marſhall came vnto the campe before Iulicrs, and was lodged in his quarter on the 
other {ide of the River of Rocr, whereas the Prince of Orange had made all neceſſary re- 
rrenchments for him. They ſo preſſed the towne with their battery and Mynes, as onthe w—_ 
firſt of Seprember the Capitulartion was made for the yeclding thereof by Rauſehembers coi : 
who held it for the Emperour, The Conditions were. 1, Thatthere ſhouldbeno alte- 
ration in the exerciſe of the Romith celigion ; andthar all Clergy-men ſhould be maintai- 
ned inthcir priuiledges, andentoy their goods and reuennues. 2, That the Gouernour, 
Capraines, and Soutdiers, ſhould deliver the Towne and Caſtle vnto the:Princes of Bran-

the aid Gouernour ſhould not be moleſtedfor any thing which had hapned during that 
war, he taking an oath of fidelicy and obedience to the ſaid Princes, as other Gentlemen 
of the Country had done, which oath he ſhould be bound to take within foure moneths. 
12, That it ſhould be lawfull for the Gouernor, Captaines & ſouldiers within the towne 
and Caſtle of luliers, to retire themſelues whither they pleaſed, out of the iuriſdiction of 
the ſaid Princes,S of the generall Eſtaces of the vaited Provinces,and that they might re- 
maine there for the ſpace of 40 daycs inall ſafety z ſo as thoſe troopes and others ſeruing 
the Empcrour did not commit any ac of hoſtility 5+ nor opprefle the ſubies and 
Countries ofthe ſaid generall Eſtates. 13, Thatthey ſhoulddeliuer two Captaines who 
ſhould remaine in hoſtage yntill the returne of the wagons and horſes which ſhould bee E 
delivered them for the conduct of their ficke, wounded and baggage. Aﬀecr the yeelding 
of which Towne, and ſome other ſmall places, the whole Duchy of Tuliers remained in 
the poſſeſſion of the Princes of Brandenbourg and Newbourg, and the Marſhall L4 Che- 
ſtre returned with his troopes into France. HR 

France was ſo generally afflicted for the death oftheir King, as many died with-the ap- 
prehenfion thereof. The Abbor of Marmonſtier his baſe brother ( hauing received the 
newes thereof, ) tooke his bed and died within few daies after, ſadearly hee loued him. 
In the yeare 1590, being then Biſhop of LeQtoure, hee came vntothe Kings Army with 
50 men atarmes; and paſſing by Tohrs, the deceaſed Cardinall of Bourbon blamed him 
for that he went armed to the warre with a troope of horſe : to whom hee anſwered ;- 1 D 
hane not begun firſt, the deceaſed Cardinall of Guiſe hath beene a Preſident for me; 1hanue more 
reaſon to cary armes for my brother, then hee had for his. Monfſier de Vic Vice Admirall of 
France,being returned from Calais, whither the Queene had ſent him after the Kings 
death, to giue order to his Gouernment, paſling by the place where hee had by chance 
ſeenethe King dead.andcalling it to mind, he was ſeized with ſuch a ſudden apprehenſion 
as within two dayes after he dyed. He was a braue Cauallier,whom the king made choice 
of at the battell of Iury to be Sergeant-maitor ofthe Field, hauing been but two moherhs 
ighis Court; afterwards he gaue him the gouernment of St. Denis: and it may well bee 
faidthat by his care in the guard of that place,and his pleafing behauiour, hee reduced the 
hearts ofan-infinit number of Parifians to the royall obedience. His Maieſtics pleaſure E 


- was, that for a memory to poſterity he ſhould cary a Flower de luce of gold in his armes. 
. After the reduction of Paris,he was Gouerneur of the Baſtile : Amiens being recouered, 


the King gaue him the gouernment;and Calais being yeelded by the Spaniard, he would 
not truſt that frontier place but to this truſty ſeruant, But forbearing to make any further 
mention of ſuch as dycd for very griefc,being many, let vs come to the Kings Co- 
ronation. 
As the Coronation is an Action the moſt important fer the State, the moſt aſſured 
for the perſon of Kings, the moſt neceſlary tor the continuance of their Reigne, and the 
moſt confidegable for the good of the Realmezyſo for theſe reaſons,the Queene ( defiring 
toſhewher loucand aftectiontothe King her Son) appointed day for his Coronation F 
at Rheims,to adorne his head with a glorious Diadem in the ſpring of his yong yeares : 
to which end the Royall ornaments which are kept in the Abbey of S.Denis for the Co- 
ronation of Kings were caryed thither. On the 14 of ORtober,he made his entry intothe 
Towne,where his Maiefty was received with great pompe and magnificence, the parti- 
cularities whereof,as alſo the preparation which was made in the Church for that ſolem- 
nity, Iamiforced for breuities ſake to omit. The day before the ceremonie, rhe King 
went yato the Cathedrall Church to afliſt at Euenſong, and to hearea Sermon made by

A P. Cotton, vpon the Divine Inſtizution ofthe VnRion,and Coronation of the Kings of 1610 
France, and of Confirmation, which his Maieſty receiued by the hands of the Cardi. 
nall of Ioyeuſe, ro whom hee was preſented by Queene cMargnerite and the Prince of 
Conde. On Sunday the ſeuenteenth day of October, the King ſent foure Barons 
vatothe Abbey of S.Remy to fetcht the holy Oyle : They parted early in the morning 
with their Eſquires and Gentlemen, either of rhem hauing a banner with his Armes 
caried before him, cauſing a whire Hackney tobe led forthe Prior of Saint Remy, who 
was to cary the ſaid holy Oyle. 
The Cardinall of Ioyeuſe, who was to repreſent the Archbiſhop of Rheims,and to doe 
B the office at the ceremony, came ſoone after into the Church with eight Biſhops to affiſt 
' him: whereattending the comming of the Peeres, he fate tim downe in his pontificall 
robes. As for the Biſhops which aſſiſted, two of them were attired like Deacons with TheFecleſia- 
Miters, two like Subdeacons with Miters, and foure with Copes and Miters. Soone after Rica Pecres, 
arined the Eccleſiaſticall Peercs intheir ponrificall robes ; thar is to ſay, the Biſhop and 
4 Duke of Laon, the Biſhop and Duke of Langres, the Biſhop and Earle of Beauuais, rhe 
j Biſhop and Earle of Chaalons, and the Biſhop and Earle of Noyon. Art the fame inſtant ,,$...y, 
þ there came fromthe Kings lodging,the Princes of Conde,and Conty, the Earle of Soiſ- Pecres,

the Duke of Eſguillon high Chamberlaine of France, and on his lefc hand Monſeur de 
; Belgarde, maſtcr of the horſe, holding his place of chicfe Gentleman of the Kings cham- 
I F ber. Theſethree Noblemen were attired like vnto Lay Pecres Earles.

The Cardinal being aduertiſed of the ariuall of the ſaid Oyle, he went preſently in his 
pontificalibus ro meet it,with the cight Biſhops which afliſted him, and all the ſinging- 


men and Quiriſters. But before they would deliuer it to the Cardinall, they made him 


(according to the cuſtome) binde himſelte to reſtore it vnto them, the Ceremony being 
ended : the which he promiſed on tHe word of a prelate. After a prayer faid by the Car- 


dinall, hee ſhewed the holy Oyle vnto the people, and then ſct it downe vpon the high 
Altar with all reverence, Then being aſſiſted by the Biſhops of Laon and Beauuais, hee B 
made this following requeſt, | 

Wee pray and require you, that you would grant vnto euery one of vs, and the Charches 
whereof we hang the charge, the Canonicallpriuiledges, and good Lawes, and Inftice : and that 
you will defend ws a5 a King onght all bis Biſhops axd their Churches.

Acception js taken for an EleQion (the Realme of France having beene alwayes heredita- 
ry and ſuccefſiueto the next male :) but for a declaration of the ſucceſſion, obedience and 
fidelity which they owe vnto him, as their Soucraigne Lord, by the exprefſe commande. 
ment of God. | Having beene acknowledged for their lawfull Prince by a generall con- 
{ent of all the Orders,the Cardinall of ioyeule preſented vato him the Oath of the King- 
dome (which1is the ſacred bond of the fundamental lawes of the State) the which he took 
publikely in theſe words, with inuocation of the name of God, laying his hand vpon the 
Goſpel, which he kiſſed with great reverence. F 

1 promiſe in the.Name of leſas Chrift, theſe things to the Chriſtians ſubie onto me. Firſt, 
1 will endeuour that the Chriſtian people ſhall live peaceably with the Church of God. Moreoner, 
1 will prouide, that in all vocations theft and all iniquitie fhall ceaſe. Beſides, 1 will command, 
that i# all Indeements,equity and mercy ſhall takeplace:to theend that God who us gentle and 
merciful may haue mercy on you and me. Furthermore, 1 will ſeeke by all meanes in good faith 
tochaſe out of my Iuriſdidion, and the Lands of my ſubiettion, all Heretikes denounced by the 
Church . promiſing by oath to obſeruc all that hath beene ſaid, ſo help me God and thus holy 
Enangel. 

The Kings Ornaments appointed for the Coronation were laid vpon the Altar, that is 
to ſay, the Imperiall Crowne, being cloſe, and a middle one, the royall Scepter,the hand 
of Luſtice,the Spurrs, the Sword, his royall Roabe,with diuers othcrs. On the left ſide of 
the Altar, neere vnto them,ſtood the Priorof S. Denis, who hath the keeping of them ; E 
andon the right fide was the Prior of S. Remy looking to the holy Oyle. The Biſhops of 
Laon and Beauuais hauing conducted the King vnto the altar, Morſ: de Belgarac firſt Gen- 
tleman of his Chamber, tooke off his roahe of Cloth-of-filuer. Being in his waiſtcoat of 


 Sattin,when the Cardinal had made certaine accuſtomed prayers and bleſſings, the Duke 


of Eizuillon put on his Buskins, and the Prince of Conde (lupplying the place of the 
Duke of Bourgundy Dcane of the Lay-pceres)put on his Spurrs,and preſently took them

After this, the Cardinall bleſt the royall Sword being in the ſcabberd : which be- 
ing ended, hee girt the King therewith, and preſently vngirt him againe : then he drew 
it out of the ſcabberd,which h-c left vpon the altar, & kiſfing ir,faid many prayers,whileſt F 
thatthe:Quier ſung cerraine Anthems. The King having recciued the Sword , kiſt it, 
ahd offcredit to the altar whercon it was laid, in witnefle of his zeale and affettion to the 
defence ofthe Church. Hauing offered the Sword vnto the altar, the Cardinall deliue. 
red ittnto his hand againe,which his Maieſty receiued reuerently vpon his knee,and gaue 
it to the Marſhall la Chaſtre, who held the place of Conſtale during the Ceremony : the 
Cardinall returning to the Altar to prepare the ſacred vnion, after this manner ; Hee 
drew out of the forenamed holy Violl with a needle of gold, a ſmall quantity ofliquor of

in the Q.uer, came towards the high Altar, being led by the Prince of Conty, and the 
Earle of Soiilons, all the officcrs of the Order going before them, where hee tooke the 
oath of the ſaid Order (as head and Soueraigne thereof) inthe hands cfthe Cardinall,lay- 
ing his hand vpon th<= Goſpell, which the Chancellorof the ſayd Order held vnro him-+ 
which done, 3ſonſ: de Rhodes Prouoft of both Orders, put on his roabes, and the Car- 
dinall put the Coller vpon his ſhoulders : the Seig: of Piſieux ſonne to the Chancellor, 
and Treaſurer of the ſaid Order, delivered vnro the Cardinalla Croſſe hanging at a blew C 
ribben;after which his Maicſtie returned to his firſt place, where he was ſaluted by allthe 
Knights : but beforc his comming fromthe Altar, the Prince of Conde was led vp by the 
Dukes of Eip:rnon and Montbaſon, where he alone was mad? Knight of the Order by 
the King. 

Theſe ceremonies being all ended, the King returned to Paris,where he was recciued 
by 31onſe de Lioncourt Goucrnour of the City,the Prouoſt of Merchants, the Sheriffes, 
and two hundred Burgeſſes on horſeback, hauing before them three Companies of horſe. 
men richly appointed, who attended him withour Saint Anthonies gate, where the Pro- 
uoſt of Merchants made a ſpeech vato him,ſhewing the deſires and vowes which his moſt 
faichfull ſubiets ofhis good City of Paris made vnto God, thathee would ſend him all D 
happineſſe and proſperity during his reigne. In the meane time the Duke of Sully, great 
maſter of the Artillery, had drawae forth of the Arſcnall gz great peeces of Ordnance, 
which were planted vpon the Bulwarke at Saint Anthonics gate, with a great number of 
Chambers, all which ſaluted the King at his entry. After which the King came into the 
City with fone troopes of horſe, andall his guards, being attended by many Princes, 
Noblemen, and cfficers, in great ſtate. 

In thebczinning of this yeare, Phzlip the 3 King of Spaine, had by his Edict baniſhed 

all che new Chriſtians called Moriſques, being in number go0000 perſons, vpon pretext 
that they had conſpired againſt his Eſtate: for rhe execution whereof, hee publiſhed an 
Edi for which there was no prevention ; ſo as all ſhips and veſſels were ſtayed in the E 
Ports of Spaine, of what nation ſocuer, to tranſport them whither they would. Many 
palt from Spainc to divers ports of Barbary, But during the whole yearc at divers times, 
there catred 11to France aboue 150000 perſons of theſe Morifques : whereupon King 
Henry the fourth being full ofchariry and bounty, cmbraccd this eccafion, and made a 
decrce touching their cntry and paſſage in France : the tenor whereof was ; That hauing 
becne aduerriſed of adecrce lately made by rhe King of Spaine, carying an exprefle com- 
mandement to al Moriſques living in his Country of Spain to depart within a ſhort time, 
vpon great penalties, which he cauſed to be execured vpon them , and that by reaſon ther- 
of great numbers of tam:lics of the fayd Moriſques, were come into his Country;his ma- 
teſty hauing a good intention to vſe all humanity towards them, for the recetuing ofthem F 
into bis kingdome : that ſuch as would make profeſſion of the Catholike and Romiſh 
Religion, might remaine there with all ſafety ; and as for the reſt which would nor, they 
ſhould haue paſſage vnro his ports of the Levant ſeas, from thence to be tranſported into 
Barbary,or wither they pleaſed. For the execution ofthe Kings Edict,aCommiſſion was 
ſent downe to Angier, Pronoft generall of Languedoc, to conduct them in their paſſage 
ynto the neareſt Hauens of the Leuant Sea, where hee embarked at diners times aboue 
thirty thouſand which landed at Tunis in Barbary in ſafety, = 
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reaſon of the grieuances of the inhabitants of Provence and Languedoc, touching the dif- 
commoditie of their ſtay,and the danger of inteion,through the miſery whereunto ma- 
ny of them were reduced: Their Maieltics ſent a maſter of Requeſts with commiſſionto 
free thoſe Countries of ſo many Moriſques, and to cauſe them to bee tranſported into 
Barbary, withour any wrong oriniury done vnto them ; and to haue a care that theinha- 
bitanrs ofthoſe Prouinces mightliue in peace. The care of theſe embarkments wasagain 


* committed to Auger, by a Commiſſion, and Letters of recommendations fromthe 


C 


Queene, dated the 19 of Auguſt 1610, wherein he diſcharged himſclfe very faithfully, as 
it ſeemes by a certificate made by the Commiſlaries ofthe ſaid Moriſques; yet afterward 
they made great complaints againſt him,and others whom he had employed in theſe em- 
barkments : and one Loppez, Commiſſary for the Moriſques, went ſoone afterwards to 
che Court to complaine vnto their Maieſties : and vpon a Petition preſented vnto the 
priuy Councell, againſt Augier,and ſome inhabirants of Agde,he obtained a Commiſſion 
eo call them vp. 


Augier appeared vpon the ſummons, giues in his defences in writing,cauſetha declara- Augereatted

the Moriques, 


tion to be printed of al which had paſt in the embarking of the Moriſques,& proteſts that 
he had not medled with the impoſitions and taxes leauied vpon them, nor with the ſei- 
zure oftheir goods, the ſearching of their Barkes, nor the impriſonment of any one of 
them. He produced certaine certificates, ſhewing that hee had ſafely conduted 60000 
Moriſques through the Country of Languedoc, hauing cauſed them to be embarked ar 
Agde with much care and diligence, and tranſported into Barbary withtheir goods in all 
ſafety. Loppez on the other fide continuing his complaints, ſaydthar Augier, 1oſeph Pal- 
mitr,and lohs Anthony lordan, inhabitants ofthe towne of Agde, 'vnder colour of ſear- 
ching ſome veſſels;to force the rich Moriſques to pay for the charges of the poores em- 
barkment, had caried away a'great number of Royals of plate belonging ro diuers 


D priuate men : and thkrintheſe proceedings there had beene many thefts and exiRions 


cotnmitted contrary toall right and equity. Vpon theſe complaints, the Councell ſent 
theexamination of the cauſe to the Court of Parliament, for the caſe of the parties. Augier 
ſeeing this buſinefſe to rake another courſe then he expected, retired into Languedoc, 
where he lurked,and ſought by all meanes to auoid the 1uſtice of this Court: On the other 
fide the procurer of the Moriſques, purſued his complaints with all diligence, having ob- 
tained a perſonall adiournment againſt Avgier and ſome others : whar ſucceeded wee 
may hcare hereafter. 


This yeare Cardinall Belarmine had cauſed a Booke to be printed at Rome,entituling zetomiesbook 
it, 4 Treatiſe of the Popes power inTemporall cauſes:Ir came no ſooner into France, but they 5ouckingthe 
E obſcrued many things therceinagainſtthe temporall power of Kings.

The Gentleman of the Earles horſe, notknowing 
the Princes Coach-man, would haue cauſed him to ſtay, commanding ro goe backe with 
threats (as commonly they doe which accompany ſuch Princes, and are many times the 
cauſe of great quarrels) which being heard by thoſe which were in-the Princes Carroſle, 
E they commanded the Coach-man toput forwards his horſes, and to paſſe on:at what time 
they which were with the Earle told him, that it was the Prince ; hepreſently ſenta Gen- 
tleman to make his excuſe for theerror, which had beene commitred by the indiſcretion 
of the Gentleman of his horſe, beſeeching him to belecue that it was without any deſtene, 
and that hee was his moſt humble ſeruant. Notwithſtanding, the Prince in paſling cryed 
out vnto him, To morrow we will try it out in our ſhirts, The Quieene Mother (being inſtant- 
ly aduertiſed of what had paſt)'ſent tothe Earle of Soiffons, commanding him to keepe 
his lodging vntill ſhee had reconciled the bufineſſe : And at the ſame inſtant ſhe comman- 
ded the prince of Conde, and afterwards the Duke of Guiſe (who was brother in law to 
the prince-of Conty) to viſit the ſaid prince the next day, and diſpoſe himto an accord, 
F ſeeing that what had paſt was not done with any deſigne : and that the Earle of Soiffons 
ſhould ſend the party to himwho had committed this indiſcretion, to crauc his pardon, 
Both went according tothe Queenes commandement, butnot together. The prince of 
Conde going in his Carroſle, with foure Gentlemen onely on horſe-backe , encountred 
with the Duke of Guiſe ar port Buſly, accompanied withan 150 horſe comming from the 
prince'of Conty , he told him-that hee had diſpoſed the prince to refer himſclfe vnto his 
p07 for his ſatisfaRion , for the which he gaue him great thankes. The Duke cauſed 
his brother the Cheyallict duGuiſe to accompany himto the prince of Conty, and'ro pur

But vponthe report which was at theſame inſtant. made vnto. the Earle of Soiſſons, 
that the Duke of Guiſe went through the City with: 150. horfe to braue him : that. hee 


had paſt by his houſe to make ſhew of his troope *. that all thoſe which were with him 


had coats of male, and that he had cauſed: fitty.to be bayght: that they had heard theſe 
words ſpoken by the Prince of Conty's followers;1 a ſeruant to the King zo the Queene, 
and to the Duke of Orleans. Finally, thatall this was not without ſome proieR againſt 
him, confidering what had paſt for the yong Lady of Montpenſier veotalh 

of Orleans, whom they of Bourbon defired as being of their blood and Houſe,ſeeing the 
Ducheſſe dowagcr of Montpenfier her mother was newly maried to the Duke of Guile. 
This report Iſay bred a quarrell betweene the Earle of Soiſlons, and the Duke of Guile. 
The Queene was ſuddenly aduertited hereof, who ſent Morſ: de Yitry Captaine of the 
Guard to remaine withthe duke of Guiſc & his brethren, and to command them to keep

noone, the Earle of Soiſlons came to the Louureto the Queene. A Councell wascalled, 
where there aſſiſted the Conſtable, the Dukes of Eſpernon, Sully & Bouillon, the Chan- 
cellor, Preſident 1a#in,the Marſhalls of Briſfae and Boiſdauphin,with.the.M.of the horſe. 


The Conſtable demanded Iuſtice ofthe Queene againſt the Duke of Guiſe, who had C 


gone outofhis lodging with 150 horſe to braue the Earle of Soiffons, The Duke of Sully 
tooke the ſpeech vpon him for Mozſ: de Guiſe, and ſaid vnto the Queen: Madam, the de- 
.mand which my Lord the Conſtable maketh varo ybu is very reaſonable, and you owe 
iuſtice to all your ſubies, and cſpecially to Princes of the blood : but you muſt vnder- 
ſtand whereof they complaine. There can nothing be alledged, but that the D. of Guiſe 
went out of his lodging with 150 horſero braue the Earle of Soiflons, I hayc not ſeene 
eMonſ: ds Guiſe,but as far as I can learhe from;{@ype of his with whomT ſpakeeven now, 
he wentin the morning from his wives lodging by your Maicſties commandement, to 
try if he might diſpoſe the Prince of Gonty his brother in law toa reconciliation with the 


Earle of Soiflons ; that without paſſing before the Earles lodging-which was his neereſt D 


way, he had gone through S. Honorics ſtreet and ſo.ouer the new bridge, with an intent 
that ifhe had met with the Earle, to haue ſaluted him and given him the way, for that he 
hath no quarell ynto him bur is his ſeruant. Morcouer,that the Duke of Guiſe ſeeing his 
company greater when he came fromthe Prince of Conty,then when hee went thither, 
he would not come directly ro your Maicſtic to giue an account of what hee had done, 
but retyred himſclfe to his owne houſe. The Dukes of Eſpernon and Bouillon confirmed 
the ſame. 

This excuſe was preſently ſent to be propounded to the Earle of Soiſſons, to ſee if hee 
would reſt ſatisfied, Heretuſed foure of them which were in Councell, pretending their 


ſri friendſhip and ncere alliance with the Dake of Guiſe. Inthe end it was concluded E 


that the quarrell ſhould bee ended by a difcourſe which the Queene ſhould make, where- 
unto the Duke of Guiſe ſhould anſwer. There were many diffculties onthe forme of this 
diſcourſe, wherein that day and thenext were ſpent. Vpon theſe alterations the Bureei- 
ſes were commanded to arine in thoſe quarters which were neereſt to the Louute. Whe- 
ther it were vpon the lcuainc of an old quarrell ( alrhough compounded) betweene the 
Earle of Soifſons and the duke of Sully; or for any other intention;the Marquis of Rhoſ- 
ny his ſonne,the duke of Rohan his ſon inlavy,and all their friends which were many (for 
penſioners doe alwaies follow thoſe that gouerne the treaſure) wentto the D. of Guile, 
who bcing afliſted by them of his family,and thoſe which were allied ynto him, ſhewed 


himſcife with a great troope of Princes and Nobility,going to viſit the duke of Maine,to F 


demand his aduice touching the forme of the diſcourſe whichthey would haue him 
make vato the Queene. The Duke of Maine came vnto the Lonureand faw the Queene, 
who inthe beginning complained to ſcerhat ſuchas receiued penfion from the king her 
1on,didnot affiſt him, but fided with the one or theother party. Her Maieſty knew well 
thatthis quarrell (if ir were not rceconciled) would haue a fatallend,jmitating the decea- 
ſed King her husband, who wouldnor ſufferany quarrell in his Court vndecided ;told

'A ſhe would haue the honor of the Princes of the blood preſerued, that whoſoeuer attemp- 
red a92inſt them did as much as if they had affronted the King herſonne. The Duke of 
Maine beſought her, that the honour ofhis Houſe might not be committedto the iudge- 


> mentof paſſionate men: that they and rheir friends had ſerucd her Maicſty vnto her Re- 


gency : that they had no intereſt but the preſcruarion of the State vader the lawfull au- 
thoriry of rhe1r Maicſties, and that he had rather ſee them all dead, then to ſee them faile 
in the reſpeR & obedience which they did owethem. In the end they all thought it good 
that rhe duke of Maine ſhould ſay vnto the Queene for the D. of Guile, that which was 
contained in a writingzwhich they had cauſed to bee drawne, butin the abſence of both 
B the partics. The nexc day being rhe 14 of the moneth, about two of theclocke inthe 
afternoone,the D.of Maine came to effect her Mateſties pleaſure,where in the preſence of 
the king, Queene,Princes & Noblemen ofthe Court, he ſpake theſe words for the D. of 
Guiſe. Madam upon the opinion that my Lord the Earle of Soifſons hath had,that that which 
aſſed on Tueſday, hath ginen him ſome occaſion 19 complaine of mee, 1 can aſſure your Maie- 
fty,that 1 had no thought nor intention to gine him canſe, and ſhould be very ſorry to hane done 


its contr ariwi{c,if I had encountered him, I'would hane aone him the honour which is due unto 


him, deſirieg 10 7em4in his moſt humble ſeruant, Wherupon the Queen anſwered,? am glad 
bf that which y0a ſay vnto me, and reſt ſatisfied. Hereuponthe Prince of Conde had pre- 
ſently charge to repaire vnto the Eatle of Soiffons, toacquaint him with whar had paſt, 

C and to coramand him to conforme himſcite ro her Maicſties will: the which he promiſed 
to doe. And fo this quarrell was ended by the Regents wiſdome : and theſe Princes did 
afterwards make ſhew that they had forgotten 1t. 

Within $ dates after there grew another quarrell neere vnto the Queenes chamber. but 
hethat had commirted the offence (alchough he were of quality,)was glad toſubmit him- 
ſelfe vato the Baſtile,from whence the Qucene ſoon after freed him. This example made 
them more wiſe and circumſpet: And to the end that St. Germaines Faire, ſhould not 
be an occaſion tobreed-new quarrels, her Maicſtie would not ſuffer it to bee kept this 
yeare. But being told that many Merchants would breake and become bankrupt if it did 
faile : ſhe anſwered, it were better 503 Merchants were ruined (the which will not hap= 

D pen) then France ſhould fall into combuſtion. 

All things being reaſonable well quicted and ſettled in France; In the beginning of 
this yeare, the Councell beganne to conſult ofthat which might concerne the diſcharge 
and eaſe of the Statc,S& ofrhe kings ſubieRs. Firſt, there were propounded the complaints 
and gricuances of the Inhabitants and townes vpon theriver of Loire, touching rhe great 
diſcommodities the Country had ſuffercd during the laſt rroubles, by the Gartſon of the 
Towne and Caſtle of Amboite: wherefore to ſecure the Country and to {ree rhe Inha- 
bitants from ſuture feare, it was concluded in Counceil to giue vnto AXoxſ: du Gaft (who 
was Goucrnor ofthe ſaid Caſtle ) a certaine fumme of money in regard of his feruices, 
and to refigne it into the Kings hands. 

E Necxt,they tooke into their conſiderations, the Citadell of Bourg in Breſſe ; their Ma- 
ieſties being informed what great ſums of money were yearcly imployed for the pay- 


ment of that Gariton; In regard whereof, and for that it had beene built by the Duke of 


Sauoy, exprefly to annoy France, for rhe loſſe wheccof hewas ſtill grieued,and might 
well haue ome intelligences to ſurprize itzit was ordained(with the conſent ofthe coun= 
cell) Thar the Citadell ſhould be raized to affire France on that fide, and thatthe money 
which ſhould be imployed for payment of the gariſon ſhould be giuen to 2oxſ: de Boiſſe, 
who was gouernour thereof, both in regard of his disburſments, and recompence of his 
feruices, rhe which ſhould no way incommodate the King, bur rathercaſc his coffers, by 
the ſparing of fo much money as was tobe paid yearly to the Garifon. This demanteling 
F did free them of Lions, and the neighbour Countrics from feare of future alterations. - 

About the fame time, the French Ambaſladour refiding for the King with the Gri- 
fons,had charge to deliver the reaſons which did import France vpon the new purſbire 
ofthe: Venecians, for the reatewing of their Leaouewith the Grifon Cantons, before he 
ſhould engage the Kings name and reputation : for calling to minde the accidents 
which had befalne thoje Cantons, after their fi: ſt league with Venice, and had beene al- 


lowedoy the deceaſed King, (whereof he afterwards repented himſelfe, when as he ſaw

«« them happily; and to obey the Commandements of his Prince. For many yeares I haue 


ries, the memory whereof was alwaies reuiued if they did but caft their eyes ypon the A 


Fort of Fuentes, built vpon the frontier of their Country, after the firſt League made 
with Venice, and vpon that occafion : yet their Maieſties deſiring to fauour thoſe com- 
monalties, in-imitationof the deceaſed King,gaue charge to their Ambaſladour, that the 


\ capitulations of the firſt league ſhould bee peruſed before ir were renewed, to reforme 


what might be preiudiciall ro that of France, and that the Ambaſſadour of the ſaid Can- 
tous reſiding at Paris,ſhould confer with his Maieſties Councell touching the ſame, 

Soone after the reconciliation of the Earle of Soiſfons,and the duke of Guiſe, the duke 
of Sully reſigned his places of ſuperintendant of the Treaſure,and Capraine of the Baſile 
into the Queenes hand. 

This bred admiration in many, to ſec a man of his worth and merit, diſmiſſed without 
crime, hauing beene ſo faithfull a ſeruant to the deceaſed King his Maſter, and ſo good a 
Housband for the State. Men ſpake diberſly of this ation, ſome ſaid hee did it voluntarily 
of his owne free-will,and by the aduice of his friends, conſidering the hatred this charge 


| had gotten him in ſeruing his King and Country faithfully : and now finding that by 
the death of his Prince he had loſt all hope hereafter quietly to execute his place;he gaue ' 


way to the will of the enemies of his proſperity,and defiſted willingly,yea (as they ſay ) 
by the Queenes aduice : who when as he reſigned the keyes of the Baſtile, and of the 
Kings treaſure into her hands,made offer ynto him of a recompence in money,the which 


he refuſed, bcſeeching her Maicſtic to keepe in memory the {cruices which he had done C 


ynto France vnder the deceaſed King. After which he wrote this following Letter vnto 
her, the which I haue ſet downe verbatim, hoping thereby to giue the Reader much con- 
tent, in acquainting him in what Eſtate France ſtood ar the old Kings death. 

' Madam ,amone al the honorable conditions of aFrench gentleman,[ hauealwaics moſt 
eſteemed that, to be employed in the moſt important affairesof his Country, to gouerne 


<«< managed the chiefe ofthis Eftate, with an vnexpected ſucceſſe. I have caried them from 
«« adeepe gulfec of miſery,to the height ofall glory: And now Madam,I obey your cxprefle 
« will and defire, I deliuer into your hands, the two goodlicſt markes efmy good Maſters 


«« fauourand bounty, the Baſtile and the Treaſure; I held them during his lite,I yeeld them D 


<«« yhto you after his deathz and will content my ſelte,that the cftes of my ſeruice remaine 
&« for euer grauen in the hearts of your ſubie&ts : Some one lefle fairhfull then my ſelfe 
«« would fill all France with his complaints : but my perpctuall deuotion tothe place of my 


« birth,and romy King, ſtrikes my tongue dumbe, and makes mee rather ſecke the cauſe of 
&« ſogreata change in mine owne incapacity,then in any other conſideration. 


One thing 


« Madam much diſquiets my minde : which is,your Maicſties abſolute reſolution to haue 
* metake money in recompence of my offices; not for that I doe not conceiue how neceſ- 
* ſary this expedient is for the good of your ſeruice; but on rhe other {ide,it is ſo contrary 
* to my demands, as notwithſtanding all the power I haue ouer my {elte to pleaſe you, yet 


* haueI not cnoughro accept thereof. Nay Iam forced torefuſeir, and to preterre (con- E 


* trary to my duty in this ſubic,) my owne priuate intereſt before that of you Maieſtie. 
*« Ofall the meanes propounded vnto mee to leaue my charge, this ſhould be moſt odious 
*«« ynto me, and in truth Tabhorre it, and hold it to proccede from the malice ofmine enc-

** dame, hauetheynot rather made choice of theſe grounds then of another,which hath F 
& lefſe ſhew ofrruth 2 For to publiſh thar I ever demanded recompence for my office of

mies,not from your Maieſtics bounty : For Madame, why doe they not rather lay this 
pretext, vpon my ſower diſpoſition, vnſociable,withour gratification or difſimulation;or 
vpon the bad order I have taken in my charges; or that I hauc beenea bad husband in 
managing of the Treaſure;and vponthe miſeries which haue enſued , vponthe ſtrong in- 
telligences which I haue practiſed both within and without the Realme; and vpon the 
great care I haue taken to ſettle my ſelfe for the preſeruation of my fortunes? Why Ma- 


rhe Treaſure,other then the place of a Marſhall of France,it can neuer bee truely maintai- 


*© ned : The malice of mine enemies,nor pleaſing of ſome of my friends,ſhall neuer be able 
ro jiuſtifie the contrary. And if your Maieſtie charge mee, to haue my ſelfe made offer 
* ynto you of all that T did inioy, I confefle it : T cannot deny but I hane often afſured your 


2 Maieſty, that whatſocuer depended on me was at your devotion, yea my lite it ſelfe. But 


truly Madam, I did not then thinke that to make ſuch offers to his Prince, mn a Ine 
utNctent 
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A fafficient to diſpoſſeſſe him of his dignities, If you conceiue it ſono, it is a Maxime 


which ſcemeth new to me : but this nouelty ſhall never make me repent to haue done my 
duty. Contrariwiſe I againe offer vnto your Maieſty, not onely my honours and goods, 
bur my life it ſelfe, and that of my children, the which I doe not with condition, but to 
diſpoſe of at your pleaſurezyea,were it to honor my very enemies, if to take them fimply 
from me may nor content you, If my actions paſt hane ferued forthe increaſeof this 
Crowne; I will that my obedience ſhall thew the way to preſerue itz and whatſocuer 
mine enemies ſhall publiſh of my love to what I hold, or howſoeucr other mens humors 
may perſwade beliete; yet Madan, it is true that I will abandon whatfocuer my ſeruices 


B have gotten mce, with more reſolution and conſtancy, then another ſhall enioy them 


with pleaſure : It ſhall ſuffice metro heare in my ſolirarineſſe how your Maieſty ſhall dai- 
ly make this Scepter more flouriſhing, maintaine good order in the affiires ; and keepe 
treaſure in your coffers ſufficient tro maintaine this Eſtate, which doth chiefly ſubſiſt b 

the ſupport of theſe two pillars. Withthis will I quietly entertaine my idle rhoughts,and 
comtort my ſelfe in thedoſle of my good King, without being forced (if it pleaſe you) to 
acceptany other recompence for my offices then the contentment to receiue none, and 
the honor of your expreſſe commandement. Yet notwirhſtanding for your laſt rcfolu- 
tion,and not to ſh:w my ſelfe diſobedient #nto your will,if your Maieſtic have abſolute- 
ly decreed rodoe the contrary : behold then the greateſt tanvour which I moſt humbly 


C beſecch you to recompence mee withall, 15 ; thar it would pleake you to command my 


preateſt enemies rogoe inſtantly rothe chamber of.Accompr to verifie the profit er pre- 
iudice ofiny cares and watches for theſe 12 yeares; and ifthey finde nor, that during rhis 
time vnder the power of my great King, I haue afliſted much by my dexterity and labour 
to root out the greateſt confuſion that euer was in the finances of France : TharlI have 
beſides the ſparing ofeight millions of Liuers yearly,tor the which they are accomprable 
ro his Officers, beſides the payment of all the charges, of all the ordinary expences of the 
State,of all wages for Soucraigne Courts, of all men of Warre, Garifons, Embaſles, the 
Kings Houſe, Voyages, Mariages, Preſents, Recompences,and a thouſand other charges 
too long to repeate : Beſides all theſe ordinary great ſummes without the increaſe of any 


D taxes or impoſitions within the Realme,bur diminiſhed them , If they find notT fay,thar 


moreouer,for the intertainment of three great Armies, whereof the one tooke Amiens, 
another reduced Britanie, and thethird conquered Breſſe and Savoy, I cauſed aboue 12 
Millions to be farniſhed extraordinarily. For the diſcharge of the debts of Francegrown 
by treaties and otherwiſe aboue 25 millions: for the payment of the debts in Swiſlerland, 
Germa'y,Italy,and England, aboue 3o Millions : for the payment of Penſions, within and 
without the Realme, about 28 Millions : for the ſuccoring of foraigne Provinces aboue 
$ millions: for the repairing of the Arrillery,tortifications, waies and buildingsaboue g 
millions : for the eaſeand reliefe of the poote, aboue 6 millions : And to deliver in trea- 
ſure into the Coffers at the Baſtile, or to leaue in the cuſtodie of the Treaſurer, aboue x7 


E Millions : Todiſcharge many other expences which may bee caſily verified, aboue 26 


Millions. IfT haue not cauſed contracts to be paſt for the redeeming of the Crown-lands 
engaged, whereofthe greateſt part are daily executed, theſe redemptions-amounting ro 
aboue 4o millions. Finally Madam, ifT haue not by my care and vigilancy praQiſed all 
theſe courſes of ſparing : and ifto continue the ſame duty towards France, Ihavenor 
alwates offered vnto your Maieſty to loſe my life, or to maintaine the affaires in the ſame 
ſplendor, yea to repreſent them in a higher degree : IfT hauc nor doneall theſe things and 
more,I then ſubmur my ſelte to receiue for a puniſhment of my preſumprion,thart recom- 
pence which you ordaine me in the lofle of my honor and Offices. Bur Madam, Ifno one 
of theſe Articles be found falſe, but in that they are too ſparing, and if my firſt affection 


F hath received no change, but is more fortified; ſaffer mee to endure the harme which is 


done me, and not toaccept the good you offer me, Take my places withour this heauie 
burden : or if you will of neceſfity honor me with ſome fauour, let it bee (if it pleaſe you) 
onely with rhe perpetuallremembrance of my fidiliry;a fauour which I craue your Maie- 
ſtie,nor to be called againeto the painfull toile of affaires, but oncly to ſuffer mee to liue 
mn peace, in the memory ofher who is the Regent of my Country, the living ſoule of m 


Maſter, andthe mother of my King. And doubtlefle Madam, it is an honour, and the 


lat acknowledgment which your Maicity cannoriuſtly denic me: for ſeeing that all they 
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«« tuncs ofthis Kingdom alwaies to ſtand in good eſtate,that I may neuer ſee it ouerthrowne C

greaterreaſon they may well remember my ſeruices with triumph. 

Farewell my houſe, farewell fort, which Ihaue had in guard aboue 12: ycares :\ fare. 
well Temple ofthe Goddefle Moneta, which hath bred me fo many cares: {uffer me now 
to depart being wcary of affaires, and ſend me to a priuate life, where I may haue no ſuch 
troubles : Iam he,who ſtrong in ſpirit and courage haue managed the treaſure of the 


King and Kingdome; to whomthe happineſle of this cſtate augmented in new reuen- 
nues,and the Coffers of our young Maſter, filled by iuſt and lawtull meanes, is bound for 
the good order which I haue ſerled. Ihaue had grear honours and recciucd great re- 


compences for my induſtrious care ; I haue had great power and authority ynder a 
oreat Kingz but in a moment, in this bloody tall, I haue ſeene irall fall ro ruine, inthe 
ſame diſaſter : I have ſceneall this ruine quenched which hath made many to threaten 
me often with ruine, whilſt I endeauored the good of the State, and ſought onely to get 
the fauour of my Maſter; not caring for great men,nor knowing how to ſeeke an applauſe 
of the people, being ſtill conſtant in this deſigne. Bur now depart from me all trouble- 
ſome cares, I haue reſolucd to retire my ſhip intoa ſate Port. It may bee the State hauing 
loſt me, will finde whereunto I was profirable,and the people will know it : then, but roo 
late, fauour and affection will ſucceed hatred;wbut I have not mine owne intereſt in ſuch 
eſteeme, as I deſire to gaine by the miſcries of my Country ; But O God make the for- 


and thatit may haue no cauſe to lament me. 
After this the Duke of Sully in the beginning of Februarie, left the Court of France, 
and retired himſelfe ro his Towne of Sully vpon the riuer of Loire. 

Let vs now turne to ſome memorable executios of Iuſtice.In the beginning of this year, 
there was a moſt {landerous accuſation made by a woman, wife to a poore Gentleman, 
whoſe name was 1ſaac de Y areznes, Seigneur of D'Eſcouman. This woman was crook't- 
back't and lame, butofan actiue ſpirit; a great talker, ſubtile, cunning,and ofa great me- 


morie, but of alewd and vicious life. Being in pouerty & want,and newly gotten out of 


priſon, ſhe thought to frame an accuſation whereby ſhee hoped to releeue herſelte and to 
adyance her fortime. She had obſerued that

ſaid. She was afterwards commited to priſon and examined by the firſt Preſident, and 
vpon her accuſation.two were committed to priſon: ſheealſo charged the Marquis of 
Vernucil,and a Gentlewoman whoſe name was T z/et, rhat they avere familiar with Ra- 
willac, andacquainted with the Kings death: bur vpon turther cxamination and confron- 
tation of them. which were accuſed, her owne tongue diſcouered the ſlander, where- 
upon the Court declared Godin and Sauvage, ( who had continued long in priſon) 
and all others whom ſhce had accuſed,to be innocent of the moſt abhominable parricide 
commirted on the perſon of the deceaſed King: and condemned the ſaid D' Eſcouman to 
end her daies mured vp betwixt foure wales. 

The Court of Parliament of Aix in Prouence, proceeded alſo criminally againſta no- 


-table Magician or ſorcerer, called Lew Ganfridy. a Pricſt borne in Prouence and benefi- 
'cedat Marſeilles. He was accuſed of Rape, ſeducing of Virgins, Impiety, Magicke, Sor- 


cery, andother abhominations, all which hee confeſſed vnder hisowne hand, and was 


' therefore araigned, and condemned to bee deliuered into the hands of the executioner, 


and tobe led through all the ſtroers of Aix and before the Carhedrall Church, to doe pe- 
nance his head and feet bare, and a halter about his necke, holding a burning Torch in

Whilſt the people expected his cxecution, a very modeſt Gentleman 
whoſename was Eſþrade, who was contracted to a Preſidents daughter, was ſtabbed and 
murthered behind by Montauraux, a Knight of Malta in the- fight of three thouſand 
perſons, and yet none could ſtay the murtherer. A childe fell from atree and was flaine : 
and a yong Gentleman was wounded by the fame Knight with his dagger. Theſe were 
the misfortunes which that wicked ſorcerer had foretold ſhould happen to them which

The firſt Prefident de Harlay, haning ſerued the moſt Chriſtian Kings faithfully, 8& fate 
inthe ſear of Tuftice almoſt 29 years in the firſt Court of Pacliamenr of France,wherof he

gan to throw ſtones at them,many others did the like,yca and his Maſter himſelfe : they 
had no reſpe& tothe Archers nor to their words : the tumult grew ſomewhat great, 
one of the Archers was hurt, and ſame others : preſcntly the officers of Tuſtice poſted 
thither,and the Vinegar-maker & his ſeruant were committed to priſon, and condemned 
C by the Lieurenant Crimere! : the ſeruant to be whipped before the Trinity Church, and 
his maſter ro ſtand by him. They appealed from this ſentence : bur ir was confirmedand 
executed the firſt of Tuly. 
The Deputies of the Aſſembly at Saumur, ariuedat Paris, and preſented vnto rhe 
King and Queene Regent their Letters and inſtructions, containing 57 Articles, which 
you may read at large inthe Originall, being too long to inſert here, forthat I amlimired 
tomy bounds. 
The long; continuance of this Aſſembly bred a great icalouſic in all the Catholike 
townes of Poictu, Limofin,and beyond the River of Loire, and the rather for that in'the They of Okans 
beginning of Tuly, the Duke of Sully was come to Chaſtellerault, whereupon all the Ts .- 
D townes of thoſe Prouinces began to guard theirgates. Oh the ſeauenth of Iuly, about 6 fuggeſtion, 
of the clockeat night, a horſeman paſling through Orleans; and ſeeming to make haſte to 
bair his horſe, he ſpake many things touching the Aſſembly ar Saumur, and amongſt the 
reſt,that there were many Huguenots on horſebacke neereto Orleans, to ſeize vpon the 
Towne : As ſoone as he found that ſome which heard him tooke hold of his words, hee 
ſuddenly rooke horſe and got out of the rowne vaknowne : a Burgeſſe which heard him 
rooke ſuch an apprehenſion of this gullery, as he cried to armes in his quarter, reporting 
what he had heard, which ran like lightning throughout the whole rowne, and all the 
townſinen preſen:ly went to armes, and made Barricadocs in diners places:they remem- 
bred their troubles paſt,and fearedro fall into the like diſaſters: whereupon they ſearched 


thing but peace, as they were afterwards aſhamed to haue ſo lightly fallen into this ſuf pi- | 
tion. This taking of armesar Orleans made them of Chartresand of other rownes vpon Woe: 
the River of Loire to keepe ſtrict guard at their gates for feare of ſurprize. Theſe procees -_ -.. 
dings cauſed the Aſſemblie at Saumur'to giue order to Morſ: de Pleſſts for the leauying of - © 
1 50 fouldiers more : writing vnto their Deputies at Paris,to beſeech their Maieſties not 
to rake it ill, ifthe Aſſemblie proaided for their ſafery, * | 
On the twentieth of Tuly, the Chancellor in the preſence of the Queene, the Princes; The Chancel- 
and other officers of the Crowne, told the Deputies of the Aſſemblie,that their demands lors ſpeech ro 
were diſpatcht, and thar among other anſwers, there was granted a continuation of the ar rg F oy

F places ofſuretie for fiue years,with an increaſe of 4500 pound ſterling for theirMiniſters: lie. 
bur forthat the Allembly had becne chiefly granted them to proceed to the nominati- 
on of deputies which ſhould remaine ncer vnto his Maieſty to ſollicite their affaires, the 
King woud not ſuffer theanfwers to bee delivered vnto them vntill they had madethe

The Aflemblic at Saumur being-aduertiſed hereof by their Deputies, who feared that 
by the 28 of the moneth' they ſhould haue commandement to retire thcmſelues : they 
gaue charge vnto their Deputies, humbly to beſcech the Queene in the name of the Af: 
ſembly, 
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good and holy intentions, the Aſſembly might ſpcedily refolue to diſcharge their duty,

ſembly, not to command them to proceed to the nomination of the two gencrall Depu- A A 
ties, before they had required an anſwer of their gricuances, for that they had an expreſſe 


charge from their Churches, not to make the ſaid elefion (which ſhould be the laſt AR 


The Deputies 
having made this ſupplication vato the Queene,according to the intention of the Aſſem- 
bly, on the 30 of luly, they had Letters giuen them vnto the Aſſembly foran anſwer,et- 
ting them vnderſtand that Monſ: de Bullion ſhould returne preſently to Saumur, and cary 
the anfiver to their demands, 


Their Maicſties Letters did import;That they had willingly heard their Depuries,and . 
taken ingood part the teſtimonies and proteſtations of the fidelity, deuotion, and obedi- B Þ B 
ence of them ofthe Aſſembly : bur in ſtead of preſenting the names of ſixe perſonsto 
chooſe two generall Deputies out of them,they had delivered theirpetitions,remonſtran- 
ces,and gricuances, the which although their Maieſties had good reaſon to reic, vnrill 
the nomination had beene brought ; yet they had cauſed them to bee viewed, examined, 


and anſwered, as fauourably as they could poſſible : and bad acquaintcd their Deputies - 


with the chiefe Articles,to repreſentthem to the Aſſembly; that being enformed of their 


which was to ſend their ſayd nomination of ſixe perſons, whereottheir Mateſties were to y 
chooſe two, into whoſe hands they would deliuer the anfwer of their demands, with all E 
neceſlary cxpeditions; tothe end the Aſſembly might then breake vp, as it was neceffary C  ! 

for the Kings ſeruice, and the good of his ſubiedts, left their long continuance together, » 
ſhould breed ſome diſorder in the State,and icaloutic amongſtthe Kings ſubieRs. 

Oathe 14 of Auguſt Morſ: ac Bullion came to Saumur ;the next day heentred into the 
Aſſembly, preſented their Maieſties Letters and dcliuered his charge : which was ; That 
the Queenes pleaſure was, they ſhovid name the ſaid Depurics,to rake away the icalouſie 
which their Aſſembly gaue vnto the Catholiques, vnto whom her Maiefty was bound 
to giue contentmentas wellas to them. Which done, he had charge to deliuer vnto them 
their demands fauourably anſwered. That her Maicſty could not give them any more 
chen whar was ſpecified in their 'anſwers, which had beene reſolued by the Princes of 
the blood, and other Princes,officers of the Crewne, and Lords of the Councell, where- D 
fore they ſhould proceed to the faid nomination : ending his diſcourſe with theſe words, 
Tour glory conſiſts in obedience. ' NarDs | 

Whercupon CHonſ: de Pleſſis, who was Preſident, made anſwer in the name of the 
Aſſembly ; that vpon the returne oftheir Depurics they had beene afſured of their Maic- jy 
ſties good inclination towards their moſt humble and faithtull ſcruants of the Religion z fl 
whereof they had a new teſtimony, in that they werepleaſed to lend vnto them a perſo- ; 
nage of ſuch merit,of whole affection they had great confidence:as alſo they proteſted be- 
forc him, that they were ready to employ their meanes and lives for their Maieſties ſer- 
uice : bur as for thereſt, whenas the company had conferred thereupon, they would ac- 
quaint him with their reſolution : wherevponhe retired. 

Afﬀeer diners conferences and conteſtations betwixt 4onſ- de Bullion, and certaine 
Gentlemen deputed by the Aſſembly, the one inſiſting to haue the Deputies named firſt, 
and the other to haue the anſwer to their demands : on the firſt of September the Afſem- 
bly ſending to intreathim to acquaint them with the anſwer hee had receiued from the 
Queene Regent : he made anſwer, That the buſinefle was offuch importance,as he would 
dehiuer it in the open Aſſemby. Whereupon on the third of September, hee preſented 
vnto them a Letter from the Queene, who commanded them to obey, and to name their 
Deputies. After the reading whereof Monſerr de Bullion ſaid vnto them, You ſee the 
commandement which the Qucene makes vnto you to proceede to this nomination : al- 
though that Soueraignes are not bound to giue an accompt of their ordinances, yet her F 
Maieſtie grounds her commandement vpon the example ot the deceaſed King, and vpon 
that which hath alwayes beene practiſed with you ſince the Edi and the Aſſemblies of 
Chaſtellerault and Gergeau ; as well for the nomination before the anſwer of your de- 
mands, as forthe number of fixe : and as ſoone as you ſhall haue made this nomination, I 
will deliuer ynto you a Briefe for the prolorigation of places,and your demands fauoura- 
bly anſwered. Morcouer, I haue charge from her Maieſty to tell you,that to the end you Y 
may haue all ſubic of conrent, you may ſtay together for ſome dayes, to peruſe and f 

examine 
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A examinetheanſwers : yea ifthere be any remonſtrances to be made vponthe anſwers, 


orany grace to be required from cheir Maieſtics ; I haue commiſſionto tell you, that in 
charging the rwo depurics which ſhall be choſen among the ſixe therewith, the Queene 
will intreat you withas much fauour as poffibly ſhe can.I pray you ſatisfic her,ſecing you 


haue promiſed to yecld no lefle reſpe&t and obedience to the Kings minority and the 


1ecnes regency,then you have done to the deceaſed Kings. 
Monſ: de Pleſiis made anſwer, that the Company vaderſtanding their Maieſties plea- 
fare,he thought hemight with their approbation ſay vnto him; that they were all dfpo- 


ſed co obedience, and xhar to this effect their wils were wholy vnited without any diuiſt- 

B on. That their vnion had been very neceſliry,and that by meanes thereof, God had pre- 

ſerued the deceaſed King Henry the Great, and by him the Realme;and that hee himiclfe 

had ſo well allowed oftheir vnion, that alrhough hee had A his religion, yet hee 
en 


would that the Churches aſſembled ar Nantes in his pretence, ſhould confirme and 
renew the ſaid vnion, the which ſhould alwaies bee for their Maicſtics ſeruice, and the 
ood of the Eftate. In the end,after many demandsand anſwers, and proteſtations made 
by the Aſſembly, alwates to yecld obedience to their Maieſties command ( the which 
ſhould be their diſcharge vnto the Churches,for that they pretended they had exceeded 
their commiſſion)they proceeded to the nomination of fixe Deputies, with a declaration, 
that it was only to obey their Maieſtics, & not to pretudice the rights of their Churches, 
nor to binde them hereafter to chuſe aboue two : This nomination being written, was. 
preſently giuen to Honſe de Bullion, and hee delivered vnto them their demands an-: 
ſwered by their Maieſties, with a Briefe for the continuation of places of ſuerty. The 
2nſwers to their grecuances and demands being read in the Aſſembly , they were 
not found anſwerable to their deſire and intention ; whereupon they deputed ſome 


x0 Monſ: de Bullion,co let him vnderſtand,that they had received the anſwers ro their de. 


mands with all honor,reſpe& and humility,as proceeding from the will of their King and 
Souercigne Prince; but they humbly beſought their Maieſtics not to take it ll, if they 
made a declaration that they could not accept of the.ſaid anſwers, being of opinion, that 
the Prouinces which had deputed them ſhould not xeceiue that contentment which they 
expected. Wherecunto he made anſwer,that the Queene had ſent word to the Marſhall 
of Bouillon that ſhe had power to enlarge ſome Artidles according to the aduice that he 
ſhould giue her. Vpon the gof September, Monſ: de Bullion hauing preſented vnto the 
Aſſembly the cleaton which their Maieſties had made ofthe Siegneurs of Rouuray,and 
Millitiere for the 2 deputies, he commanded them to ſeparate themſelues : letting them 
vnderſtand, tht their Maieſties had given him charge to ſay , that all their iuſt requeſts 
ſhould be fauourably anſwered, and whatſoeuer had becne promiſed, paid. Whereupon 
the Aſſembly obeyed,and ſeparated themſelues;zeucry man returning into his Country, 
ſome contented, others not. 

The Duke of Sauoy had drawne diuers troopes of ſouldiers together, which put his 
neighbour Princes in great icalouſie, and bred diuers opinions whereunto hee would im- 
ploy them; ſome were of opinion hec would befiege Geneua which hee claimes as his 
owne by inheritance : others thought that hee would enter into the duchy of Mi- 


lane, as well in regard of his childrens pretention, being Nephewes to the King of 


Spaine, as for ſome other occaſions : but the Iralian Princes were alwaies watchfull thar 
theirneighbo;s ſhould not grow great;ſceing alſo that the Spaniard leauied men in Lom- 


bardie;fearing that by reaſon thereof Iraly ſhould fal into new troubles,they wrought ſo, 


as inthe end of the laſt yearc their controuerſies were reconciled and the Country conti- 
nued in peace. The Duke notwithſtanding continued his Forces on foot, which made 
men thinkethat he hadan cye to Geneuazfor that he had been aduertifed that the towneſc 


men had beene careleſſe to maintaine their fortifications, and to rcnue their prouiſion of dangerofa 


corne yearly bcing ſpoiled ; thatthey had ſmall ſtore of munition for warre within the 
Towne;and that they had not fiue pceces of Ordnance well mounted and fit to doe ſer- 
uice. It was alſo thought that hee had ſome ſecret intelligence within the Towne : ſo as 
rhe brute was he would not be 15 daies in taking it :diuers French Gentlemen came vnto 
rhe Duke with many ſouldiers with an iarent to ſhew their valour and skill at this fiege. 
Gaucher a famous Captaine of Luxemburs repaired vato him with ſome troopes; andir 
was gluen Out that Spzola himſclfe ſhould be at this fiege; and that now the tree of the 
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proteſtants Religion ſhould bee plucked vp by the rootes, to the end it ould bring no A 
more ſuch truir. | 

This towne of Geneua had beene long vnder the proteRion of the Crowne of France: 
yet ſome more deſ1rous of innountions, then of the honour and preſeruation of the State, 
ſought not onely ro perſwade poore ignorant people,but euen thoſe of better judgement, 
that the warre prepared againſt Geneua, did no way concerne them, nor that they ſhould 
in any wiſe meddle or hinder the Duke of Sauoys proceedings, incited thereunto (beſides 
his particular intereſt) with the zcale of aduancing the Catholike Religion, and his 


| Holineſle ſervice : ſeeking by ſuch practices to terrific their conſciences which were not 


well-ſctled, niaking a caſe of conſcience of a matter of State, as if to ſuccour their Allies, B 
(alchough ofa contrary Religion) againſt the inuaſton of foraigne Princes,whoſe defignes 
cannot be reſtrained by aggtreaty, (how folemne ſoeuer) were a capitall crime againſt 
God, and worthy to becen{ured by the Church. They made vſe of thar falſe Maxime 
againlt ſuch as oppoſed themſelues, that it imported much the honour of this Crowne, 
to hold their promiſe ſo often and ſo ſolemnly {worne, That they ought not to keepe faith 


. with Heretikes : and that this exception is alwaies of force. Bur the Kings of France who 


have beene cuer Catholikes, did not hold the preferuation of Geneua, which they haue 
alwaies tooke into their protection,and comprehended ir in all the treaties of peace which 


they haue made with neighbour Princes,to bea cate of conſcience, bur a matter of State: 


hauing found by experience,thatthis rowne maintained in liberty,was ſufficient to crofle C 


the vaine hopes of the Duke of Sauoy,and of all thoſe which ſhould affiſt him: The which 


both Francs the firſt, Hezry thethird, and Hexry the fourth, haue made knowne by diuers 
Treaties, Declarations,and Letters, how much the preſcruation..of that towne imports 
the State of France. | . 02 

The Qucene Regent vpon theſe brutes of war deſiring to preſeruc this towne in liber- 
ty,as the deceaſed King had done, ſent Morſe le Grand into Bourgundy, and Monſenr 
D'Allincenrt to Lions,to take order for the frontiers of their goucrnments,jand to aduer- 
tiſe her of the Sauoyards defignes : ſhe alſo env 3/orſ: de Barranlt to the ſaid Duke, toler 
him vnderſtand, that both ſhe and ether Souecraigne Princes his neighbours, were icalous 
of his Armes, being ignorant of his mrent : the which was couered with a ſecond pre- D 
text; Thar the Duke of Sauoy would not trouble the peace,nor breake the treaty of Ver- 
vains : but he onely deſired to reſtore the Biſhops of Gencua and Lorane, the which pur 
chem of Bearne into alarme. In the meane time the Seigneurs of Lattoiic, Bzthune, Ar- 
nault, with many French Gentlemen, Captaines and Souldicrs, came to Geneua to de 
fend them of their Religion: Within ſhort time they had 3o peeces of Ordnance moun- 
ted, and had made ſuch trenches, halfe-moones, and forts without the towne, as it was 
thought ſufficient ro hold out a wiole yeare, if the inuader didnot periſh in the attempt. 

The Seigacur of Barrault being returned to the Queen without an anſwer conformable 
to her deſire, ſhe ſent Monſenr de la Yazennevnto him : The Bearnnois alſo ſent their Am- 
bafſadors, who ſpake big words vato him, tclling him, Thar if he did not diſmiſſe his E 
rroop:s,he ſhould pay the charges ofthe warre,if they tooke armes. 

Some write that the Duke afſured both rhe one and the othcr, that he was not in arms 
to trouble the peace : and that hee neuer enquired why neighbour Princes had ſoul- 
diers ina redincfic in their owne Eſtates, being tree for cucry one to doe whar he pleaſed 
in his country,not being fabict ro yecld an accomprt to other Soucraignes his neighbors, 
Afterwards, fecing the French and Swiſlers diſcontented with his an{wer,and alſo conſi- 
dering his grcat charge was to little purpole, he difiniſfed all his troopes by a declaration 
which he cauſed tobe publiſhed. The Captaines and Souldicrs which came to him from 
divers Countrics, were forcedto depart with lofle, bearing their owne charges ; and they 
ofthe Religion did the like from Geneva, Hereby ir doth plainly appeare,that God hath F 
not created any thing in this world that hathnot his oppoſtce : and that the wiſedome of 
the QueeneRegent ,and the ſpeeches oftne Bearnnois, ſtayed rhe Duke of Sauoy from 
beginning ofa warre,which might haue ſet fire ypon all the Welſterne parts of Europe. 

During the Aſſembly at S1umur, there was a generall Chapter held at Paris, ofall the 

Order of Saint Dominick, or Iacobins, whither all the religious of the ſaid Order were 
ſummoned from all parts of the world, by the commandcment oftheir Generall, which 
was Auguſtin Galamin of Brexiguellain Lombardy, a DoQor of Diuinity, andat that 
Me 
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A time Maſter ofthe ſacred palace at Rome, who came thither in perſon with the Provin- 


Cialls of all Countries, as from Peru, Mexico, the Philippines, and other remote parts, 
whoſe names I muſt for breuities ſake omit. Ir beganne the Friday before Whitſunday, 
and continued till the Friday after Trinity, They were in all about 400, who were nouri- 
ſhed by the charitic and bounty of the King,Queene, princes,prelates, Noblemen, Ladies, 
and other charitable perſons, which did aflift at their preaching and Diſputations. During 
this Chapter Father Michaels, Prouinciall of the Prouince of 0ccitana, demanded kaue 
of the Generall to reforme himſelfe with ſome other religious men of his Order, mobed 
with the like zeale : which being granted, they got a houſe behinde S. Andrew des Arts at 


B Paris, where they beganne a more regularand retormed life : fince, by the affiſtance and 


bounty of the Queene and other good people, they haue accommodated the Church and 
houſe of the Iacobins, reformed in the ſuburbs of Saint Hoxore, whete they now refide. 


| ; | The Prince of 
The Queene Regent, as you haue heard, had giuen commandement to the Jurats of a6 rhe 


h ry into Bour- 
deawc 


Bourdeaux, to recetue the Prince of Conde their gouernor withall the honor due to ſuc 
a Prince : being aduertiſed of his comming, they imployed an infinite number of worke- 
men, to make preparation for his entry, and eſpecially of two goodly Nauall houſes, ecy- 
ther of which was built vpon two great boats, to recetue him at his comming to the Port 
of Lormont, with the Princeſſes his mother and wife. The 24 Companies ofthe towne 
did ſtrive who ſhould exceed other in armes and apparel:and allthe chiefe townes of Gui- 


C cnne prepared to receiue him according to the Queenes commandement, The Nobilitie 


ofcuery prouince did accompany himas he went:and entring into his gouernment,Morſ: 
de Roquelaur Lieutenant for his Maicſty in Guienne,receiued him with five or fix hundred 
horſe, and conducted him to Liborne, which was the firſt towne, whereas the Inhabitants 
met him in armes, and the Maior and Lurats caried a Canopy before him. The princeſſes 
came to Lormont, a little league from Bourdeaux, where they entred into their Nauall 
houſe, being accompanied by many boats, with all forts of muſicke, with the Captaines 
and Burgefſes of the Towne, and 800 Harquebuſicrs. They landed before Caſtle-Trom- 
pet, during the which the ſhips which lay'in the Road, and the Caſtle ſalured them with 
their Ordnance. Being landed vpon a bridge made for the purpoſe, they were conducted 


D with the Ladies and their traine,to the Archbiſhops palace in thirry Caroſſes,where they 


had a ſtately banquet for their reception. The next day two Iurats with a number of 
Barques went to coductthe naual houſe for the Prince to the port of Lormone. Aﬀter din« 
ner the Prince embarqued and landed, where Morſe de Roguelanre attended and ſaluted 
him, both as the Kings Lieutenant and Maior of Bourdeaux, preſenting the keyes vnts 
him, the which the Prince receiued, and delivered againe vnto him. Then he was condu- 


Qed to a high ſcaffold, where hee ſate downe to heare their ſpeeches,andto ſee the order 


of the cnrry as it paſt. Firſt, the Turats paſt, which came to ſalute him in their roabes of 
crimſon and white Sattin. The Vniuerſity. They of the Preftdiall Court, all on horſ-back, 
hauing forty Sergeants before them. Then followed the Court of Parliament : the two 


E Prefidents being in ſcarlet roabes, and the Councellors in blacke ; and before them twen- 


ty Vſhersall on horſe-backe. The 24 Companies of the Burgeſſes of the towne on foot 
well armed, and in ſeuerall liueries. There were moreouer fourteene or fifteene hundred 
horſe. Then the Prince comming from the ſcaffold, reoke horſe and went towards the 
Towne, being followed by the Sceigneurs of Roquelaure,T hemines,Y aillacand many No- 
blemen of Guicune. Being come to the port, the Turats preſented him with a white Ien- 
net with rich furniture, wheron he mounted, the Turats carying a Canopy before him. In' 
this manner was he conducted to the Cathedral Church, where the Cardinal of Sourdis 
receiued him,and conducted him to the high altar;where hauing done the vſuall ceremo- 
nies, he returned with him to rhe Church doore, from whence hee was conduceed to his 


F lodging, He viſited the Court of Parliament, who received him with all the honour thar 


could be done him. He was inuited with the Ladies to the Town-houſe,where the Maior 
and Iurats attended to doe them ſeruice. He was deſirous to enter into Caſtle-Trom- 
pet, roſce what reparations were neceſſary. This ſerues as a Citadell to Bourdeaux, and 
commanded by Collonell 072aze with foure Companics entertained. At his comming in 
the Captaine who commanded in the Collonels abſence, hauing dclivered the keyes of 
rhe Caſtle into his hands, he preſently went forth with all the gariſon: then the Prince vi- 
led the Caſtle both within and without,and gaue ocder for the fortifications whichwere 
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to be made. After this, deſirous to ſee the chiefe rownes of his gouernment. He paſſed by A 
Nerac, Agen, Thoulouſe, Montauban, Dacs, and in the end ro Bayonne, in all which 
places he wasentertained with much honor. Being returned to Bourdeaux, hee receiued 
commandement from the Queene to repaire to Court, which he did about the beginning 
of Noucmber. | 

The deceaſed King Henry the fourth, had by his Edi®t forbidden Duels, and happily 
ſuppreſſed the liberty which French Gentlemen took to fight and kill one another, which 
often hapned vpon ſlight occafions. But as men alwayes finde ſome cuaſion to auoid the | 
Law, they found alſo the innention of encountring without challenge : whereupon his F 
Maicſty made this Declaration to preuent theſe encounters : That if it hapned hereafter, B 
that any Genilemen or others, making profeſiion of armes, (who by reaſon of words or deeds ,cy- 
ther for themſelues, or for thtir friends, which may gine any occaſion of offence, or cauſe bitter- pi 
neſſe) dee afterwards meeting by chance, draw their weapons,it ſhall be reputed done of purpoſe, 4 
and held for achallenge, (0 as they ſhall incurre the ſame puniſhment ordained by the Edits of © 
Duels againſt Challengers , and ſhall not be diſpenſed withall, notwithſlanding any pretext or 
excuſe whatſoeuer. This Declaration was verified by the Court of Parliament, and exe- 
cuted yponcertaine offenders, \ 

About this time the Inhabitants of Troys, were ready to fall into a mutiny and combu- 
ſtion : ſome deſiring to haue theeſuits, and to giue them the Colledge of the Towne ; 
and others oppoſing it. The Biſhop, the Preſident, and ſome few Clergy-men, and ſome C 
Burgeſſes (eſpecially ſuch as had borne all the ſway during the League) would have the 
TIeſuits. The Deanes and Chapters of S. Peters, and FS. Stephens, the greateſt part of the 
Clergy, the Councellors of the Prefidiall Court, the Towne-houſe, and ſuch as had afſi- 
ſted ro draw the Towne to the'obedience of King Hez7y the fourth, would none of them. 
This bredda great conteſtation amongſt the inhabitants : both partics ſent to the Court: 
the Biſhop, the Preſident, and thoſe of that fation,ſent to let the Queene vnderſtand that 
the Inhabitants of Troys defired to entertainerhe Teſuits, and to beſeech her M.icſty to 
be pleaſed that they might makea general Aſſembly ro reſolue vpon that bulineſle by the 
voyces of all the people aſſembled by their trades. This Meſſenger was ſent away with 
all ſpecd, to preuent ſuch as might be ſent in the behalfe of the towne ;as it hapned : for D 
Guichard a Councellor of the Court, and one of the Sheriffes ( being deputed from the 
Aſſembly) comming to Fountain-bleau after Latrecey the Biſhops Meſſenger, hee found 
the whole Court diſpoſed to hauc the Teſuits inſtalled in Troys. Finally, Latrecey was firſt 
diſpatched, and made all poſſible ſpced to returne to Troys, to haue the Trades aſſembled 
for the reception of the Ieſuits : but yet the matter ſucceeded not according to his de- 
ſigne. 

he whole body and chiefe inhabitants of the Towne, hearing what had paſt at Foun- 

tain-bleau, and that they had giuen the Queene to vnderſtand that the Teſuits were deſi- X

ſedirtion happen. | 

To this end certaine were deputed for the Clergy, Iuſtice, and body of the towne, to 
informe the Queene of the ſtate of the cauſe. To whom the Queene made this anſwer, 
that they had giuen her to vnderſtand, that the Inhabitants of Troys demanded theTe- 
ſuits, but ſceing they would none, ſhee would not force them , neyther had ſhee any in- 
on roeſtabliſh them againſt the good liking, nor without the conſents of the ſaid Inha- 

itants. | 

This anſwer wasthe cauſe of new proceedings on eyther ſide. They which oppoſed the 
Teſuits, did ſet downetheir principall reaſons in writing. And the Ieſuirs faction did the 
like, with ſuch animoſity, as the towne ſeemed to bee threatned with troubles and ſedi- 
tion : there being ſome which were willing to take armes, and to be in ation : the which 
cauſed the Maior and Sheriffs of the towne to haue recourſe vnto Honſe de Praſlin,Go- 
uernor of the prouince, who repaired ſpeedily thither, and by his preſence and wiſedome 
pacificd all theſe heart-burnings and diſcontents. 
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A There was a notable Impoſtor at Paris,who(froma meane beginning)through his ſub- IG61T 
tle cariage had gathered great wealth together ; and after falling to keepe dogs, horſes, | 
and enteftaine Strumpets, he'began to run the high way to deſtruction, and ſoar laſt re- 
ſoluing to play the Bankrupt, he tooke vp all the money hee could, bur his intent being 
diſcoucred;he was caſt into priſon,and they found that he ought aboue 3 2000 pound ſter- 
ling; yet could not ſhew any loſſes hee had ſuſtained, or debrs due vnto him, nor ready 
money to pay his Creditors, 

His wite fecing him in priſon, and not able to moue him by her prayers to doe right to 
to cucry man; for very gricfe ſhe tooke her bed. Being without mcanes, ſhe importuned 
B him toayde her with ſome relicte : but hee would nor affiſt her with a peny, norafterher 
death giue 7ny thing for her buriall, ſwearing that he had no money; bur it was the will 
of God to haue his periuric and wickednefle knowne to the world, for a ſeruant of his 
ſtole from him 150 Crownes in gold; and he complaining thereof, ſaid, that he wonde- 
red he had not caried away more, for aboue 600 Crownes in Pearle and Icwcls, with a 
Watch well worth 40 Crownes, lay vnder the gold which he had taken. | 
The Court finding his falſhood and villany, condemned himto doe penance inthe ,, 
grcat Chamber, the Court ſitting, beiag bare headed in his ſhirt, and vpon his knees, with-theCour 4 
a halter about his nccke, holding in his Hands a torch burning of two pound waight, and -#26inſt Le 
there todeclare openly, T hat be had malitiouſly plaid the bankrupt, and dinerted his goods legs, ry 
C. to defraud his creditors, for the which he craued pardon of God, the King,and the Iuſtice,(Lu- 
£4rdo his brother inlaw,a partner inhis villany afhiſted at the ſaid penance,)and the ſaid Ls 
Tour to be conducted inte the Palace yardeat the exchange time,to doe the like penance, 
and then to be tyed toa poaſt by the necke, and there to remaine vnrill one of the clocke, 
Morecouer £4 Towr was condemned to ſcrue the King in his Gallics forthe ſpace ofnine 
cares, and he and Lyzardo baniſhed France fos.ever, and neuer to returne vpon paine of 
drach withour other forme of proceſle.. Their goods were confiſcated,their creditors 
being firſt paid, varill which were ſatisfied, they were to remaine in priſon and to pay all 
the charges. h 
The Abbot of Bois, of whom we haue formerly made mention,was committed priſo- q,, apy 
D ner at Rome, and as ſome affirmed had beenchang'd with his face coucred : Men ſpake Boi imprio- 
diverſly ofthe cauſe, ſome accuſing the leſuites to haue beene the motives thereof, for cd atoms, 
that he had firſt preached againſt them after the Kings death:others ſaid, that ir wasat the 
ſuite of the Generall ofthe Celeſtins,for that he had left his order, and had not yeeldedan 
account for the managing of the affaires which he had in charge. That he had in former 
times ſlaine a manat Auignon (the Popes Territorie ) with his fiſt. Finally, they made 
many other pretexts. An error which is done by counſell, cannot be otherwiſe termed 
then a fault wiſely committed : bur this Abbot would neither beleeue the aduice of his

hyſitian which had raiſed this flander. Whercupon her Maieſty being willing to heare 
eMonſ: Le Maiftre, he ſaid vnto her : Madam, I nioſt humbly befeech yout Maieſty that 
I may not loſe the honour of your fauour through flanders and falle reports : and thar I 
may not be cntreated according to the deſire of mine enemies, tothe rume of mine honor 
and reputation. For hitherto you haue heard none but mine enemies, who haue beene as 
ready to ſpeakeill as to doe ill; whoſe lewd lite is fo well knowne vnro your Maicſty, as 
B ſhallnot need to make any furtherrepetition. Bur the onely cauſe of their hatred 1s, for 
that I oppoſed my ſelte tothe ſcandals which they raiſed againſt your Maieſties Houſe. 
For this reaſon enely they haue imputed vnto me the death of my Maſter, who was ſa 
deare ynto me : and wirhour reſpect of your Maieſty, to reuenge themſclues on me, they, 
haue told the mother that her childe is dead by my error: a ſauage fury, and vynyworthy of 
rcaſonable men.

1606, they obtained other Letters, giving them power to make their reſidence at Paris in 
the profeſſed Houſe of S.Lews, and intheir Colledge of Clermont, allowing them Con- 
feſſions, preachings, and other exerciſcs of their Order, except publike Lectures, which 
for many good and iuſt conſiderations hee would not grantart that rime : the Parliament 
A Paris 23 verifie theſe patents, with the clauſes and conditions therein contained tobe 
oblerued. 

[n the yeare 1609 the King being at Fountainbleav, eranted vnto them by otherlerters 
parents, the publike reading in Diuinity in their Colledge of Clermont, which letters be- 
E ing preſented to be verified, the Vniucrſity and all the faculty of Divinity in Paris, came 
and oppoſcd themſclues, ſo as they could nor proccede. 

Inthis yeare 1611, they obtaincdletters from their Majeſties,gining leauc to open their 
Colledge, and ro inſtruct youth publiquely in all the Sciences : which breddagreatcon- 
troucrfie betwixt the {aid Teſuirs and the Vniuerſity : for hauing preſented them to the 
Court the 23 of Auguſt to be verified, at the ſame time the Vnuwerſity required commu- 
nication : and the third of Septembet they preſented a requeſt vnto the Court, by which 
they oppoſed againſt the ſaid Letters, and hindred the enrolment. Herevpon the parties 
had an aſfignation to appeare vpon the ſixt following : on which day the body ofthe Vni- 
uerfiry appeared, and Father Corrox with one other, aſſiſted by their Aduocate and Pro- 
F cor, where it was decrced, that the parties ſhould preciſely plead the next day that all 

the Chambers ſhould be aſſembled tor rhe deciding of the cauſe ; and thar they ſhould 
plead the doores being ſhut + but when they appeared, it was put off tillthe firſt day after

The ReQtor hauing ended, cHonſear Servin, firſt Aduocare general made his remon- 
ſtrance, which was very long,and concluded for the Vniut rficicagainſt the Ieſuites. In 
theſe pleadings they gathered foure points, which they raught and;held.; Firſt, That the 
Pope was aboue the Councell: ſecondly, That the Pope hauing exconummicateda King, 
he might depriuc him ofhis Realme : thirdly, That attempts and conſpiracies againſt the 
ſacred perſons of Kings and their Eſtates, deliuered to the Prieſt in confeſſion, they ought 
not to be reuealed to the Magiſtrate : and fourthly, That Clegry men were not ſubie&tto 
ſecular Princes. Contrary to which foure points, they propoundedto haue the Ieſuites 
ſubſcribe to theſe which follow. Firſt, That the Councell was aboue the Pope : ſecondly, 


D- That the Pope had no temporall power ouer Kings, and could not by excommunicati- 


on deprive them of their Realmes and Eſtates : thirdly, That Clergy men hauing heard 
of any attempt or conſpiracie againſt the King or his Realme, or any matter of treaſon in 
confeſſion, he was bound to reueale it to the Magiſtrate:fourthly,That Clergy men were 
ſubiero the ſecular Prince or politique Magiſtrate. 

The firſt Prefident being in Councell, demanded ofthe Ieſuites (who were eight in 
number) ifthey would ſubſcribe vnto the doctrine of the Sorbon, eſpecially inthe foure 
points aboue mentioned, and cauſe their Generall to ſigne it. One of them (who they 
{aid was Prouinciall of France) anſwered, That amongſt their ſtatutes there was one 
which bound them to obſcrue the rules and orders of the place where they were during 


E their abode, reading the paflage in abopke which he held in his hand;and that they could 


not promiſe their General! ſhould figne that which was demanded, but they would write 
vnto him, and doe their beſt endeuour. Moxtholon added, that they would be bound to 
obſerue the doctrine of the Sorbon, and the lawes of the Vniuerſity, for which their 
Heads ſhould anſwer. And it they of the Sorbon (being their ancients) would figne the 
faid fore articles, they wouldlikewiſe f1gne them. 


Hereupon the Court decreed, That the Prouinciall and they of his company plain- Thedecree of 
tiffes, who aſſiſted at the audience, ſhould preſently ſubſcribe the ſubmiſſion made by *« Courr, 


thcir Prouinciall ro conform themſelnes to the doftrine of the Colledge of Sorbon, eſpe. 
cially in that which concernes the preſeruation of the ſacred perſon of Kings ; the main- 


F taining of the Royall authority,and the liberties of the French Church, fromalltimes ob. 


ſcrued in the Realme : and in the meane time they did forbid the Ieſuitesto innouate any 

thing, orto attempr any thing to the prejudice of their Letters of re-eftabliſhmentr, and 

againſt the decree of the verification ofthe ſame : that they ſhould not meddle either by 

themſclues or any interpoſed perſons with the inſtruion of youth in this City of Paris, 

in atyy manner whatſocuer, or to vſc there any exerciſe of Scholaſticl function, vpdn 

paine to loſetheir re.eſtabliſhmenr. |

The Proteſtants having expelled the Magiſtrates who*were Papiſts, and ſeized vpon A

the gouernment of the Towne.” Eitherparty fortified themſclues by their friends : the 
Catholikes ſent to the Archd| e#f;and to the EleQorof Cullen, who gaue them no 
great aſſiſtance; onely they ſent Ambaſſadors to Aix, to laboura reconciliation. The Pros 
teſtants ſent to the Princes poſſeſſing Iuliers, that they world be pleaſed to ſend them ſuc- 
cours and ſome perſon of note, to treat friendly of the differences betweene them and the 
Catholikes:which they did by the Earle of Solmes. The conditions they required, were z 
that ſome Proteſtants might hereafter be admitted into the Magiſtracic , Thatthe cxer- 
ciſe ofthe Lutheran and Caluiniſt religion might be allowed, the Icſuirs expelled, and all 


that had paſt during the troubles forgotten, Sooneafter, the Archduke 41berts Ambaſ- B 


fadors ariued, who pretending their Prince was protector of that towne, by vertue of an 
accord made in the yearc of our Lord 1600, he yſed ſome threats, which did not much 
pleaſe the Proteſtants of Aix, nor the Ambaſſadors of Iuliers; all which wece nor able to 
compound the quarrel, 

- About the end of September there arived the Marquis of Vieu-ville, with the Seig- 


 neurs of Brucil Preſident of Metz and Villars Hoſman Ambaſſadors for the moſtChriſtian 


King and the Queene Regent, leſt this ſmall difference ſhould be the cauſe of ſome great 
warre, to the preiudice of their Eſtate, Ina full aſſembly ofthe Magiſtrates and Burgeſ- 
ſes, they gaue them to vnderſtand, that themoſt Chriſtian King hearing with gricte of 


the late alterations which had happened in their towne and Common-weale : they had C 


ſentthem to repreſent vntothem the dangerous fnconueniences which might happen b 
their diuiſions, which had filled their rowne with confuſion, the neighbour Princes wit 
icaloufie, and the people with bad example; and to perſwade them to lay aſide all fplecne 
and animoſitie, and to reconcile themſclues vnto one another: laying before them the mi« 


ſeries which doe accompany the torrents of warre and vill diſſention. And thercfore 


my maſters ({ayd they) contemne not this good counſel}, but recciue it with the reſpeR 
and reuerence which is due vntotheir Maieſties, and with the ſame good will which you 
haue fhewed at our arivall into this towne. All things are yet in good eſtate if you will g 
for by thegrace of God your troubles are not yet come to irreconciliable extremities. 
Leaue firſt your hatred and ſpleene ; lay afide your paſſions,and with quier ſpirits confi- 
der of all the circumſtances of times, places, and perſuns. Wee are now in peace almoſt 
throughout all Europe,and will you be the firſt ro ſound the Trumper,and to beginne the 
warre ? your towne 1s ſituated inthe midſt of many Princesand Townes, who werelately 


inwarre ; would you that yours ſhould ſerue asa Theater roaddea bloody Cataſtrophe 


to the Tragedics paſt 2 youare all in the ſameveſlc!l, in the ſame incloſure, breathing the 
ſame ayre, vſing the ſame tongue, the ſame lawes and cuſtomes. Thoſe whom younow re- 
pute for your aduerſaries,are your fellow Citizens, your neighbours, your kinsfolke,your 
brethren and members of the ſame bodie. And although your opinions bee diuers tou- 
ching matcers of Religion, yet your wils ſhould be vnited tor the good of the Common- 


weale. Would you disfigure your Country, andteare in pieces the bowels of your mo- E 


ther? If you were bewitched with theſe impreſſions (which we cannot belceeue)abandon 
all theſe pernitious counſels w hich will plunge you into a gulfe of miſeries ; and embrace 
vnionand concord, which is the foundation and root of reſt, the nurſe of peace, the con- 
ſolation of good Citizens, and a plentifull harueſt of all good things. And to the end 


rhe buſineſſe may be negotiated with more eaſe, you may if you pleaſe ne ſome of 


either fide, peaceable men and not paſſionate, who may freely conferre with vs with all 
confidenceand ſafety, and we will heare their propoſitions with patience, not as Iudges 
or Arbitrators, but as mediators of peace,and friendly Compoſitors : and we will endea- 
uor by all meanes to end your differences by a common conſent,and to all your likings. 


The effect of this Remonſtrance was, that after ſome conferences, the Catholikes and F 
Proteſtants of Aix, ſibmitted rhemſclues to the accord, which ſhould bee made by the 
Ambaſladors of France and Iuljers,who laboured fo in this buſineſle, as certaine Articles 
were drawn and ſigned by them;which Articles I am enforced for breuities ſake to omit. 


But the Catholike Magiſtrate refuſed to ſigne them, being required: for that the Ambaſ- 
fadors of the Archduke 4lbret and the EleQtor of Cullen,returned ſoon after to Aix with 


an Imperiall Mandategby which they ſaid they were deputed from the Emperor to order 


whartthey ſhould think good: which the Proteſtants ſeeing, they required the Magiſtrate

ple of peace with the Proteſtants and that the Senators made difficulty vpon ſome' 
thorneg which they imaginedthey had found therein: Hereupon they made a ſecondRe:” 


monſtrance,whereby thcy layd beforethem the dangers which would enſue by refuſing 
of the ſaid treaty, and how much they ſhould offend their moſt Chriſtian Maieſties,who 


had ſenr them to compound their differences in a friendly manner : and the rather for A ſecond 


that they had becne aduertiſed it was with their conſents, and ſhould bee againeby them, - warp bag E,

If you ground your exerciſes (ſaid the Ambaſſadors)ypon the ſaid Mandate, the which © 


(as you ſaid) you dare not diſobey : they willanſwer you, that you ſhould haucattended 
viitill that his Imperiall Maieſty had been aduertiſed ofthe ſaid treaty, whereofrhe Man- 
date makes nor any mention, or that hee ſhould haue made declaration that hee couldnot. 
allow of ir. You ſhallofa juſt cauſe which you had beforce,make an vniuſt, rhe which 
will bee blamed by all Princes and people which heare of it. The people will bee con- 
firmed in the complaint they make againſt you, that youwill alwates intreat them with 
rigour, and that you flicall amiable compoſirion,and deſire nothing bur ſeuerity withour 


- any mildneſle, | 


On the other ſide, if you accept of the ſaid treaty,you ſhall doe nothing but whar you 
hauc done before : and yet you ſhall auoydeall theſe inconueniences, and doe no wrong 
nor prejudice cither to the Emperours authority, the rights and'priuiledges of your 
Towne, or your ſclucs. For the ſaid treaty being but prouifionall and by way of Interim;

would be no hindrance, but his Imperiall Maicſtie may ordaine what he pleaſeth: neither < 


will it binde the hands oftheir highneſles of Cullen and Brabant,whom he hath deputed ; 
for that they are not preſt ro conſent vnto the ſaid treaty, nor their commiſſioners to 
fione it : and therefore nothing ſh:ll hinder them to doe what they pleaſe. By the accep- 
ting of this treaty, youſhall preſerue the amity of their mgſt, Chriſtian Maiefties, who 


their Highnefſles of Luljers, and of ali your neighbours,whoby this meanes ſhall be freed 
fromthe apparant danger of a moſt troubleſome warre: you ſhall recouer your authori- 
tie which is oucrthrowne, you ſhall gaine peace vnto your Country ; you ſhall preſerve 
the name and liberty of your Common-wealth, and you ſhall maintaine the Catholike 
Religion, which otherwiſe would bein great danger - and rhis great good will produce 


good cffeats,and wholeſome examples throughourall Germany and Europe. Embrace 


not then winde and vaine hopes: but takea goodand firme reſolution, and accepting the 
treaty whereunto you had conſented, witneſſe the reſpe& and honor which you owe vn- 
to his Myeſty, who defireth nothing but your good, quier, and tranquility, ſecing that 


E you perceiue plainly it can breed you no preiudice, but all profit and commodity, 


This ſecond ſpeech,alrhongh made in the French Kings name, yet the Catholike Ma-

D ſhall not haue employed their meanes and labour in vaineforſo good a worke : as alſo of <<

giſtrates would not reſolue to returne into their places to take againe the reines of the po-- 


litike Goucrnment : which the Ambaſſadours of Franceand Tuliers perceiuing, ro the 


end the Towne of Aix ſhould not remainc without any Magiſtrate, they made choice of 
the chiefe amongſt the Burgeſles, to whom, with the conſent of the Proteſtants, the ad- 
miniſtation ofrhe Common-weale was committed. After which, the Ambaſſadours of 
France returned to their Maieſties,to giue an account of their Embaſſicz and with them 


there came to Paris Ambaſſadors from their Highneſles of Iulicrs, and the Burgeſles of 


Aix. A little before, certaine deputies had come to the Court of France, who withthe 


E Archdukes Ambaſſador, made inſtance to their Maicſtics, that the accord made by rhe 


French Arabafladors at Aix mightbe diſfolued : and thatthe Proſcription of the Prote- 
ſtants made by the Emperor putin exccution, which they laboured ro obtaine before the 


Ambaſlidors returne : but their Maieſtics being informcd how all things had paſt : they 


roldthe Ambaſſadors of Tulicrs andthe deputies of the, Burgeſles of Aix , and gaue them: 


lerters, promiſing all faiiour and ſuccour incaſethe Archduke Albert ſhould-attempt any 
thing to thepreiudice oftheir Highneſles of Tuliers, and the Burgeſſes of Aix.

_ as King Henry the Grear cauſed him to bee lodged in the Queene Mothers Palace, giuing B 


meanes he could to recouer the King of Spaines fauour. After this, hee came to lodge 


no charge to {pcake vnto him. He was danted with this anſwcr, and faid that hee ſaw E

wards afflited with miſery, and reduced to extremity. Ir may bee ſcene in the booke of 
his relations, that being Secretary of State vnto Philip rhe 2, King of Spaine, hee hada 
great ſhare inthe loueand ſecrers ofthis King : we may ſeethe occaſion of his impriſon- 
mentin Spaine,and how he eſcaped and fled into Arragon : The taking of Armes of the 
people of Saragoſle againſt the Inquiſitors who would haue put him into the Inquiſiti- 
on.; his flight from thence ( it being beſieged by the Spaniard ) into Bearnce, where hee 
was rcceiued by the Lady. Katherine Siſter to King Heprythe Great : his paſſage into 
England andthe reception he had from Queene El;zabeth : his comming to Paris,where 


him two Swiſlers for his guard,and a good penſion for his entertainment. The execution 
of a Spaniard and his ſeruant by the hand of Tuſtice, who had attempred to kill him for 
20000 Crownes : and the ſubtiltie of this murtherer making ſhew to bee come into 


who (as onſ: d: Montigny ſaid vnto the Marſhall of Biron) never pardons an offence 
whileſt the party lives, ſought by all meanes to annoy Perez. A Gentleman belongin 
to.the Ambaſſador of Spaine reſiding in the French Court, told him that if hee would 
leaue the Penton which the French King gaue him, hee ſhould within 6 moneths bce re- 
ſtored to his goods and honours: the which was promiſed with muchaſlurance, and con- C 


Flanders, he reſigned his periſion, Hee was alſo aduiſed to goc out of the Country to 
treate his peace; whereupon hee went to Calais, and ſo to Douer, where hee received 


baſſador reſiding there, ſaid, that if _Antbonio Pere came vnto that Court hee would 
depart. Perez thought now that there was no courtefie but in France, and from a King 
whom hee had ina manner difdained, reieing the penſion which hec had giuen him. 
From Cllais he came to live at Saint Denis in France, and although hee knew by experis 
ence that the promiſes of thoſe of his Nation were without hope of any cffc& : yer the 
neceſſity vhereunto hee was reduced for his entertainment, made him ro ſeeke all rhe D 


inthe ſuburbs of Saint Vidor at Paris, where his ſonnces Don Goncalgs, and Don Raphacl 
came to ſee him, but without any meanes toaſſiſt him. Do#x Gongales departed Soya 
for Rome, and Doz Raphael ſtaid with him ſome time, during which Don Pearo de Tole 

came extraordinary Ambaſſador into France, whom Perez went often to ſee, but hee 
hadnorthing bur promiſes without effe, which made him to ſend his ſon into Spaine 
with letters and ſupplicationsto the Duke of Lerma : from whom hee had no anſwer 
but delayes. Thcy did write vnto him from Spaine, that he might treat with the Dake 
of Feria whowas comming into France; but being come, he ſent him word, that he had 


well he muſt end his daies in France , the which fell out accordingly : for being lodged 
neere vntoS.Paules,diſtreſſed for want of meanes,ſurpriſed with a great feuer,he yeelded 
his ſoule to God in the end of this yeare, and was buried at the Celcſtins, 

I will conclude the year with an act of the Lord of Vatan,which as it was raſh,ſo did it 
cauſe him to loſe his life and honor, Vartan is alittle rowne in Berry, betweene Ifloudun 
and the frontires of Tourainc,in which there is a reaſonable ſtrong Caſtle. During the 
troubles of the league, the two brethren of Vatan had giuen good teſtimonies of their va- 
lors in many combats ,ſieges,and enterpriſes for the kings partie : the eldeſt brother died 
at a ſiege, withour children, and the yonger brother remained ſole heire of the Seigneury 
of Vatan, hauing noncbut ſiſters , who remaining vamaricd and comming little to the F+ 
Court, lived nobſly in his Caſtle : he was of the Religion, and much giuento the Mathe- 
matickes, whereof heecauſcd a booke to bee printed when hee did the At which cauſed 
him to loſe both his life, honor and goods. Hee was a braue Gentleman, ofa goodly 
fiature,flixen hair'd,and long viſag'd, but humorous and fantaſticall: and he was ſo firme a 
friend to his friends.as it coſt him his life. And this was the cauſe : 

Rebin,genecall Farmer ofthe impoſtes of Salt in France,aduertifed that the Seigneur of 
Iaufoſſe necere to Vatan, had ſtore of falſe Salt in his houle, whereof he made profit : he 
eauc 
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_ A- gauecharge to the Prouoſt Marſhall of Tours to ſearch his houſe for falſe Salt, and to IGHT 

ſeize ypon his perſon, and all thoſe which ſhould ſuccour him. The Provoſt haui g en- 

tred the houſe, and hauing found much falſe Salt, he ſeized vpon it, and caried away 1au- 1afiTeoppre- 
foſſe, with his brother,and a couſin of his : whereof 741an being preſently aduertiſed(for Oy _ 
that he was his friend) he ſent his ſteward preſently after; to entreat the Prouoſt not ro © 
carie him away, promiſing to bring them forth whenſocuer he would : The ſteward ha- 

uing ouertaken the Prouoſt, whether he ſpake more boldly then he ought, or that he ad- 

ded {ome threats,or elec for the full execution of his Commiſſion, he caried him away alſo 

priſoner. Y tan being aduertiſed hereofwithin few daies after, rooke horſe with ſome 

of his followers,& by way of reprifall caried away one of Robis children from his houſe, 
whereupon he preſented a petition tothe Lords of the Councell, who decreed, that one Aderee ofthe 
of the great Prouoſts Leiutenants ſhould goe into Berry to informe of the faR, and the aint Fam, 
circumſtances thereof; commanding all his Mateſties officers and ſubieRts to be aſfiſting 

vnto the ſaid Licutenanr for the execution ofthe decree : to which end he had-a Com- 

miſſion from his Maieſtic. 

The fantaſticke humor of Yatan made him belceue that they ſhould haue ſenta Gentle- & Commiſſion 


man to treat with him, being a Seigneur of qualitie, and notany of the Prouoſts Lieute- 


nants: who being come to Yatan, he ſent him preſently word that he ſhould retire. Bur * 


the Lieutenant hauing made a verball proceſle according to his Commiſſion, of all the re- 

C bellions of the Seigneur of Y atas, he returned to Paris; where all the proccedings being 

preſented vnto the Councell of State, Robiz0btained a decree, by the which his Maieſtic 

ordained,thar the former deccee ſhouldbe executed,and Y aravand his complices brought 

to the priſon of Tour le Eueſque,and his caſtle ſeized on : forthe execution hereof, com- 

man dement was giuento the Marſhall La Chaftre, and the Earle of Chiverny gouernor of 
Bleſois, to ſee this decree executed with ſuch forces as his Maieſtic ſhould ſend, and if 
need were to cauſe the Cnanon to be conduted thither. The Grand Prouoſt went pre- 

ſently to ſee this decree executed, and ſent to all the Prouoſts of the neighbour prouinces 

tocome vnto him : but the Queene hauing aduertiſement, that Y ata» had written to his 

friends, and made preparation todefend himſelfe, and withall that he had ſome intelli- 

D gence with 1a7rige and Chefbobiz,who had beene executed for the enterpriſe of PoiRou 

theſc reaſons made them to aduance the ſiege, And the Earle of Chiverny Goucrnor of 
Bleſois, hauing receiued commandement againe, aſſembled foure or fiue hundred horſe : 

The Sergncur de ls Salle,a Captaine in the Regiment of the Guard, had the condud of the 
foot, which conſiſted of 1200,with a companie of Swifle alfo : all which paſſed the Riuer 
of Cher with {ixe Cannon. 

Patan being aduiſed by many ofhis friends to ſend vnto the Queene, to give ſatisfaQi- 
on vnto their Maicſties, and by the mediation of friends and kinsfolke to obtaine pardon 
for that which was paſt ; orelſe to aſſure himſelte (as a great man wrote vnto him) of a 
ſhamefull death (ifhe were not reſolued to expoſe himſelfe to abreach, and be ſlaine by 
E the Cannon)with ignominy;enclined rather to his owne fantaſticke humor, which was ſo 
contrarie to all good aduice, as he ſtaied and kept as priſoner with him a Gentleman his 
neighbour who came to admoniſh him to yeeld obedience vnto their Maiefties, and nor 
vtterly to vndoe himſelfe. | 


The inhabitants of Vatan, ſeeing thatthey muſt of neceſſity receiue great loſſe,moſt of The towne of 
them retired into the neighbour townes. The Lord of Vatan being abandoned by all his Varn taken. 


friends and moſt of his vaſſalles, except fourſcore or a hundred ſouldicrs which were in 
his Caſtle,ſought to defend the towne, bur after thirteene vollies of Cannon, ſceing them 
ready tocnter, he abandoned it, retiring with his ſouldiers intothe Caſtle. The footmen 
entred the towne and lodged, and preſently made baricadoes to defend themſclues from 
F the ſhotofthe Caſtle. They ſay iris a humane thing to erre ; to repent,diuine ; bur to be 
obſtinate, deuilliſh, Y ata» being blind, thinkes that he hath not erred, and being ſummo.- 
nedto yceld, makes no anſwer, On the 14 of December the baſe Court was taken with 
I5 horles,and the next day the Cannon being planted and ready to ſhoot,two parts ofhis 
men abandoned him,and found meanes to c{cape onthe backe ſide of the Caſtle : he then 
defired to parlee, and to yeeld vnto the Earle of Chiverny, entreating him to intercede 
tor him vnto their Maieſties, the which he promiſed. Preſently after, the bridge bein 


let downe, they entred the Caſtle, where they apprehended allthey found,and delivered *** 
them

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1612 *hemto thegrand Prouoſt.cMagyy his Lieutenant being hurt with the Cannon, was pre- A 


ſently beheaded,and ſome 20 hanged. Ar their comming into the Caſtle, Y aran wasin a 
low Chamber, where Captaine La Salle finding him with his ſword by his fide, hee de. 
manded it of him : you may take it from me, ſayd he, but I will not giue it you : which 
being done, he was committed to the guard of fixe ſouldiers. This poore Nobleman 
thought it a part of great courage not to yeeld vp his weapon, and yet perceiued not that 
hehad committed an aR of great baſeneſſe accompanied with deſpaire, in yeelding him- 
ſelfe aliue after ſo great an offence. 

Hence he was ſoone after conduRted to Paris, where his proceſſe was made bythe

vpona Lance : it was ordered, that the Caſtle ſhould be razed, and ncuerto bee builc 
againe : all his goods were confiſcate to the King. Hereunto he anſwered nothing, but, 
Alas I muſtſerue for an example : And the ſame day abour 3 of the clocke in the after- 
noone he was executed. This was the end of the Lord of Vatan : his heart confeſſed his 


faults, his eyes wept forthem, his tongue demanded pardon of God, and his death ferued | 


for arepararion of his crime. | 

Afcerwards by the clemency and bounty of the Queene Regent,and at the ſuite ofthe 
Marſhall Za Chaftre, and of the Seigneurs of Chaſtcau-ncufand Villeroy, the fſter of the 
Lord of Vatan (who was to be his heyre) obtained from her Maicſty the gift of thecon- C 
fiſcation of her brothers goods, ſo as the Caſtle was not razed. 

The deceaſed King ſome time before had refolued ro make an alliance with the Duke 
of Sauoy,betwixt whom by meanes of their Ambafſadors, there had beene ſome ouer- 
tures. During this time,in the yeare 1608, Doz Ped7o de Toleds ariued at Paris, being an 
extraordinary Ambaſſador for the Catholike King, whom many thought to comets 
treat of an alliance : others, that it wasto diſcouer if chere were not ſome intelligence and 
priuate practice betwixt the King and rhe Duke of Sauoy, for that he made ſhew as if he 
would breake with the Catholike King his brother in law, for that he had nor ſatisfied 
the ſaid King ia the articles of the contract paſt betwixt his Highneſle and the ſiſter of the 


{aid King of Spaine. But enery man knew tharthe affaires ofthe Low-countries,and the D 


parlees of peace held that yeare betwixt the King his maſtec, the Archduke,and che gene- 
rall Eſtates of the vnited Prouinces,was the ſubietofhis Embaſſte. 

The King expected to heare ſomething from him touching this preſent alliance,but he 
ſpake nothing vato him but of peace betwixt Flanders and Holland, ſaying that his Ma- 
ieſty could doc much therein : And itis held for certaine, that if Don Pedro de Toledo had 
at that time madeany ouerture, his Maicſtie was ready to giue care vntoit. 

But to come to the beginning of theſe treaties, we mult ſecke the occaſion further off, 


Campille,a Knight of the Order of Saint Stephen, and high Steward of the great Dukes 


the great duke, houſe, who having beene much employed to foraigne Princes abour affaires of impor- 


tance, he ſent him his extraordinary Ambaſſador to the King of Spaine, to doe the ſaid 
homage ard fealry ; who hauing performed thedue of his charge to the Catholike King, 
finding a good opportunity,of his owne motion, wichour any commiſhon from the Duke F 


The rt amhor [11S Maſter, he made an ouerrture of the alliances betwixt France and Spaine, firſt tothe 
efthealliance Chiefe Councellors of State, by whom he was aduiſed to ſpeake vnro his Maicſty, which

he did with ſuch efficacy,grace and good ſucceſle, as he then beganne to hope ofa happy 
cuent ofthe ſaid treaty: And confidering that this buſineſſe was of great conſequence and 
waight, he would proceed no further before he had aduertiſed the great Duke; ſending 


| aÞPoſtecxpreſly to Florence, who being well ſatisfied with the care and wiſedome the 


Marquis had ſhewed in that buſineſle, allowed whatſocuer he had done or ſhould doc 
CON- 
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concerning the ſaid treaties : and reſiding yet in Spaine, he ſent him for his Ambaſſador 1 g12, 
extraordinary into France, to continue the ſaid treaties of mariage with the-moſt Chri- 


ſtian King: where being ariued at Shroue-tide 1610,he was honourably receiued on their 
Maieſties behalfe into Paris ; who for the reſpeQ of the great Duke, and the merit of his 
quality,cauſed him'to be lodged in Gondies houſe inthe Suburbs of S.G2rmaine. 
* Soone afterhis irivall,he went to the Louure witha goodly traine,to ſalute their Maie- The Marquis 
ſties, who-hauing giuen himaudicnce,he delivered the ſubiedt of his embafſage, which was -- ——_ 
to letthem vaderſtand what reception the King of Spaine had giuen vnto him ſpeaking to Francere ths 
him of the alliance betwixt France & Spain,as alfo how much the great Duke of Tuſcane, «d. 
the Pope, and ali the Princes of Italy defired it. The deceaſed King (who had forgottca 
the defire he had to.ſatisfic Don Pedro dc Toledo if he had made any ouerture) thanked the 
great Duke for his good affeQion, telling the Marquis that he ſhould have time to confi- 
der ef thic buſineſſe with his Councell, togiue him all contentment, Aﬀerthis firſt audi- 
ence he retired to his lodging, whirherthe King went often to viſit him, giving him hope 
to ſatisfie the Dukes deſire touching that whch he had'propounded. | 

But when asall things began to goe 0n ina deſired courſe, death enuying our felicity, TheKings 
pulled from vsthat great King, which wasalet that things well begunne could not now 4cabhindere

All things being reſtored to their former cftate,and France beyond expeQation,enioy- - 
ing the ſweet calme ofa happy tranquility, many diſaſters being niptinthe firſt budding, = 
the ſaid Marquis continued his defigne begun with the deceaſed King, and propounded oo 
the ſame to the Queene Regent, who thought good to take counſell thercon, with the Jefigne 1954 
Princes, Dukes, Pecres, Lords,and Officers of the Crowne, where it was approued by the Queens, 
them all, and ir was then held good to take a good-reſolution by a firme and full conſul. 
eation :-wherewith they acquainted the ſaid Marquis inthe beginning of the yeare x611 : 
who ſeeing the King and Queeneto affet the beginning of this bulineſſe, hee preſently 
ſent a Pofteto the great Duke his maſter, to informe him of whar he had done ;andthen 
into Spainrothe King,to aſſure him that their Maieſties in France were well plcaſed with 
the ouerture which he had made vnrto them of the {aid treaties; and that rhe conſenr of 
by Catholike Maicſty was requifite, to giue ſome ſolid beginning to the ſaid proiedted 
alliances.

But omitting whatſocuer was written in defence of cither party, I will onely ſer down - 
the particularities as they paſt, Their Maieſties being informed, that the Duke of Ro- 
han was become maſter of S. Iohn D*Angely, and had cauſed ſome alteration , they ſent 
eMonſeur de Themines thither, to giue them certatne aduice how all things had paſt du- C 
ring theſe fations ; and to take order that if the Eſtare of rhe Towne could not bee redu- 
cedtoa firme peace,yet atleaſt by his wiſedometo pacific their quarrels,and to do what- 
ſocuer he ſhould thinke neceſſary for the Kings ſeruice.. But vpon the doubt they had of 
ſome greaterenterpriſes, they ſtayed the mother, wife,and ſiſter, ofthe ſaid Duke at Pa- 
ris : and his Secretary being come from S.Iohn D'Angelyto informetheir Maieſties of 
all theſe faftions,and ro acquaint them with many things concerning the Maiors behaui- 
our whomhe had depoſed ; they found them of as little force as his excuſes, ſo as he was 
committed tothe Baſtile asthe Seignenr-of Themis had beene, being ſent a. little before 
by the Duke of Rohan to excuſe the affronrwhich had beenedoneto Captaine Foucault. 


'Monſenr de Themines came to S. Tohns;and ſeeing the affaires of the Town in the abſolute D D 


diſpoſition ofthe Duke of Rohan,he onely cauſed the old Maior to be reſtored for ſome 
few dates, after which all was in the power of the ſaid Duke.

Sauoy andhis:Houſe,nar for any otherends;but for the conſideration ofthe merit of ſuch 

an alliance,and the ſctling of peace betwixt theſe rwa Kings, profitable for Chriſtendome, 
and:more neceſlary for. the-preſent eſtate of the Kingdome, then at. any other ſeaſon : 
Whereof the:Duke of Bauillon had charge to ſatisfic his Maieſtic of Great Britaine, whi- 

ther they ſent him 2xprefly to performethar office; The like was-done at the ſame inſtant 

to:other: Princes: and allicsto this Crowne : all which did witneſle their contents and 
approbation.

requiſite thar theſe Princes eſpecially ſhould confirme al the Articles & conventions men- 
tioned in the ſaid contra. The Prince of Conde and the Earle of Soiſfſons made fome 


deniall.,and for that they were not willing to ſigne it, the Prince withdrew himfelfe from. 


Court,and went to viſit his Houſes;8 Count Soiſffons went to his Gonernment in Nor- 
mandy:retreats which held al things inſuſpence,and much grieued their Maieſties,ſeeing 
the ſaid Princes had ſo willingly yeelded to the firſt propolttions: they went from Coure 
in Oober 1611, and were abſent 7 or $ moneths. - 
Notwithſtanding the retreat of theſe Princes, they did nor giue ouer their refolutions 
to celebrate theſe great Nuprials with runningatthe Ring, compleat in Armes, at the 
Quintine, Fire-workes, and all ſorts of Triumphs in Paris, among the other Princes, 


Dukes,Peeres, and other Noblemen which were then in Courr, all inflamed with a defire 


eo publiſh tothe world theglory of thisalliance.. . 
The day appointed for theſe eriumphs was on the 14 of March inthe Place Royall, a 
ſtately building made by King Henry the 4, being 72 fathome ſquare,and enuironed with 


C many goodly pauillions.It was formerly called the Caſtle and Parke of the Tournells,be- 


fore the which the Kings of France were wont to make their Tourneys, Combats, and 
runningat Tilt in Saint Anthonies ſtreet neere vatothe Baſtile : But King Hepry the ſe- 
cond, being there vnforrunately ſlaine with the ſplinter ofa Lance; this Caſtle and Parke 
were afterwards vnfrequented andruined, and in the end became a-Market for horſes. In

ſtrangers but coldly. I will briefly runne it ouer. 
On the 22 of Auguſt, about five of the clocke inthe cucning, the Duke of Lerma came 
to the Duke of Mayens lodging, being accompanied by all the great men in Court, who 
were bravely mounted,and richly apparclled. Going to the palace, there marched 150 
French Gentlemen,two and two;their apparell gliftring with embroydery and rich ſtones. 
Their Pages went on cither {ide bare-headed, their liueries being of veluet of divers co- 
lours,with ſhorrcloakes, round hoſe, and long ſtockings, hauing their cloathes layed on 
with gold and filuer lace. E 
Oncither fide ofthe Duke of Mayen were twenty of hisfootmen clad in crimſon veluer, 
hauing their icrkins, ſhort cloakes, and paned hoſe embroydered withgold and filuer, the 
lining of their cloakes and hoſe were of ſatrin of the ſame colour. Then came twentic 
Pages bare-headed,and in the ſame livery, After this followed the Duke himſelte in a 
fute all embroydercd with gold and filuer, his ierkin and the panes of his hoſe were cur 
yponcloath of gold and filuer, long white ſtockings, a ſhort blacke cloake, with the ſame 
embroydery, white pumpes with two great iewels of diamonds in ſtead of roſes, blacke 
veluet pantofles embroydered with gold and diamonds; hiscap was ofblacke veluet,with 
a very rich Iewell, and a band anſiverable vnto it ; his girdle, hangers, rapicr and dagger 
were all ſet with diamonds,and his cloake and garments bad many jewels and chaines of F 
pretious ſtones. | 
His horſe was ina manner covered with a foot-cloath of blacke Veluet, imbroydered 
like vnto his apparel], all the reſt of the furnitnre was of blacke Veluet,couered with but- 
tons. and roſes of Diamonds ; for boſſes he had two great iewels, and for his reines hee 
hadtwo ſcarfes of Cloth of filuer cut and imbroydered with Gold. : . Then followed his 
Caroch of the ſame livery, drawne by ſix pyed horſes, their harneſle being of Crimſon 
Veluctembroydered with Gold. This was followed by two others of the ſame net,

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A the one hauing fixe gray horſes, and the other fixe bay; andall the Coach-men'wett in 
' Crimſon Veluer imbroydered with gold and filuer. After theſe followed s Caroches 
of the Kings full of French Gentlemen, very richly apparelled. In this pompe they 
came vnto the Palace, and ſtayed ina great Hall, whereasthe Duke of Mayen bcing ſet 
betwixrt the Popes Nuncio, and the Duke of Lermaz the reſt ofthe Nobility being ofei- 
ther ſide, one ofthe Kings Secretaries of State read the conditions of mariage,which hee 
brought to the Dukes to ſigne. | 

From'thence they went vnto the King, whom they found in his mourning habite vn. 

; der a Cloath of Stare, betwixt our Queene, attired in white Sattin imbroydered with 

B Pearle and Diamonds,and the Prince his fon,clad alſo in white,with a ſhort cloake & long 
ſtockings. -The-Duke being entred, hauing done his obeylance to the King,he adrefſed 
himſelfe-firſt ro the Queene,to whom he did his complements for al France. After which,

the King, the Queene Regent, Quecne Hargwerit, with all the Princeſſes and Ladyes 
being in ſeuerall houſes on our Ladyes bridge to fee the Shew. 54S 
 TheDuke of Guiſe was ſcnt ro bring him to his firſt audience, being followed by a 
great troope of the French Nobility, who were very rich both in their owne apparell and 
E the furniture of their horſes. The Duke of Paſtrana was all in blacke, but his cloake was 
inricht with diamonds & pearles. He had many Noblemen & Dons of Spaine with him, 
they were all in blacke, but their Cappes and cloakes were gamiſhed with ſtones , they 
had horſes from the Kings ſtable, with foot cloathes of blacke Veluet. Euery Spani- 
ard ofnote, to the number of thirty, marcht betwixt two French Noblemen.'

: Inthebeginning of Oober, Paris was put into awonderfull feare vpon a falſe brute A 
in the afternoon, vpon this occaſion; Some ſouldiers of the regiment which wete then in 
euard fel to quarrellneere vntothe Corps de Garde, ſo after words of reproach &rhreats 
they fell to blowes and drew their ſwords, in which one whoſe natne was Le Roy was 
wounded,the reſt crying out that he was dead; this cry Le Roy eſt mort, the King is dead, 
paſt into the cares of many like vnto lightning, who vnderſtanding not the buſineſle pre- 
ſently, gaue it out thatthe King was dead, and that he had been ſlaine: The Pariftans were 
all ſo amazed as they thought themſclues to be ruined, beginning to ſhut yp their ſhops, 
and to take Armes for their preſeruation. The ſouldiers of the regiment ran from all parts B 
to their quarters,to take armes,and to receiue directions from their Leadersz where hea- 
ring that it was buta falſe brute, they wereno further moued, but the people were ſtill in 
feare: his Maicſty was then gone to hunt at Bois de Vincennes, and returned late to the 
Louure, where the Queene being aduertiſed of whar paſt,ſhe tooke Councell to ſend the 
King on horſe-backe about the ſtreets of Paris,with 3 trumpets, and his company of light 
horſes: whereat the Parifians were nuch ſatisfied, and in the meane time they wereap- 
prehended that were the cauſe ofthis tumult,and committed to priſon. As this yeare be- 
gan with ioy &triumphs,ſo it ended with mourning & afflition : Their Maieſties being 
at Fountaine-bleau : Charles of Bourbon Earle of Soifſons, a Prince of the blood, and 
Lord Steward of France, being retired (after the firſt ſolemnities of the Kingsmariage,) C 
to his Caſtell of Blandy,he was ſurpriſed with agrear fickneſſe the 17 of Odoberand dy- 
edthe firſt day of Nouemberin the preſence of the Counteſle his wite,and his ſeruantsghe 
had maried A»»4 of Montafy Lady of Luceand Bonueſtable, by whom heleft one ſonne 
and 4 daughters. The goucrnments of Daulphin,Picardy'and Normandy had been com- 
mitted vnto him,he lived 46 yeares,8& 27 daies:his body was interred in the ancient mo- 
nument ofthe Bourbons at the Carthufiens of Gallion. The Court was very heauy for his 
death,and their Maicſtics much grieued : all France lamented his lofſe, but eſpecially the 
Prince of Conde his nephew;his ſon now Earle of Soiffons ſucceeded him, and is atthis 
day the ſecond Prince of the blood,and the fourth perſon of the Houſe of France. 

This yeare there had been a'great controuerſie among the DoRors of Diuinity of the D 
. Colledge of Sorben, touching a booke compoſed by M. £4mond Richer Sindique or con- 


ion. troller ofthat facultie,the which was entituled De poteſtate Eccleſiaſtica & Politica : and 


printed without any name either of Author or Printer : which booke was allowed of 
{ome,as profitable to the rights & liberties of the French Church: others thought it per- 
nicious, as contradiQng directly the Popes authority : wherupon the Wy» # of Sorbon 
reſolued to aflemble the firſt of March (being their cuſtome fo tedothe firft day of cuc- 
ry moneth)to conſult about the cenſuring of Richers booke. But the Court of Parliament 
being informed thereof, by the kings Atturney Generall, they ſent to forbid the Do- 
ors ofthe ſaid faculty,to cenſure the ſaid booke, ynrill they had procecdedlegally accor- 
ding to the concluſion of the Kings Atturney Generall : forbidding them bf a decree B 
not to aſſemble or proceed any farther, but to appeare the next day in Court ; where 
they were heard and examinedrouching that and all other ſuch bookes : whereupon, af- 
ter the concluſions of the Kings Acrturney Generall,a decree was made thar all the Copies 
of that booke ſhould bebrought to the Regiſter of the Court ;and that Richer the Author 
thereof ſhould call in all the copies which he had diſperſed within three daies, vntill the 
Court ſhould bee ſatisfied in'that which concerned the Kings ſeruice touching that ſub- 
ict. Inthe meane time the Biſhops which were Suffragans vnto the Archbiſhop of 
Sens, cxamined the ſame booke and foundir worrhy of cenſure, and cenſured it for 
many crronious propoſitions therein contained, without medling with the Kings rights, 
or the liberties of the French Church : and they forbad all Chriſtians which were vnder F 
their iuriſdiction to reade the ſaid booke vpon paine of Eccleſiaſticall cenſure : which 
cenſure was publiſhed oy 451 all Paris : whercunto the ſaid Richer oppoſed 
henſa zodappealed from the ſaid cenſure as abuſjue, preſenting a petition 'vnto the 
ourt that his appeale might bee allowed, the which hee obtained, and it was decreed 
that his letters ſhould bee receiued : and fo the ſaid cenſure was to bee ſuſpended,

to be obſerued, ifall the Doors were not in mutuall concord : that hee had neuer ſcene 
any Sindique diſmiſt from his charge, if he himſelfe did not defire it,or hadgiuen ſome 
lawfull cauſe of diſmifſion : that DoQor Richer had nor done any thing vnworthy of his 
charge ; but contrariwiſe, that the whole Vniuerſity of Paris,and eſpecially the faculty of 
Divinity were much bound vnro him ; and that they ſhould rather ſtudie how to com- 
mend him for his paines,then rodiſmiſſe him from his place : and therefore he could not 
propound vntothe aſſembly to proceed vnto the eletion ofanother Sindique. 

Aﬀeer this, Richer began to ſpeake for himſelfe,alleaging many things touching his pre- 
ferment to thar place, and how he hadcaried himſelfe therein, oppoſing himſelfe ro the 
propoſition which had beenc made. Hereupon the Aﬀſembly was diuided. There were 
4.3 DoRors which did adhereto the propoſition of the Abbot of S. Vieor,and 25 main- 
tained the Sindiques oppoſition. This bred a great diuffion among them, and of a pri- 
uare ation became a matter of State : forbeing aſſembled in Iuly, the Court of Parlia- 
ment ſent vato the DeRtors to forbid them to make any propoſition, and the Queene in 
like manner had by her Letters made thelike iniunction,; the which was onely doneto ſup- 
preſle the differences and diuifions which might grow among them. 

Notwithſtanding theſe prohibitions, the Abbot of S. Vidor with his adherents, defi- 
red to proceed to anew eleion, hoping to effeft ir onthe firſt of Auguſt ; buttheday be. 
fore, the Lord Chancellor ſent an Vſher of the Councell vnto the Deane, commanding 
him inthe Kingsname not to treat in the Aſſembly, (which ſhould be the next day)ofthe 
propoſition made touching the eleGtion ofa new Sindique of the faculty, for that his 
Maicſty would take order for it, But afterſo many purſuits, the Abbor preuailed ; ſoas | 
notice was giuen vnto Richer, that hee ſhould no more oppoſchimſelte to the eleRion The Kings Lex:

lowing Declaration to be publiſhed. 


The reformed Churches of this Realme afſembled ina Prouinciall Synode at Priuas, 


after an oath taken,accordingto their cuſtome,of their fidelities and moſt humble obedi- B 


enceto the commandementrs and ſeruice of their Maicſties : hearing by the report of ma- 
ny Deputies of Prouinces,that the Kings Letters Patents had beene direCted tothe Par- 
laments and Chambers of the Edi&, containing an abolition and remiſſion of pretended 
faults committed in the conuocation of the private Ailemblics of the ſaid Prouinces » as 
alſo of that which hath paſt in regard thereof. 


: They declared, that the ſaid Letters of abolition were neuer required, demanded, or - 


ſued for by them; being neither in deed, word,nor thought, culpable of the faults pre. 
ſuppoſed therein ;and that they are ready in generall and particular, to anſwer for their 
ations,ſubmitring themſelues rather to al kinds of puniſhments, then to ſuffer themſclues 
and their poſterity to be taxed with ſo ſhamefull an infamy, the which might hereafter 
depriuethem of the honour whichthey haue alwayes had to be held by all good French- 
men and ſtrangers, moſt faithfull ſubieds tothe King, incorruptible and moſt affeRionate 
to the good of the State. 

Moreouer,they declare, thatthey will not in any ſort make vſe of the ſaid Letters,and 
that they diſauow all conſents and purſuits,if there were any ; and ſuch as haue demanded 
or approued them, contrary and preiudiciall to the ſincerity of their intentions and their 
approucd fidelity: proteſting moreouer to witneſle it by their voluntary expoſing of thcir 
g00ds, liues, and honours, in the execution of the duties, ſcruice, and obedience which 
their Maicſtics may expeRtofthem,as from their moſt humble, faithfull, and obedient ſub- 
ieAsand ſcruants. 

In September this yeare, there fell out a great mutiny andalteration in Rochel, begun 
by a multitude of the baſer ſort, who trooped together to the number of a thouſand or 
ewelue hundred, with their armes : The Maior and chiefe of the towne, ſought. by all 
meanes poflible to pacifie them; fearing leſt ſome ſiniſter event ſhould follow this great 
tumul: : for they found the ſtreets full of armed men, the corners of them barricadoed, 
and the chaines drawne:their chicteſt quarrell wasaga'nſt the Szigneur of Coudray who 
was a Councecllor in the Court of Parliamentat Parts,and one of the Sheriffes of Rochel: 
He was deſcended of a good Family ; his father had beene Maior, and hee wes allied to 
the beſt Houſes. The peoples fury was ſuch againſt him,and his danger ſo great, as ſce- 
ing the deſignes they had againſt his perſon, hce entreated the Maior to cauſe him 


to be conducted ſafely out of the gates ; the which he did, but with very great difficulty, 


by reaſon of the incenſed rage of this multicude, where the Maior had ſome affront done 
ynto his per{6n, | 


an outrage done unto ſome of them the day before by lames Vacher elceed IMaior, who had 
threatned them bcing armed in their Court de enard,to cauſe them to bee caricd to Paris with 
halters about their neckes : they would haue the rgwne-purged from traitors and wicked 
men, who ſought to perſwade the Queene, that they were no good ſibiets tothe King, 
The Seigneur of Courday was not pleaſing vnto them, as well for that which happened 


| theyeare before,where they conceiued he ſought to make ſome innouations in their cu- 


ſtomes zas alfo for thathis laſt comming was ill taken, being before the ceſſation of the 
Parliament,all things being quier ; as al{ofor diuers aducrtiſements which they hadre- 
ceiued, that he had certaine Commiſſions,& among others,that of Intendant of the iuftice, 
and ſome added of the government : but he gaue them full fatisfaRtion therein, both in ge- 
nerall and particular before theſe troubles;ſo as men imagined they had no more thought 
ofir.

By a verball. proceſſe made concerningrthiseumult;they.found that theonely cabſe pro- 
cecded from the Councellorde Coudray, who had charge from their Maieſties, tohinder 
the calling ofan Aﬀembly, which ſome of the-ſaid Rejtgion,(cſpecially thoſe which were 
not ſatisfied with the Edi of pacification,as.itwas verified tn the courrof Parliament)had 
reſolacd to ho!d on. at Rochel without their Maicſtiespertaiflion; and tohaue aneye to 
B anyaltecations which might happen: and to:aduertiſe themof what was neceſſary for the 
maintaining of their fubieRs of both religions in peace in thoſe Countrics.: Bur he being 
thruſt oat of the towne by this popular tumult, they held anAſlemblyby their owne au- 
thority, and drew many demands, as appeares by their Declaration, -f 

But the King being in Councell, declared, that he would haue no' regard taany iriſtru- 
ions or articles that ſhould be preſented vnto him on the behalfe of that pretended Aſc 
{cmbly. or ofany priuate man which went thither to that effect, the Conuocation being 
ynlawfull and made contrary vnto the Edit, and without permifſion : But rouching that 
whereof his Maieſty gaue good hope vnto cHonſ* de Ronuray before his voyage to Ro- 
chel, concerning them of the Religion in generall,/'moſt of which had beene granted by 
C his anſwer tothe articles formerly preſented, hee would caulc it to bee put in execution. 
Andas forthe articles cantained in their inſtruions which concerne particular men, his 
Maieſty hadreſaſued and decreed, that iff rhoſe his fubieRs of the reformed religion, 
whom it may concerne, returning to their'duties, and thofe which are come to Rochel co 
aſſiſt at the ſaid pretended Afﬀembly, ſhall retire themfelues into their Prouinces , they 
ſhall haue all Letters granted; and neceſfary:diſparches\made,to enioy the effeR of thar 
whereof his Maicſty gaue hope: vnto the DAgneur of. Rouuray before his departure. 
And concerning the other demands added to the InſttuRions ſince his voyage : his Ma- 
teſty declares, that hee cannot change any thing of the Edi of Nantes, ſecret articles, 
Briefes, Anſwers, and Declarations made by the deceaſed King ; the which he will cauſe 
D to be inuiolably obſerued and kept, and make his ſhbieRs of the ſaid religion, to enioy all 
the graces, grants, and aduantages which haue beene granted vnto them thereby, and in 
the like manner as they haue done during thellife of the deceaſed King, without any 
change or alteration : Asalſo he would cauſe them tojcnigy all ſuch graces and conceſ- 
fions as had beene granted vnto them ſince his comming to the Crowne : And tothar 
end there ſhould bea generall declaration made preſently by his Maieſtie, for a firther 
confirmation of the ſaid Edids, Articles, Briefes, and Letters, with IniunRtionstoall Of. 
ficers,to ſuffer his ſaid ſubieRts to enioy them fully and quietly. Which Declaration con- 
tained a forgetfulneſſe of that which had been done and paſt in-preiudice ofthe ſaid Edics 
and Declarations, diſanulling all purſuits and proceedings which had beene made. And to 
E theintent this his intention and will ſhould be moreexadtly obſerued, he-commanded the 
Marſhals of France of either religion to go their circuits throughout the Prouinces which 
ſhould be aſſigned vnto them, as had beene anciently obſerued, andaccordingto the duty 
of their places; whom hee would cauſe to bee accompanied by Iudges and ſuch forces as 
ſhould be neceſſary to countenance his good and faithfull ſubiects, and ro puniſh ſuch as 
ſhould contradict the EdiQs,and trouble the publike peace, This:Declaration was ſigned 
and publiſhedthe 15 of December. 

' Towards the end of the yeare, the Court of Parliament, Guardian of the rights and 
priuiledges of the Crowne of France, ſeized ypon a certaine pernicious Booke tending te 
the rebellion of ſubiects againſt ſoueraigne power, written in Latine by Gaſpar Sroppiocs, 
F printed in Germany, and broughtinto France from Francfort Mart. The Conrr, findi 
thatthis booke - (enticuled Eccleſcafticus) contained an infinite number of execrable bla(- 
phemics and ſcandalous aflertions againſt the glorious: memorie of the deceaſed King 
Henry the Great,with other propoſitions tending to trouble the quiet of Chriſtendom, 
agairſtthe ſafery,life, and cttate of Soueraigne Princes : made adecree (the Chariebews 
being all three aſſembled) thar the ſaid booke ſhould be burnt by the Hangmanpublikely 
in the Palace yard, and inhibitienstoall Printers and Booke-ſellers, to print, ſell, receiue, 
or publiſh it, forbidding all men of what condition: or quality ſocucr, to keepe or _ 
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Among many great and learned perſonages whom God called this yeare to a better 


KingsSctool- 1ife, Nicholas le Febure the Kings Schoole-maſter was one. Hehad beene choſen by the 


deceaſed King Henry to inftrut the Prince'of Conde, and the Queene Regent held him 

worthyfor the-King her ſonne, whereofhe was moſt capable : having ſpenta yeareand B ſl ÞB 
2 halfeinthisinſtru&ion,being inthe Kings chambertoattend his charge,he was ſuddenly 

taken with Pos yok er trembling ofthe hearr, ſoas he was forced to goe preſently to

The Controreiſie of England, touching the Kings power and the Popes, Inthe beginning of 
the laſt yeare, this Booke had beene reutewed, corrected, and augmented at Mentz in Gere 
many, being allowed by Henry Scherenas, Prouinciall of the Icfuits, by the authority cf 
Claudius Aquaviua, Generall of that Society: which Author ſaid, That the Pope is vniner- 


| fail Paſtor of the Church, to whom Chriſt ſaid, Feed my ſheepe ; And-that by the doggesare n+ 


derſtood Kings and Emperours. Whereforetheſe Dogs whileſt they are faithtull and vi. 
vilant,muſt obey their Shephrard : bur ifrhey be ſloathfull and igle, the Shepheard muſt B 
preſently depoſe rhem and drive them away. | 
It wastherefore held neceſſary, to condemne thelc bad interpretations, and to proui 
for the ſafery of the Kings life,the quiet of kis ſubiccts, and rhe preſeruation ofthe Realm, 
and to preuent ſuch parricides as had beene committed vnder colour of Religion : ſecing 
that vpon ſuch bad interpretations, a wicked wretch called Scoppius the Encomiaſtes of 
Parricides had grounded him(elfe,to the end he might draw on others, ſaying in his book 
called Ecclefiafficus, That none but Turkes and Heretikes had lamented the death of King 
Henry the Great,or condemned the fatt of Rauaillac. Wherfore on the 7 of Ianvary,the Sore 
þon {roms certaine Doctors of the faculty ro goe vntorthe Queene and Chancellor, to 
whom they repreſented ſummarily whar had been done in their Aſſembly, touching the F 
pernicious propoſitions of Brranus booke,, and that they had* beene advertiſed by their 
Sindique Fileſac,that the Cardinall of Bonfy by commandement from the Queene had 
given him charge not to cenſure the ſame booke,for thar her Maieſty was refolued to take 
another courſe. Butfor that rhis matter was of very great importance, the company 
thought good to let her Maicſtie vnderſtand,thatthey had ſurccaſed from all concluſions 
to witneſle their humble obedience, vntill her pleaſure were further knowne. Yet the 
faid Facultie did much feare that their ſilence and delay night be ſotaken by mn Ar”

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A ifthe Diuines of Paris had allowed of this ſeditious doarine, and had condemned the de- 


croes of their predeceſſors;by the which the life 8 ſoucreigne authority of Kings is main- 
tained, whereinthcy referred themſclues ro the Chancellors great wiſdome, but the 
whole body of the Diuines of Paris, defired that their beliefe vpon his point mighr 
be manifeſted tothe world. To whom the Chancellor ſaid, that he commended the care 
of the aid Faculty : that hauing read Becaz#s booke,he held ic molt pernicious : and rhar 
it was neccflary that che doctrine of the Sorbon ſhould be KNOWNC TO the world, to be di- 
rely againſt ir,and that there ſhould be ſome remedy prouided leſt this doctrine of Beca- 
nus ſhould creepe in with more violence amongthe people: wherefore hee was refolued 
B ro bring them vato tue Queene, and to recommend the care of the ſaid Faculty vnto her 
Maieſty,as he did; ſhe promiting to take aduice in Councell, andto rcſolue them by the 
Chancellor. To whom the Doctors repairedthe-12 of Ianuary,to vnderſtand the Queens 
pleaſure,who told them that her Maieſty thinking that Becarzs booke had not been com- 
mon, & that there had been but one copy or two 1n France, would iugiciouſly hauc rather 
ſoppreſſed it by falence then otherwiſe, wherewith ſhee had acquainted the Cardinall of 
Bonly; but being informed thar it was inthe hands of many,ſhe thought it ficto referre it 
vnto the fidelity and conſcience of the ſaid Faculty,to do as they ſhould thinke good;and 
thattheir Decree ſhouldbe inſerted inthe Regiſter of rhe ſaid Faculty, whereunto poſte- 
rity in the like controacrſic might haue recourſe. | 
C Yerafterwards Fzlefac the Sindique, hauing reda certaine copy ofa decree made by 
the Pope, containing the ccnfure of the ſaid booke, made at;Rome inan aſſembly of the 
Cardinals,the 3 of Ianuary this preſent yeare, for that there were found in this booke ma- 
ny things which were falſe, raſh, ſcandalous, and ſeditious rcſpeRtiuely, and forbiddento 
be printed in any language vntill irwere corrected : and for the better aſſurance thereof, 
having read ſome letters of Teſtimony from the Biſhop of Monte-pulciano the Popes 
Nuncio in France, he ſtayed the making of any Decree touching the ſaid pernicious pro- 
politions,afſuring rhem that the Chancellor had forbidden it. Thus the controuerfie tou- 
ching Becazus beoke ended,whereupon ſome were of opinion, that the word reſpeiuely 
in the Popes cenfure was put in of purpoſeasa terme of cuaſion, to ſhew that the Te. 
D ſuites doe not abſolurcly condemne Becanws doftrine,but onely in regard of the French, 
who were much offended therewith. 
The incenſcd fury and rage ofthe Nobllity and Gentry of France running dayly to 
Duels and Combars;fometimes atthe place Royall by Moone-light like madmen; ſome 
tim? without Saint Honortes gate or Saint Anthonies : did.in the beginning of this yeare 
much affli&t the King, Quecne,and the whole Court. The Earle of Brenne and the Mar- 
quis of Neſl-,hauing made many afligations to fighr,were ſtill preuented,and inthe end 
reconciled by the Princes and Marſhalls of France. Among many men of note which 
had bcen ſliineby theſe combats ; that which did moſt afflit the Queene was the en- 
counter ofthe Cheuallier de Guiſe,with the Baron of Luz Lieutenant Generall for the 
E King ia the Duchy of Bourgandy : they meet in Saint Honories ſtreet, where the Che- 
vallier perceiuingthe Baron (whom he ſought for) to be in his Caroch accompanied by 
ſome Gentlemen, he aduanced willing him to come forrh, and withalldrew his ſword; 
gaue hiscloaketo one of his followers, left his horſe, and offrcd him the combat , which 
the Baron de Luz (ccing.he preſently leapt out of his Caroch and put himſclfe in defence. 
But ar the ſ:cond thruſt the Baron fell downe dead vpon the place: which the Gentlemen 
of histraine percciuing,they made offer to defend him,but being hindred by the Cheual- 
liers followers, they gaue way, aad allthey could doe was to putthe Barons body into his 
Caroch,and to cary :t ſpeedily to his lodging. The ſtreet was ſuddenly full of Noblemen 
and Gentlzmen, which made men thinke there had beene ſome tumulr and ſedition. The 
F Cheuallicr retired himiſclfe tothe houſe of Guiſe, where the duke, the Prince of Ioinville, 
andthe Archbiſhop of Rheims did much blame him in the Queenes behalfe, for thathe 
had ſlaine ſo worthy a Gentleman,and ſo good a ſcruantto the King. Monſeur le Grand 
being then in Bourgundy., hearing theſe things, was much grieued. But I cannot expreſſe 
the wonderfull ſorrow ofthe young Baron of Luz his onely ſonne, a goodly Gentleman ; 
who reſoluzd to b2 reucnged, though with the hazard ofhis ownelife. To effect the

The Chevallier de Giſe was in bed when 4 R70/ brought him this Challenge, hauing 
read ir, he aroſe preſently, and du Riol holpe to drefſe him : then ſending for Monſ: 3 
de Grignan, a Knight of Malta, heentreated him ro accompany him ; and ſo they parted 
without the privity of any one. They went out of Saint Anthonies gate, and ds Rio/ 
brought him to the place where the Baron of Luz was. The Cheuallier & Baron being 
viſited by their ſeconds, and their doublers off, all foure being on horſe-backe, hauing ta- 
ken the field, they began toaduance with their ſwords in their hands. Arthe firſt paſlado 
the Baron wounded the Cheuallier in the arme ; bur ar the third the Chevallier ran the . 


Baron through the body, who falling from his horſe had no other need but to care for 


his ſoules health. The Cheuallier ranne ſpeedily to rhe two ſeconds, for Grignan had re- 
cciued tio wounds from du Riol who was not hurt,who ſeeing himſelfe ready to be char- 
ged by two, the Baron lying along and neere his death, hee berhought himſelfe of his re- C | 
rreat, recoucring Charenton,and afterwards Bourgundy. On a ſudden the field was full 
of Noblemen and Chevalliers, but theyſfound no man but the Baron lying in theduſt, 
whom his friends tooke preſently vp : aloffſe which afflicted the reſt of his friends, and 
troubled the whole Court : But rhe Duke of Guiſe and his brethren were wonderfully 
Hh, $37 ry ang. heard that the Cheuallier was wounded to deathzbut ſeeing him return 

ut lightly hurt,they were much comforted, and gaue God thankes for his eſcape. Hee 
kept his chamber for a time, as well by reaſon of his wounds, as forthe diſpleaſure the 
ne had conceiued againſt him for the death of theſe two Noblemen, the father 
and ſonne, 

Inthe ſame moneth Montigny-Hallea young Gentleman being in Paris, ſent a challenge D 
to the Scigneur of Bethunes, Campe-maſter to one of the French Regiments in Holland. 
The place was appointed, they mer, and Berhures loſt his life. He was much lamented for 
chat he was a braue and valiant Gentleman. His friends made this Epitaph for him. 


Paſenzer, ſtay thy ſleps, beare renerence to this tombe, Cyrus of Bethunes is here encloſed : 
He bad warre for his exeriſe, a Ceſar for his maſter, and Oftend for 4 Schoole : glory was his 
ambition, vertue his lone, and one onely God hu feare. He cheriſhed armes, reſpetted the lawes, 
and honoured his Nation : yet armes hane taken him ont of the world,the lawes haue abandoned 
him, and his Nation hath ſuffered him to bee loſt. Goe weepe for the dead, complaine of the 
lining, and content thy ſelfe, 


O God, what miſeries (as a great Prelate ſaid) doe theſe duels bring. Wee ſee Families 
made deſolate, fathers lament the loſle of their children,wiues their husbands, France her 
Captaines and choice ſouldicrs, the King his Nobility (the ornament of his Crowne)and 
God his ſoules, whom Satan doth ſnatch from him. So many Edidts and Defences made 
by Saint Lewes, Henry the ſecond, Charles the ninth, Henry the Great, and the King now 
reigning, againſt the invention of encounters withour challenge, could neuer ſupprefle 
this deuilliſh courſe of combats and duels, which is to be reproued as a moſt ſauage thing, 
and neuer in v{e among the Ancients, excepr it were in warre, that is to fay, a ſubiect 
againſt the enemy by his Generals permiſſion, or one Generall againſt another, to ſpare F 
the ſubjects blood, whereof there are many examples in Hiſtories, 

The King ſceking to prevent theſe miſchiefes whereby his ſubiets might receiue the 
benefit; with the aduice of the Queene Regent, the Princes of the blood, and officers of 
the Crowne, he confirmed allthe former Edicts by his Declaration. And to take away al 
hopeto obtain hereafter any thing from his Maieſty that might contradict it, he declared 
with a firmeand irreuocable reſolution,thar hewould maintain the ſaid Edidts in their full 
torce, withour any reſpect of perſons: wihch his reſolution he would haue made knowne

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'& wnro all the Princes of the blood, and other Princes and officers of the Ccowne, and 3&x 
wy d- all his Courts of Parliaments,ſubie&s and ſeruants ; and that he had no intenthereafter L 613 
to grant any pardons Or remiſſtons for the breach of the ſaid Edias and Declaration: for- 
bidding them expreſly,not to ſue,entreat or mediate in thoſe caſes to his Maieſty, nor.yn- 
to the Qucene Regent his mother,vpon paine of their indignation : forbidding them alſo 
to retire or conceale any ſuch offenders in their houſes, or other places, or to giue ther 
any ſupport or affiſtance,but to diſcouer and deliuer them into the hands of iuſtice, ifghey 
were required by the officers, giuing them all aydand afliſtance to doe it ifthey may.And 
this was the effe@ of the Kings Declaration : whereunto the Court added, Thar if any 
B B Letters of abolition weredirected ro the Prouoſt of the Kings houſe,and iudgement giuen 
by him, notwithſtanding the ſaid Letters, the proceeding ſhould be veid, and they ſhould 
proceed againſt the offenders according to the Edidts and the Kings Declaration:neither 
ſhould they which ſtood in contempt bee admitted to purge themſelues, vnleſſe they 
paid thethird parr of the fines adiudged againſt them, tothe vſe of the poore that were

Maior was advertiſed, aſſuring him that the tenth day of the moneth was appointed for 
theexecution of many pernicious deſignes;and that many gentlemen were comming from 
S. Iohn D'Angely towards Rochel, to ſupport the vndertakers. The Maior knowing 
thetime when theſe Gentlemen ſhouldariue, and that their partiſavs ſhould take armes 
he preuented them foure houres, and hindredtheir defignes. PO 
By the aduice of the chicfe Burgeſſes (to preuent all accidents) hee.cauſed an alarme to 
be ſuddenly giuen, and ſeized vpon all the quarters ofthe towne by men able ro ſtay ſuch 
D D as had any will to mutine: then he cauſed all rhe Corps de Guards to fweare that rhey 
ſhould not acknowledge any command but his, and made the towneſmento be all nighe 
in armes. 
The next day being the 12 of Tanuary, hee cauſed an aſſembly of the townſmento bee 
made, where thoſe of the Courr of Iuſtice and men of all qualities affiſted. There hee 
propounded, to hanea prohibition publiſhed ypon paine of death for any manto make 
any aſſemblies. This was not onely commended by a generall conſent, bur they did all 
ſiveare to employ their liues and goods to haue it obſerued, and to diſcouer ſuch as ſhould 
infringe ir. Vpon this reſolution, he cauſed this Declaration to bee publiſhed by ſound 
of Trumpet.

Warbcrwize All things being in peace both in France and abroad, there began a warte betwixt the 
chcDukesof Dukes of Sauoyand Mantua, for Francs Duke of Mantua and Marquis of Montferat, be- 
_ ing lately dead without any iſſue male, leauing onely one daughter by the Duke of Sauoys 
daughter, his brother Cardinall Ferdinand ſucceeded him in the faid Duchy and Marqui- 
ſate : The Duke of Sauoy impatient to ſee his daughter and grandchild, to haue no better D I 
ſhare in thoſe Eſtates, pretending alſoaticleto the Marquiſate ; hee reſolued to retire his 
daughter and child from Mantua, and to that cnd he ſent the Earles of Martinengue and 
Lucerne, and after them the Prince his ſonne, to demand her of the Duke : who ſent the 
Bifhop of Dioceſaria to the Duke of Sauoy, to acquaint him with his intention, which 
wus,not to ſufferhis Neece of Mantuato depart for reaſons of State. 
Inthe meane time the Duke of Sauoy hauing leauicd ſome forces, vpona colourthat ir 
was for the preſeruation of his Eſtates of Sauoy, Piedmont,and Ate, and put them in ga- 
riſon in all his townes, he reſolued to ſurprize the Marquiſate of Montferar, (being deſti- 
rute of ſufficient forces to defend it) before that the Duke of Mantua ſhould bee able to 
ſendany ſuccours : yea he had drawne many of the Nobility of Montferat to his party, E 
who promiſed to ſerue him inhis enterpriſe. |

The Duke of Sauoy aduertiſed of his ariuall, imagined that his enterpriſe would not 
ſucceed according to his deſigne ; ſo as in ſtead of beſteging Caſal, he ſent his Army be- 
fore Nice dela Paile. And for that he ſaw all the neighbour Princes wece ina wonderfull 
iealouſly for his taking of armes in a full peaceyhe ſent them a long Declaration of the cau- 
ſes : which were,the detenſion of his grandchild, and his old pretenſions to the Marqui- 
fare of Montferar, entreatingthe Pope, Emperor, King of Spaine, and all other Princes 
toallow of this ation.

ſing that it was not his intent to offend them : bur ſome doe write, that this promiſe of 
the Duke of Sauoyes, was like vnto that which Poliphemus madeto /liſſes,to eate him the 
laſt of all his companions.

The Baron of La Roche made no better endthen Magnacyfor being taken in the begin- 
ning of the next yeare, and brought to the Baſtile, and afterwards tothe Concirgery, he 
was attainted and conuicted for murthering a Church-man who came out of Italy with a 
packet for the King, for the which hee was iudged guiltie of treaſon, and beheaded ar 
the Greue.

The Sauoyards in the meanetime made theirapproaches before Nice with all ſpeed, 
and had ſo ſhur it vp,as Captaine Yi being gone Da with his company of 70 Carabins 
to bring munition into the Towne, could not enter,but was forced ro goto Aqui, bei 
7 miles diſtant from Nice, which the duke of Neuers rcfolued ro ſuccour,and to put halfe

All theſe forces 
being ioyned on the 22 of May, they came within 2 miles of Nice, where they camped: 
theſe three Princes conſulting which way they ſhould charge the Sauoyards;, Cont Guy 


of Saint George General of the Army of Sauoy ſeeing theſe Princes ſoneere,and ready to 
force him, hee {ent word to the Prince of Aſcoly in behalfe of the duke of Sauoy ; That - 


his Highneſſe undertaking this war did not thinke that the King of Spaine wonld haue aſsifted 
the Duke of cMantoua againſt him,who had the honor to be his brother in law : but ſeeing it 
was ſo, hu onely reſpect, and not any feare of the Armes of Mantua fhonld make him retire :

with proteſtation neuer to employ his Armes without thegood will of the King of Spain.\Wher- E 


unto the Prince of Aſcoly made anſwer ; That he had commandement from hu Catholike 
eMaieſty toſuccour Nice,and put the Sanoyard out of Montferat : But if their Generall ae 
them to retire, hee would not follow them, otherwiſe hee would bee the next mornine in their 
Trenches. | 
ng lege of Notwithſtanding this offer of the Sauoyards Generall, they continued their battery 
a  allnight, whereupon the Princes reſolucd ro charge themthe next morning in their tren- 
chcs, and to force them to raiſe their fiege : but hauing put their Army inbattcll and ap- 
proaching neere vnto Nice, they ſaw the Sauoyards leaue their trenches and begin to re- 
tire,being aduertiſed oftheir comming : hcreupon the duke of Neuers aduanced anden- 


tred firſt into the Towne; where he tooke 2a0toot of the Gariſon with the which he fol- D 


lowedthem,and ſfoſtayed them byskirmiſhes,as within 2 miles of Nice hee forced them 
to put themſclues in battellas well to defend.chemſclues being thus preft,as to attend their 
Cannon which was myred. Hereupon the duke preſently aduertiſed the Prince of Aſco- 
ly and Ds# Vincent, intreating them to aduance with their troopes, the which they did, 
and put their Army in batrell right againſt that of Sauoy within Musket ſhot. The duke of 
Neuers was very defirous to fight, and had drawn the Prince of Aſcoly to be of his mind: 
but a Millanois being one of the Councellof warre to the King of Spaine ſaid,that ſeeing 
kehad given his word to the General of Sauoy nor to follow them if they retired,he muſt 
now kecpe it. The duke of Neuers replied, that the Prince of Aſcoly was no more inga-

ged ſeeing they had failed of theirs; hauing ſought to force Nice the laft night:and more- B 


oucr,they had now put themſclues in battell in their preſence, and therefore they ought 
to fight with them : bur the Spaniards were ofanother opinion. And it was reſolued that 
The Prince of the Prince ſhould ſend word tothe Generall of Sauoy ; that according to his promiſe he 
Aſcely ſends a had giucn them time to retire, which they did not,but preſented theſelues before the D. 
melſage ro ne of Neucrs, and Don Vincent, who were ſo incenſed as he could no longer ſtay them from 
Sano, giving batrell; that if hee retired not ſpecdily,hee ſhould conſent vnto them (as hee was 
bound)'to cut the Army of Savoy in peeces, the which they would vndoubredly doe if 
- hereatired nor. Vpon the delivery of this meſſage, the Generall cauſed his Army to re- 
tire to Calitellano a little Towne in Piedmont, ftoure-myles from Nice,whitherthe three 

Princes went toreſolue on the ſficge of Albe. 
The Gouernce But the Goucrnour of Milan foone changed the face of this deſtgne, and the affeion 
of Millan I of thoſe which were come to this warre to ſuccour an afflifted Prince, He grew icalous 
The 4d of Of the French Gentlemen which were come to the duke of Neuers : and that the 
Nevers,,od Scigncur of Bourg with a regiment of 2000 foot ſhould come out of France into Italy to 
the Frenck. 1,ccour the duke of Mantua. Finally,this Gouernour ſaid, that he wouldnot ſuffer any 
French troopes in Italy, and that none ſhould paſſe by the State of Milan; and that hee 
wouldill intreat the firſt which came : that ifthe Sicgneur of Bourg ſhould paſſe into 


Italy, 
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Italy; he would cauſe himand his: Regimentto;be cut in,pecces; He feneto all the Spaniſh 
Gallies which wereat Naples;Sicily and-Grmua, to:comhecand lyc vponthofe coaſts, and 
to hinder the defcenr of all veſRls whichſhouldbring ariy-Feench to:goe into Montferat, 
Yea ſome write,thar'it was bruted ouer allTraly;rhat rhe duke of Neaers:drewithe French 
into Montferar to feize on it for himſelfe. The Dake of Neuers being. advertiſed of the 
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Gouernors ſpeeches, he ſent him word; that if he rooke him for no other butto be of his 31c Dae of 
quality, the troope of French gentlemen which were withrhim,would be indeed heldex- Neuers n«ſ- 


traordinary : But when he ſhould conſider of what quality he was,as duke.of Neuers,and 
ofche Houſe of Mantua, that of. r 20 gentlemen which were comevnto him, -all of them 
(except foure or fiue of the principall which were come as friends to! accompany him in 
this watre) were alwaies wont to bee of his traine : and that.hee ſhould bee well aduiſed 
not to ill entreat any which ſhould come vhtohim :: forthe leaſt affronthee ſhould doe 
vato any one hee would reuenge it on his perfon'or loſe his life : for thar.in this ation 
there was nothing concerning the intereſt of the King of Spaine his Maſter, . but of 6ne 
particular to another, As for his threats to cutthe regimet of Du Boarg in peeces if it came 
into Italy, the Duke ſent him word, that he did not thinke hee had any ſuch commiſſion 
from Spaine,which were to do the King his Maſter bad ſeruice inſpeaking ſofreely. And 
thar it was not poſſible for any man to hinder the moſt Chriſtian King his Maſter to ſend 
ſuaccours vnto the Duke of Mantua his Couſin' Germaine, and nephew vnto the Queene 
Regent his Mother, to hinder the Duke of Sauoy from the inuading of Montferat. As 
for the icalouſie which he would pur into the duke of Mantuas head, touching Montferar, 
it was more then hee could effec with all his endeuonrs, thejt interefts were too ſtrialy 
yaited. EY 7 TONE 1; 
Notwirhſtanding all theſe ſpeeches, the Duke of Sauoy andthe Gouernour of Milan 
concluded a Peace in haſte; for as they prepared to befiege TrinoandVerſtl, the two Ar- 
mics of Spaine and Mantua being come to the Rendezuous, the Prince of Aſcoly told the 
Duke of Neuers and Doz Yincent, that a peace wis concluded betweene the Duke of Sa- 
uoy andrhe Gouernor of Milan;the which he ſhewed them in writing tothis effet:T hat 
at the Popes Summons, and to obay the commandcments ef their Imperiall and Catholike Mas 
iefties, the Duke of Sauoy ſhould within ſixe dayes reſtore theplaces which he held in cMontfe- 
rat into the hands of ſuch Commiſſaries as ſhould be deputed by their Maiefties : that s to ſay, 
the Prince of Caſtiglion for the Emperour,andthe Gonernour of Milan forthe King of Spaine, 
and that defences ſhould be made to either part to commit any att of Hoſtility. | 
They that haue written of theſe warres ſaid, that it was concluded in as great hafte, as 
the Duke of Sauoy had begun thie warre : yet the Dake of Mantuas Agent at Milan durft 
not acceptthercof, hauing no ſpeciall commandenient from his Prince, yet afterwards 
the Duke did allow of it. And although the Duke of Sauoy had promiſed to reſtore the 
places within ſixe daies, yet hee did it not before rhat hee had recciued letters from the 
King of Spaine to preſſe him thereunto. After this reſtitution, the Duke of Sauoy would 


Mantua ſeeing him ſtill in armes, would be more tractable to accord their differences. 


The foure Articles were, Firſt, That the tgyo dukes ſhould not pretend any damma- 

es one againſt the other by reaſon of the warre. Secondly, That the ſubiects of either 
Duke, which had followed a contrary party,ſhould not be moleſted in their perſons, nor 
g00ds. Thirdly, That a moneth after the reſtirurion made by the Duke of Sauoy of the 
places taken by him in Montferat, the Princefle Mary ſhould bce delivered vnto him by

. F Mother. And fourthly, that within a ſhorr time after, they ſhould treat friendly of all

The Almanack nedinthe beginning of this yeare, in thewhich Noel Leop Morgard made an Almanacke 


as he haddone theyeare before, in the which hee ſpake much of warre : and yet France 
wagSas quictand peaccable as it had been in 20 yeares. In his Almanacke for this yeare, 
this Morgard (ecking to be admired for his inſolency and mialice,aflured,that the State of _ 
France thould change : he rouched the Kings perſon : and {et downe the times,moneths 
and quarters, and he ſpake of many great Princes,altring onely the letters of their names. 
"This. Almanacke being told on the firſt day of the yeare, was extraordinarily ſought for 
'by curious perſons, who aſſured themſelues that it was a Propheſite. And rhat which E 
&#4uc itthe more credit was, for that Morgard hauing ſet inthe firſt quarter of Ianuary that 
a Martiall man ſhould play a bad pranck with his owne ſonne:It hapned that an aged man 
of the Suburbs of St. Germaine who had ſometimes beene a ſouldicr, flue his fon think- 
ing to killa woman whom he entertain'd. The peoples murmuring of theſe new Pre- 
ditions being imparted to the Queene Regent with a diſcourſe of the wonders which he 
foretold : Her Miicſtic held the author worthy of puniſhment, commanding the Offi- 
cers of [uſtice to make ſearch for him, the which was conrinued for ſome daies:in the end 


\ .he wasapprehended in Saint Honories ſtreet, and che Printer inlike manner, who had 


ſold the ſaid Almanackes. Morgard was firſt caried to the Baſtile, and afterwards to the 
Concirgcrie. The Court of Parliament tooke knowledge of the cauſe,and examined the D 
offenders, eſpecially Morgard who at the firſt denied thar he had giuen the ſaid ſcandalous 
Predictions to be printed, the which was verified euen by the teſtimonie of ſuch as had 
wrought vpon the ſaid Almanacke,who ſaid that they had received thoſe ſcandalous pre- 
ditions in ſmall papers from the ſaid Morgard, and that being printed, hee inſtantly rooke 
themaway againe: which being in the end confeſſed by the ſaid Morgard, he was by a de- 
cree ofthe Court condemnedto ſeruc inthe Kings Gallies g yearcs,and was preſently de- 
livered ouer to bechained to others. Before his going to Marſeilles, hee caſt diuers mens 
Natiuities, ſaying vnto ſome; That they had done him wrong to condemne him before 
he had ſpoken with the Queene,to whom if he had beene admitted, hee would haue told 
many things for the good of France. Some held that this Morgard was very ignorantin E 
Aſtrologie, and that hee vnderſtood not the Latine tongue. That by race hee wasa Cut- 
Pye that the yeare before he had beene a priſoner in the Concirgerie along time, 

cing accuſed for many thefcis;yca ſome ſaid that he had not made this Rimanache which 
was the ſubic of many diſcowſes that were publiſhed abroad,and of a feare,which for a 
time troubled the mindes of the French, vatill Auguſt, that their Maicſtics went into 
Poictou and Britany, which was the moneth vnto the which this miſcrable wretch had 
limited the Kings life. 

Preſently after the Feaſt of Chriſtmas was paſt, Duels were more frequent amongſt 
the Nobility then they had beene in former times ; there was no common diſcourſe 
bur of combats and encounters, which made the Queene Regent to aduertiſe the Court F 
of Partiament thereof,to the end they might deuiſe ſome expedient, to divert the courſe 
of ſuch a miſchiefe.

him to vnderſtand, that their Maieſties would come ſpeedily to Mezicres, to proud for 
all ch1ings that might concerne the Kings authority .They ſent the light-horſe into Cham- 
paen-,and letters iAto the townes and gariſons thereabouts, to giue all ayd and afhiſtance 


Preparar'ons tO Mexſenr de Praflin. They alſo diſparched Colonell Galatss into Swiſlerland, to made 


aleavic of fix thouſand men. They ſent our many Commiſſions,to fili vp the Regiments 
which were entertained, and to leauy new ſouldiers. Andthey made ready the Artillery RB 
in the Arſenall : finally, ar Paris they talked of nothing but warre, The Princes did 
alſo the like for their part towards Liege, Sedan,and Mezters, which vas better furniſhed 
ther it was before. And inthe meane timethe Prince of Conde ſent a Gentleman to pre- 
ſcar this following Letter vnto the Queene, containing the cauſcs for the which hee and 
the Princes which did aſſiſt him were aſſembled at Mczicrs. 


c Madam, All my ſtudie and care hath euer beene for the Kings ſeruice, and the good of

During his Meſſengers ſtay at Paris, he viſited (on the Princes behalfe) the Prince of 
F County his vncle,with all the Cardinals.Princes, Dukes, Pceres,% Officers of the Crown 
which were in Court, giuing them particular Lettcrs with copies of the Queenes, prin- 
ted; whereunto ſome returned him anſwer as you ſhall heare, and the Qreene likewiſe:

ment of affaires, and not ſuffer fations and ſchiſmes to bee raiſed in the State : That hee 
ſhould not incenſe the three Eſtates,nor delay the mariages of Spain which he had ſigned:

The rewne was full of the French, Nobility and Gentry, to 
have commiſſion for the leauying of ſouldiers,although the ſeaſon was too ſharpe to goe 
to field. The Princes having feaſted the Preſident, his integrity and ſincerity had ſuch 
power with the Prince of Conde,as he gaue him his word to come to Soiſfons,and there 
ro enter into conference, to fecke out the means to reſtore peace & tranquility to Prance, 
which this ſtirring had in the beginning much altered.

This eſcape of the duke of Vendoſmeis diuerſly written: Claude de Malingre writes that The Duke of 

he freed himſelfe by a pleaſant and witty inuention : In an cuening ſeeing his wife viſited J_ 
by many great Ladies well attended on by their waiting women, he diſguiſed himſelfe in **P® 
one of their habits,tooke a maske and ſlipped out among the Ladies and Gemtlewomen 

without being diſcoucred by his guard, gets into a Caroch, and fo eſcapes : hauing chan-

b F TheFrench Mercury relates it in this manner : On the 19 of February the duke being 
guarded in his Chamber, he gaue it out that he would faſt, tor that it was Ember weeke;

A 
Which done, pafling oucr a heape of logs and recouering the backe ſtaires,he went outb 
the backe gate of the Loture, where hee found a foot man holding a horſe, whereon hee 

- mounted, being followed by one of his people which attended for him;and fo he got our 

at 8 aclocke at night by Saint Honorics gate, and within few daiesrecouered Anſenis in 

- Britanie« An houre after that his eſcape was knowne, (not diſcouering either the man- 
ner or thetime) they ſhut the Louure gaces, whilſt they made a ſtrict ſearch throughal the 

Chambers, in the Ditches, and in the Caroches which were before the Louure. Thus 
they write of his eſcape, whichIleaue vnto the reader;bur his eſcape was certine. 

'  TheQueenehad formerly written to the Courtof Parliament of Britanie, and to the R 
Townes to ſtand vpon their guard, and notto receiue any one of what qualitie ſocuer 
without the Kings exprefle commandement. Shee had ſent the Duke of Montbazan to

Nine 
daics after,God taking pitty of my innocent intentions, he ſer me at libertie,and in ſtead of 
a ſhortand eaſfie retreat, he inſpired me to one which was long,and impoſſible , if hee had 
« notas it wereled me by the hand to bring meto my houſe, thereby to auoide the blame 
* which your Maieſticmight haue laid ypon mce,if I had retired elſe-where. This procee. D D 
ding Sir, ſeemed fit to procure him peace, who ſhewed plainely that he breathed noother = 
thing. Iam ſo farre from the enioying of this defire,as I wasno ſooner ariued, but firſt I 
vnderſt9od that Nantes,and conſequently that the whole Prouince was in Armes againſt 
me : Bur brutes could not haue ſhaken my beliefe, ifrwo of the Duke of Monbazans ſer- 
uants had nor fallen into my hands, whom I found ſeized of a Commiſſion and two let- 
ters vader the ſignct,to diſpoſſeſſe mee of the gouernment of che County of Nantes, and 
to transferre my charge to the ſaid Duke.

Jetters tothe Parliament of Rennes dated on the 5 of March , forbidding all perſons to 
leauy any troopes without commiſſion and expreſſe commandement from his Maieſtic , 
ejuing authority to the Earle of Vertuz Gouernour of Rennes, to have a care that no 
troopes ſhonld be raiſed in that Country of Britany without commiſſion, andeſpecially

Court made a declaration according to the tenor of theſe letters;and withall enioyned all

letter vnto the King had preuailed little, hee was much amazed; for that ſome had infor- 
med their Maieſtics that he did arme in Britany, (as in truth there were ſome troopes of 
Noblemcn, Gentlemen, and others which did affiſt him) and that he had fortified Blauer 
againſt the Marquis of Coeuure, refuling him to enter into the ſame Fort.

After which 
ad, — they wouldtreat ofthe ſafety and libertie of rhe ſaid Eſtares, and of all other aſſurances, 
The Queene deſired ro maintaine peace. The ſecond demand touching the ſtay of the 
mariage, was that whereon they made ſome queſtion, touching the time, how long it } 
ſhould be delayed: for the Princes demanded rill after the aſſembly of the Eſtates,where» 
unto the Deputies vnder their Maieſtics pleaſure would not conſent, but vnto the time of 
the Kings Maiority. They would haue peace, but with ſecurity, in preſcruing his Maie- 
ſties authority. In the end the ſaid three Articles were concluded with this condition, 
That the ſurſtance of the Mariages ſhould be wntill the Kings Maiority, and that it ſhould nes 
be inſerted into the Cariicles of the peace mhich ſhould bee pabliſhed, but that the Queene © 
ſhould promiſe #1 by a letter which ſhe fhould write tothe Prince.

The Prince of Conde going towards Vitry, had aducrtiſement,that the Kings troopes 
wereenredthe Towne. The Duke of Neuers with his trainealone, and cight of his 
guard went towards Rethel, and ſo to Saint Manchould . Boxconmtle Gouernour of the 
Towne and Caſtle,with the chiefe inhabirants, hearing ofhis approach went to meet him. 
The [nhabitants beſought him not to enter into Saint Manchould, telling him that they 

+ had recciued letters of command from their Maiefties not to ſuffer any one of what quali- 
+ tie ſocuer to enter intotheir rown without a new commiſſion from her Maieſtic: they in- 
treated him to belecue that they were his ſeruants, bur the ſubiction & obedience which 
. they did owe vnto the King, was of more force. The Duke told them that he would en- 
- terintohis Caſtle; that he would not endure, thar they ſhould refuſe him entry into the 
Townes of his Gouernment, nor info his owne inheritance. Finally, the Inhabitants fal- 
ling vpon their knees, could not divert him from his reſolution. Theſe being returned 
ynto the Towne, they made report of the Dukes intention, which ſtruckea great terror 
. among the people. Boxconnille retired himſelfe into the Caſtle, which is diuided from * 
the Towne by the riuer of Eyne.

found returning to Amboiſe, to whom he related the tragedic and the truth of the fa. 
The Prince finding himſelfe wronged inthe perſon of de Latrie thus wounded, fearing 
that he ſhould hardly get out of the towne with his life,he reſolued to goe himſelfe and to 
free him from this danger : But to take away all cauſe of iealoufie from their Maieſties, 
and the towne of Poictiers, he diſmiſſed all the Nobilitic which was with him; entrea- 
ting them not to follow-him to Poitiers, and ſo onely with fifteene horſe he approached 
neere the towne, with an intent to enter in perſon, and carie away with him the perſon 
wounded. Being come within two leagues, hee met with de Latry, who had got forth by 
policy,yetnotwithſtanding he would goc onto be informed of the wrong done him,and 
the outrage vicd to the party in doing that which he had in charge: Being within 50 paces 
of the gates, lie heard of ſome mutinie within the towne,for the wrong done to de Latrie, 
wherin the Biſhop did alſq intermedle,who being aduertiſed of the Princes approach,and 


ſeeing two factions among the people (the one maintaining the fact of Saint George, the 
other the Princes intereſt, & of his friend wounded) apprehending alſo what might hap- C 
pen ifthe Prince entred,he refolued torake thegouernment of the Towne into his hands 
and to keepe the Prince fromentring, to whom he ſent word that it was not good for him 
ro enter, the which he would oppoſe. This meſſage was delivered vnto him by a young 
man called Beaulieu de Perſac ,yer notwithſtanding the Prince went vnto the gate, where 
he found one called Berland, who told him he had charge trom the Magiſtrares of the 
Towne to refuſe him the gate, ſhutting thebarre againſt him, neither could they get any 
berter ſatisfaRion from this reſolute ſoukier.. The Prince went away with much diſcon- 
rent for this refuſall, for with this Bea/andrhere was another with his piſtoll charged and 
the cock downe,and ouer the gate was a Capraine called 'Ma/aquert with certain ſouldiers, 
who by his commandement diſcharged their peeces, and hurt ſome of the princes traine. 

The Prince retiring to Chaſtelkraule;; hee made his complaint vato the Queene,

About this time the Duke of Rohannois, Gouernour of Poidticcs came thither ; hee 
was receiued by the Maior, Sheriffes, and ſome Burgeſſes, who condutting him to his 
lodging with all reſpe&, he was inuitedto ſupperby the Maior, whither the Biſhop of E 
Poitiers came to viſit him,entreating him to forget the attempt which had beene made 
in his charge atthe Princes comming, whereunto the Duke did willingly conſent ; be- 
ſeeching him that hereafter he wouldnot attempt the like, and going to condu®t him out 
of the Mators houle, he tound him atter:ded by eleauen horſemen with their piſtols, and 
about 400 foot carying ſhort peeces vndertheir cloakes, The Duke being with the Maior 
and Sheriffes, he was aduertiſcd that vpon his ariuall the ſtreets were barricadoed:where- 
vpon hereſolucd with them and others, to forbid any barricadoes to be made, or chaines 
to bedrawne without his commandement, enioyning them to pull downe all the barrica- 
docs which had beene made, andin caſe of any alarme to goe vnto the rendezuous ap- 
pointed, there toreceiue the Dukes commandement. The which was publiſhed the next F 
morning,being the 26 of Tune, and the ſame day after dinner he went to viſit the Biſhop, 
where they re{olued that he the ſaid Duke with the Maior and Sheriffes ſhould ſend la 1al- 
letiere vnto the Prince, who had beene with him the day before, from the inhabitants, to 
whom he had promiſed notto offer to enter into the Towne before her Maieſtie had ſo 
ordained.

n his returne to his lodging he was aduertifed, that they didarnie about the Biſhops 
Palace , whither going with ſome ofthe chicfe Burgefles, and being before the Palace; 
they found the chaines drawne,and lockes put vntothem ; ſceing m_ men arined;he de- 
manded the reaſon of it, and why they had drawne the chaines: to whom they faid, they 
had ſcene many horſemen without the trowne and neerethe ſuburbs : The Duke anſiye- 
red thathe had beene withour, but could nor ſee any one which mighr annoy them, and 
that being their Gouernour, he would bethe firſt which would oppoſe himſelfe againſt 
any which ſhould attempt againſt the Towne; that they ſhould vſe more moderation,and 
notarme ſo raſhly, and at the ſame rime he cauſed the chaines to be vnlocked;. | 
" The Duke ſaw many ſignes of a popular {edition ; the Captaine who had the guard of 
the port of Pont Ioubert, hauing abandoned his charge, let downe the Portcullis,and re- 
tired withall ſpeed to the Biſhop who had ſent for him. The Duke returned in his:C2- 
roch by the Biſhops palace, to ce if the people were ſtill in armes, where hee found the

to obſerue any other orders then ſych as had beene accuſtomed- Hereupon one ofhis 
friends wiſhed him to retire-into an vpper chamber, and to ſpeake little, otherwiſe hee

The chieftc of the towne were ſuffered to come vnto him, who teſtified their griefes for 
the inturie that was done vnto him, and offered to die with him, rather then hee ſhould 
haue any-wrong. There was he' forced to ſup and to ſtay till after midnight, hop'ng ſtill 
they would ſuffer him to depart vmto his lodging, the which he could never obraine, ha: 
uving notany private friend there, by whom hee might demand ſafety of this mutinous 
multitude to goe to his reſt ; for all that were now with him were the Biſhops friends,and 


diſſwaded him,ſaying that the people would not ſuffer it,and that there was no ſafery for 


him but there,the whichit ſeemed he was forced to beleeuc; for that the Sergcant-Maior 
hauing by his commandement giuen charge to the ſix Captaines to bring two ſquadrons 
out ofeuery Company to the old marker place, thece to vnderſtagd his Maieſties inten: 
tion, and in what manner they ſhould guard, Pidoux one of the ſixe Capraines anſwered

their Gouernor, and of Mozſ: de Griewx Prouoft of Merchants:and the Citadell & Towne 
of Amiens, in the guard of the Marſhall D'Ancre. In lefle then three dayes, Paris was 
empticd of aboue 3 0000 perſons, forall men that had any bulineſle or ſuites,cither before 
the Councell of State, or the great Councell, were forced to follow the King in his voy- 
age to ſolicite their cauſes. The firft Towne where their Maieſties ſtayed for their traine 
was Eſtampes, where the inhabitants made ſhew of their publike ioy in receluing their 
King : bur I may not ſtand to make particular relation of the regeption the King had in 
allthe Townes as he paſt in this voyage, hauing much matter of farre greater importance 
ro treat of, 

The King cameto Orleans, where the Inhabitants met him in Armes, and receiued 
their Maicſties with all the honor they could deuiſe : they ſtayed there eight daies,as well 
toattend the Prince of Condes anſwer, as to heare how matters went in Britany and 
Poictou : for before their going from Paris, their Maicſttes had refolucd (according to 
the Princes owne letter) to {end ſome one to conferre with him : the Duke of Mayen had 
offcred himſelfe to this imployment, promiſing ſo to acquit himſelfe, as hee afſured their 
Maieſtics to perſwade the Prince to come vnto the King whereſocuer he ſhould bee, to 
yeeld him that whereunto his birth and quality did binde him. The Duke vpon this pro- 
miſe parted from Paris, with ſome Gentlemen of his Houſe,thinking to finde the Prince 
at Chaſtellerault or at Luſiznan in PoiRou, but hee was forced to goe to Chafteauroux, D lr 
whither the Prince bad retired himſelfe; hearing ofthe Kings comming. Others ſay it 
was, for that the Duke of Neuers had intreated him tochriſten one of his Children, but 
howſocuer,there the Duke found him;where hauingſpent ſome dayes in conference with 
the Prince,he could draw no other reaſon from him, bur that hee would never come to 
Court before the King had done him iuftice forthe wrong he had received from the Bj-

death : who dying thethird of Auguſt, poſts were preſently ſent to aduertiſe the Princcſle 
his wite, which newes ſhe recetued two daycs after being in her Chamber at Poictiers ; 
the heauinefſe and melancholy ſhe was in the day before, did prefage rhis finiſter accidear, 
which being confirmed, {he lamented the death of this good Prince with many teares and 
ſighes. Their Maieſties being aduertiſed thereof were much grieucd,and it gaue the houſe 
of Guiſe a new occaſion of mourning, to whom they were allied by their {iſters mariage, 
The King hauing pacified all things in Poictou, and freed the Country of ſouldiers, 
there cemained nothing but Britanic, where the affaires of the Prouince growing deſpe- 
rate , required his perſonall preſence, for which ctfe& their Maieſties parted from 
PoiRtiers to Angiers. The duke of Vendoſme having ſome intelligence of his approach,he 
called all his troopes to Port Pelcrin, which is berweene Chynonand Ancenis neere to 
Nantes vpon the river of Loire,vpon a pretcxt ofa generall Muſter, whither all his com- 
panics (being abour 2000 foot) came, and the duke himſelte ariued foone after with ſome 
troopes of horſc, who ſpeaking to the Commanders & Caprtaines, he told them he would 
vnarmeanddiſmiſle his troopes, commanding the ſouldiers to deliver vp their Armes : 
giving to cuery onea peece of money : And whereas they crycd out of the ſmall recom- 
pence they had for aſſiſting him , and that they were ſorry they were no more imployed 


- for his ſeruice:he anſwered them, that he had not taken armes bur to preuent ſome reuolt 


in Britany againſt his perſon,and ro force the obedience due ynto him in that Country,and 
ro hauethe King ſerued vnder his commandements : and that fceing now it pleaſed his 
Maieſty ro comethither in perſon to ſettleall things, and to command as abſolute Maſter, 
there was notany further need of Armes; that there were no enemies but the enemies of 
his King,andtherefore nothing to be feared where he ſhould be : That he thanked them 
for their afiſtance, and intreated them earneſtly to retire ſpeedily, ifrhey would not bee 
taken and hanged by the Kings people who approached, the which they did with ſuch 
haſte as in few dayes all were vaniſhed out of fight. Ro RI 
Their Maieſties drawing neer to Nantes,the D.of Vendoſme withall the Nobllity he 
could draw together within the Country,came to meeet him,wheredelineting his lword 
vnto the King,he craued pardon ifany thing had paſt by this occaſion ini Britani&; contra- 
ry to his Maieſties pleaſure; at whichtime the King receiued him very gratioufly, remit- 
ring all wherewith he might bee charged by reaſon of the leauying of ſouldiers, and the 
complaints of the Inhabitants of theProuince, ſaying vnto him, Goe audcontinnue in deing 


me good ſeraice,and 1 will lone you for euer as my brother, Whercupon the Kine gaue him 
new letters of reeſtabliſhmenr, and an abolition ofall violences which had been committed 
in Britanic. After theſe aſſurances and aCts of ſubmiſſion giuen vnto the King by the D. of 
Vendoſme, their Mateſties came to Nantes,and cauſed an Afſembly of the Eſtates of Bri- 
tany to be held there, which he did many times honor with his preſence,and alfothe D. 


of Yendoſine in his behalfe: where they treated of many things concerning the affaires of 


E the Prouinces. This Conuocation was very profitable and neceſſary for the Country, 


here the King redreſſed many grievances, and granted mioſt of their petitions. 

Before the ſaid Eſtates, the King ſent his regiment to Blaver, withthe Swiſſes and the 
regiment of Rambourg, for that it was reported there was ſome reſiſtance in that fort, bur 
they found nothing but obedience,and all things yeelded to the Kings ſervice. It was re- 
ſtored to the Marquis of Cocuurc by the commandement which the Duke of Vendoſine 
had giuento him which kept the place:and for that the Inhabitants of the Country com- 
plained that the ſaid Fort of Blauer(if there ſhould be any war)might annoy the Prouince 
and be preiudiciallro the Kings ſubiects keeping them in awe:the King with the aduice of 
the Queene Regentand the Princes and Lords of his Councell,ordaine that the ſaid Fort 


F of Blauet with diuers others in that Prouince,ſhould be razcdto the ground, for the effe- The Fortof 


Qing whereof the Swiſſes ſhould remaine there, with the regiment of Rambourg, and 12 
fouldicrs ourof cuery company of the Guards. This done,their Maicſties parted from 
Nantes hauing ſetled the affaires of Brirany,and returned to Paris, to give order for the 
holding of the Generall Eſtates of France being afſiened rhere, 

In the mcanetime the Prince of Condeleaues Cheaſteauroux,paſſeth into Poiftou and 
came to Amboiſe,refoluing to returne to Court, forgetting his diſcontentsand the aRion 
of Poicticts, and giues aſſurance to their Maieſtics, that he would be at Paris as ſoone as 
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they. The duke of Vendoſme,after the Kings departure from Nantes, went before to 
ris,to be athis wiues lying in, where hee ariucd about the 8 of Scpt. and ſtayed there vntill 
the King made his entry into the City. The King hauing paſt by Angers, Mans, Char- 
tres, and other good townes, being receined withall the ioy and applauſe which could be, 
cam? abovt the midſt of Seprember to Paris, where the Citizens receiued his Maieſtie 
without the ſt:burbs, being about 12000 foor, richly armed, and ſo hee was condutted 
to the Ciry, where there were rare deniccsat his entry, whichfor breuities ſake I muſt 
omit. And about the end of September, the Prince of Conde ariued at Paris being accom- 
panicd with aboue 300 horſe, whereoffome ſtayed in the ſuburbs of St. Germain,and the 
reſt followed him ſtill;he entred by St. 1ames Gate and went towards the Louure to ſalute R 
their Maicſties : he mourned for the death ofhis vncle the Prince of County : the Parift- 
ans were full of toy toſee this Prince reconciled to the King, which made them hopeit 
would breed a peace of long continuance. Being vpon the new bridge,he was told the king 
was 2o0nCc to Bois de Vincennes to hunt, which made him turnetowards S. Anthonies 
gearc,where he met the King,who ſeeing the Prince his couſtn,caufed his Caroch to ſtay, 
and gaue him place by him,being very glad to ſee him,and ſo they went on to the Louure, 
where hauing left his Maieſty,he went to ſalute the Queene,and then retired to his houſe. 
Soone afterwards were the Funerals of the Prince of Conty inthe Abbey Church of 
Saint Germain, with a pompe fit for the quality of his perſon. At which afliſted the ſaid 
Prince, with many Dukes, Prelates, Noblemen, and great Ladies, with the Courts of C 
Parliament and Acconnts,and many others, 

During this moneth of September, there was an Aſſembly of the Pariſians in the Bi- 
ſhops palace, where there aſſiſted many Burgeſſes and others of good quality, vpon the 
election of the depuries of the ſaid City, ropreſent the peoples complaints vnto the next 
Affembly ofthe generall Eſtates. The day being come, there was ſome diſpute among 
theBurgeſles, touching the ſaid EleRion, ſo as ſome departed our of the Hall and wenr 
their. way, but inthe end all was pacified and concluded to content, where they made 
choice of men which were worthy and capable of ſuch piaces, 

Before the Aſſembly of the generall Eſtates,it was concluded in Councel, by the aduice 
of the Queen Regent,the Princes of the blood,and of all the other Princes and Noblemen D 
and Officers of the Crowne, to haue the King declared of full age, according to a fun- 
damentall Law made by King Charles the fifth ſurnamed rhe Wu, and verified by the 
Court of Parliament;by the which it was ordained,that the Kings of France hauing attay- 
ned the full age of thirreene yeares, andentring into the fourteenth, they ſhould take vp- 
01 them the ſoyercigne gouernment of the State ; whereofthey gaue notice to the Court 
of Parliament that this royal ation ſhould be celebrated at rhe Palace in thegolden cham- 
ber,where they prepared to recciue their King a Maior, as they had accuſtomed to doe in 
the like ſolemnity. The day for the ſolemnizing ofthis a, was appointed on the 2 of 
Octob.but the day before he cauſed a declaration to be made inthe preſence of the dukes 
and Lords of his Councell, for confirmation of the Edi&s of pacification, againſt Duells, E 
cambats,and encounters : A prohibition forall his ſubies,tocnter into any Leagues and 
Aﬀociations both within and without the Realme, and for his Officers and penſioners, 
to receive any wages or penſion from any one bur himſelfe, forbidding all ſwearing and 
blaſphemy, with an intcnr to hauc this Declaration verified the next day in Court, as the 
firft at of his Mnority,he fitting in his ſcat of Tuſtice. 

 Thenext diy all things being prepared atthe Palace, and the Regiment of the Guards 
Pres on cither {1de the ſtreet from the Louurc vnto the Palace : The Lord Chancellor 
cing followed by many Councellors and Maſters of Requeſts, went vnro the Palace, 
and were received by ſome Counccllors in their robes,deputed to that end, who con- 
ducted them into the golden Chamber. | 
Afterward the Queen arined, bcing followed by the yong Ladies her danghters,Queen 
Margaret and other Princeſſes and great Ladies; then the Cardinals of Rochefaucault, 
Perron, and Bomſfi, came to aſſiſt ar rhis Ceremony, as Peeres of France, according to 
the Kings command. Abour tenne ofthe clocke, his Maieſtie went vnto the Palace, be- 
fore him there marched his Company of light horſe, the Archers of his Guards, and the 
Swiſlesz then came his Maicſtierichly attired, being followed by the Duke of Aniou his 
brother, the Prince of Conde, the Earle of Soiffons, the Dukes of Guiſe, Elbeuf, Eſper- 
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A non, Vantadour,and Montbazon.and ſeuen or eight hundred Noblemenand Gentlemeri, 
richly attired. Being come! into the- Chamber, cuery one tooke his place according to

Theſe ſpecches being ended, there 
followed a Decree ofthe Kings Maioritic, witithe 4duice of the Princes, Officers of the 
Crowne, Councellors of State, Prelates, and other perſons of qualitie, which were there 
preſent, the which was prouounced by the Chancellor : And then the Declaration made 
the day beforc in Councell (as you have heard) was verified by the Court, the King ſit.

Within few dayesatfter, the Dukes of Neuers, Sully, and Rohan, cameto Paris with 
E theit ordinary traines, and the Depurics of Prouinces ariued daily, according to his Maie- 
 fties Letters ſent throughout all the'Gouernments ef his Realme.,to appeare at the gene 
rall Aſſembly of the Eſtates, which ſhould be ſoone after held inthe Auguſtins Conuent.

ler that ſhe would be reuenged. Whereunto the firſt Preſident anſwered, that he would 
aduertiſe the Court of Parliament thereof. 

His report being made,they tooke aduice what was fitto be done, and inthe eng reſol 
ued,that according to their former deliberation,the Chambers ſhould bring their inſtru- 
Qions to be viewed by the Prefidents and ſome Councellors of the great Chamber, to 
draw the remonſtrances which the Court had reſolued ſhould be made. But for thatthey 
were not preſented vnto the King before the 22 of May, wee will inſert ſome particulart- 
tics which paſt in the Moneths of March and Aprill. 

During the Afembly of the Eftates, there was a great contention and diſpute in the 
Chamber of the Nobility betweene the Catholike Deputies and them of the reformed 
Religion;for that the Catholike Deputies had propounded and cauſed it to bee reſolued 


that the King ſhould be intreated to maintaine the Chatholike, Apoſtolike and Romifh 6 


Religion,according to the oath which he had taken at his Coronation. The Deputics of

During theſe buſineſſes in France, the Warre reviced in Sauoy, betweene the Catho. Wares be- 
B lique King and the Duke, vpon certaine differences; the King pretending a Title to the 


County of Aſte in Piedmont, & the Duke challenging his deceaſed wiues:Dowry in the 
Dachie of Millan. The laſt yeare they kad grear forces in field on either ſide, bur by the 
mediation ofthe Popes Nuncio, and the Marquis of Rambouillet Embaſſador for the 
French King , there wasa ſuſpenſion of Armes for foure moneths , either party with- 
drawing his Armie ; whereat the King of Spaine was not altogether pleaſed with his 
Gouernour of Millan, for that he had granted the Duke ſo long a truce and drawne his 
Armie out of Piedmont, to opprefle his owne ſubiects in the Duchy of Millan : where- 
upon he commanded him (by his Letters written this yeare in Tanuary) to march with 


-all ſpeed into Piedmont for the lodging of his Armie there to chaſtice the Duke of Sa- 
C uoy,for the reputation of his Armes,and the execution of his'commandements. 


Theſe Letters were ſurpriſed by the Duke of Sanoy, but the rigour of the winter,and 
the abundance of ſnow , hindredall warlike atten:prs vnt:Il March, and in the meane 
time they prepared rheir forces. The Duke of Sauoy being aduerriſed that the Gouernot 
of Millan, leauicd great forces, and made all warlike preparations, with an intent t6 be- 
ſiege Aſte,and Verſeil, he fortifizd himfſelfe trom France, Lortaine, Swiſferland & Hol- 
land : and in the Spring both the Armies wentts field, where there were many fieges, 
encounters, and militarie exploits ; the particularities whereot I muſt leaue ro the Ori-

The Commander of Sillery being ſent into Spaine to carry a New-yeares Gift ts the 


D 1nfanta,from che Chriſtian King : He had ulfo the affaires of Sauoy in charge, totheend 


he mighr procurea peace, and know the King of Spaines intention touching that ſubie@. 
The Marquis of Rambouillet being aduertiſed of his Negotiation, hce fent-ro demand 
audience of the Duke being at Ate. Bur the Dukethinking itnot fir (conſidering the 
ſtate of the warce and his affaires) to treat of a Peace in Aﬀte: he ſent him word thar by the 
ninth of May he would be at Valfenera, which was ten miles off, where hee would giuc 
him audience. 3 
Ar his comming thither, the Marquis told the Duke, that the Commander of Sel- 
lary had brought from Spaine, that the Catholique Kings intention was, nor to take any 
ſatisfaction, nor ſubmiſſion from him;but thar he ſhould preſently difarme, retaining on- 


E ly ſuch rroopes of Souldiers as ſhall beneceſfarie for the guard of his places, and for the Sauoy. 


ſafery of his eſtates and Countreys. Thatthe ſaid Duke Rould referreall the controuer. 
11:5 he had with the Dake of Mantua,to the Empcrours iudgement ; with promiſe not to 
wrong the ſaid Duke of Mantua, nor to attempt any thing but by a ciuill courſe for all his 
pretenſtons. That in doing this,all the places which the King hadtaken from him ſhould 
be reſtored. And ifthe Carholique King ſhould attempt ro wrong him, or his cſtates, the 
moſt Chriſtian King did promiſe to vndertake his defence. wy 
The Duke of Sauoy hearing of the King of Spaines intention, he held it fit to conſider 
thercof before hee ſhould make any anſwer, telling the Marquis that hee had a deſire-to 


FE conferre with the Prince his ſonne, his Councell, and the Embaſſidors of Princes which 


were with him rouching that ſubie& ; and thar on Saturday following, hee would meer 
him at Qires,and there acquaint him with his reſolution. The Gouernour of Millan ly- 
ing with his Armie before Aſte, inthe meane time on Whitſunday , there was a truce 
concluded for three dayes;during which truce,the Marquis of Rambouiller went vara the 


Spaniſh Campeto treat with the Gouernour of Millan for the concluſion of a Peate, 
Thistruce gaue good hope thereof. The Spaniſh Armie ſuffered much, having beenelike 
weekes in one place in great ſcarcitie of water : they held their enemies Towne befidged 
bur on one ſide onely, without hope of forcing it : yet both rhe one and the other were 


very 
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1615 very circumſpec not ro be ſurprized during this Treatie of Peace. The Gouernour of A 
Millan hauing:made a new Trench,and placed 36. Gabions thereupon , hoped there to 
make his batterie, and thence to play vpon the new Fort of Saint Peters, which the Sa. 
royards had made. But the 21 of Tune, an houre before day,the Marquis D'Yrfe with 800 
fqot, followed by $0 others,and 200 horſe conduRed by the Earle Gzy of S. George went 
and fired the-ſaid Gabions, and the Sauoyard entercd into the Spaniſh Trenches, where 
there were many ſlaine on both ſides : the'Earle Guy was ſhot into the ſhoulder with a 

| Musket, and two Spaniſh Captaines were ſlaine. This ation was like not onely ro hinder, 
* buteuen to breakeoff the Treatie of Peace: yet it was apparantly ſecnethat the Spaniſh 
 Armicdecayeddayly ;and on the contrarie the Sauoyard increaſed with Gentlemen and 
Souldiers, which (notwithſtanding proclamation to the contrarie in France) found the 
meancs to get thither. | 
. The Ambaſſadorof France, was very defirous,ſeeing he had brought the Sauoyard and 
Spaniard ſo neere the Temple of peace,that they ſhould enter the ſame; and tothis end 
exhorted the Duke of Sauoy to {igne the Capitulation the ſame day: which hee did that 
euening. On the morrow, the Ambaflador went vynto the Spaniſh campe, ro cauſe the 
Gouernour.of Millanto figne the two promiſes of obſeruing the points of the accord : 
which were of this tenour: 
Articles ofa -. :That for fo much as the moſt Chriſtian King by his Ambaſſador had inuited him , as al- 
Peace berween {O his Maieſtie of Great Brittaine by Sir Dualey Carleton, and the Switlers by their Mi- 6 
bh hiſters effetually exhorted him ynto peace, for the publike good of all Chriſtendome: 
D.ofSauoy. -- His Highneſle for the reverence and refpche beares vnto their Maicſties , and the 
Common-wealth of Venice, and the defire he hath to ſarisfic them, and all the world of 
his good will and loue vnto the peace and tranquilitie of the Chriſtian Common-weale, 
according tothe dcfire ofthe aboue-named Princes and States,1s content, and promiſeth 
to difarme himſelfe within one moneth after publication of theſe preſents.

mike Duke of Longueuille beingteturned from Coucy to Amiens,, the Towne and 
Citradell were full of praQtices, reports, and diftruſts. The Duke going out of Amiens 
on the Saturday morning , theſecond-of Auguſt, came backe againe the ſame. night, 
hee had givenout thathe was goneto hunt the Stagge ; and thoſc of the Cittadell belee- 


B ued he was gone to Corbie, andthar the place yas at his deuotion,as well as the heart of 


Rubempre; that it was the Rendezuous of his friends,thar from thence they might with 
more conueniencie makerhem Maſters of Amiens, and the Cittadell. The inhabirants in 
the meane time were in feare, apprehending that their Towne would be made the Thea« 
ter where the Duke and they of the Cittadell would Act their Tragedies. Some of the 
people which did affe& the Duke offered to make a Corps de Gnarde before his lodging. 
Burt they of the Citcadell being armed with the Kings name, and his Letters Patents , 
by which they were forbidden to receive the Duke of Loagueuille into any Towne 
of his gouctnment of Picardie ; they ſent for the chicte of the Clergie, the Magi- 
Rracie, and the Inhabitants into he Cirtadell, ro whom hauing read the ſaid Let- 


C tets containing his Maieſties pleaſure, they all proteſted to continue conſtant inthe Kings 


obedience. 


The Duke of Longueuille hearing of all this ; as hee was at dinner on Sunday the The Duke of 


thirteenth of Auguſt, hee was informed rhat the Captaines and Souldiers of the Cit. Co_—_ 
radell were arming and preparing themſelues for fome deſigne. Whereupon his peo- the King, 


ple calling to Armes , they ſeized ypon a Port , by the which hee retired ro Corbie. 
The Duke hauing receiued this affront, wrote his Letters of complaint vnto the King , 
informing him, that the Lieutenant and Souldiers of the Cittadell, had ſuborned rwo 
Traitors to draw him from Corbie to Amiens; ſaying, that it was very neceſſarie for 
the Kings ſeruice, and the preſeruation of the Towne, that he ſhould ve ſpeedily , the 


D which hee did in the night, being onely accompaniedwith three horſes. Being ariued , 
the people offered to make a guard before-his lodging, the which hee refuſed, being as 


free from feare;as hee was from guilt. Thar being the next day at dinner, they ofthe 
Citradell beganneto cry to Armes, telling the people that there were 1000 horſe at 


the gates which came to ſurprize them, ſeeking by this means to draw them into a muti- 
ny, where aſſuring themſclues that Iwould come(howſoener accompanicd)they meant to 
ſurprize me; but being aduertiſed thereof by one of the partie ( an honeſter man then the 
reſt) he ſeized vpon agate where he attended their comming:butthey ſecing they could . 
not execute their pernicious defigne,they ſent hima Letter in his Maicſtzes name, by the 


which he had declared him gviltie of high treaſon,& forbiddenall the townes of hisgo- 


E uernment toreceiue him. That he had retired to Corbie,whither his friends had come vi» 


to himto prevent the like deſigne,and not to ſuffer theſe men to ger ſo great power & au- 
thoritic in Picardie,as intime to come his Maieſtic ſhould be no more obeyed;to preuent 
the which, he would willingly employ his life. Beſeeching his Maieftie that hereafter he 
would not engage himſelfe in their intereſts, nor ſuffer them to abuſe his name and. au- 
thoritie ; but to doe as Kings his predeceffors have done, which-was, To make themſeiues 
nenters in particalar quarrels,to the end that hee might the more eaſily oppoſe himlelfe a- 
eainſt the violent defignes they had vpon his life and fortunes, and that afterwards hee 
would willingly facrifice both the one and the other for his Maicſties feruice.

After the declaration of the Kings will, which was ſenttoall the townes arid countries 


F ofhis obedience, to forbid the Princesentrance;and thattheir Maieſties were reſolued to 


depart withoutany delay. The Prince ſeeing they would haue no regard vnto his remon- 
ſtrances, refolued to warre but before he would take Afmes , hee cauſed a declaration 
of his defignes to bee publiſhed, the which hee ſent to the King and Queene,,andeatz- 


ſcd it to be printed and diſperſed over all France and foraine countries, The chicfe points

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1615. Vcrting this nouriſhment into poiſon, made the remedy to bee the entertainment of the A 

diſeaſe. 1, He complaines, That demanding iuſtice forthe abuſes 8& diforders within the 
Realtne, they ſought to oppreſle him by Armes,andthe Kings forces. 2, That ſuch pro- 
ceedingsagainſt humble ſurors, innocents, and vnarmed , hauing beene publiquely de. 
teſted, there were yet ſome good men about their Maicſties, which ſtayed the cxccution 
of ſo pernicious a Councell, and then they propounded a conference, which was con- 
cluded at Saint Manchould by a goodly reſolution, for the aſſembling of rhe generall E- 
ſtates of the Realme, the wholeſome remedie for domeſtique wounds. 3, That they 
did expe a happy ſucceſſe of the faid Eſtates, and farre other then did appeare by 
the euent ; the remedics which they had applyed were made fitter to nouriſhand enter. 3 B 
taine the diſeaſe, then to cure it. 4, That they had made praftices throughout all rhe 
Prouinces for the cleion of Deputies ; that they had called none to particular conuoca- 
tions but whom they pleaſed ; and that the libertie of cletion had becne wholly ſup. 
preſt by Monopolies, threats, and violencies. 5, That they had ſent inſtrutions

Morcouer hee ſaid, that being rcſolued to goe and cxhort euery one to laya- | 
ſide priuate intereſts, and 'to: bend their affetions to the good of the Kings feruice, 
and the eaſe of his people, andto expoſe himſelfe firſt of all to the cenſure of the E- 
ſtares, and to awaken their fidcliric and diligence, to doe their endeuors for the lay- F F 
ing open. of the cauſes and authors of ſo many miſcries ; to propound the reme- 
dies,and to beſeech the King. to puniſh the guiltie ; hee had notice giuen him, 
thar the King forbade him to goe to the Eftates. 10. Hee complaineth that ha-

Hefaid 
that as theſe Eſtates had yeelded no fruit, but penſions and aides to many Deputies of 
corrupt conſciences, anda doubling of miſerics, and apprehenfions to the poore people. 
The Court of Parliament of Paris (which hath alwayes yeelded ſo many teſtimonies 
of her fidelitic for the preſeruation of this Crowne ; which watcheth continually for 

B the Kings ſeruice ; and hath always ſo profitably direQed her Counccls to the good of 
the Eſtate ) had in March laſt decreed ynder the Kings good pleaſure, that the Princes, 
Dukes. Peeres, and other Officers of the Crowne , which haue place and voice in the 
Court,ſhould be inuired,to aduiſe vpon the propoſitions which ſhould bee made for the 
Kings ſeruice,; the eaſe of his ſubiects, and the good of his Eſtate : they ſought preſently 
to perſwade his Maicſtic that the Parliament, had attempted againſt hisauthoritie,and by 
divers practices to make the 1uſt intentions of this company to be ſuſpected ;yea to moue 
him toiindignation. Whereupon the Parliament hauing preſented their humble remon- 
ſtrances,whercby they layed open the miſeries which did afflict the State,and diſcouered 
thoſe which were the Authors: which made euery good man hope to ſcea ſpeedy refor- 

 C mation ofthe affaires,8& examples of juſtice inthe puniſhment of the culpable : But they 

madea.Decree in the Councell of State,declaring the Parliament incompetent, to repree 
ſent vntothe King the miſeries & diſorders which multiplyed dayly to the oppreſſion of 
his ſubie&s,and ruine of his Eſtate,terming them calumnious, & enterpriſers of diſobedi- 
ence againſt his Maicſtic, ordaining that (to extinguiſh the memory) they ſhould be taken 

Out ofthe Regiſters ofthe Court & broyght to his Maieſty. 12. He complaines that they 

ſiffer ſome Councellors of State to vſurpe all the power of the kingdome,8&rto change all 

things-as they liſt , perucrtthe lawes andoprder of iuſtice ; to abafe and tread.downe the 

Parliament, ſappreſle all hqneſt true Frenchmenand the Kings faithfull ſeryants, all the

preſence: 13. He ſaiththatthe warld ſees, that ſince the alliances with Spaine , what con- 

tempt they make of forraine Princes and Neighbours,and ofthe ancient friends & allies 
of this Crowne, and the great aduantages the Spaniards haue gotten in divers places, 
witneſſe the taking of Aix and Weſell, and many others vniuſtly detained by the Mar- 
quis Spizola in the Countries of Cleues and lulicrs. They know that this alliance is 
not onely of perſons, but of Councels. They ſee that the King goes to mingle his affaires 
with a Prince which isin his full vigour ; opens anentty for him into all the parts of his 
Realme ; communicates his councels vnto him to receiuchis, for the gouernment of his 
Eſtate: and theyare'not ignorant that the Queene his wife will have her affections, her 
E E fauourites, and herdeſfignes. That ſhee will haue power to bring in Spaniards into the 
greateſt gouernments of the moſt important places , as they had ſeene Iralians fince the

That they were in alarme for the Kings ſudden departure, to ſee them without ne- 
cefſitie (the affaires of the Realmebeing in ſo bad an eſtate) ſeeke to force Nature, and 
to hazard the health of his perſon , by the accompliſhment of this mariage ; the which 
might be deferred to another ſeaſon, to auoid the dangers and inconueniences which are 
to be feared.

That they of thereformed Religion, who deſire nothing,but rcft vnder the benefit of 
the Edics, complained alſo of this mariage, duringthe Kings tender age , as tending to

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maintenant®of theEdiAsofÞpicification , the which ought to bee obſerued as a fundx- A 
mental law of ſtate.

—_ " the Magiſtrates of the Citie, the Court of Parliamcnt,and ſome other Officers, he went 


out of the City by fiuc of the clocke in the morning. Ir is written, that ſome dayesbe- 
fore, he had ſent word to Monſenr le 1ay, one of the Preſidents of the great chamber, that 
he defired to make vic of his ſeruic2 in this voyage : But hee excuſing himſelfe by reaſon Þ 
of his indifpoſition, their Maicſtics grew. 1galous of him, which made them loath to leaue 
him in Paris during their voyage. Whereupon two Exempts or Yeomen vſhers of his 
guards, with 15 Archers of the body, went in his Maieſtics name vnto the Preſident, and 
Prefidentlyy Fold him that hee muſt refolue to depart preſently, for that the Kings pleaſure was hee 
eaiedaway. ſhould follow him in this voyage. They found him laid in his bed, ill diſpoſed and ficke, 
yet notwithſtanding any cxcuſe, they cauſed him to riſe ſuddenly, and going cut of his 
houſe, they put him into a Caroch drawneby ſixe horſes, and let downe the windowes,

The day after the Kings departure, Preſident Ls layes wife came to the Court of Par- 
lament, complaines of her husbands impriſonment, and cranes rheir aſhſtance and fa- 
nour in her diftreſſ -at whoſe inſtance there were certaine Councellors of the Court de- 
B putedto goe vnto the King to know his pleaſure : who had no other anſwer from his 
Maieſtie, but thathe meant to vſe his ſeruice inthat voyage : but the cleare ſighted iud- 
oed it ſhould be but to the Caſtle of Amboiſe,where they would lodge him ; which they 
conceiued wasdone,both for that he had great credit in the Parliament, and was very fa- 
miliar with the Prince of Conde, who came often to viſitthe Preſident during his abode 
in Paris. | 
: Now after the Kings departure they beganne to draw their Forces together, andto 
frame their camps. The pour - is at Meaulx. Onthe 20 of Auguſt, the Marſhall Bo#-Danl- 
phin being in Paris, gaue order for ammunition bread for his army, confiſting then but of 
4000 foot, and; or 820 horſe, but there came preſently vnto him many Commanders, 
C Noblemen, and Capraines ; among others, MHonſerr de Pralin, the Barons of Vitry and 
Monglas,Colonell Gallats,the Baron of Buſy,D'Amboiſe, Baſſoinpiere, La Marke,Rem- 
bure, and divers others : Inthe meane time the Princes leauy new troops about Noyon, 
and Soiſlons, Corbie, Abeuille, Sedan, and Mezieres. This great preparation to armes 
on either ſide, doth amaze and terrifie the poore people with the euent of the warre: The 
villages in Picardy and Bry are abandoned, and they retire their goods into Townes and 
Caſtles : about Paris the peſants carie away all they might loſe, yea the very ſuburbs of 
the City was left empty both of people and goods ; fearing that ifthe Prince ſhould ad- 
uance with his army towards Paris, or necre vnto it, to find a paſſage ; his troops wauld 
ſpoile euen vnto the very gates; which apprehenſion continued from the Kings depar- 
D ture vntillthe end of Otober. They pur ſtrong Gariſons into Saint Denis, Saint Clou, 
and other places, as well for the aſſurance and commodity of the City of Paris, as to 
guard the paſſages ofthe Riuer of Seine againſt the Prince, . 

The Provoſt of Merchants and Magiſtrates of Paris, ſent to Corbeil, to know if they 
needed any Forces for the Saga of their Towne , whogaue them thankes for 
their care,but refuſed any helpe ; ſaying that the place hadat other times defended it ſelfe 
againſt greater attempts, and that now the danger was not ſo much to be feared, as they 
muſt haue recourſe to Garifons and new Forces, oncly to guard the paſſage ofa Riner. 

. They fortifie themſclues euerywhere, apprehending the danger to bee greater then it 
was. Paris labours inthe reparation of her wals , repaires the chaines within :keepsgood 


E guardart their gates ; keeping nine open, they ſhut vp fixe. Saint Denis doth neither ſo- 


lemnize Holyday nor Sunday, the inhabitants are ſo buſte continually abour their fortifi- 
cations. The Reliques and other pretious things,reſerued in the Treaſury of the Abbey, 
are for more ſafety ſent to Paris : ſo great was the brute of warre in the lle of France. 

In the meanetime the Duke of Montbazon leauies troops in Normandy tot the Kings 
{eruice ; aſſures them of Rouen , puts Gariſons in places of moſt importance where need 
required, eſpecially towards Picardy andthe ſea coaſt. In Champagne the Marquis of 
Vieuville the Kings Lieutenant there, with Dandelot and others, obſcruc the Prince of 
.Timgre, and hirider his ſurprizes, yet they could nor preuent it, but that his ſouldiers be- 
ing about fourc hundred foot, and three hundred horſe, ſpoiled the Champagne country, 

F vntill they were defcated by the inhabitantsof Troyes, who {luc many of them. 
 ThePrincerelying vpon his triends promiſes, Jeaues Coucy and retires to Soiſlons, 
where he findsthe Dukes of Longueuille and Mayen,who had difarmed the inhabitants, 
ſetleda good Gariſon, and made himſelfe maſter of the place. The Prince was recciued 
with all honor andreſpe, being followed by many Noblemen and Gentlemen.

This Declaration brought vato the Court of Parliament at Paris to be verified: There 
werediuers opinions by reaſon of the- Prince of Conde the third perſon of France : ſome 
were of opinion they ſhould write vnto the King,and lay downe the reaſons and confide- 
rations why the Court could not proceedtothe publication and enrolling thereof : that 
it ſhould be ſufficient to forbid the taking of armes without the Kings commiſſion : and H 
to enioyne all the Princes to goec and attend their Maieſties perſons to doe their ſeruice, 
Others ſaid, that the rebellion being ſo plaine and apparant, they ſhould ſinne againſt the 
Maximes of State, if they ſhould not follow the Kings will.

.. The laſt of Nouember, Yertas,Treaſurer generall of France in the generality of Chaz 
lons, was put out of the towne by the-commandement of Afaxſeur de Pralin, the King 
Lieutenant in the Gouernment of Champagne: - The occafion hereof was, for that © 
the ſix and twentieth of Nouember the ſaid Fertan being come to Chaalons, theEatle © 
Treſmes, who was Gouernor, being aduertiſed thereof, :complained vnto cHMonſeur de 
Pralin, and vato the body of the towne, of ſome wordsWwhichthe ſaid 7e7tas had vied of 


him, ſuch bitter words, as. lice could doe no lefle, if he met with him, bur co endanger 1 


hislife. Hcreupon Moxſeur de Pratin,to hinder all finiſter accidents, ſent for Yertav, 
and ſaid voto him,! muſt tell you that the Earle of Treſmes hath beene with me,and hath made 
great complaints of you, 1 feare if he encounter you intheftrects he will doe you ſome affront: 
wherefore I would entreat you to abſent your ſelfe ; and if you will not doe it willingly, 1 will en 
force you: for 1 haue no defire that any new accident ſhoxld happen in thu towne, there being tos 
»4ny is the Pronince. Vertau hearing him ſay he would put him out by force, grew ob. 
ſtinare, ſaying, That he would not commit ſuch an error, being the Kings officer, to goe 
voluntarily out of Chaalons, without his Maieſtics exprefſſe commandement, Here- 
vpon Monſesr de Pralin replyed, You ſhall not goe out of your ſelfte, but I will write pre-

To conclude this yeare we muſt make mention of the death of a memorable man. A- Death of the 


chilles ae Harlay, who had beene firſt Prefident ofthe Parliament at Paris. Much was writ- 
ten of his life and death, to preſerue his happy memorie, andto ſerue for an example to 
-thoſt who may and ought adminiſter iuſtice religiouſly. This great perſonage was borne 
in the yearc 1536, at the age of twoand twenty he was made Councellor in Parliament, 
at 36Prefident : andat\46 K. Henry the third madehim firſt Prefident, by the deceaſe of 
. Chriſtopher de Thou , wherein he continued ynrill the yeare 161 1,that age & ficknes tooke 
C* C from him all habiliciexo hbour tor the publique. His fidelicie and :f<Rion to the K ings 
and Crowne, hath beene much commended by the world ; vpon the words which hee 
ſpake the.day of the Baricadoes to the head of the league in the Palace garden : 1t zs great 
pity ſaid hevhen the ſernant chaſeth away the Maſter, My ſoule is for God, my heart for the 
King, and my body in the hands of. violence to diſpoſe of me as they pleaſe. His conſtancy was 
admired-in the Priſon of the Baſtile , ſpeaking to ſuch as had him in guard: My time is 
pot yet come, but when it happens we ſhall ſpeake together and neere. And when they told 
him that he would bee prevented, and that they would take his life from him , hee re- 
plyedy I have neither head nor life, which I preferre before the lone 1 owe wnto God,, theſey-

left them, andill intreat them, as they did then, and haue fince continued : defiring to 4 - 
know if it were with his Maieſties priuitic and command ; if not,heintreated him to em. 
ploy the authoritie of his charge to hindet it hereafter, ſeeing it concerned the publique 
200d, and his Maicſtics ſervice. That ifhe had informed any other thing to his Maicſty,he 
would accuſe him openly of ſlander and falſhood whereof he could conuince him by his 
owne Letters. Thar if for the preſeruation ofhis place, againſt the enterprizes of ſtran. 
gers,he had beene forced to doe as hisenemiics had ſuggeſted , he did not think he ſhould 
incurreany blame with his Maieſtiezneither could they rake it for any act of hoſtilicie. And 
yet they ſhould not finde any other Gariſons in his oe. then thoſe which had been ac- 
cuſtomed for the guard thereof ;arid which his Maieſtie had given him hope toenterraine, } 
That whereas they would malicioufly perſwade his Maieftie that many Souldiers had 
gone out of Sedan, and were lodged in diuers places of his Realme; hee ſaid it was fo 
profle, as he could not thinke that any man would be ſo indiſcreer,as to maintaine ſoma- 
nifeſt an iapoſture, which might be eaſily verified. Touching the Baron of Peche , he 
had no knowledge of his buſineſſe inthe Towne of Leige when he was murdered ; nei- 
cher could it be juſtified that he had ever imployed him in any ſort whatſocuer. That hee 
humbly beſought his Maieſtie to lerhim vnderſtand his pleaſure what hee ſhould expeR 
touching the proteRion of Sedan;ſeeing that the deſignes which ſtrangers haue proieRted | 
againſt ir,continued,and bound hirh to prouide in time for his ſafery. And touching the 
explaining of himſelfe, for that which hee had formerly written touching the lawfull C 
meanesto defend himfelfe ; he ſaid; that nature teacheth euery man to preſetue his owne, 
and bindes him to leaue it to his poſteritie. That if any one ſeeke to oppreſle him by vio- 
lence; ifhe be in ſubicRion, he hath recourſe to his Soueraigne, who is to proteR him 
from all opprefſion: it he be onely inproteQtion, heeaddreflerh himſelfe to him which 
harh promiſed ir, who comming to abandon him , hee wſeth ſuch meanes as hee may finde 
elſewhere, to oppoſe a iuſt defence, to an vniuſt violence. That he had the happineſlero be 
borne his ſubieR, and inthar qualitie could not but attend from his Maicſtie alone the 
preſeruation of that which he held in France by ſucceſſion from his Anceſtors. That hee 
-hadalſo the honour to be vnder the proteQion of his Crowne, by reaſon of the Soue- 
raigntie of Sedan, and the places depeniding having bin alwayes confirmed ſince Charles D 
ehe eighth, arid religiouſly entertained by Kings his predeceflors, hoping that his Maie- 
ſy would not breake it now in fauour of hisneighbours, which'neither loue France, nor 
the greatneſle of his Eſtare, and ſuffer himto want meanes to preſerue it for his ſervice, as 
he was bound. He concludes, that the neccſfitic of his preſeruation, made him ro beſeech 
his Maieſtic, That hee would be pleaſed he might wſe the meanes which nature allowes enery 
man for his owne defence. If he were aſſaulted , hee would oppoſe the aſsiſtance of all his 
ſubics and friends, and of thoſe whomthe intereft of blood bound naturally vato him 
and that he would not omit any thing to defend himſelfe, yer wichour doing any thing 
which might preiudicethe feruice which he ought vato his Maieſtie and France, by the _ 
Trearie of hisproteQion, or to the duty of a fairhfull ſubicR vnto his country, &c. = 

After this, there came a Letter vnto the King from the Duke of Mayenne, fent by the 
Baron of Linieres, by which he complained of enterprizesmade againſt his life, and the 
places of his Government. He beſought his Maicſtic, to cauſe exemplary iuſtice to be 
done vpon one whoſe name was Yazere, who had bcen corrypted with money to vi- 
dertake that wicked defigne to kill him. He complaines alſo of the Miniſters which were 
about him. To whom the King madeanſwer: That the preſervation of his ſubies was ſo 
deare vnto him, and eſpecially of thoſe which were of his ranke , that if heedid contri- 
bute as much for his part, asthe King would for the puniſhment of the crime, hee ſhould 
without doubt receiue all the contentment he could defire. That hee would cafily beleeue _ 
jt when hefaw that his Parliament, ( which doth iuſtice to all the world, and hath the in- F 
tereſt of the Pceresin flngular recommendation):akes knowledge thereof. And that with 
fomuch care, as they haue already ordained that the cauſe ſhallbee examined and iudged 
inthe placewhere youare;to the end thar being found culpable, hee may receiue the iuſt 
purifhmentdue vnro the enormitie of ſo dereſtable anattempt. The which wouldbe vn- 
doubtedly executed ifhe would, tlicre being no meanes to auoid ir but his flight, which 
he mighrprevient beingin his power, cauſing him to bee ſafely conduRted to Paris, 
where hee would not onely ſee him puniſhed as he deſerved ; bur all orhers wget To 
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he had for the Realme: 


bcenthe inſtigators of ſo perniciousa deſtgne. That he would neither ſuffer any enterpriſes 
co be made againſt the places which his ſubicRs and ſeruancs kept for him , nor againſt 
their lives, And therefore containing himſelfe within the bounds of his duty, tice might 
aſſure himſelfe that nothing ſhould'preſerue the rownes hee held more fafely.,, then 
his authoritie. In theend, heconiures him:to ſecond the proteſtation of his innocency 
with ſo. good cffefts; as he mightnot be grieied to haue troubled the profitable deſignes

The Ducheſſc of Neuers parting from Rethelois , croft Champagne, and came into 
Nyuernois,where ſhe began to leauio ſoulkdiers for the Kings ſeruice (as ſhee ſaid ) vnder 
husbands authoritie« And the Marſhall of Bouillons Lady went this winter from Sedan 
ro Touars, and from thence to Turenne,which miniſtred a great ſubieRof lealoufie.

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A Marſhall of Montigny to goe into Nyuernois. The other vnder the Earle of Auuergne, 


to ſer vpon thoſe Townes which the Princes held in the Ile of France. And the third 


was to bee commanded by the Duke of Guiſe, aſsiſted by rhe Marſhall of Themines,to 
gocinto Champagneagainſt che Duke of Neuers. Having drawne his forces together, 


hee inueſted the Caſtle of Richecourt onthe firſt of March. The Duke of Neuers had 


pur Capraine Feſmes into it with threeſcore ſouldiers, who the firſt three dayes defen- 


ded it gallantly : but the Arrillery being planted, and hauing made two hundred ſhor, hee 
demanded compoſition, the which was granted, and heeand his ſouldiers departed with 


ſtoring of the Kings authoritie, and preſeruation of the Realme , againſt the conſpira- 
cic and tyrannie (as they termed it) of.the Marſhall D'4zcre and his adherents. 

They faid that by the Treatie of Loudun,they promiſed vnto themſelues a ſerious re- 
formation of all diſorders, by the obſeruation of the Lawes. And when as the ſaid Prin- 
ces wereat Court, without requiring any other aſſurance then rhe publique faith, and 
the inuiolable word which Sir Thomas Edmonds, Ambaſlador for the King of Great Bri- 


W C taine;the Counteſle of Soiflons, and rhe Duke of Neuers had giuen them, on the behalfe 


of the King and Queene Mother : the hope and aſſured peace, made them forget the 
miſeries of warre , eucry one containing himſelfe in his dutie, and the reſpeR due vnto 
the lawes. Bur this good diſpoſition, was interrupted and croſt by the pernicious 
councell of the Marſhall D' Azcre, and his adherents; who finding no ſafety in the ſet- 
ling of Iuſtice, hee rclolued to make; tryall of .his power, by violating the publique 
faith, thereby to plunge the Realme into new-troubles, and combuſtions , hauing at- 
tempted by the moſt horrible conſpiracie which can. bee imagined againſt the perſon 
of the firſt Prince of the blood, and of other Princes, Dukes,Peeres and chiefe Officers 
of the Crowne, to oppreſſethem all rogether with the State , whohee thought would 


D b:e an obſtacle to. his ambitious. defignes. 


And to giue colour to ſo audacious an'enterprize, they vfed falſe accuſations ; and 
vpon pretext of the faid Princes abſence which were retired from Paris, they publiſh- 
ed by their inſtruments, that they had' a deſigne to attempt againſt the perſons of 
the King and Queene Mother ; and thar they ſought to perſwade the Prince to 
ioyne with them ; whereupon his Mateſtie had beehe adviſed to afſure himſelfe of 
his: perſon. And to giue ſome fatisfaRtion to the world, they cauſed the King to 
goein perſon to his Court of Parliament, to publiſh a declaration , by the which 
the Prince and the other Princes and Officers of the Crowne were declared oulty of 
treaſon. 


E That beingaſhamed of ſuch an vniuſt courſe againſt inhocent perſons ; finding that 


their frauds beganne to bee diſcouered, and that the Princes had reſoluedto repreſent 
vnto the King the iuſt cauſes of rheir abſence, and to let him ſee the falſhood of the 
flanders and bad impreſſions which thoſe conſpirators had giuen of their fidelicie and 
the ſincetitic of their intenſtons ; To preventthe which, they cauſed a declaration to 
bee publiſhed contrarie to that of the laſt of September ; by the which the King better 
informed,declares that he holds them for his good, fairhtull,and affeQionate ſubieRs and 
ſeruants; not conſenting nor participating with rhe fats contained in the former de- 
Clatation ;-and that his meaning was the treatie of Loudun ſhould bee executed : lay- 
ing by this meanes. ( but very vniuſtly ) all the accuſation vpon the Prince {rs make 


F himonely culpable : they haue let. the world ſee-thar it was onely a pretext ang a te« 


ſtimonie of their paſſion, bur no proofe of any crime. Thathauing failed cf the exe- 
cution which they pretended (the which fell onely vpon the Princes perſon )-rliey had 
ſtill continued their bad intents; imploying both poiſon and ſword but in vaine, andrhar 
the declaration made thelaſt of September, and the Treatie of Loudunt had beene bur a 
pretext to. deceive them, if rhey would haue ſuffered themſclues againe to bee ſurpri-

deſignes of the Marſhall D'Ancre, whoſciintent was to kindle anew warre in France, 


And for that the ſeaſon of the yeare was not fir to make any open attempt, they lod- 


ed their troopes in all places, which might giue any icalouſie to the Princes ;, who 
ſoy ſtill without any alteration , although they had no power in their Gouern- 
ments, nor were paid that which was due vnto them, as well for their penſions, as 
the entertainment of their Gariſons eſtabliſhed long before for the ſafery of the ſaid 

places. B 
| That knowing how much the mediation of the Duke of Neuers , had preuailed 


| at the concluſion of the Treatie of Loudun, by the aſſurances which hee gaue on the 


behalfe of the King and Queene morher : and apprehending that a Prince of his 
qualitic , would haue a uſt fecling of their difloyaltie , and the breach which the 

had made of the publique faith , they drew their Maieſties into icalouſie of his fide- 

litie, and by infolent and extraordinarie proceedings, ſought to draw him to re. 
ſolutions contrarie to his dutie and intentions ; to the end they might haue ſome 

pretext to make him culpable. Notwithſtanding hee had ſuffered all patiently , vn- 

till hey had executed ſome enterpriſes vpon his houſes ; attempted againſt his per- 

fon, and impriſoned his friends and {eruants, whoſe faith they could not corrupt. Then ( d 
neceſſitic bound him to augment his Gariſons, to preſerue himſelte, Saint Manchould 

2iving him uſt cauſe of diſtruſt. 

This tranſported them with ſuch fury, as they. preſently cauſed a declaration to be 
publiſhed onthe ſeucnteenth of Ianvary : by the which vpon falſe and (landerous pre. 
rexts , hee was declared guilty, if: within fifteene daycs hee came not to his Maicſtie, 
whoſe commandements hee had''beene alwayes rcady to obay. That comming to 
Soiſlons to thatend, hee had beſought. his Maieſtie by Letters within the time pre- 
fixed, togiue him indifferent iudges , not fuſpe&, nor paſsionatc, with neceſſaric afſu- 
rances forhis perſon and Honſcs, ſaeing there was no free acceſſe vnto his Maieftic, 
for thatthe Marſhall D'Anere and his adherents, had cauſed the publique faith to bee D I E 
broken , as you may reade moreat large inhis Letter. 

That the Dukes of Vendoſme, Maycnne, and Bouillon, had by their Remonſtrance 
beſought his Maicſtie not toſuffer the innocencie of the Duke of Neuers to bee op- 
preſſed, by the violence and iniuſtice of the Marſhall D* Ancre. But the Biſhop of Lu- 
con, Secrerarie of State, with Hanget and Barbin ( confident Miniſters of the Mar- 
ſhall D*Azcres tyrannie ) had ſuppreſt theſe Letters and Remonſtrances , to the end 
they mightnot come to the Kings knowledge, abuſing his name and authoritie with 
wonderfull contempr, to -oppreſle his good 6: faichfull ſeruants. That on the thirteenth 
of February they had publiſhed a Declaration : by the which the ſaid Dukes and di- 
uers otliers were declared guiltie:of Treaſon ; and at the ſame inſtant they vied al t 
acts of hoſtilitie againſt them and their ſeruants 5 ro make them thereby irreconcilt- 
able, and to bring matters to the extremitie of warre. That beſides all the abone-mene 
tioned indignities and cauſes of miſtruſt, they had attempred againſt the life of the 
Duke of Mayen , which was diſcouered, being ready to bee executed ; thar the 
proofes were manifeſt and verified in the Proceſſe. That the murtherer had beene 
practiced, with money, and ſent to that end to Soiflons, by Deffuntis a creature to the 
Marſhall Þ' Arcre, and the ordinarie: executioner of his violencies. 

That-notwithſtanding all theſe iuſt cauſes of diftruft , which had forced the ſaid 
Princes-tq fartific their places ; ta leauy men, and' to entertaine them with the Kings 
money, having no other meanes ; to the end they might preſerue them vnder his k F 
authoritic, and tor his ſeruice, yet they were proſecuted by the rigour of Armes and 
they beganne.to take, burne, and ruine their Houſes - neceſitic forcing them to oppoſe 
themſelues to this opprefsion. That to the end hee might ſettle his tyrannies in 
Kings Councell and ncere. his perſon;,' hee had cauſed: the Seales to bee taken from 
Monſevr du Y 4ir ; and diſmiſſed with contempt the Kings ancient Councellors,who 


fortheir integritie, had the teſtimonic of all good men, becauſe they oppoled _ 
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{clues to thar which they know preiudiciall and perniciousto the State;and had brought 
in others of his fation, penſioners to ſtrangers, men of baſe and infamous qualitic, 
igriotant and mercinaric ;.and by a new! example, of a Biſhop had made-a.Secretarie 
of Srate againſþ the Lawes and-Canonicall conſtimutjons: Of a perti-farmer , or vader. 
raker,a ſuperintendent.of the Treaſurezto the end he might be ſole. Arbutrator of all the 
affiires of the Kingdoms ;- to diſpoſe: of. peace and warre, yea, of the lifeand goods of 
priuate matt; torefolue what; he pleaſed, without contradiction; andro make all things 
e vnder the law of-hifs-will.

- /- Finally, that hee had vſurped ynder the Kings name (like vnto theancient Maires 
of rhe Palace) an-abſolute authoxitie within the;Realme ; and had not left vnto his 
Maieſtie:but the title and Image. of the Royall:Dignitic, having drawne to himſclfe 
the whole goucrnment;of the State, the which hee exerciſed with ſuch tyrannie, as 
it, was hot laytyll. wahopt crime to open theig.-mouths to complaine. That he ſmo-

of crimes pnploy.ingrtherein rhe Kings name and royall authorities 
" Thar his defignes proceeded yer further, tending to an altcration of the State in 
fauour of ſtrangers, by-the ruineof -the Princes of theblood of the Houſe of Bour- 


bon, which oncly- remained of the, Royall race, ar that time wholly at his diſpoſition. 


Thar the: King nor his brother were, not ſafe in his hands; ſeeing that both hee and 
his wife, by zn impictic and cuxioſitic (puniſhable by the Jawes) had enquired of 
the continuance of their lives. That they had conſulted with Magicians , vpon the 
time of their death ; the which ir might bee they had limited by their inchantments 
and ſoxeeries , being certaingthat ynto this end hee entertained Mozr {to the Phy- 
ſician, and the Abbot of Saint Mahe that abominable Monfter , the horrour of whoſe 
death did ſhew what his lite was.

. The breaches of Chaftcau Portian being repaired, the Armie aduanced or the 
cighth of Aprill cowards Rethel , a great Towne, well peopled, and rich, as the 
Capitall of the whole Duchic, the which the Duke had manned with a ſtrong Ga- 
rijon.

| The King recciuing aduertiſement that the Reiters which came for the Princes, vp. 
on the Marthall of Bouillens credit, were centred into Lorraine, being about 1200, with 
cight hundred Carabins, either of them carying two ſhort Muskets : and that they of 
the Count Rzzerane, whichthe Earle of Saint Chomberg Natileuil had leauted for the 
King with certaine Lands Kenets, aduanced towards the frontiers ; the Duke of Guiſe B 
recetued commandement togoeand receiue them ; and to hinderthe entry of the Prin-

. Their Maieſties reſoluedto befiege Soiffons , for the which they pretended ſome 
reaſons: For that the Duke of Mayenne after the loſle of Pierefont had no- place of 
retreat on this ſide the Riuer of Aiſhe but Soiffons. As for Noyon, Coulsy, and 
Chauny, which are the three townes of his Gouernment, which hee held beyond the 
River of Aiſne, Soiſſons being taken, they had not becne able to reſiſt the Kings for- 
ces ; but would come and ſubmit themſelves to his obedience.

"to defend it with.1200 foot, andabouf; three hundred horſe. The Earle of Aunerone 
inveſted the Tawne on the twelfl of April. Hee tooke his quarter on the other {ide 
of the River of Aiſhe neere Saint, Val;. which rey of-Soiſſons during the Teague cal- 
led their Cirradell, being diuided from the Towne by the Riker and defended with

- During the ſiege the Dukeof Mayenne, with ſome troopes of horſe and foot,went” 
forth, by night with two. pieces of Ordnance, and forced one of their quartexs where 
they flue fifty men, difarmcd rhereſt; and tooke many priſoners with three 'efignes; 
then having burnt the quarter called Prefle, they returned into the Towne ; Moyſeur de 
Mayenne carying with him Buſſy Lamet,his three Enfignes , and 'about two: hundred 
vouldiers, hauing loſt but eight of his owne. This Mllitarie exploit was much com-

. . The clouds were gathered together, and the ſtorme ready to fall vpon thePrin- 
ces, who had nothing left chem bur deſpaire, and the integritic of their intentions, which 
they proteſted to be innocent, But God who holds the hearts of Kings in his 'hand , and 
gouzrnes the motions of theſe inferiour Orbes at his pleaſure , had reſolued in his diuine 
ouncel to croſle theſe great defignes, and to quench the fire of theſe ciuill combuftions, 
when there was leaſt hope of quenching it but with the ruine of the Princes ; whoſe ho- 
nors were blemiſhed with the ſeucritic of Edidts ; their perſons and lives expoſed to tht F 
rigour ofthe lawes,and their Lands and Seigneuries confiſcated and vnited to the xeven- 
nues ofthe Crowne. But God(I ſay)meaning to free France from this ciuill warre where- 
in it was engaged,and could not be ended but with thelofſe of many great perſonages, 
who had reſolued (as they ſaid) to dye intheir Armes ata breach, rather thento fall vn- 
der thetyrannic of the Marſhall D' A»c*changed the face of the affaires of France inthe 
twinckling of an eye, by the death of the ſaid Marſhall, which hapned onthe 24 of Aprill 
abourten of the clocke in the morning.

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A The Marſhall D*4zcrebeing gone into Normandy, as well to finith his fortifications IG1 7 
at Quille-boeuf,as to purſue the verification of his gitt of a wood of timber trees, ſought 
by all meanes to draw vnto him the Nobility,the Kings officers,and all ſuch as he though 
might any way aſhſt him. Some could not loue him, others following the courſe of the 
timedid adhere vnto him : whereupon the children of Rouen in counterfeiting him, ſaid 
one to another, Sir love me and 1 will doe you fanour : But-ypon three points, that is to ſay, 
7, Therefufall he had of the verification of his gift of Timber trees, againſt the which 
Monſenr de Fleary great Maſter of the Waters and Foreſts of Normandy oppoſed him- 
ſelfe. 2, Vpon that he ſought to eſtabliſh a Maſter of Requeſts intendant of the Iuſtice 
B within Rouen. And 3, Vpon a report that he meant to pur one of his creatures into the 
old Palace at Rouen, and to repaire Saint Katherins Fortz they write that he was aduec- 
tiſed ro beware of the Letany, A furore Normannorum : whereunto hee anfwered, 1 will 
make them eate their fingers which ſhall contradict my will, Whereupon being at Ponteaude- 
mer neere to Quille-bozif; vpon an aduice which he receiued from Paris, that he ſhould the Marat 
returne ſpecdily ro Court, he tooke his journey, and leauing Rouen , paſt at Pontde Lar- 2 4nce = 
che. Being ariuedar Paris, his people ſpake openly, that he was come for two reaſons ; #2 Wee. 
firſt; to remoue from about his Maieſty many perfons in whom: he did nor truſt, and to 
place others-which ſhould be confident vato him : and ſecondly, to haue Letters of com- 
mandement toverifie his gift of timber. __ | 
'C The King, who for the reaſons ſpecified in Letters to the Gouernors, had made 
ſkew to be ignorant of the-Marfhals defignes, was againe aduerriſed, that paſſing at Pont 
de Larche, he had offered the. Gouernment of ſome places in Normandy tocertaine 
Captaines, ſoas they would rake an oath to be for him againſtall men, without this ex- 
ception, 7 nleſſe 1 ſee a commandement ſealed from the King.They alſo ſhewed him Letters 
written tothe Marſhall by his confident, whereby he found that their deſigne was onely: 
to entertaine warre in France, to cantinue their authority in the Gouernmenr of the 
State whitch they vſurped. ' Kings ſhouldnot docany thing without counſel], eſpecially 
iri matters of conſequence. The French Hiſtories report, that King Hemry the great ſayd 
vntohis Councell, Doe not make me ſeize on the Marſhall of Biron, if you doe not hold him 
_ D. worthy of death. Sothe King ſaid vnto them which ſhewed him theſe Letters, Before 1 cauſe 
this manto be apprehended, take aduite of ſuch, and let me know it. They delivered their 
aduice vnto the King ; that for the good of his Eſtate, he ſhould take knowledge of 
his affaires.” They ſayd, that the voyce ofthe people againſt the. ſaid Marſhall, was the 
beſt and nioſt fairhfull counſella King could haue, torefolue himſelfe in an action of that 
importance : and that thetime and occaſion ſeemed to fauour this arreſt. In the end the The king re- 
King reſolues, and cominands the Seigneur of Vitry Captaine of the Guards of his bo- ſolucsto ſeize 
die'; to ſeizevpon the Marſhall D*Ancre, and to cauſe affiſtance in. caſe of reſiſtance. Fi- JP __ 
nally, that he ſhould take him-alive or dead. The difficulty of the execution was, firſt, 
BU _ forthegrcattraine of Noblemen which did till accompanie the Marſhall, beſides his 
| E houſhold ſeruants, with twelue of his Guard, who were ſouldiers of action of fiue and 
thirty or forty yeares ofage, attiredinhis livery, and were alwayes about him, were hee 
in Caroch or on foot. Secondly, the place where he ſhould be apprehended : and thirdly, 
to know the hoyre and time of his comming to the Louure. They reſolued that he could 
not be more conueniently arreſted, then betwixt the great gate of the Louure and the 
Court, whierethe paſſage islong and narrow, when they haue paſt the draw-bridge. The 
MarſhalÞD*Azcre was lodged neere vnto the wals of the Louure without the Caſtle, to- 
wards the Riuer fide. Some dayes were ſpent betweene the reſolution and the execution. 
Oneday he rooke Phyſicke ; another, he came not out of his Cabinet : ſo as you may ea- 
 Hly iudgeifthey didnot fearc the enterpriſe had beene diſcouered : the diſpute hee had 
F during that time with his wife, with the queſtion ſome asked him, what reception he had 
ofthe King, made many thinke that he had ſome aduertiſement of the enterpriſe, bur 
withall they did belecue that it could not be executed. 
' On Minday the 24 of Aprill, about ten of the clocke in the morning, the Marſhall 
D Ancreleaving his lodging,'came on foot to the Louure, being followed after his ac- 
cuſtomed manner. : the great gate ofthe Louure was opened for him, and ſhut againe as 
foone as he was entred, 'Monſeur de Vitry (who was at the entry of the Court, with his 
followers and Archers which ſhould afliſt him)ſecing the great gate open,demanded who

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entred * they came and told him it was the Marſhall D'Avcre : whereupon he aduance 
preſently (being affiſted by his followers armed with Piſtols) to meet him, and comming 
to the entry of the inner bridge, preſenting his ſtaffe,he ſayd vnto him, 7 arreft you is the 
Kings name : whereatthe Marſhall ſtepping backe, as if he would reſiſt, ſayd, Mee ? which 
they who accompanied <Honſeur Vitry ſeeing, diſcharged three Piſtols vypon him; the 
one ſtrucke through his hearr, the ſecond into his braines, and the third into his belly, fo 
as he Rl downe dead without ſpeaking word. A Nobleman alfo cloſe by him talking 
with him, fell downe on the other fade, but was not hurt z they which did accompany 
him ſliptaway, ſeeing him dead. This being done, he was caryed halfe dragged into the 


Porters lodge : his goodly ſcarfe, and hisrich Diamond, with whartſocuer he had good 


about him, were ſoone laid hold on. The noyſe of the three Piſtoll ſhot put the whole 
Louure into alarme: the gates were preſently ſhut,and they which commanded the com. 
panics of the French Guard, ſeized vpon allthe approaches vnto the Louure. Accor- 
ding to that which had beene reſolued, there wasa generall cry of God ſaue the King, 
through the whole Louure. In the meanetime Monſenr de Yitry went vnto the King, and 
his Maicſty receiving him with a good eye, and embracing him,ſayd, Goe and giue order 
that the miſchiefe fall on none but himſelfe : therewith the King was entreated to ſhew 
himſelfe at the window to the Nobility, and others which were in the Court, who defi. 
redto ſee him : he ſhewed himſelfe with his hat in his hand, the which made them co re. 
new theiracclamations ; ſoas the Noblemen which were about him were forced to cry 
out The King thankes you. And this was all which paſt at the Marſhall D' Azcres death. 

By the Kings commandement the Scigneurs of Villeroy, and Prefident 1aynin came 
preſently tothe Louure. Monſeur de Lrancourt wentto horle to take order for the City 
gates, and to tellthe people that the King was in health, becauſe rhere had beene a brute 
which ran through Paris like lightning, that there had beene a tumulr at the Louure, in 
the which the King was hurt, Thoſe which accompanied him, told euery man that the 
Marſhall D' Ancre was ſlaine, whereat the people ſeemed to rejoyce, Monſear D'Ornans 
hauing alſo commandement to take ſome Archers &to go 8 aduertiſe the Court of Par- 
liamenr, he came ſoone after they wereriſen : the Archers comming into the great Hall 
with their Piſtols abouc their heads, and crying, God ſave the King, it was ſtrange to ſee 
hew the mulcitude was amazed, euery one ſccking,to flye out of the doores, one falling 
vpon another, ſo asthey ſtopped the paſſage. Menſeur D'0r784n0 wenrto the firſt Preſi. 
dent, and told him what had hapned at the Louure, whereupon he went with two other 
Councellors to Court, whete he vnderſtood the Kings pleaſure. As ſoone as the newes 
of the Marſhall D' Ancres death was knowne in the Palace Hall, there was ſuch acclama- 
tions of ioy, as they which had loſt their ſquare caps and hats in falling, riſing vp againe 
 cryed, God be thanked we haue a peace. Monſenr MHanget came to the Loyure by the 
Kings commandement,to deliver the Sealcs into his hands. Bar#/» was met vponthe way, 
and caried backe to his houſe, and there guarded by cectaine Archers, and afrerwards 
committed to the For-'Eueſque. The Biſhop of Lucon was-commanded to keepe his 
lodging. The Marſhall D' Ancres wife was brought priſoner to the Louure, and put into 
the ſame roome where the Prince of Conde was lodged vpon his firſt arreſt. Two of the 
Councell of State were appointed to take an Inuentory of the Marſhals goods, and two 
other for Barbins and for his papers. $ | 

The ſameday the King ſent Letters to the Gouernors of Provinces, to advertiſe them 
f the Marſhall D' 4ncres death, and of the reaſons :-For that ſincehis farhers death, the 
laid Marſhalland his wife abuſing his Nonage, and the power which they had gotten 
with the Queene his Mother, had proic&ted to vſurpe all the authority, to diſpoſe abſo- 
lutely of his Eſtate, and to depriue him of the meancs to take knowledge thereof : ſo as tie 
hadnothing remaining but the bare name of King ; andthat it was a capitall crimefor his 
officers and ſubiects to ſee him in priuare, or to entertaine him with any ſerious diſcourſe. 
That God letting him ſec the imminent danger of his perſon and State. by that, vnreſtrai- 
ned ambition, if he ſhould have madeany ſhew to apprehend it ; he had bcene forced to 
difſemble his inward reſolution by his exterior aQions, vntill that God by his bounty 
ſhould prepare him meanes and opportunity to preuentit. And withall conſidering that

wheele, & his body burnt at the Greue,and this was his ſentence; A!fonfo au Trawsil;born 
at Grenoble, for hauing attempted againſt the life of the Quecne the Kings mother, is 
attainted and conuicted of Treaſon, and condemned by the Court of Parliament, to haue 
his members broken, his body and procefle burnt, the aſhes to be caſt into the winde, and 
his goods to be confiſcate to the King. They which had knowne him, ſay, That he was 
a man of badlitc : that hauing beene of the Reformed Religion, z::u4 a Souldier. to the 
age of thirty yeares, he madc himſelfe a Catholicke, and then a Capuchin ; but the Ca- 
puchins diſcouering his lewd life, had chaſed him away, and taken the habit from him in 
a Provinciall Chaprer : that ſince, he had beene a ſpy in Sauoy, and vnto his dying day a E 
Bawd, a corrupter and ſeller of virgins : finally, thatthe leaſt of his cffznces were a nume 
ber of murrhers, at the which he had aſſiſted. He commonly caried vrder his cafſockea 
ſhort ſword, broad, and well pointed, and had the ſhcw of a bold vr:dertaker. Going to 
his death, he had a {miling countenance, and ſeemed like one that had his ſpirits tranſpor- 
ted, as many conceiued, ſeeing him in the Chappell when his ſentence was pronounced : 
for asfoone as it was read, he roſe vp, and thruſting forth hisarme hce ſaid vnto them, 
y1- Ag pulſe, and ſec if there bce any alteration in mee fince I heard 1ny ſentence of 
cath. 

Oathe twelfth of May, there was a Declaration made in favour of the Princes which 
had abſented themſclues from the King, during this laſt ciuill warre : Shewing that the F 
ready obedience which the Princes and others which had affiſted them, had yeelded to 
his commandements, gaue a ſufficient teſtimony that the onely deſire of their preſerus 
tion, and to preuent their ruine which was praRiſed by the inſolent, violent, and pernict- 
ous defignes of the Marſhall D* Ancre, had forced them to retire themſclues, and to ſeeke 
theirſafety by armes (although vnlawfull) for thar the ſaid Marſhall (contrary to his inten- 
tion) had made vſe of his Forces to opprefſe them : Bur being ſufficiently informed of 


their good intentions towards him and his Realme, and of thegelire they hadto c hc 
| their 
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A their lines for the maintenance of his greatneſſe andauthority:and that they.were diſplea- 


D 


ſed to haucleauied ſouldiers, or done any a& contrary to their durtes : having proteſted 
that they would neucc hauc attempred it, if they had not beene forced to auoid thetorall 
ruine of themſclues and their Families: our of hisclemency and royall bounty, entreating 
them fauourably in pardoning their faults which they had committed, Hee declared thar 
he held the faid Princes, Dukes, Peeres, Officers ofthe Crowne, and all which had aſſi- 
ted them, for his good and loyall ſubiets and ſeruants : and that he would haue the re. 
membrance of what had happened in theſe laſt alterations ſuppreſſed and aboliſhed : 
Provided, that they ſhould containe themſelues within the bounds of their duty and re- 
ſpe; and rhat they ſhould preſently renounce all leagues and affociations both within 
and withour the Realme : in regard whereof he reſtored them to all their lands, goods, 
honors, dienities, charges, Eſtates, offices, and penſions, toenioy them as rhey had for- 
merly done. , 

Thus the third Ciuill warre had an end. The Kings Forces were diſmiſt, The Earle of 
Auuergne, who commanded the Army before Soiflons, returned to Court the eigh- 


tcenth of May,and the ſame day Preſident le 1ay went to the Parliament. The Depuries of 


the Aſſembly of them of the Reformed Religionat Rochel, comming to Court,the King 
ue them this anſwer by his Chancellor ; Follow thoſe courſes which all good ſubiects

mabſe to reaſon and iuſtice, Vpon the two and twentieth of May, the King made Moyſ: 


de Vitry Marſhall of France, and he was receined by the Parliament of Paris, being ac- 


companied thither by a goodly troop of Noblemen : and preſently after, the Duke of 
Guiſe hauing diſcharged part ofthe Army,and put the reſt into gariſon, returned to Paris. 


The Gouernors and Captaines which the Marſhall D*Azcre had pur into the Caſtles placesia Nor- 


and Fortreſles of Caen, Quille-boeuf,, Alengon, Verneuil, Falatze, Pont de Larche, and mandy which

held, deJiuered 


other Townes of Normandy, hauing giucn ouer their places and charges vpon their firſt 


D ſummons, into tacir hands whom the King had ſent with commiſſion to that end : All 


France beganne to enioy generall peace, and Inftice and the Lawesto haue force and au- 
thority. And che King hauing reſolucd to proceed againft the memory of the Marſhall 


 D* Ancre, and againſt his wife and their adherents, by the ordinary courſe of Iuſtice, hee 


gaue commandement to three Councellors of State, being Maſters ofthe Requeſts,to in- 


formeagainſt the Marſhals wife, and to examine their officers and houſhold ſeruants, the 


which they beganne inthe Lounre on the 26 of April, and on the 2 of May ſhe was con- 
ducted to the Baſtile, where they continued their examinations ; which being finiſhed, 
they ſent it to the Court of Parliament, who hauing proceeded in the proceſle, ſhee was 
brought onthe 11 of May to the Concergery, at which change ſhe was ſomewhat ama- 


 E zed; and forthatthey had left her but two Archers to guard her. The chicte charges ia

His Secretaries Yincent Lodouici and Anthony CM ontaubert, were ſta | Al 
at liberty, with charge to preſent themſclues when the Court ſhould call for them, q 
Vpon the eight of Tuly, ſentence of death being giuen againſt her, it was reſolued ſhee r 
ſhould dye che ſame day: inthe afternoone the Porter (according to cuſtome) brought f 
her vp into the Chappell, where the Iudges would queſtion her, and ſaid vnto her,Gowe y 
Madam, this is the laſt time, you ſhall goe from hence this day ; Shee dreamed not of a 
death, thinking the ſhould be onely baniſhed, ſoas ſhe went reaſonably well pleaſed from 
her chamber tothe Chappell ; where entring, and ſceingthey commanded her to pull off I 
her maske, ſe beganne co entcr into an apprehenſion,ſaying, What a world of people ! for Q 


indced the Chappcll was wonderfull full. The Regiſter comming to her, willed her to B c 
preparc her ſelfe to heare herſentence : they cauſed her to kneele downe, and as ſoone as y 
the vnderſtood, And ihe ſayd Galigat to hane her head ſirucke off pon. a ſcaffold, ſhee ſtood t' 
vpandcrycd out, Ay me, 1 am with child : fo as they could not make her to heare the reſt k 
The exceution Of her ſentence. The Executioner preſently ſcized vpon her perſon, and foure Diuines a 
ofthe Marſhall cate to comfort her : they alſoſent for ſome certaine Midwiues and Surgeons to ſearch I 
» anrerwie. hier, for that ſhe pretended to be with child, which was but counterfeit. After this, ſhee 1 
was conducted to the place of execution, where ſhe ſpycd afarre off a Gentleman belon- a 
oing tothe Commander of Sillery, whom ſhe called often by his name, and entreated ſ 
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The Vice A4- Of Eſpernon and the Marfhall of Roquelaure;where it was refolued,that they ſhould ſpec- 
mirall of Gv- djly arme ſome ſhipsro ſer vpon theſe Pyrates,and that the charge ſhould be giuen to Bar- 
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 ident of Bourdeaux,full of good admonirious : But Blanquets anſwer and his companions F F 


him to tell the Chancellor and the Commander, that ſhe prayed them to forgiue her,for 
that ſhe had greatly wronged and perſecuted them ; making him with inftance, promiſe 6 C 
not to forget herentreaty. Being vpon the Scaffold,ſhe entreated all mento forgiue her | 
whom ſhe had offended, telling the Regiſter, that what ſhe had ſayd againſt the Chan- 
cellor when ſhe enioyed the Queene mothers fauour, was not true : After this preparing 
her ſelfe for death, her head was ſtrucke off, and both it and the body caſt into the fire and 
burnt. 

Some haue written, That her name was Leonore Dory, and that ſhe had taken the ſur- 
name of Galzgai but ſince her comming into France. That her Father was a Ioyner, one 
of thoſe who after the manner of Florence, went vp and downe to ſeeke worke with his 
tooles : That ſhe was not foſter ſiſter to the Queene mother, as it was ſuppoſed : That at 
the age of tenne yeares ſhe was taken to ferue.the Marquis of Striuia,and the Queene mo. h |! 
ther, who was then but Princeſle of Florence, ſeeing her of a quicke ſpirit and a iouiall 
humour, would haue her ſeruice. _ 

Oa the cight of Tune, the Seigneur of Barrault, Vice-Admirall of Guienne, had a great 
fightar Sea with diuers Pyratcs, whoſe names were Blauquet,Gaillard,Trelebos,and Pon- 
tceville, who commonly retired themſelues into the Iflands, and about Rochel, being re- 
ſolued ro make themſclues maſters of the mouth of Garronne, and to rob all Ships that 
went and came to Bourdeaux. Hauing drawne together foure Ships, and foure great Pt- 
naces,with the which they lay in the mouth ofthe Riuer necre vnto Royan, where they 
began to moleſt all paſſengers. The Parliament of Bourdeaux being enformed hereof, 
they ſent to the Marquis of Aubeterre Gouernor of Blay, and to Candelsy Gouernor of E 
Royan, to ſummon them to ſerue the King againſt theſe Pyrartes : finding them well dil- 
poſed, they ſoughtto ſpeake with Banquet, but could not, Whereupon they went to 
Rochel, where the Mayor and Sheriffes proteſted they were very ſory that Blanquets 
Ships had beene rigged in their Hauen z notwithſtanding, they were ready to ſerue the 
King againſt him and his adherents : And withall they ſent one of their Sheriffes with 
Letters of credit both from the Towne and the Princeſſe Dowager of Conde, (who was 
then there) ro draw him to his duty, hauing in his company Laumont an Exempt of the 
Scottiſh Guard. Being aboard Blanquets Ship, Laumont commanded him to ceaſe his 
exaRtions, and to retire himſelfe ſpeedily ; delivering him alſoa Letter from the firſt Pre- 
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we full of contempr againſt the King,his Iuſtice,and the Mayor and Sheriffes of Rochel, 
vfing alſo great threats againſt the towne of Bourdcaux. Laumont having made his re- 
port ar Bourdcaux, the buſineſſe was propoundedin Parliament in the preſence of the D- 
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ranlt, Vice Admirallof Guienne. Whercuponhe made choice of nine Ships and Pt- 


naces, which being armed, marined, and viRualled, they fell downe before the T _ of 
ay. 
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A Blay. Hauing receiued directions from their Admirall,as well forthe fighras forthe con- 
dudt of 150 great Merchants Ships which followed them to be defended from thoſe Py- 
rates,they {ct ſayle rowards the Port of Royan, right againſt rhe which Blanquet lay with 
foure Ships and foure great Pinaces: who _ that they made towards rhem, 
waighed Anchor and pur to Sea; the Vice Admirall ſtill following them, vntill the nighr 
approaching, anda tem peſt,forced him to caſt Anchor. AMS 

Oa the eight of Iunc, the Vice Admirall hauing conducted the Merchants nine or ten 
Leagues into the Sea, and hearing that Banque with his Ships had gotten into the Riuer 
of Sudre, which was of hard acceſlc, and dangerous for great Ships ; hee thought they 

B could not now auoid the Combat. Whereupon he called for the Pilots, employing them 

| which had moſt frequented that River tomake the way, whenas ſuddenly the winde and 

tyde were fauourable vnto them, ſo as within a ſhort ſpace, the Pyrares diſcouered the 

Kings Fleet comming towards them with full ſayles, whereupon they cut their Cables, 

and hoyſed vp ſayles to get to Sea : But Blanquets Ship, which wasthe firſt, fell preſent- 

ly aground, not beingable to recouer the Current by reaſon of the violence of the winde. 

Thrce others being about a Cannon ſhot offhad the like fortune. Theſe bad beginnings 

amazcd ſome of their Souldiers and Mariners, ſo as they ſought to ſaue themſelues by 

ſwimmine, and in their Boats. Blazquer, onthe other fide (thinking that the Vice Admi- 
| rall would alſo runne aground, or caſt Anchor, for that he could not come neere him by 

EB C reaſon of the contrary. winde, and ſhallownefle of the water) prepared himlelfe couragi- 

| ouſly to fight : andhaving giuen order for all things, hee ſhewed himſelfe armed in'the 

fore-caſtle, The Vice Admirall caſt Anchor neere vnto him , there were two other Ships 
came within Cannon ſhot to ſer vpon the other Ships which were runne on ground, and 
preſently the reſt of the Fleer followed to charge thoſe they found in front. The Vice 

Admirall ſet vpon Blanguet, and eame within twenty paces of him, but could approach 

nonearer, leſt he ſhould haue runne on ground : The fight ws very furious for aboue an 

houres ſpace:in the end, the Vice Admirall ſent a C:ptainc with ſeme ſouldicrs to board 

Blanquet, the which they performed reſolutely, notwithſtanding his great reſiſtance, 

| where he was taken, being hurt inthe left arme with a ſplinter, with ſixteene of his men, 
- D which were left vnſlaine, being all caried to the Vice Admirals Ship. GazHard, one of the 

Pyrate Captaines, was taken at Land flying away, and carycd backe to the Vice Admi- 
rall : All their Ships and Pinaces weretaken, being abandoned by their men, onely two 
ot to ſ{ca. : | 

; After this, the Vice Admirall returned in triumph to Bourdeaus, with his pri- 
foners,and ſix Veſlcls more then he caried forth. The Court of Parliament fell preſently 
to worke about their proceſſe, and in the end Blanguet and Gaillard were broken vpon the 
whecle,and their heads ſet vpon the Towers next tothe Port,and ſixreene Mariners were 
hanged. 

Abour this time, the Clergy of France made their ordinary aſſembly at the Augu- 

'E E tins in Paris,which they vſually doc enery two yeatcs. The Biſhop of Maſcon.,one of the 

Deputies,madean Oration vnto the King on the ſecond of Tune, in the preſence of many 
| Princes. Dukes, Councellors,andOfficers of State, which comprehended rwo com plaints. 

1, He made rclation of the gricuances of the Catholicks of Montpellier : and 2, hee in- 

ſiſted vpon the reſtoring of the Romiſh religion in the meas a” of Bearne. Touching 

; the firſt, he ſayd, Thar the Biſhop of Montpellier defiring to reformea fnall Couent of 

; 


lacobins,and to bring in good men of that Order, with the approbation of their Generall, 
and the authority of the Court of Parliament : The inhabitants of the Towne not onely 
oppoſed themſclues, bur alſo thruſt out thoſe which lived before inthe Couent. Inlike 
= manner that about the ſame time, the Biſhop hauing(according to thie duty of his charge) 
; || F provided famous Preachers for the Catholickes in thar towne for the time of Lent, they 
would not ſuffer them to enter, norwithſtanding a Decree of his Councell, and the com- 
: mandement of the Gouernour of the Prouince, tending ro a manifeſt diſobedience. Se- 


: condly.that in Bearn they had depriued the Catholicks ofthe exerciſe of their religion, 8 
: ' oftheir Churches:thatthey had difpoſſeſſed the Clergy ofal their goods,& hademploied 
? them to the entertainment of Miniſters,penfions of Schollers,& profane vſes. Wherupon 
E there was a Decree made inthe Kings Councell, Tune 15,by the which the free exerciſe of 
f the Romifh Religion was reſtored in all the Townes, Borrowes, and Villages of Bearne, 
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161” and the Clergy-men as well ſecular as regular, within the ſayd Country, had afall releaſe 
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of all their Goods, Lands, Scigneuries, Tythes, Rents, Renennues, and other Rights of 


7-418 wuching What nature ſoeuer, being in his Maicſties hands, without reſeruation or exception. And 
th- affairesof in like manner he did maintaine his ſubie&s of that Country, making protcſſion of the re. 


formed Religion, in the exerciſe thereof, and of all that depends thereon, as well for the 
entertainment of Miniſters, Colledges, Profeſſors, Regents, Schollers, and Poorezas for 
their Wages, Penfions, Almes, and Ecclefiaſticall Diſcipline : all which being at this pre- 
ſent aſſigned vpon the Reuennues of the Clergy, his Maieſty doth aſfigne vpon the clex- 
reft Reuennucs of his Demeſnes, as well of the Country of Bearne, as of other Duchics, 


Earledomes, and Seigneuries formerly re-vnited thereunto. } 


Atthe diſſoluing ofthis Aſſembly ofthe Clergy, they being accuſtomed to rake their 
leaue of the King before they ſeparate themſelues, and ro make their Remonſtrances of 
the diſorders which might have crepr into the Church ; the Biſhop of Ayre was deputed 
among other tomake this Speech vnto the King. 

His firſt complaint was againſt that deteſtable butchery (as he tearmed it) that infernall 
law of curſed Duels, which France baptized (in imitation of the Pagans) with-the name 
of honour ; bur in truth, and according to the judgement of God and his Angels, it was 
a rage and madnefle of men, the ſhame, contempt, and mockery of Chriſtianity, ofthe 
Sautour of Kings, and of Divinity itſelfe. Hauing diſcourſed long vpon this ſubieR, hee 


entreated his Mateſty to giue htm leave to continue his ſpeech with as much liberty as he C 


brought verity, loue, and fidelity. Theſe wretches, (ſaid he) who like enraged Lyons 


teare one another in pieces in Duels, finne bur once they are onely guilty of their owne 


crimes ; but your Maieſty (who is bound to hinder all,and to puniſh all)if you faile in this 
duty, you ſinne alone with all ; you make-your lelte culpable for all ; and will draw vpon 
you alone (if you doe not preuent it) a burthen of the 1uſtice and vengeance of God, in- 
ſupportable toan hundred thouſand, and whoſe waight doth cruſh downe and ruine eter. 
nally. That the Church demanded not the law, but the execution of it; not by threats, 
but by puniſhment ; not by a preſcription which doth the ficke no good, but by ſome 
wholeſome letting of blood, which will ſtanch this flux of blood in your Eſtate. 


"The ſecond complaint of th? Church,was, That whereas his Maiefty was bound togine) 


them Fathers, hegaue them Children : That the name of Abbot ſignified Father,and rhat 


a Biſhop required more care, wiſedome, affeQtion,and fatherly authority : That notwith- | 
ſtanding,France was filled with Biſhopsand Abbors,which are yer in their Nurſes acmes, 


or vnder Regents in Colledges. Nay more, the abuſe goes before their being ; they arc 
Fathers before they be Children, Abbots beforethey are borne;they know not yet whe- 
ther they be males or females, and yet all the world knowes they are crowned with Mi- 
tcrs : monſtrous Hermaphrodites, not oncly againſt the law of Nature, bur cuen againſt 
God, the Author of N1ture, which it behoucs your Maicſty ro preuent. 

Thar ſecular and lay Penſions approached necre to this ſacrilegious diſorder : it is a 


Tribute which the Church payeth (faith he) to the world which perſecuteth it, and is. 
ſworne enemy to his Eſpoule : it is that curſed ranſome which doth euidently denote her . 


captiuity ; and yet, contrary tothe nature of a ranſome, doth not deliuer her. And that 
which moſt afflids vs, Sir, is this, That others hauing the profir, your Maieſty is like to 
pay the intereſt, at that day whennothing will be remitred, and that the inexorable Iudge 
will make the mightieſt Monarches of the world to tremble with the feare and horrorof 
a puniſhment a thouſand rimes greater then death it ſelfe. 

Thar the Soueraigne Courts by their Decrees attempted vponthe authority which 
was committed to the Clergy, inthat which concerned Eccleftaſticall Diſcipline,and the 
gouernment of the Church. | 


We haue formerly made mention, how that the Baron of Quemadeuc, Gouernor of 


Fougeres in Britany,had ſlainethe Baron of Neuet at Rennes during the Aﬀſembly of the 
Eftates, for the which he was forced to goe to Paris to iuſtifie himſelfe in Court, and to 
deliuer the Caſtle of Fougeres into the hands of an Exempr ofthe Kings Guard, who 
during his abſence,ſhould exerciſe his charge of Gouernor. Now whether it were chat 
he doubted of his cauſe,or for ſome other deſigne ; in the Moneth of Iune, this 2yema- 
due parted from Paris, and went into Britanie, and ſurpriſed the Caſtle of Forgerh ma- 
king himſelfe again maſter therof. As ſoon as the King heard hereof,he commanded the D- 
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of V-ndoſme and the Marſhall de Yitry , torepaire with all ſpeed thicher before 2nema- 
deuc mightbe aware thereof, which charge they ſo afteQionarely performed, as they 


found him rather dreaming on what he had done, then on what he had ro doe. Hee cx- 


cuſed himfelfe vnto them ; and they promiſed him to employ their credits to reſtore him 
to his Maicſtics favour. They brought him through Normandy to Paris, where he was 


_commitred to priſon, and his proceſſe made, by which he was condemned of treaſon,and 


ofthe murthers committed vpon the Baron of Neuer, and of the Seneſchall of Chaftil- 
lon in Vandelois, with other crimes. He was executed accordingly, notwithſtanding all 
the ſuit madeby his friends and his wife, who caſt her ſelfe at his Maicſties feet to craue 
his pardon : butthe King anſwered her,[t is Iuſtice which makes Kings toreigne,I owe it 
tomy ſubie&s, and in this caſe I muſt preferre Iuſtice before Mercy : as for his goods 
which are confiicate vnto me, I glue them you. 
The warre continued ſtill betweene the King of Spaine and the Duke of Sauoy; not- 
withſtanding all the Propoſitions of peace which had beene made in the efid of the laft 
care, by the Papes Legateand the Ambaſſador of France. In the beginning of the yeare 
the Spaniud had bur ill ſucceſſe; for the Prince of Piedmont had taken two Townes 
from the Prince of Maſleran, a partiſan to the Spaniard, and nad defeared ſome of their 
beſt troops in the Valley of Sezia : and on the other ſide, towards Montferrat, the Duke 
of Sauoy., with the affiſtance of the Marſhall D*E/@gnieres, rooke Saint Damian, Garen- 
nes, and Albe, Yet the Gouernor of Millane ſcemed more enclined to warre then peacc. 
He leauied men in all places, andmade great preparations to enter the Duke of Sauoyes 
Country inthe Spring. Arthat time there wasan aduice made by a Spaniard vnto his 
Ctholick Maieſtic,touching the means of making a peace with the D.of Sauoy,wherin 
he ſets downe many reaſons for the continuance of the warre ; and in the end concludes, 
Thar if the D. of Sauoy doth not deliver for cautionand affurance of the peace, the Forts 
of his Country, by the which he may attempt vpon the Duchy of Mitlane, and doth nor 
pur them into the hands of his Catholicke Maicſty, a peace could not be made : That no 
aſſurance could be giuen but thoſe Forts,notwirhſtanding all that the Popes Nuncios did 
propound : But they ſhould continue the warre, and not attend vnrill the French King 
came of ave, orthat the Duke of Sauoy had- prouided for the defence of his Countries : 
That aboue all things he ſhould conſider, what an opportunity was now offered him 
to make his way to the Imperiall Monarchy, and how fitly God had diverted the Coun- 
ccls of King Henry the fourth : That France was now gouerned by a woman; Italy with. 
out 200d Commanders ; Germany full of difſentions , the Turke ſo weakned by his wars 
inthe t aſt ; finally, all things wereſo impaired and confuſed, as there was notany one 
able to reſiſt the power of the Catholicke King. | 
It ſeemed this yeare in the Spring, that things would ſucceed fauourably according to 
the defire of Don Pedro de Toledo, Gouernor of Millane, againſt the Duke of Sauoy, the 
Marſhall D'Eſad:guieres being returned into D' Auphine, and the Ciuill wars ſo kindled in 


E France, as his Highneſle of Sanoy could expett little helpe from thence : ſoas Don Pedro 


hoped to take two of the goodlieſt places belonging to the Duke, Verlcl yp5 Seiza which 
is 4 frontier to Millane , and Aſte towards Montferrat. Verſel was ſpeedily beſieged with 
I6000 foot, and 4000 horſe,and 32 Pceces of Battery; and onthe 25 of luly they yeelded 
vpon honorable conditions. The Duke of Sauoy ſecing ſo powerfull an enemy in his 
Eſtate, who ſought totake from him his beſt places, he ſentto all the Kings,Princes, and 
Common-weales his allies, to be aſſiſted with men : but he found nor any one in caſe ro 
doe it but the French King. After the death ofthe Marſhill D*Azcre, his Maieſty during 
the Moneth of May, was buſic in diſcharging of the troops, as well French and Liegcois, 
as Germanes, which had beene leaned by either party ; retaining onely one Regiment of 


F Lanccknets, which the Queene Mother had cauſed to be Jcauied] by the Earle of Schom- 


berg, his Maieſty refoluing to ſend them into Sauoy, and therefore he commanded the 
Marſhall D*E/d:zgazeres to toyne his Forces with them, and to paſſe the mountaines ſj pee- 
dily. In Auguſtthe Marſhall with the D:ke of Rohan, the Earles of Candaleand Schom- 
berg, Monſ: de Termes, and many of the French Nobility with their troops came into 
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Piedmonr,who being toynedwith the D.of Sauoyes Forces,they ſet vpon Felizan,in the Felizan taken 


which were 2000 Trentains of the Spaniards army lodged, which they forced,and ſlew or 
tookaltharwereinit that barearmes,Afﬀter which the Sauoyards took None & laRocque 
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which was abandoned by the Spaniards, Lombards, Neopolitanes and Suifſes : which A 
being perceived by ſome of the Scours of the Army, they were purſued by the French 
C:rabins, who overtooke them : where after ſome ſmall reſiſtance, they yeelded. After 
theſe exploits, the Duke with the Marſhall returned to Aﬀte,from whence they ſenttheſe 
newes to Paris : 

Wee haue defeated in ſixc dayes fiue thouſand of the beſt men the Spaniard had in his 
army, ſome of which were {laine, others taken priſoners, and the reſt ſent home to their 
houſes : inthis ſhort ſpace we haue alſo gotten fitteene Enftgnes,and one Cornet, having 
forced fine places, conquered many Boroughes,with a large exrent ofthe Country,and by 
this meanes delivered the Towne of Aſte from a ſiege which threatned the torall ruine B 
thereof, and many Citadels and places of ſtrength,which did greatly annoy it. 

The King hauing raken vpon him the gouernmentr of his Eſtate, deſiring to bee aff. 
red of him ihart ſhould have the keeping of the Prince of Conde, this yeare in May hee 
committed him to the guard of the Baron of Perſan, brother in law to ;the Marſhall of 
Vitry, with the command ofthe Baſtile. The Princeſſe of Conde beſought the King ſhe 
might ſee her husband, and live with him, the which his Mateſty granted : which a& of 
hers was much commendcd, and God fo bleft her, as ſoone after her comming thirher, 
ſhee grew with child ; the which did much eaſe the Princes gricfe for his detenſ1on. 

On the 15 of September, they were both conducted vnto Bois de Vincennes,ſtill vnder 
the gnard ofthe B:ron of Perſian, who commanded in the dungeon where they were lod- C (

ments, by rheir aduice to prouide for the Remonſtrances and Grieuances exhibited by 
the generall Eſtates afſembled in the yeare 1615, which had not beene yet done,by rea« 
ſon of his voyage into Guienne, and the alterations which followed : To ſettle an order 
in his Councels; and the managing of his Treaſure: The reformation of the abuſes which 
were crept into all the orders of the Realine : and generally rouching all which ſhould D [ 
be found neceflary and expedient for the good and eaſe of his ſubieQs, the ſafery of his 

Eſtate, the honour and digniric of his Crowne, and the ſetling of a firme peace within 

his Kingdome. 

And tothe end this holy worke might bee: more famous and commendable, he com- 
manded all the Princes, Cardinals, Dukes, Peeres,and Officers of his Crowne.to be there 
preſent, to heare their aduice touching that which ſhould be preſented by the Aſſembly; 
proteſting before God, that he had noother end bur his honour, andthe good and eaſe 
of his ſubicts : coniuring thoſe hee ſhould call, and commanding them exprefly, that 
without any other reſpe, feare, or deſire, ro pleaſe or diſpleaſe any man, they ſhould F 
with all freedome and fincerity, giuc thoſe Councels which they held in their conſci- E I 
ences to be moſt wholeſome and conuenicnt for the good of the Commonwealth. 

About the end of Nouember, the King came frem the Caſtle of Gaillon (where hee 
had ſpent ſom* time in hvating) to Rouen, the Aſſembly beginning the fourth of De- 
cember in the Archbiſhops Palace : This Aſſembly was very ſtately, where there aſſiſted 
all the prime men of the Kingdome of all degrees. Ar the beginning there were two 
ſpeeches made ; his Maicſtics was ſhort, bnt in reyall termes, vpon the content hee had, 
hoping that this Aſſembly would give him Counſels profitable both for himſelfe and his - 
Eſtate : commanding the Chancellor to deliver his pleaſure more ar large, the whichhe 
performed with ſo fluent a diſcourſe, as the whole Aſſembly (wherein were the greateſt 
Perſonages and the beſt ſpeakers of France) gaue him this commendgations, that he could F 
both doe well and ſperke well. 

The Alcmbly beganne fiue dayes after, during the which his Maieſties cauſed this At 
to be made : Firſt, The nomination of thoſe which hee would have to preſide the ſaid 
Afﬀembly. Sccondly, His pleaſure vpon the ſtrife arifing betweene the chiete of the 
Parliaments and th: Nobility, about their places. Thirdly, By whom the Propoſitions 
ſhould be exhibited to the Aſſembly.

Thirdly, that itdid ſeldome happen but the aduertiſements which came trom within 
or without the Realme, concerned the intereſt of ſome one of this great number. 

Fourthly, That ſo many Princes and great Perſonages which could not giue their 
neceſſary attendance , by reaſon of their Gouernments, Charges , and particular 
Afaires, the managing of the State would bee interrupted. Thar for theſe reaſons 
his Maicſty had bcene forced to leaue the managing of affaires to thoſe Miniſters whom 
his deceaſed Father had employed. Notwithſtanding, cauſing all diſpatches, aduerriſe. 
ments, inſtructions,and reſolutions, to be daily read in his preſence, and of the Princes 
and Officers of the Crowne : they hauing free liberty to aſfiſt in his Councels, andto B B 
participate inthe affaires which were there treated. 

And for that his Maieſty deſiredto give vnto the Princes, Dukes, Peeres, and Officers 
of the Crowne, all the honour and reſpe@ which might bee in the Gouernment of the 
Stare, and managing of his affaires , His pleaſure was, the Aſſembly ſhould aduiſe it 
they could find outany bettec or more convenient meanes then that which hee had ob- 
ſerued for the condudt of ſecret affaires ; whereby withour intereſt of the State, and pre- 
iudice to his Maieſtics ſeruice, he might ſatisfie the deſire of private men. 

The Aſſembly humbly thanked the King,that it had pleaſed his Maieſty to demand 
their aduice vpon ſo importanta buftmeſlſe, which wholly d-pended vpon his pleaſure, 
Notwithſtanding, to obey his commandement, the Aſſembly was of opinion,that they C 
could not give him better aduice, then to continue (if it werc his pleaſure) the ſame order 
hee now held inthe managing of his ſecret affaires, and by the aduice and coun- 
ſell ofthe ſame perſons which were employed. There were in all twenty Propoſitions 
delivered vnto them: but becauſe they are very long, and would take vp too much roome 
in this briefe Continuation, I muſt entrear the Reader to reſt ſatisfied with the Heads 
of them.

But for that the Miniſters complained , that his Maieſtie had aſſigned their penſions; TheKings 
out of the Countric of Bearne ; although that by the Decree of reſtirution,the Demeſnes _ rouching 
of Bearne were expreſſcly mentioned : vpon a Propoſition made in the Councell of Jonas 
Nauarre, by the Seigneur of Pleſi7s Mornay, the King bcing preſent, it was decreed; that 
for as much as in the Edi of reſtitution, there was no mention made of the Demeſnes 
and Reuennues of Bearne, which were more then ſufficient to free the ſaid charges, which 
amounted yearely tothe ſumme of ſeuen thouſand and eight hundred pound ſterling:

There were many propoſitions madeto the Kings Councell for the oneand the other. talc « Offices 


To proue that this Annuall right was profitable; they ſaid, that the deceaſed King Henry 


D the Great had eſtabliſhed it;& it had bin approved by all the orders of the State. That this 


rizht brought vnto his Maieſtie 100000 pound ſterling yearly. They pretended that it was 
neceſſarie, and that ithad giuen the King affeRionate Officers in theſe laft ulrerations,and 
made them depend vpon him alone. That it ſupplied the place of other impoſitions , and 
was paid onely by the rich. That there was no inconuenience to exclude the poore from 
publique charges; neither was it neceſlarie that every vertuous man ſhould be an Officer. 
That it was profitable for the King to haue rich Officers , whoſe wealth was a warrant of 
their wiſedomecs ; and that they were alwayes enemies to Fations. That the ſale of Of. 
fices had been forbidden : but all their Lawes had proued vnprofitable. That it had bin 
alwayes vſcd in France. That the King could not know all vertuous men in his King- 


E dome; and that the expedient propounded,of a roll wherein all wel deſeruing men ſhould 


be written, was ridiculous, and an inuention of Courtiers. That the Annuall right had 
made Officers grow old in their places, and gotten much experience. That to take away 
this Annuall right, wasto chaſe «way the ancient Officers.: That the children ſucceeding 
in their Fathers Offices, were alſo bound to ſucceed to their vertues. Many other reaſons

were produced touching this ſubieRt. But all their propoſitions were reiected, and his 
Maieſtie madea Decree, by the which he did reuske for euer the diſpenſation of forty 
dayes, granted to many of his Officers, in paying the Annuall right, whereunto they 
were taxed. Referuing notwirhftanding ro acknowledpe the vertue and merit of his Ot-

For 
ercefor afto- the whichthe generall Eſtates had beene ſuitors vnto the King: Whereupon, the matter 
xingrhe leſuirs being called in queſtion before the Councell of State, there was a Decree palt the fif- 
+ -—- a teenth of February this yeare,in tauour of the Ieſuites ; by the which his Maicſtie did call 

ynto himſelfe and his Councell the inſtance depending in the Court of Parliament of Pa. 
ris, betwixt the Icſuites on the one part, and the Rector, Deane,and Proctors of the Vni- 
uerſitie on the other, in regard of the ſaid oppoſition. Andhauing reſpcvnto the Pe 
tition of the States, and the publique intercſt , He ordained that the Ieſuites ſhould here. 
after, make their publique Lectures in all ſorts of ſciences , and all other exerciſes of their R 
profeſſion in their Colledge of Clermonr,as they had formerly done, and on ſuch dayes 
and houres as ſhall be moſt conuenient for their ichollers , which Le&ures his Maieſties 
mcating was, ſhould be preſently recſtabliſhed,withour any oppoſition ; with this Pro. 
viſo, That they ſhould obſerue the rules ofthe EdiR,and ſubmit themſelues to the Lawes 
and Orders of the Vniuerſitie, as his Maieſtie ſhould ordaine. And his pleafure was, thar 
the ſaid Icſuites ſhould be put in full poſſeffion of the ſaid LeRures, by rwo Councellors 
and maſters of Requeſts, or other Councellors of the Soueraigne Court, being firſt re.

| Onthe ſeucnth of March hapnedrhat fearefull fire of the great Hall of the Palace at 
þ) rg Paris. Abour two of the clocke or more after raidnight, the Sentinel at the Louure,next 
Hall ot the Pa- Vito the River, ſaw as it werea circle of fire ouer the concring of the Palace Hall. Soone 
lace ar Paris. after,the ſingingggen of the holy Chappell, and ſome neighbours, by reaſon of a cry of 
fire which PO lc. ſaw this circle, which increaſed by little and little, and of the big- 
neſfſe of a Hogahead. The warchmen who ordinarily keepes the gate of the Palace Court 
was vpat midnight ; they knocked at one of the Hall doores ; they cryed out fire ; but 
the Houlſe-keeper and his ſeruants being inthe:r firſt ſleepe heard nothing of all this. 

About halte an houre atter,tome ſinging men and Merchants,who came running at the 
cry, forced open a little doore ncere ynto the holy Chappell, by which they entered in- 
to the little Hall,and from thence they got into the great, where they ſaw the fire onely 
in the top of the roofe, and beneath in toure of the Merchants ſhops. By this time the 
Keeper and his ſeruants were awake, who came to open the gates. The winde being Sou- 
therly, the great roofe which was of dry wood and varniſht, fell ſuddenly on fire , the 

girders and rafters began to fall vpon the ſhops ; the Profors feates , and the Chappell 
which was made of wood, agd newly varniſht; in the which there was aboue a hundred 
and fifty pound waight of Waxe-lights and Torches, which did fo fireall the lower part 
of the Hall, as the Keeper had not leiſure with his ſcruants ro enter into his Houſe to ſaue E 
his goods. The Merchants who came running to preſerue whatthey had, were glad to 
rctire for feare of the burning Timber which fcll from the roote 5 about foure of the 
clocke the roote rowards the Conſultations tell,and ſoone after thar of the midſt, and a- 
bour five of the clocke the reſt towaids the Priſon. 

Yoifin the Regiſter came running at this crie,, and entred into his Office, by the 
Kings garden, and ſaued his bookes of Records,and what cle was there, as likewiſe the 
Regiſters of the Treaſure, and what belonged to the Kings Councell. In the meane time 
the firſtPrefident, and CH onſeur Seruin Advocate generall,being lodged within the wals 
of the Palace, otdaincd what they thought fit to hinder the courſe of this fire. The Col- 

Jonell of that quarter put the Burgeſles in Armes for feare of ſome diſord:r. The Fire F 
continuingand caried by a ſoutherly winde, fell 7pon the lodging of the Requeſts of the 
Houſhold,of the Regiſter of the Treaſure,of the firſt Chamber ofthe Inqueſits, and the 
vſhers Court, allnecre vatothe golden Chamber, which were burnt and conſumed in 
leſſe then halfe an houre. Ir ranne ſtill on,and got the paſſage towards the Mercers galle- 
ric and Court of Aydes. Then began therea great and fearfull cry,as well of the Priſo- 
ners who would haue ſaucd themſelues by force (but the Protor generall cauſed the 
chicfe ofthem to be condudted toother Priſons by the Prouoſt)as by the Merchants wr 
Caric 
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- A caried away their goods,and caſt their ſhops and ſtalles downe the ſtaires, to take away 
all combuſtible marcer. The Fire grew ſo violent, as it blew Slates ouer the Riuer of 
Scine,and the Tower of the great clocke was ſet on fire with a burning brand, the 
which was ſpeedily recouered to ſauethe reſt. Hauing vncovered thoſe roofes which 
were in danger of fire, they fell ro quenching it; after which they caried away all the 
Timber & rubbiſh which lay in the Hall, leſt it ſhould endanger the vaults vnderneath. 

The nextday the Court aſſembling, they made a Decree concerning their Papers, 
Proceſles,and Regiſters which were wanting, inioyning all men of what condition ſo 
eucr, that had taken and caried any away,or found them by accident,or otherwiſe, to de- 

B liver them preſently vato 10hn du Tiller, Regiſter of the ſaid Court, or rohis Depurie, 
without any fraud or deceit, And withall they did forbidall Merchants, Apotheca- 
ries, or others, to buy dircaly or indirely, any Parchments or written Papers : bur if 
any be brought them, to retaine them,and acquaint the Iuſtice therewith: They ſpake di- 
uerſly of the cauſe of this accident. 

Some would haucitto proceede from ſome pan of coales ſhut vp in ſome of the 
Mercers ſhops. Others, ſay that it was the Houſe-keepers fault, who negligently in ſhur- 
ting of the doores, had left the end of a Torch vpoh a Mcrcers ſhop , whereby the reſt 
were ſct on fire. 

There had beene a Peace concluded in Italy,betweene the Archduke Ferdinand, and 

C the Venecians ; there reſted nothing to ſettle a full peace in thoſe parts ; but the executi- 
on of the Treaties of Afte and Paua, with the Sauoyard. 

The Moſt Chriſtian King who had vndertaken the performance of theſe Treaties, ſent 
Monſeur de MHodene, to alsiſt the Baronof Berhunes, to the endthatall Townes and pla- 
ces taken on either ſide might be reſtored. But Dox Pcaro dr T oleds made fo many difficul-

. The King aduertiſed of this Conuecation, ſent Letters to the Parliament of Boyr. 
deaux, and the Chamber of the Edi at Neracto proceed againſt the Authors thereof, 
and againſt all ſuch as ſhould aſsiſt them, as breakers of the Edi&, and troublers of the 
publique peace. So as the Gouernour and Conſuls of Caſtel-Ialoux, and ſuch as hadthe 
command of other Townes in Guicnne for them of the Religion, refuſed the holding of 
the ſame aſſembly.

& ariuedat Pau,the g of Iunc;where hauing dclinered vnto the Proctor generall the Edit

Barnonuille,who commanded in the Baſtile,being accuſed to haue had his eyes blinded 
with a diamond to ſuffer Barbz2,a priſoner there, to recciue letters and write anſwers, loſt 
hisplace,% was the cauſe that the Baron of Perſan his brother,who had the cuſtodie of the 
Prince of Conde, being come from Bois de Vincennes toParis , vpon ccrtaine haughty 
words which he ſpake,was committed to priſon : the King giving the guard of the 
Prince, to the Scigneur of Verner, brother in law to Monſeur de Luynes. 

Of all the accuſed,one was condemned to dye, others baniſhed ; ſome to retire ro their 


D houſcs,andthe Priſons were opened to others. The King being intreated by the kinſmen 


of ſome great men condemned,to ſhew his clemency towards them, would that it ſhould 
not onely extcnd vnto them for whumthey were ſuiters but vnto all, Barbiz onely cx- 
cepted, who had bcene baniſhed France, bur his puniſhment was changed to a perperuall 
impriſonment. 

About the beginning of September, France loft the CardinAll of Perron. King Henry

tothe Court after the ſiege of Chartres, The King ſceing his ſufficiencie and learning , 


 E beganne to affet him much,and made him Biſhop of Eurcux. After the Kings conuerſi- 


on.,as ſome write by his pecſwafion, hee was ſent to Rome to repreſent his filiall obedi- 
ence,and to reconcile him to the holy Sea,the which he obtained from Pope Clement g, 

Bring returned from Rome, he purchaſed a great deale of honour and repuration with 
the King and Court,vpon a conference which he had at Fountaine Bleau with Monſear de 
Pleſsis Mornay. Soone after, his Holinefle ſent him a Cardinals Hat, the which was very 
pleaſing vnto the King,who gaue him the Archbiſhopricke of Sens being void, and made 
him hischiefe Almoner. The Reconciliation of the Pope with the Venetians, was partly 


 madeby his aduice,with many other goodly aCtions. And without doubr ir may bee faid 


ofhim,that hc had becne one of the learnedſt and greateſt Prelates of che Romiſh Church 


F in his time. 


Onthelaſt of September Monſ: de Lxyncs came to Soiſſons, to take poſſeſſion of the 
gouernment of the Ile ot France.

his M:1teſtie in the protection and pacitying of his Eftates and Countries, as to finiſh the 9 
alliance propounded for the mariage of the Prince of Piedmont, the Dukes eldeſt ſon, k 
and Madame Chriftienne, the Kings ſecond Siſter, He gaue commandement to the Go. g 
ueraours of Prouinces and Townes where hee ſhould paſſe, to receiue him with all ho. n 
nour, andtod-fray him as was fit for a perſonage of his qualitie and dignitie , wherein "i 
there wasnothing wanting during his whole journey. 6 
In the beginning of Noucmber , hee ariued at Paris, where he recciued as honora- 

ble entertainment, as he could defire or imagine, no lefſe.ſutable to his blood and ranke, 

then to the greatneſſe and magnificence ofthe Houſe of France. Hee was lodged in Pi. } þ 
quigny place, and was ſerued by the Kings Officers, He had audience, andin the end ob. 
rained a Graunt of the Mariage for which hee came : the accompliſhment whereof will 
belong to rhe next ycare, 

The beginning of this yeare was troubleſome in the vnited Provinces), by reaſon 
of the Arminian faction, and their criminall proceeding againſt Barrenelt, Aduocate 
gencrall of the Eſtares of Holland and Weſt. Freeſland, who was held to bee the head 
and chicte of the Arminians. Hee was a man of great credit andauthoritie in thoſe 
Prouinces, hauing paſt all the Offices a man could dcfire in a Soueraigne Common- 
wealth ; but alwayes oppoſite to the Prince of Orange. Being committed to Priſon the 
laſt yeare, they were now vpon the point to proceed againſt him. Whereupon the French C i © 
King ſentan cxtraordinaric Ambaſſidour to the generall Eſtates, who being aſliſted by 
the Leiger ; they made their propoſttion vnto the ſaid Eſtates, exhorting them, to conti- . 
nue firme in the vnion oftheir Provinces ; as the chicks foundation of an Eſtate, and te 
be carefull leſt the changes of Magiſtrates and Conſuls, which they had made in their 
Townes, did not increaſe the hatred anddiſſention among the Citizens in ſtead of curing 
ir. That the Synode which they had called ſhould be free and ſafe, for all which ſhould 
aſsiſt there. That free Common-wealcs, had alwaycs ſparcd the blood of their Citizens. 

Thatrhe Scigneur of Barnexelt was recommendable for the good ſeruices which he had 

done vnto his Country. That they ſhould giue to him and others accuſed, Tudges which D 
were not ſuſpect, nor paſsionate, who may iudge according to the lawes of your Coun. D | 
try, by plaine and vndoubtfull proofes,and nor by coniecures and preſumptions. That the 
King aduiſed them to vie Clemencie,and mildnes rowards theſe priſoners,and not rigor, 
as moſt pleaſing ro God, and fit to winne the loues of the people, and make them obedi- 
ent,which his Maicſtiedeſfired for the intereft hee hath in the preſeruation of their State , 
and the knowledge he haeof the great ſeruices this priſoner had done them ; and the af- 
fection he had alwayes borne to entertaine rhe Alliance betweene France and thar Eſtate; 
ſuch remarkable reſtimonies of his loyalty and fidelitie, that they ſeemed to exclude all 
treaſon and treacherie. | 

The general Eſtates made anſwer to the Ambaſſadors propoſition; wherein they com- E 
plaincd, for that the moſt Chriftian King would not ſuffer any of the Miniſters of France Þ | 
to aſsiſt at their Nationall Synod, which beganar Dordesctrhe laſt ycare. And touching 
the Priſoners, there was no lofle of time, bur they laboured therein duely and diligently, 
wherein they had proceeded ſo farre,as they doubted not but they would ſoone come to 
iudgement,which ſhould be ſuch asat the publication thereof, all the Allies which did at- 
fetthe proſperity of that Eſtate, and eſpecially his Maicſtie , who was a Prince of Tu- 
ſtice and Equitie, would commend their iuſt proceedings. But touching the Miniſters of 
France,afsiſting art any foraine Synode, K. Henry the 4 at the Pacification of Nantes, in-. 
ſertedan Article,whereby all ſtrange Miniſters were forbidden to come to the Synods of 
the reformed Churches in France ; andin like manner the Miniſters of France reftrained 1 
from any Foraine Synods. | 

The laſt yearein Noucmber, there was an Italian in the towne of Thoulouſe com- 
mitted Priſoner, who wasa Phuloſopher,and a very learned man,and went from houſeto 
houſeto teach ſuch youth as deſired to learne Philoſophie. Hee maintained and taught, 
that »ur bodies wer2 without ſoules, & that dying all dies with vs like vnto bruit beaſts:

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of his private auditors, as they began to wauerin their Faith : which comming to the 
knowledoc of the Parliament, they {ent our Warrants to apprehend him , who being 
examined, hee maintained his inſtructions ro bee true : whereupon his proceſſe was 
made, and {carence giuen, by which hee was condemned ro doe penance in his ſhirt, 
with a To:ch inhis hand, and to be drawne vpon a Hurdle, his tongue to be cur,out, and 
robo bucar aliue; the which was executed ta the beginning of Februarie, He died with as 
much conſtancic,patienceand reſolution, as euer any man did. For comraing out of the 

iſo witha cheerefull coynrenance z He ſpake theſe words in Iraltan: Gow gowe, let vs 
dic chacrefully like a Philoſopher. Bing aduiſed to aske God forgiueneſle, he {aid in the pre- 
ſence of many; There isneigher God nor dewill : for if there were a God,I would tmtrear 
him to ſhoot.a Thunderbolt vpon the Parliament, as being altogether vniuſt. And if there 
were a Dcuill, I would alſo pray. him to ſwallow them vp into the infernall gulfes ; but 


becauſe there js neither the one or the other, I wil: not ſay any thing.

' The Vicar generall of Bayonne, having giuen charge to a Prieſt of Saint 79hn de La, 
to obſcrue the behauiour of theſe Portugals,he did itſo carefully , as on the 19 of Match, 
centaine Portugall women preſenting themſeclues to Confeſsion, and afterwards to the 
Communion, which was adminiftred vato them,by-one Do» Anthony a Portugall Prieft, 
but held for a Iew: he diſcouered thatall theſe women as ſoone as they had receiued the 
facred Hoſt, they preſently put their right hand totheir mouths, which made him conic- 
Qure that they tooke it forth. Bring verie neerevnto thelaſt, whoſe name was Katherine

by the Vicar gencrall of Bayonne, ſhe excuſed her ſelfe, ſaying,that the Deuill had made 
het commir this ſinne ; that coughing,it had ſlipr out ofher mouth, and that ſhe had kept 
it to take art leiſure in her lodging. The people being impatient of any long delay in her

The Duke continued on his journey to recouer Angouleſme,by the Country of Lymo- 
fin. Itwaswritten'to Court, that going from Metz , hee would ſee allhis rroope that 
ſhould accompanic him in this voyage, goe out of the gates before him : that hee came 
laft, andrhar the gates were ſhut vpon him. That having viewed his companie,and finding 
them all ro be well mounted and armed, he faid, 7 goe to wndertake the boldeft enterprize 
that eucr I made. They thought in Court that his meaning was concerning his going 
tron Metz,.contrarie to the Kings expreſſe commandement ( which indeed was verie 
bold :) butafterwards they found, that his meaning was,by theaſiſtance which he gaue 
vatathe »Queeneto conduher from Bloys to Angouleſme,

There was no anſwer made to this Letter : butto the Queenc Mothers the King wrote 
this Letter with his owne hand. 

Madam, I was at Saint Germaines with a reſolution to ſee you within few dayes, when « 
asthree Poſtes brought me newes, that the Dake of Eſpernon had caried you. from Blois, 
having firſt perſwaded you toleaue that place, vpon pretext that you could not continue « 
therein ſafety.

and retire vnto theirhouſes : and if any ſhould attempt the contrarie, he gaue charge 
to all Goucrnors, Seneſchals, Prouoſts, and others, to charge them and cur'them in pie- 
ces; which was ſtrictly obicrued inall France, but in ſome places of baſe Guienne and 
Poictou. 


In the beginning of Februarie,there happeneda difference in the Gouernment of Gui- a conrouerbe 
ennc, betwixr the Duke of Mayen Goucrnor, and the Marſhall of Roquelaure the Kings berweenethe

bred ſome amazement in Guienne, eſpecially in the neighbour Townes and Boroughes : 
forthe Nobilitic ofhigh Guienne did rather affe the Marſhals partie then the Dakes, 
The King having ſent to the Parliament of Bourdeaux to pacifie this quarrel for the good 
of his ſervice and affaires : Two Councellors of the Court were deputed, who went to 
the Marſhall of Roquclaure, who was at Agen, and to the D. of Mayen to Nerac on the 
21 of Februarie ; and labored fo in this buſineſle, as they reconciled ir, The great Gariſon 
of Reole was diſcharged, and onely thenine morte payes remained. They reſtored the 
Artillerie which the D. of Mayen demanded : and the afſemblic of the Eſtates of the Pro- 
uince was concludedar Agen ; where the Duke and the Marſhall met, and entertained one 
another with all ſhewes and demonſtrations of good intelligence for the Kings ſeruice : 
whereof his Maieſtie being aduertiſed,was very well ſatisfied, for that they ſpake diuerſly 
touching theſe alterations in Guienne : andatthe ſame inſtant the D, ſent vnto the King 
- o_ of the Letter which the Queene Mother had ſent yvnto him : which was as

It was obſerued, that the three anſwers from the King, Prince of Piedmont, and Duke 
de Mayenne, were all dated on the 12 of March, and that there were 17 dayes paſt from 
the writing of the Queenes Letter at Loches and the ſaid 12 of March : the which gaue 3 
the Queene occaſion (ſeeing ſuch preparations of warre) to write foure Letters on the 
10 of March, thatisto ſay, to the King, the Chancellor, the Keeper ofthe Seales, and 
Preſident 14ynin. Whereunto the King made no anſwer, for that hce expected to vnder. 
ſtandthe Queens intention in anſwer of that which he had written vnto her: the reſt made 
their ſeuerall anſwers, the which becauſe they are conformable to the Letter which ſhee 
ſent to the D. of Mayen, I will not trouble the Reader with any repetition. 

In this moneth of March, the common talke in Court was variable, one day peace, 
and another day warre : one day they held it a good figne of peace, that Monſenr de Be- 
thuncs, ſent by the King to the Queene mother, had alſo commiſſionto goe ſee the D.of 
Eſpcrnon : and the next day they ſayd there would be warre, in regard of the many com- ( 
mifhions which were ſent ro the D. of Mayen in Guienne , to the Earle of Rochfoucault, 
in PoiRtou; and to the Earle of Schaumberg,in Lymoſin : one day they ſhewed thenames 
of Noblemcn, which had affiſted at the Queenesentry into Angouleſine, who knowing 
that the King was not well pleaſed therewith, had retired to their houſes, and ſince had ta- 
ken aries for his Maieſtie : and the next day they ſaw a lyſt of ſuch as had offered their 
ſeruice tothe Queene ; yea and ſome after they had leauted their Companies with the 
Kings Commiſſion. Vpon theſe preparations made by the King to warre,the D.of Eſper- 
non tooke occaſion to extend himſclfe to Tonne Charente, wherehee put a Gariſon, to 
che end he might make himſelfe Maſter of the Riuer of Charente vnto the Sea,and he ſent 


bled the inhabitants of Loches withthe feare ofa fiege, as moſt of them retired to the 
neighbour Townes. Atthis day they had need offirong Citadels and Gariſons, to force 
the Townes of France to obey their Gouernors,whom they ſeediſabedient to the Kings 
will. Inthe beginning of April, the inhabitants of Vzerche in Lymolin, and of Bullen

Vzercheis a reaſonable good Towne betweene high and baſe Lymoſin, vpon the

. row paſſage which may beecaſily cut off, ſoas it is a naturall Ciradell, and commands the E 
Towne, and hee that holds this Abbey, is Gouernor. It were impertinentto repeat 


how this Abbey fel into the D. of Eſpernons hands during thelaſt alterations, through 
the diviſion which grew betweene the laſt Abbot deceaſed, andthe inhabitants : bur the 


Dake beingnow in quiet poſleſſion, he put Captaine Breal into the Abbey,with a gariſon 


of 24 {ouldiers. The inhabitants who hated Byresl for that he had beenc a great partiſanto 
their deceaſed Abbot; finding that he hadan intent to fortifie the Abbey with 100 men & 
munition, they refolued to hinder it;to take armes and recouer their liberty vpon this 0c- 


calion : whereupon they entrenched themſelues againſt the Abbey, and ſentto the Earle 


of Schaumbere, the Kings Lieutenant in Lymoſin, entreating him to ſuccour them,who 


- preſently marched thither with what friendsand troops he could draw together. The D. F 
_ of Eſpernon on the other fide being aduertiſed rhat the inhabitants of Vzecche wereen- 
_ trcnched againſt the Abbey, he preſently raiſeda flying Campe of 20Ge foot 500 horſe,

E | This yeare inthe Spring, the Prince of Conde fell dangerouſly (icke of an impoſtume Tic prince os 
in his bowels, which breaking he vayded the putrid matter by the ſeege. There was Condedange- 
commandement giuenvnto all che Churches to pray for his health, which was performed **Y licks 


with great affte&ion, and God reſtored him : the King ſent daily to viſit him,and was glad 
of his recouery.O the cight of April he ſent him the skarfe and ſword which had beene 
taken from him when he was firſt committed, and withall aſſured him of his loue. His 
Maieſty commanded they ſhould prepare a Hall for him, whither he might repaire when 
he went to heare Maſle, and that they ſhould ſuffer him to take the pleaſure of hunting. 
Some hauing ſpoken maliciouſly of this ſickneſſe, were aſhamed when as the Princes

the Marquis of La Vallette, whereupon hee cauſed his horſe toaduance towards Merz, 
butir brought no caſe to the inhabitants : for that the Marquis having drawnein thoſe 
louldiers which the Duke his fatherhad engaged vpon the Frontiers of Germany, hee 
made himſelfe abſolute maſter of Metz,and difarmed the inhabitants.

During this retreat of the Queene, there were diuers ſmall Diſcourſes publiſhed .tou- A 
ching the preſent eſtate of France:among the reſt there were two, the one was called 7he 
Torment of the Conrtiers Envy, made in fauour of the Scigneurs of Luynes, by the Kings 
Proor at Ville Neyfue by Auignon ; andthe other was ſtyled 7 he Lymoſin : who ſpake 
thus in his Diſcourſe. 


The Queene Mother hath geuerned the State of France ſcuen yeares during the Kings 
Minority, the neceſſity of affaires hath brought in this kind of gouernment, although ir 
agree not with the humour ofthe French : All things. haue paſt with reaſonable good 
order during her Regency:and this Monarchy is much bound to her wiſedome 6 boun- B 
tie. It is true,they are parts which are neceſſary at ſome ſeaſon, bnt nor alwayes : for 
there are ſome defets whereof her felicity may be accuſed. All that can bee ſaid if the 
King hath not beene well {crued, is, that there wanted a man. A womans ſpirit is ſub. 
till and inuentine, but not ſo fitto gouerne and condut. If the happineſle of France 
had produced a man worthy of this charge, it had beene hard to find him withour inter- 
cſt. To chuſe one which were not aduanced abouethe reſt, no man would haue obeyed 
him : To take it by authority, and not capable, were the ruine of the Eſtate. It was then 
neceſſary to auoid theſe inconueniences, that the Queene ſhould haue the gouernment, 
not for the profit they might expe from her adminiſtration, but for the danger which 
might happen, if it had beene pur into any others hands. The perſon of a Hine, and G 
the quality of a King, could not be in any danger of life or of State,being inthe hands of x 
Modes and Queene. | 

The King hathalready found, and if he may attaine vnto the perfeR experience of the 
gouernment of his Eſtate, we ſhall ſee him judge of all that hath paſt for the good of his 
ſeruice : amend that which ſhall be found inperfe&, and take away that which the abuſe 
and neceflity ofthe time hath brought in.Such exerciſes will more fortifie his iudgement, 
then if he had found all things according to his defire, He will reioyce to ſee that France 
had wanteda man, and that hee was the man, which makes himſelfe neceſſary for his af- 
faires, which had need of his preſence. The greateſt of all the defeAts which had beene 
in the Queene mothers gouernment, the King hath repaired of his owne diſpoſition : D 
which were the great aduancements of that obſcruant and ſoothing Galiga;, Iris true,ſhe 
had giuen her too great power, and too good a (hare in her ſecrers and counſc!) : for as 
for her husband, he was an image caſt in metrall, his life and motion wrought not but by 
the ſprings of his wiues wir : the Queene Mothers credulity could not thinke that this 
mans fortune ſhould grow ſuſpe&,or that any great conccit ſhould enter into histhoghts: 
She imagined to vndoe him as cafily as ſhe had raiſed him, but ſhee was deceiued. So 
was it one of the greateſt maruels which was euer ſeene in France, thata ſtranger, a man 
vaknowae, without merit, without authority or friends, deſtitute of courage, of iudge- 
ment, and goucrnment, had done all for money : hee had made himſelfe grear, purcha- 
ſed honours, and had drawne many braue men to his partic; had made warre, aſſured his E 
_— and fetled his fortune in ſuch ſort, as none but the King could ſtay his violent 
courſe, 

The Prince of Conde and the greateſt of France ioyned their intereſt tothe common 
apprehenſion of this inſolent fortune, bur they could not oppreſſe ir. He had powerfull 
Commanders, Townes and People,which caricdthe Kings authority vpon the front of 
their Armes onely to preſeruc him. The Armies were ready to ioyne; and France had 
beene vndone by France, if the wiſcdome of the Commanders had not preuented it : 
God, who never fauours the defigne of Armes without a iuſt occafion of warre, vnder- 
tooke the vengeance of his Anointed, whoſe innocency was ill ſerued by either party * 
both Armies pafſed vnder the Wine-preſfſe oſhis wrath, and Death caried away more 
men by fickneſſe, then the ſword had done in the bloodieſt Bartels which we haue ſeene- 
The Duke of Mayen cndurcd a icge, and gaue goodly teſtimonies of his valour and cou- 
rage,butinthe end he had hadthe worſt,withour the fall of this Huge Colofle, which had 
couered France with his ſhadow frem Eaſt to Weſt. The ſhadowes retire atthe riſing of 
the Sunne : ſothis ſpirit of darkneſle vaniſhed at the Kings anger : his life, his fortune,and 
his Remary er: in an inſtant, and there remaines nothing but the name of whathe© 
wasat the firlt. yaE 
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A As Nature ſuffers nothing void, ſo a royall breſt cannot. live without friendſhip. The 161 9 
King tooke Monſeur de Luynes into his affection from his infancy, and ſo preſerucd it, as +;, .. Si. 
whileſt he lined he had thegoodlicſt fortune of any man liuing : Such great fauours can- fe&ionto pov 
not be enioyed without enuy, which made euery. man diſcourſe: ſome in regard of their ur 4: 1493s 
priaate. intereſt, others by opinion :.ſo as all the world ſpake.

That they would make the world 
belecue, that they vere ſtrangers andſubiedtsto'the Pope, for that they were borne in his 
County of Auignon ;;putting in the ſame ranke the Seigneur of Modena their Vncle, a 
Gentleman of many good parrs, and much eſteemed. But admit it were ſo, ſaid he, for 
beſides tharthey of Auignon and of the County of Vennflin are reputed for true and na- 
turall Frenchmen ; the truth is, that the Houſe of: ZLayzes comes out of Proucnce, and 
that theyare iſſucd by the fathers ſide from the Illuſtrious Family of _1brer, and by the j;ow Monſine 
C mothers ſide from the noble Houſe of Saint Pauler: Monſeur de Luynes Father had beene 2 Lures was 
Knight of the Kings Order, Gouernor of the Townes and Ciftles of Beaucaire, Pont $. &*tn44. 
Eſpric, and Baignols,and had a Regiment entertained. - The honor which he got during 
the reigne of King Charles the ninth, inthat furious combar ar: Vincennes inthe face of 
the whole Court, is memorable, where hee rooke away the ſword, and flue Capraine 
Paine, who had beene 36 times in the field. This a&t wonne him much reputation with 
the Houſe of Bozrboz, to whoſe ſeruice they hane beene alwayes affefted.” © Henry the 
greardid ſo louerhe father, as hee would be God-father to Monſeur de Lnynes his eldeſt 
Þn : And for that he was of the Reformed Religion, he made Charles, Cardinall of Bour- 
bon; his Deputy, and Monſeur de Belgurd Maſterof his Horſe: This Chriſtning was in the 
D Abbey of Saint Denis, in the yeare:1592, and the Cardinallnamed him Charles. : 

This great King finding his God-ſonnes good diſpoſition and loyaltie, hee gaue 
him to theKing his Son; being then Daulphin : Thar if this young Prince began then to 
affe him,jir was firſt in obeying his Fathers will :: But being aduanced to age, he hath lo- 
ucd him-by election, inuited by his commendable.qualities. .

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oblige chem doth not engage their hearts. Heis haughty and wary in the diſtribution of A 


his fauors: more ſecke him then doe enioy him : They which ſecke are without hope,and 


_ they which enioy him, without content : He that engageth himfelfe vnto him,entersinto 


ſeruitnde : whoſocuer is his, doth ſooner loſe his liberty then winne his friendſhip : Ifhe 
doth good.toany, he makes him feete it in ſuch ſort, as it diſtaſteshim : if he hate, hee is 
irreconciliable : he neither knowes humility nor pardon. Theſe are the conditions of a 
man who makes account te'live without the helpe ofany : Notwithſtanding, he is ſofol- 
lowed, as if there be any faction, where the King isnot interefſed, you ſhall hardly find in 
France ſo powerfulla friend as be.

But he hath the lyſt of his friends in;hand; a ſheet of paper ſhewes hin his ſtrength when 
there is occafion to employ them : Hedorh advertiſe them intime, then they are ready 
and know whirher to goc: So as inany goodaQtion when as they ſhall thinke him'ill ac« 
companied, he will be ſooner able to:draw together the body. of an army, then anorhet 


ſhall make « confuſed aflembly of his friends, and all this coſts him little, nor doth nor in. N. 


commodate him. | IG ot 

- The Duke of Eſpernon hath many good parts, we have ſeene him pradiiſe the yſcof 
themin goodand bad fortune. In the time of the deceaſed King, he had found his Maſter, 
and therefore he liued retired, and. medled not much with affvires labouring: onely for 
his ownepreſeruation. Since, he hath made himſclfe neceſlary to the State : yer dome- 
ticke diſcontents did- much trouble him; and-were the cauſe of his misfortune. The 
King being maſter, the Mirſhall D' 4zcre ſuppreft, and all rhingschanged, he joyned 
his intereſt with that of the Queene mother , it may be he had ſome ſpleene againſt the 
Kings Fauourites, and to maintaine bimſfelfe, and to-preſerue his childrens fortunes. To

execution of the Articles of the Treatie concluded at Angouleſme. 


The King being at Touts in the beginning of Tuly , chaving-regcined many aduertiſc- 
ments totiching the cariage of the Seigneur of Lezonner, Gouernour of Conquerneau, 
tending to diſqbedience and bad defignes, He reſolued to take from him this place ; lying 
vpon the Sea, importing much, by reaſon ofthe ſtrength of theſituation, To this end he H 
ſent to the Duke of Vendoſme, being in his gouernment of Britanie, and made him Ge- 
nerall of an Armic, the which confilted.of three hundred of his menat Armes,three hun- 
dred Swiſles, and ſome Cannon,which went downe the River of.Loixe , and were con- 
dudtcd by Sea. Sixſcore Souldiers, drawne our of the guards, ,, which were ſent to 
condurtt Le Beſne, one of the Capraines ofhis Maieſtics guards, and: ſome companies of 
the Regimentsof Picardie,Nauarre,and Beaumont.: - TED 
This Captaine made ſuch ſpeed,as in nine dayes hee came to Quimpetleg, within five 
leagues of the place, having marched ſeuen and fifty leagucs in Brizanie. FE: 

The Duke hearing of his diligence, commanded him to attendhim there,  andin the 
meane timeto take yp all the Shoucls and Pickaxes.he could finde in che Towne. The E 
Duke beingariued, he commanded La Beſzcto march away the nextday , who came to 


Conquerneau, and lodged him{elfe neere.vnto the end of the bridge. 


Ar the ſac inſtant the Duke of Vendoſme, and the Marſhall of Brifac ariued , ſending 


to ſummon them of the Towne to yeeld it vajg FheKing, They demanded. fifteene 


daycs reſpit, to aduertiſe their Gouernour, ( wha,was gone fprth two dayes before to 
ſccke for ſuccours . ) They made anfiver,ynto them; they ſhould, nor haue one dayes re- 
pit. Whereupon the.truce was broken,and they all retwed. © _ 

The Duke of Vendoſine, gauc charge to Za Beſze to defire to, ſpeake with L'Hoſpitad, 


Sergeant Major in the towne, and to.perſwade him to ſeize vpon,,2nercheſne , who com- 


manded in the Gouernors abſence; and deliuer hin with the rown the next morning, elſe F 


they ſhould alldic.

Eue,after dinner,the King & the ancient Knights-of the order , with the Knights which 
were to bee created, cameto the Prefident Seguzers houſc, neere the Avguſtins , from 
whence about three of the clocke, they went to the'Augufſtins Church to Euenſong, 

- Firſt, the Archers of the great Prouoſt, led by his Lieutenants ; the hundred Swiſſerg 
of the Guard, the Kings Trumpets, Fifes, and Drummes, cloathed in his Maicſtics Liue. 
rie of blue Veluet, marched before thoſe Knights which were to be received, who went 
two and two together, the hindmoſt of which was the Kings brother,and before him the 
yong Earle of Soifſons. There were five Prelates named to bee aſſociates to the Order , 


which were the Cardinall of Rerz ; the Archbiſhop of Tours; the Biſhop of Carcaſſone, 


the Biſhop of Orleans ; andthe Biſhop of Marſeilles. There were 59 Knights reccined 
at this creation, being the fifteenth after the firft inſtirution. | 

The Deputies of the Aſſembly of the reformed Religion at Loudun , had preſented 
the Articles of their grieuancesinthe end of the laſt 'yeare, and had demanded the 
execution thereof, betore they ſhould diſſolue their aſſembly : the which was contrary 
to the Kings permiſsion ;, according to the which, hauing drawne their complaints, 
they ſhould name fixe Deputies, whereof the King ſhould chooſe two, to refide in 
Court to ſollicitean anſwer to their grieuances, and to hauea care tothe execution of 
that which ſhould be decreed in his Maicſties Councell. 


The King ſeeing that they continued in their reſolution , and would not name their ( 


Agents,he ſent Moxſear du Mayen a Councellor of State, and Mareſcot, who comming 
into the Aſſembly on the tenth of Ianuary, Du Mayen ſaid vnto them: My Maſters you 
haue ſeene by the Kings Letters, the Commiſsion here giuen vs, to acquaint you with 
his good intentions, and to deliver you his commandements, vpon the occurrents of 
this aſſembly. I will deliucr theſc two points briefely ; and I aſſure my ſelfe,that you wlll 
give ſo fauourable #thearing tothe one, as the other ſhall be tollowed wirh a ſpeedy 0- 
bedience: ſeeing it is a father which ſpeakes vnto his children ; the Maſter to bis good 
ſcruants , andthe King to his naturall ſubieQs'; who proteſt that they breathe nothing 
but the reformation of the Church and Religion. I will firſt tell you my maſters,that the 


King hath commanded vs to aflure you thar his intention is, to make you enioy fully, 


and pcaceably, wharſocuer hath beene granted by the Edics of Kings his Predeceſ. 
ſors,and his Maieſtie. To thisend he hath beene pleaſed you ſhould ſer downe your 
grievances in generall, hath receiued them fauourably ( notwithſtanding that you haue 
preſented them before your ſeparation,contrarieto the accuſtomed forme) and promi- 
ſerh youto make them labour ſeriouſly about the anſwer, and within one moneth, toler 
ou haue the execution. 

Touching the ſecond point, he ſaid, The King had commanded them to letthe aſſem-

Vpon the fetreat of the Duke of Mayenne from Court, they aſſured the King there 
was 2 faction framed, and that the Dukes of Vendoſme and Longueuille were inraged : 
who iudging themſelues not to be ſafe in Court, the onc of them tooke his way towards 
his gouernment of Normandie ; andthe other to Aner, from thence tro Vendoſme, and 
afterwards tothe Quecene Mother at Anglers. RN | c 

Two moneths time was ſpent, in divers voyages to and fro, which the Seigneur of 
B Blainuille and other perſons onthe Kings part , made vnto the Queene Mother art An- 
oicrs,to treat with her ofthe contentment which ſhee deſired ; that ſhee might come ro 
the King,and by this meanes diſperſe the clouds, which began to appeare in many of the 
Prouinces, vnder this faire pretext of reformation of the State. Bur they preuailed lirtle 
with herar this time by meanes of her diſtruſts. | ng 

In Tune, many Princes and Noblemen retired from Court one after another, which 
they performed by night. Of the Princes, the Duke of Ncmours was the-firſt which 

eganne, and was followed on the next day by his wife, who went ſtraight rowards An- 
giers: Threedayes after,the Earle of Soiflons and the Counteſſe his Mother , withdrew 
rhemſelucs by night, and went to Dreux, and from thence to the Queene mother. Two 
C daies after, they were followed by the Chevallier of Vendoſme, Grand Prior of France, 
The King had giuen vnto this Prince, (aftcr the Marſhall D'_Zncres death) the beſt of his 
Bznefices and Offices, namely,the Abbey of Marmouſtier in Touraine, and the Gouern- 
ment of the Towne and Caſtle of Caen, the beſt place of Normandy, and of all thoſe 
which ſhould come to bee on the Queenes party : Wherefore he ſent thjther with all 
ſpeed, the Scigneur Prudent his Lieutenant, who came vnto the Caſtle on rhe firſt of Tu- 
ly to ſtrengthen the place with all which he ſhould hold fit to defend a ſiege. 

All theſe Princes thus retyred from Paris and theiraffociates, they gaue out, thatthe 
motiue of their leauing the Court, was, becauſe they could not endure (but with orcife ) 
the diſorder of the Stare. That they cotld not impute it vnto the King,bur vnto his Fauo- 
D rites,who being raiſed from a meane condition,vatoa greatand mighty fortune,did.who- 
ly enioy his Mateſties eares and his bounty. Thar the Queene Mothers partic (as being 
the moſt jiaft ) would prooue the ſtrongeſt ; that it was vpheldby the greatcſt number of

gotimois,arid Xaintonge,and ypon all the River of Charente : and the Duke of Mayenne 
m his Gouernment of Guienneand Bourdeaux. The Viſcount of Aubeterre, held Blaye, 
4nd the month of the River of Gironde. Barbin leauied ſouldiers in Liege, to paſſe 
over ar Merz, which was held by Monſ? de 1a Palette, the Duke of Eſpernons ſonne. And

This was the eftate of the Queene Mothers party, which held many Prouinces, from } 
Diepe in Normandy, vnto the other fide of the River of Garonne, being almoſt two 
hundred leagues. A party wherein we ſe great perſonages of either Religion, hauing 
many good Capraines with ſtrong places vpon all the Rivers. A faction which without 
troubling themſelues ts befiege Townes,fhould have marched direQly to Paris with a 
a great Armic, torcforme the abuſes which they ſaid were in the State : thinking it ſo ea- 
fie, as they held it in a manner done. Many were not of his opinion, who held this enter. 
ptize to be like the warre of the Common-weale, vnder the raigne of Lew# the cleuenth, 
for that there were too many Princes and Generals of Armies, to continue long toge- 
ther without iealoufies, or to performe any exploitef worth, and that in ſtead ofa re- 
formation, they would breed a deformation in France : yeaalthough the ſucceſle ſhould C 
beanſwerable to their deſignes : for that they were thus vnited,onely for their owne pri- 
uate intereſt, 
The King foreſceing that whatſoever hapned, the diſcommoditic of the warre muſt 
fallvpon his eftate and ſubiects, reſolued to ſend an honorable deputation by D# Peron 
Atchbiſhop of Sens, the Duke Montbazon , Monſeur Belgarde Maſter of the Horſe, 
and Preſident 14nn:n to treat with the Queenc Mother of the meanes to pacifie theſe 
alterations in the breeding ; and onthe other fide to arme ſtrongly, to reduce thoſe by 
force, which ſhould not yeeld to reaſon-: And'to the end there ſhall bee no ſtirring in 
Britanic, he ſent the Marſhall of Briſac thither.

come vnto him,and to that end had ſent divers times vnto her. In the end hee exhorted E 


the Queene in his Holineſſe name, that ſhe wouldlikewiſe contribute for her part, what- 
ſacuer might ſerue to reconcile hero the King her ſonne, and to vnite their wils : con-

the people attended him with generall acclamations of ioy andbleflings, The Parlianienr 
wenr'preſently ro-render their feruices vato ſhim : the firſt Preſider ſo moued his heart 
with a ſhort Speech, as he gaue God thankes to haue preſerued them from the tebellion '

The firſt 
Preſident gave theKing moſt humble thankes, that he had vouchſated to communicate 
his affaires to his Parliament,who had no part but obedience, 8& did not breache but from 
his commandements, proteſting an inutolable fidelitie to his ſeruice ; beſceching him; 
that as he had preſcrued them from dangerby his comming, whereinto they had va« 
doubredly fallen, fo he would not depart the Prouince, vnrill hee had ſetled their peace. 
_ His Maicſtie ſhayedthree dayesin Rouen, where he gaue order for the ſafetie of this ca- 
D pitall Citie : Andarthe requeſt of the Parliament he made new Captaines, choſen out of 
the Soueraigne Courts, who tooke their oath of fidelitie vnto his Maicſty. 
The diuers pretexts which had embarked many, were ſuppreſt by the Kings preſence :

Prior of France. Preſently afterthis reduton, many Noblemen of that Country came 
vnto the King,andall the Townes of baſe Normandy brought their keyes.It was thought 
that the judicious cariage of the Councell of the towne, had much aduanced his Maie- 
ſies happy ſuccefle : for the deſtiny of France did in a manner depend of the fidelity or 

diſobedience of this towne.

Vpon the 
loſſe of this Caftle, the Earle of Rochfort, the onely ſonne of the Duke of Montbazon, 
was ſtaycd in Angiers. The Dake himſelfe retired to the King, and then to Paris, where 
he continued during this alteration as Gouernour of the Ifle of France. They alfo cauſed 
the Duke of Nemours ſonne to be ſeized on in Paris,and two of the Duke of Vendoſines 
children by way of repriſall ; but within few daycs after, they were all freed of their de- 
tentions. The King doubring the Caſtle of Alengon, ſent Aonfenr de Crequy with cer- 
raine troops to aſſure it : after which hee marched ſpeedily ro Mans, being called by the 
Marquis of Marigny their Gouernor, who feared an enterpriſe, the which hee preſerued 
happily for the Kings ſeruice and the whole Prouince. 

The King defiring to goe directly to Angiers, to free all that was held by the diſcon- 
rented Princes and Noblemen, had ſent Moxſenr de Crequy before by the Duchy of Alen- 
con, and County of Mayen : he himſelfe parted from Caen on the 2x of Iuly, and tooke 
the left hand, to clenſe the Country of Perche, where Dreux and divers other Caftles 
were held for the Earle of Soiffons : and the Caſtle of Verneuil, with diuers other there- 
abour, for the Duke of Vendoſme : asalſo roioyne with thoſe troops which Aonſenrde 
Baſſompicr had brought out of Champaigne. Sooneafter, the Caftles of Dreux, Verne-

It ſheleaues Angiers, and goes into 
Poictou, we mult caſt the ſcabberds of our ſwords on this fide Loire, and follow her. If 
ſhe remaine,we ſhall haue a peace ſpecdily.Ie this incertitude, Iam of opinion to aduance 
asneere as I canto Pont Ce. The place is of great importance for the preſeruation of An- 
giers, and without doubt the braucſt of all their army will caſt themſelues into it ro de- 
B fend it. Ir isnot fit for meto haue enemies in field, and ſoncere, without making them to 
leane their Armes, or their Trenches. Let vs embraceithis reſolution preſently, andafter 
we hauc-ſeene what God will give vs at Pont Ce, we will aduiſe of the reſt: In the meane 
time we muſt ſend to Sumur, ro haue foure Cannon from Monſerr de Pleſsis, and to 
Orleans to accompany the.Cannonand Munition which ſhall bee embarked there.

plainrs ofburnings, violences, and concuſfions, committed vpon Merchants, trafhckin 
ypon the Riuer of Dordone, to make him loſe his-head. Nothing could diſſwade him, 
but he would needs goc doe his duty to his Maieſty.

E had beenc made to ſurprize that place) was reſolucd to free him of ſo painefull a guard in 


his old age, beingnow almoſt foureſcore : yet his intent was not to depriue him of the 
reward of his ſeruices, but to recompence him worthily, and giue him reſt. Whereunto 
de Salles oppoſed nor, but ſeemed ready to obay his Maieſties will, who made him Mar- 
ſhall of the field in his Armies,and ganchim a good reward. | "=o 

In Nauarreux, which is alittle towne but very well fortified, there were found 45 
Cannons all mounted, and forty Culuerins and ſmaller pieces, with great ſtore of bul- 
lets, powder and victuals ; beſides the filuer plate, which belonged to the Houſes of Na- 
varre and Albret,and was kept there : the which in former times had beene very great, 
bur it was viſited in the yeare 1587, and much taken away to ſupply the neceſsitics of his 


F Maieſties Father. 


The King madethe Seigneur of Poyenne Gouernour of Nauarreux. Euery man 
greatly commended this eleion, for the reputation hee had gotten both-in Guienne 
and Bearnie by his courage and fidelitie. And the King before his de parture cauſed Maſſe 
to be ſung 'in the Towne, which had been diſcontinued for the ſpace of fifty yeares. The 
King returning to Pay, he reſolued foure things in Councell : two, for the reſtoring of the 
Catholique Religion'; and other two belonging to the State, and the preſeruation of the 
publique peace in baſe Nauarre, and the Souctaigntie of Bearne, :

The firſt was to reſtore the Biſhops and Abbots of Bearne to their places in the Coun. A” 
cell of Pau, as their Predecefſors had formerly held them: and to cauſe the ſaid Councel| 
to verifie 4.7 Articles,containing an order for the free exerciſe of the Catholike Religion: 
the enioying of Clergy-lands, and in regard of their TRIS and prerogatiues. 

The ſecond was,to reſtore the Catholikes tothe poſleſſion of the great Church in Pay, 
where he would afhiſt ar diuine ſeruice and Proceſſion. . 
The third, ro make an Edi for the vniting of baſe Nauarre and the Couereignty of 
Bearne, to the Crowne of France, withan vnion of both Councels, and to make one

The fourth was,for the ſuppreſſing of the Perſans or Captaines of horſe in Bearne. B 

The firſt,concerning the admiſſion of the Biſhops and Abbots to Councell, with the 
47 Articles,were verified by the ſaid Councell onthe 19 of Otpbet. The next day the 
King put the Catholiques into poſſeſſion of their great Church, whereof they had beene 
diſpollefſed almoſt 60 yeares : the King aſſiſted at Maſle,after which there was a ſolemne 
procefſion. There was an Edi paſt, for the incorporating ef theſe Provinces to the 
Crowne, and the vniting ofthe Soucreigne Courts of Pau in Bearne, and Saint Pallay 
in Nauarre into one body of a Parliament, which ſhould be eſtabliſhed at Pau, conſiſtin 
of three Preſidents, and 22 Councellors, to iudge ſoucreignly, and with like power an 
authority to his other Courts of Parliament. Touching the ſuppreſſion of the Perſans, 
the Edit was verified by the Councell, the Chambers being aſſembled on the 20 of C 
October, Thus the King in five daies ſtay at Pau, hauing ſetled the Catholique Re- 
ligion throughoutall Bearne , taken away all meanes from the factious to mutine; ſetled 
an order,that none ſhould leauy ſouldiers but by his commiſſion ; put good gariſons into 
Nauarreus, Orthes, Sauucterre, and Oleron; and vnited rhoſe Countries to the Crowne 
of France;he returned to Bourdeaux,and from thence to Xaintes;where taking pofte, he 
cameto Paris on the 7 of Nouember, where he was received by both the Qucenes and 
all the world, with a thouſand bleflings and applauſes. His army was lodged in divers 
parts of Gutenne and PoiQtou tro winter in. | | 

In the cnd of Octgþer, there wasno ſpeech in France, but of a generall Aſſembly, 
which they of the reformed Religion, ſhould hold at Rochel on the f1xe and twentieth D 
of Nouember,by reaſon ofthe Kings yqyage intoBearne, There were alſo many priuate 
Aſſemblies, where(as ſome write)they treated of meancs toleauy money , and ro begin 
warre, but all was referredto the generall aſſembly at Rochel, where they ſhould ſhew 
thcir ericuances touching the inexecution of that they ſaid had becne promiſed them”, 
at the difſoluing of the Afſembly at Loudun, 

The King vpon his returne from Bearne, hauing beene aduertiſed of the propofitions 
which were made in diuers parts of France, for the holding of a generall aſſembly ar 
Rochel by them of the reformed Religion ; he cauſed a Declaration to be made and ve- 
rified in Parliament, by the which he declared,the aſſembly which his ſubieQs of the Re- 
ligion had called in his Towne of Roche), to be vnlawfull , forbidden by his EdiQs, E 
and contrarie to his will and pleaſure : enioyning the Maior, Sheriffes, Peeres , and Bur- 
ceſſes of Rochel, norto receiue them intotheir Towne; forbidding alſo all Governors, 
Lieutenants, Maiors,Conſuls and Magiſtrates of other Townes, to receiue or admit the 
ſaid Aſſembly; orany other which ſhould bee called, contrary tathe tenor of his Edidts, 
and without his expreſle leaue : & to all his ſubiets of whar quality ſoeuer to goc vnto it, 
ypon any pretext wharſocuer:declaring them which ſhould contradiQ this his will, brea- 
kers of his ſaid Edicts, diſobedient, troublers of the publike peace, and guilty of treaſon, 
&c. The ſubie of this aſſembly will be the leauen of much miſery , and fhall fill France 
with ciuill combuſtions. We ſhall ſee townes forced and razed ; Forts and Caſtles rui- 
ned; Houſes and Families diſpeopled and left deſolate ; the countrey ks} andthe F 
poore people oppreſt by the inſolent Souldier. Wee ſhall ſee inteſtine diuiſions.. Sonne 
agzinſt father , and brother againſt brother, kinſman againſt kinſman, and neighbour a- 
eainſt neighbour, and the poore reformed Churches in danger of  ruine, andat the brinke 
of deſpaire. We ſhall ſeeanangry King exclaiming againſt the diſobedience of his ſub- 
ieQs of the Religion ; and we ſhall ſee thoſe ſubieds complaining: of the inexecution of 
his Edits. We ſhall ſee an incenſed Prince, who (iealous of his honour) vowes that hce 
wil] hauc his owne and force obedience, And we ſhall ſee thoſe ſubiefs, who (like a ti- 
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A merous man apprehendinga Feuer, lets blood and takes Phyſicke, there being noaltera- \ 1 
tion in his pulſe, norſymptome nor figne of diſtemperature,) icalous of their ſafeties, and 
fearing deſignes tending to their ruine, acme, fortifie themſelues, and ſtand ypon their 
guard : whenas voluntary obedience, and a diſtniffion of their Aſſembly at Rochel, had 
happily diucrtcd rhe ſtorme, and they had nor beene diſarmed and loft their Townes of 
fatery. The King ſhould hauchad no colour nor pretext to take armes againſt them who 
had obeyed his will : Foraine Princes, who had: an intereſt in their preſeruation (ſeeing 
their dutifull obedience) ſhould haue had iuſt cauſe to have blamed the breach of his E- 
dicts butncwly confirmed. I will not preſume to cenſure of the moriues of theſe trou- 

B bles; I leaue it tothe judicious Reader : onely give me leaue to ſet downe what I haue re- 
ceiued from a iudicious Gentleman of the ſame Naticn and Religion : one that hath been 
much imployed in thoſe State-affaires : That the fiery zeale of ſome who had the gui- 
ding of their conſciences, had thruſt them into theſe deſperate courſes. But let vs now 
returne to our Hiſtory. 

The King hauing left many Garifons in Bearne and baſe Navarre, there were foure , 
ſtrong Companies pur into Nauarreux, the which is commonly called in France Nauar- fſupiize 
rins ; being the only place of importance within the Prouince, and conſiderable for many Navarreus: 
reaſons. Some Bearnois of the reformed Religion, much diſcontented for rhe change of 
the Gouernor of this place, eſpecially the Bexſins (nephewes to La Salle the laſt Gouer- 

C nour) beganne to make many practices to ſurprife it; nor ſo much for any particular 
zeale to their Religion, but for hope to make rhemſclues maſters of the place whereof 
their vncle had bcene ſo long time Gouernor. To this end, hauing a houſe within a league 
anda halfe of Nanarreux, whither they came often, they made great ſheyes of loue ro 
the three Captaines which were there in gariſon, and commanded in the abſence of the 
Scieneur of Peyenne ; ſoas theſe Capraines would rather have ſuſpected their owne 
Souldiers then theſe Bezſins, with whom they lived like brethren, eating and drinking 
daily together. During this familiaritie theſe Capraines had divers aduertiſements, thar 
there would be an enterpriſe vpon Nauarreux : whereupon they doubled their guards, 

and ſearched diuers houſes. Vpon the eight of December ar night, one of the inhabirants 

, D which was of the Conſpiracy,diſcouered it to a Souldier which lay in his houſe, (whe- 

ther moued with loue to him, or his fidelitie to the King, or vpon hope of recompence) 
and faid vnto him, Thar for the execution thereof one of the Benſins was hidden within 
the Towne. This Souldier difcouered it preſently to the three Capraines, who put their 
men inarmes, and ſearched the houſes of ſuch as were accuſed, but found no man : they 
ſeized vpon the chiefe inhabitants, who denyed all confidently : comming to the houſe 
of one Herouſs, whereas Bexſrn was, with many others, which hce had drawn into the 
Towne for the exccution of the Enterpriſe ; they ſlipped our ata backe-doore, hoping to 
ſaue themſclues the next day. Notwithſtanding in theſearch of this houſe, they foundtwo 
inthe hay, who being examincd denyed all.In the end they found ſome in the ſtreets : 

, E they take one ro whom they promiſe his life ſo he will confeſle ; the which he did, telling 
them thar there ſhould haue beene rwo troops made within the Towne, the one of Inha- 
bitants, who abour midnight ſhould have killed the three Capraines, and charged the 
Corps degard in the marker-place, whilſt that Bezſiz and ſuch as came with him, ſhould 
haue fallen vpon the Corps de gard at the Port, and force it open to giue entry vnro fiuc 
hundred men which ſhould be there ready. Whereupon they made ſuch diligent ſearch, 

asthey found-diuers ; yer Bezſiz and moſt of his company got away ouer the walls, by 
cords and other meanes. The next day there wereten of them condemned andhanged in 
the marker-place. Sn 
 ThisExecution, and the feare ofthe like for many others, which wete impriſened,cau- 

F F ſed them of the reformed Religionto make many enterpriſes in Languedoc & the Coun- 
try of Foix : and among others in the Towne of Montauban, whereas all the religious

« priſoners to the Biſhops palace, guarded by two Companics of Souldiers, where the 
« continucd till the next day ar fiue aclocke in the cuening, and then were diſmiſſed, wit 
&© charge not to depart vpon paine of death : the which was done by a reſolution of their 
« Townc-houſe, and the abridgment of the generall Aſſembly. 

« Thefirſt Preſident of Thoulouſe blamed this fact much by his Letters ; That to the 
<« preiudice of the publique and priuate ſafety, they had treacherouſly abuſed the Catho- 
« ]iques, nothing apprehending the danger ofthem of their Religion,diſperſed throughout 


<« the Realine, who might runne the like fortune, ifthe faith of the Edicts were not religi- C 


<« ouſly obſerucd by the Catholtques,who conform themſcluesto your Maieſties comman- 
« dements. At the ſameinftant the firſt Preſident forbad all reprifals, whereby hee affureq 
© them which were of the Religion in Thoulouſe. After this, the Clergy-men were freed

<« bat they deſiſt not, This diſorder of Montauban hath been followed with the like inſolen- 
« cies inthe County of Foix, where they ſhut the gates of Saierdun, Cazeres, and Pamiers, 


* taking the Catholiques, & ſcizing vpon ſome farmes, into which they haue put ſouldiers, 


© who hauerobbed paſſengers, and haue failed to ſurprize a ſtrong place,belonging to the 
« Biſhop of Pamiers, putting the whole country iaro combuſtion. Wee hope your Maicſty 
« will preſcribe them their dutics; and prouide that your ſubiects may be freed from the in- 
* conucniences which may follow in their weake and turbulent reſolutions. Their fury for 
« the fact of Nauarreux is great, proceeding from the reſolutions ofthe Aſſembly of Milhau; 
&« and tis doubted that they of Montauban will be drawneto thelike enterprizes. In the

Tha King vi About the end of this yeare, the King went to viſit his frontiers of Picardy, as Abbe- 
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ersof Picardy, 


ville, Monſtreuil, Bullen, Calais, and Ardres, putting two Companies of his Guards inte 
that Towne, wherewith ſome were not well ſatisfied. This voyage continued from the 
14 of December to the 12 of Ianuary, in a very hard and vnſeaſonable time for his traine. 
The Archduke 41bezt hearing that he was vpon the frontiers,{ent to viſit him by an Eark 
of the Houſe of Granvelie. The King fent the Marſhall of Cadenet, brother to the Duke 
of Laynes, in Embaſhe to his Maicſty ef great Britaine : hee parted from Calais on the 
firſt of Ianuary, being followed by a gallant troop of Noblemen, and had a very honou- 
rable reception from the King ar his comming ro Court, Within few dayes after his re- 
turne to Paris, hee was receiucd in Parliament Duke of Channe and Peecre of France.

This veare there fell our an accident at Pi 


uas in Viuaretz, which diſquieted the peace The alterations 


ofthe Country. Atrer the death ofthe Seigneur of Chambault, Lord of Priuas, being cbr In Vi 


of the Reformed Religion ; his onely daughter and heyre, widow to a Gentleman alſo of 
the Religion, maricd with the Viſcont of Cheylanc, a Catholique, ſonne ro the Scigneur 
of L'Eftranze, who hauing takca poſſeſſion of the Caſtle of Priuas, and the Tower ofthe 
Lake, put Catholique Captaines and Souldiers into them , the which had the lak yeare 
put allthe inhabitants of the Religion in Priuas, Viuaretz, and Scuecnnes into alarme, 
which cauſed great combuſtions on either fide : they of the Religion pretending thar it 
was a Towne of guard, although none ef the hoſtages of ſurety, and that the Caſtle and 
the 'Towneappertained vnto them. On the contrary, the Viſcont of Cheylane maintai- 
ned that being Lord thereof,and they his vaſlals,the guard belonged to him. This trouble 
was for a time appeaſed by an ordinary courſe, That things ſhould remaine in the eſtate 
that they were, vnrill chat by an Aſſembly vnder the Kings authority the buſineſſe were 
agrced:Notwithſtanding,the inhabitants of Priuas,imparient to ſceCatholique Souldiers 
put into the Caſtle and Tower of the Lake, made many inſtances and abi « hay as well 
to the generall Synode of the Minifters which was held in October laſt ar Alez,as to Mozſ; 
de Chaſtillos at Montpellier, The Duke of Vantadour, Lieutenant generall for the King 
in Languedoc,ſent his Prouoſt to take information thereof. 


F In lanvary this yeare, they feli to armes, the Towne againſt the Caſtle. Whereupon 


the Duke of Vantadour ſent two Gentlemen with his Letters for the pacifying of this 
combuſtion , offering them his ſuccour and aſſiſtance, either by his authority as the Kings 
Lieutenant Generall, or by the mediation ofthe Chamber of the Edi& of Caſtres, and 
the Prefidiall Court of Niſmes their naturall Judges, from whence hce would draw 
Commiſlarics to doe them iuſtice, and puniſh the delinquents : Bur this prevailed 
nothing : for the ſeditious continued their attempts. Whereupon the Duke of 
Yantadour was forced to goc to Arnies to maintaine the Kings authoritie, for 
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16741 thatrhe Caſtle of Priuas was beſieged by the Seigneur of Buſon and them of the religion - A 
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who had ſcized vpondiuers other Caſtles. Thus they take armes in Viuaretz on all ſides: 
The Duke of Montmorency, Gouernor of the Country, hearing that B=ſon with the \ 
Conſuls and Inhabitants of Priuas, had befieged Saint Pallazs in the Caſtle, ſeeing the 
Kings authority contemned by this ation, and his honor engaged, hee reſolued to goe to 
Privas. Piſſing by Montpellier, the Earle of Chaſtillon with the Conſuls of Montpel- 
licr, Niſmes, and Vzes, and the Deputies of the Aſſembly of thar Circle being then at. 
Luncl, came vnto him,entreating him nor to proceed to extremities: that they diſauowed 
BuſonsaRion, and would labour to draw him to obedience : Thar he ſhould cary himſelfe 

as prudently in this , as hee had done pewerfully theyeare before. To whom hee an- 3 
ſwered, That he could neither ſtay nor retire, and that the affront was ſuch, as hee muſt 
maintaine the Kings authority and his owne honour, in puniſhing B»ſozand the inhabi- 
rants of Priuas in ſuch ſort, as they might ſerue for a preſident ro poſterity, hauing rebel. 
lcd againſt their King, and broken their word with their Gouernor, bur at the entreary of 
Monfeur de Chaſtillon, he would goe thither with a ſpirit of peace, and ſhould be glad that 
they themſclues would reduce Bnſoz to his duty. _ 

Vpon the way he was aduertiſed that the Caſtle of Priuas was deliuered vp by Sarzt 
Pallars, yponan honorable compoſition to depart with their full armes : the which did 
much trouble the Di;ke, whoſent preſently Za Banme to aduertiſethe King thereof, and 
to attend his pleaſure , who prefently returned him with Letters whereby he did much C 
commend his fidelity and care, recommending vnto him eſpecially the publique peace, 
but yet he deſired to be obeyed. 

The Duke, finding that he could not fatisfie the Kings expedation without force ,he 
employcd all his meanes, credit, and friends, and in five dayes drew together eight thou- 
ſand foot, and fourc hundred horſe. The Aſſembly at Lunel ccmmaunded Moxſexr de 
Chaſiilloz to arme, who with the like fpced leauied three or foure thouſand horſe and 
foot. Buſon fortifies himſelfe, and is affiſted with men from the Aﬀembly. The Duke 
marching towards Priuaszthe D::ke of Lef{diguiers going towards the Court, defired to » 
conferre with him about this buſineſſe ; whereupon he went ro Valence with the Duke 
of Vantadour, but they could not find the meanes to ſertle the Kings authority in Privas; D 
whereupon they retired, yet with this reſolution, not to attempt any thing againſt Priuas d 
yntill they had receiued his Maicſties intention. d 

— The Dake, in his Councell of warre, rcſolued to hefiege Villeneufue de Berg, into the 
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which the Aſſembly had put ſome Companies of Souldiers, being a very connenient | 
lace to receiuc the ſuccours which the Seuennes ſhould ſend to Priuas, it it were beſic- 1 
ed. This Towne was inueſted on the fifth of March : Brfsr ſeeing the Kings army had n 
[fi him, and was turned thither, hee preſently ſ-nt an hundred Musketiers to relicue s 


them , but they found the Towne ſo beſieged as it was not poſlible toenter. | 
 Thenext day the Duke ſummons the Conluils to open their gates : who ſeeing them- ® 

ſelues too weake to maintaine a ſiege, and without hope of ſiccours, they caryed him E I E 
their keyes, beſceching him tolet them en10y the liberty of the Edits. It is the Kings 

will and intent, (faid he)that his ſubic&s ſhould enioy the free exerciſe ofthe one and the 

other Religion ; you ſhall not be troubl:'d in yours, andI will keepe you trom moleſting 

the Catholiques. Hcreupon hee ſent certaine Companies to ſeize vpon the gares, an 

went himſelfc to lodge in the Towne; where the next day hee catſed Maſle to be reſto- 

red, whercofthey had beene depriued 62 yeares. The ſame day the Sergnenr de Reausx 
Licutenant of the Guard, ariued at Vivarerz, ſent by his Maicſty, to cauſe as well Monſ- 

de eMontmorency as Monſ: de Chaſtillon, and the Aſſembly at Lunel to diſarme , which 

they did in ſhew : yetafrerwards M.Moxtmorency went and beſieged Vualz , and the rea- F 
ſon was, for that zhey had refuſed to lodge Montmajor brotherto Collonel D*0rnane, F 
who led the Regiment of his brother Mazargues, to whom the towne belonged, with an 
intent to v'e his ſubies more kindly then another would : vpon this repulſe (thinking 
his honorto be intereſſed) he intreated the Duke ro make good the quarter which he had 
giuenhim. Vual:z is ſtrong by ſituation, being among the mounraines, and hath a Caſtle 
of aduanrage : the inhabitants areall of the reformed Religion, and there were likewiſe 
eo Souldiers ſent them from the Seuennes, ſoas they teſolucd to defend the rowne, and 
not to lodge any Catholique troops. They fortifieda Mill with an hundred - ber belt 
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a Souldiers, whereby hey might hinder the paſſage ofthe river of Ardeche. The,Marquis G2 A 


of Portes charocd them, and inthe end forced them to retire tothe Towne, which was 
\ preſently inueſted ; ſoasafter ſome vollyes of Cannon, they defired t0 patley with De - 
\ Reaux;/to whom they ſaid, they defired to obey his Maicſties commandements, and to be 
maintainted according to the Edits, beſeeching him ro bee mediator forthem'ynto the -- 
Duke : who conſidering the ſtrong ituanion of the Caſtle, was content to receiue them to yiutz yeelded 
grace, vpon conditionthat they ſhould have three hundred men of MaF4rgues regiment torheV. of 
in gariſon:that the Caſtle ſhould be delivered into the hands of an Exempt ofthe Guard; Mennorency- 
thar the Souldiers ſhould be conducted toa place of fatery : and that the Conſuls ſhould 
ypon their knees for the inhabitants, demand pardon of the King in the perſon of the 
Duke, whoſhould maintainethem in the liberty of their religion. 
The Seigneur of Autiege had beene ſent by the: Aſſembly of that Circle, with twelue 
hundred men,to defend Vualz; but hearing vpon the. way that it was loſt, he pur himſelfe 
into Valons, and expelled the Exempt of the Guard whom de Reaux had placed there. 
This aRion cauſed the Councell of warreto reſolue to belicge it, to repaire this affront - 
done to the Kings authoritic. The Duke cauſed theaimy to march, and the towne was in- - 
ueſted and battered : areaſonable breach was made, & the Marquis de Portes lodged with - 
his men vpon the walls. Whereupon Astiege finding that hee ſhould be forced the ſame 
day, he demandeda ſafecondudt ro parkey with the Marquis, who conducted him to the 
oE Duke; by whom this Compoſition was made : Thar within one houre after, hee and-all Valons yeelded 
his Souldiers ſhould depart out of Valons, with their armes onely, without Drummeor v=<Puke | 
Matchlight, like-vanquiſhed men : That they ſhould nor cary armes for fix moneths in 
the Prouince : and that ifchere were any Inhabitants of Valons amongſt them, the Ca 
taine in whoſe troope they were found, ſhould be ſtayed and puniſhed, The Souldiersre- 
tyred preſently through the Army to Moxſ: de Chaftillon, andthe towne was abandoned 
for one whole day to the ſpoyle of the Souldiers. :

In the mcanetime I rhought good to acquaint you herewith, being aſſured that «« 
youwillallow ofmy deligne blaming theſe diſobediences and diſorders; and continue in << 
this occaſion and all others to ſhew your good will, forthe maintenance of your autho- « 
ritie, and the publique good of this buſineſſe. I will adde hereunto,thart I haue aduanced «« 
my Coulinthe Duke of Luynes to the charge of Conſtable of France, iudging that the « 
re-eſtabliſhment of that place will be greatly profitable and behouefull ro my affaires and «« 
Kingdome, putting the ſame into the hands ofa Perſonage endowed with ſo many good « 
parts. Wheceby I aſſure my ſelfe the ſucceſſe will be anſwerable ro my hopes,and to the « 
contentment of ſuch as loue my perſon, and the good of my ſeruice, and particularly of « 
you,Cyufin, whom I pray God to preſerue.

E Vntothis Letter the Marſhall of Bouillon made this anſwer. Sir, I received the Letter TheD.ofBo- 
which ir pleaſed your Maieſty to ſend me of the fourth of this preſent moneth, by which ons aniver.

The King going from Paris onthe fifth of April, hee ſtayed at Fountaine-bleau 
vntill the nine and twentieth, to give the Duke Leſdigniers time (as hee had Intreated his 
Maicſtie) to tmploy his credit (if it were poſſible) ro reduce the aſſemblie of Rochel to 
obcdiencce. The D:ke had ſent two ſenerall Gentlemen with Letters ro Rockel , reproa- 
ching their diſobedience, which deſerued a ſharpe puniſhment ; and exhorting them to 
conſider of the afflitions which might fall ypon their Churches in diuers parts of France. 
To his letters they publiſhed this anſwer. Wee know Sir how much wee ſhould attri- 
bute to the aduice which comes from fo great an experience ; but withall, remember if 
you pleaſe, what hath followed againſt your expeQation and ours, after your mediation 
ar Londun, and to what dangerous inconueniences our facilitic hath brought vs, being in 
danger to fall into the like, if we follow the ſame courſes ; to the end you may beare with 
vs, if that wound which it hath giuen vs in our preſeruation, makes vs incapable of the 
ſeparation which you require with ſuch inſtance , adding to your aduice reproaches of diſy- 
bedience,and the threats of a ſharpe puniſhment; which we ſhould not finde firange tn the ene- 
mies of our profeſſion ; who diverting his Maicſtics good inclination, take delight in ſlaun- 
ders and violence, and whoſe ſpleene we know , will not bee reſtrained with the ruine of 
the Churches of Bearne : but when as they (which are ſo much bound to the peace of 
Gods houſe, inthe which they haue taken their being and muſt leaue an Honorable me- 
morieto poſteritie) lift vp their armes againſt vs, this isan atfliction which wee cannot 
expreſle, &c. 

Notwithſtanding the ſharpneſſe of theſe Letters , the Scigneurs of Fauas and Chalas 
deputies of the retocrmed Churches,being commaunded ro purſue their complaints in the 
name of the Churches(becauſe that in Court they. would in no caſe heare mention of the 
ſaid Aﬀemblic) aduertifed the ſaid Duke Leſdiguters of all their former gricuances, and 
pray him once for all to give peace vnto the Churches. The Duke hauing treated heere- 
of with the Kings Councell, he gauethein this anſwer, firſt that the King was reſolued ro 
maintaine his Authoritie, and not to ſuffer any aflembly within his Realme without his 
permiſſion. Secondly, to cauſe his Edidts of pacification ro bee obſerued ; Thirdly, As 
for the aſſemblic at Rochel his Maicfties pleaſure was , that the Deputics ſhould craue 
pardon, and then they ſhould proceed to their ſeparation.

: Inthe meanetime the battericsareredoubled withſuch furic by the Duke of Eſpernon, 
as ſeeing the Kings men lodged oneither fide intheir Rampicrs,their walls beaten downe 
and the Mines ready to play, they reſ6lued by the per{waſion of Loudriere,and the preſent 
Feare-which preſtthemy to accept of the Kings grace, beyond the expeRtation of allmen, 
who did not beleeuerhadt'2600 men which yet remained,ſhould yeeld vpon thoſe tearmes 
'ofaduantageforahe King.. Whereupon' Lowdriere, Bigaudiere and MHontmartin came 
vato the Carpe wicvauchoritie from Monſc de Soxbiſe and the other Commanders, who F 
acceptedandſignedrhe Kings Pardon andtooke an oath contained in theſe words.

D*Angely,who prevented a great diſor- 
der,for that the Souldiers which were to depart, hadabandoned the Gates and Breaches, 
and prepared chemſclues ro begone, the which they ſhould not have done, beforethe 
companies of the Kings Guard had entered and ſeazed vpon the Porres and Breaches, 
But he gaus commandement vnto his Licutenants, Exempts and Archers to guard thoſe 
places, himſelf walking vp and dawne the Towne, and cauſing all the Soldiers and volun- 
rarics of the Armie to depatt, for that they began togrow infolent; Andin the meane 
time the Duke of Deſdiguieres and Duke of Eſpernon entered,to take order for their de- 
' parture. Attending the comming of theſe Noblemen, the Grand Prouoſt entertained 
Monſear de Soubiſe, and the chiefe Gentlemen which were with him touching their raking

the Aſſemblie of Rochel inthe diuiſionthey had made of the Provinces; intheir Com- 
miſſion, and their new ſeale to leauic Souldiers ;to ſeaze vpoathe Kings money ; and to 
fortifie their places. | fo 
On the ſixe and twentieth of Tune, the Gariſon, the Gouernor, and all the Voluntaries 
went our of Saint Iohn - They paſſed through the Kings" Armie without D:umm or 
ſhew of Armes paſſing before the King. MHonſeur de Soubiſe came laſt with his Houſe and 
D D voluntaries,which had afſiſtea him during the Siege,and they were conducted into a place 
| of fafery. They were held to be aboue 1560 foot, and about 200 Gentlemen, Monſenr 
ae Soubiſe preſented himſelf vpon his knees vnto the King and demanded pardon,aſſuring

his Maieftie that he would effe&, whatſocuer he had promiſed by the Seigneurs of Lodri- don ot the

riſe, and ſerue me better. This ſicge continued little aboue a Moneth, bur it was very furi- 
ous. There were many Noblemen and Gentlemen of quality flaine and hurt on the 
Kings partie , but not aboue 200 Souldiers loſt of the whole Armie. During this ſhort 
ficge;there wasaboue 10c00 Cannon ſhot ſpent againſt the Towne, the which did ſo 
E E annoy it,as there was ſcarce any houſe free from ſpoyle,ſo as the inhabitants were fine to 
| lyein cellers and neere the ground , fearing to bee cruſht vnder the ruines of houſes, and 
with the bullets which fell in the ſtreets, and on their houſes like haile ; They were re- 
duced to ſuch extremirie, as the Souldiers had butrwo ounces of breada day, and they 
were ſo tyred from the beginning of the Siege, asthey had no-meanesto take one houres 
reſt. The Kings Troops being in poſſeſſion of the Towne,there was a brure in the Campe, 
that the Souldiers had ruined the Temple and ſpoyledthe Miniſters houſe with ſome 0- 
thers, whereof many of the reformed Religion, which ſerned the King faithfully, havin 
made report to the Grand Prouoſt, he returned ſpeedily ro Saint Iohn and aſſembled the

in particular. To which ſummons they all agreed freely, giuing him letters of Atteſtation, 
by which they declared that the ſouldiers of his Maicſtics army, which had entred into 
the rowne to demand bread and wine of houſ-keepers, had not taken any thing but vitu- 
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1624 ls, withour any exceſſe,force or violence,and hadaboue all preſerued the chaſtitie of wo- A A 
men. The Miniſter and Conſfiſtorie likewiſe declared, that their pulpit, ſeats, and glaſle. 
windowes of the Temple had beene broken to the value of ten pounds ſterling; and thar 
the Miniſter had loſt certaine goods to the value of fifteene pounds, taken by vnknowne 
lacques.But he that writes the generall Hiſtory of the Rebellion of France, faith that nort- 
withſtanding any order they could take, the ſouldiers for an houtes ſpace fell to ſpoile, 
contrary to his Maieſticsexpreſſe Defence. The King gaue commandement by his Let. 

S.lohnD'An- ters'patents, that the wals and fortifications ſhould be razed, and the ditches filled vp, 
pelyrazed. and withall he deprived the towne of all their priuiledges, and made the Inhabitants ſub- 
ie ro taxe, like vnto the Labourer of the champion country. B B 
| Whileſt the King prepared for the ſiege of S.Ilohn, the Prince of Conde and the Earle 
of S.Paul imploied themſelues for the reduction of Sancerre, Gergeau, and Chaſteau Re- 
nard, places of ſurety. Being at Saumur, he had written to the Earle of S. Paul to affure 
himſelfe of Gergeau,which is a ſmall rowne foure leagues aboue Orleans, hauing a good! 
bridge vpon the riuer of Loire. Henry the fourth had made it a Towne of ſurety, and had 
affected the gouernment ro the Duke of Sully, after the death of 4# Faur. It had beene 
greatly fortified during the League, and fince inthelate alterations. The Earle of S.Paul 
hauing had conference with the Seigneur of Monde Bailiffe of Gergeau(who was an cne- 
my to the fortifications thereof, and had cauſed the fort in the ſuburbs of S. Denis to be 
razed) they found that the onely difficultic was, That Bourbiers who commanded, and C C 
the two Captaines that were in gariſon therein, had notlons fince, not oncly made their 
Companies compleat, but much augmented them, and kept a very wary guard : That al- 
moſt halfc of the Inhabitants were ofthe Religion : That the Cathol1ques had been dif: 
armed: beſides, that they were all in a icaloufic, for that ſome officers of the Artillery 
had but three daies before, drawn powder and ſome warlike tmſtruments out of their ma- 
g3zin, to ſend vnto the King army. pon theſe difficulrics thc Earle of S. Paul (loth to ha- 
zardany thing)came fromOrleans tothe ſuburbs of S.Denis atGergeau,ſending for Bour- 
biers and the other Captaines, to whom hee delivered the Kings Letters, commandin 
them -to doe wharſocuer the Earle 6f S.Paul ſhould ordaine in his name. Tac Earle telling 
thern that his Maieſties intention was, tobe affured of the towne of Gergeau. They excu- D D 
ſed themſclues, and ſaid, that the King by his Letters did not command them to come 
forth : On the contrary, that his Maieſtie paſſing by Orleans, had charged them to guard 
well the Towne and Paſſage for his ſeruice. Moreouer, that the Duke of Sully Governor 
of the Towne had placedthem there, and thar it was fit they ſhould aduerniſe him,who 
Thefiegeof Was then in Languedoc. The Earle ſeeing he could prevaile nothing with Boarbzers, reſol- 
Gergem. -yedtobeſtege Gergeau, drawing together what forces he could. The Marſhall of Vitry, 
and the Baron of Perſanhis brother in law, with the Marquis of Rothelin, paſſing by Or- 
leans, and hearing of this ſiege, came to aſſiſt the Earle in this occafion. The Marquis en- 
tred into the Towne to per{wade Bourbzers and the Gariſon to obedience, but hee preuai- 
led nothing: whereupon the Earle reſolued to batter it, ſending for Cannon and munitton FE | 
to Orleans. The beſieged ſceing themſelues inueſted, ſent to craue aid of the reformed 
Churches necre about them, who with all ſpeed made choice of Yateville Monchriftien 
tocommand the ſuccorsthey would pur into Gergeauthe day that Boarbiers had limited. 
Bur the beſieged being doubtfull thereof, and withall, fearing they ſhould nor be able to 
enter, they ſent to preſent Articles vntothe Earle for the yeclding of the Towne, which 
were granted vpon condition they ſhould depart the next day being May 23. The Arti« 
cles were, For the free exerciſe of the Religion,and the paimentof what was due vntothe 
Gariſon. The ſame night Y ateville came downe the Riuer with 200 men, and the guards 
being retired, in the morning they put themſelues into the Towne, and became maſters 
thereof, by the help of the inhabitants of the Religion. F

Congis and Yandelin were as dead _=_ therein, who vpon rumor ofthe war, had broughe 
certaine of the Religion into the place, furniſhcd it with vituals, and kept it more ſtrily 
ſhut vp then before time. VWhereof the inhabitants of Chafteau-Renardentring into di- 


ſtruſt, and having enformed the King thereof, they were commanded to ſeize and to af- 


ſure themſelues thereof, Hereupon,the execution being refolucd,all the inhabitants goe 


to armes, and being conducted by the Seignenr de L'1ſle, Lieutenant of the Buly wicke of 
_ Chaſtew-Renard, on the fourteenth of May,about foure of the'iclocke in the afternoon, 


they goe vp tothe Fort, and ſummon Congs and Yaxdelin to put the place into their 
hands, according tothe Kings Letters : which they refuſing to doe, they preſently ſcale 
and enter the place, force ſuch as make reſiſtance, and thruſt out Congs, Yaudelin,and the 
reſidue : and in their roomcs place ſome of the inhavitants to guard rhe Fortrefſe. This 
done, they aducrtiſed Morſerr de Saint Paul thereof, who ſent word to the King of what 
had paſſed,aſſuring his Maicſty that he would take ſuch order in his goucernment,as there 
ſhould be no alteration on this ſide Loire, 

The King, during his abode at Saumur, had written to the Prince of Conde, to goe to 


D Sancerre and aſſure hi:nſelfe thereof, and to them of Sancerre ro receiue him. Now there- 


fore the Prince about the end of April, comming into his Government of Berry, know- 
ing the importance of this place, and that yndoubtedly it would bee the cauſe of trouble 
and diſorder, it by induſtry and without open force (according to his Maieſties direQi- 
ons) he didnot ſcize thereon : he practiſed his intelligences boch within and without 
the Towne, with ſuch as were affectioned vnto the Kings ſeruice : Doring which,he was 
aduertifed thar the Townſinen had a deſigne to worke in ſome of their Fortifications, and 
chat the younger Briquemaur had perſwaded the youth and ſome inhabirants to receive 
a Gaciſon. Wherefore he ſent word vnto the Sheriffcs and inhabirants of Sancerre, thar 
they ſhould depute ſome among them to coire ynto him , that hee had ſomething to ſay 
vntothem which concerned the Kings ſcruice, and their ownc preſeruation. £ 
Three of them being cometo Bourges, after he had very gently entertained them, and 
conferred with them about the practice of the younger Briquemant, he ſayd vnto them, 
That their duty bound them to continue in the Kings obedience: That neccflity conſtrai- 
ned them thercunto, being in the middeſt of France, withour ſuccours or hope of anyto 
vpholdthem, but their modeſty and obedience : That remaining in the ſtate they were, 
fortifying nothing, nor receiuing any gariſon, hee promiſed to preſerue them, and ta 
change nothing in their Towne, goods, and liberty of conſcience. They thanked him for 
the care he had of them ; aſſuring him that they had no deſigne to fortifie, promiſed nor 
to doe it, nor to rake in any Gariſon. 


F Notwithſtanding, the Prince being affured by them with whom he had intelligence, 


that the inhabitants of Sancerre would nor ſuffer him to enter the ſtronger into the rowh, 
he reſolued roarme with all diligence, and nor to ſend them the Kings Letters vntill hee 
had forces ready to ſurprize and make them to obey, in caſethey refuſed him entry, Hee 
ſignified therefore vnto ſome Gentlemen as well of Berry as of Bourbonnois, his Maie- 
ſties commandement, and prayed themto raiſc all the troops,and withall the ſpeed they 
could,and appointed his Rendezyous at Saint Satur,on the 29 of May. Hegaue orderalſo

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During theſe leauies, the Prince aſſured himſelfe of ſuch places and perſons as hee A 

thought might wauer or hinder his defignes, and cauſed all the inhabitants of the Reli. 

ion in the townes of Iſſoudun, Argenten, Chaſteauroux, La Caftre, Aubigny, Chaſtil- 
Bon. and ether places where there were any numbers of them, to bee difarmed. Whileſt 
the Prince was occupied hercin, and ready to march with his troops towards Sancerre,he 
received newes that the towne had receiued a Gariſon on this manner : Gergeau being 
put into the Kings obedience, / ateuille(before mentioned)had left the Towne with about 
450 men well armed, with the which he entred by night inte Sancerre, by the fauour or 
conniuence of the chiefe inhabitants : The younger Briquemant was in Bourgundy to 
leauic troops. Y atexille being entred, ſought to make himſelfe Maſter ofthe Towne by z 
the meanes of them of the Reformed Religion, onely the Earle of Marans croſſed his de- 
figne,bcingthenin the Towne, whom hee vſed ſo audaciouſly and with ſuch inſolenr 
threats as he reſolucd to retire. | | 

The Prince of Conde had long before wonne vnto him one Captaine Bronchard, an 
old Souldier,and of great credit in Sancerre, who by his commandement ſeized vpon the 
Caſtle, with ſome of the Earles ſeruants, and ſome ifhhabitants, the which hee defended 
valiantly againſt the Towne: whereof the Prince being aduertiſed, he aduanced his troops 
with all ſpeed to relicue them. Approaching neere the rowne, the Earle of Marans Lord 
chereof, met him, andthe two Gentlemen whom he had ſent with the Kings Letters and 
his owne, bringing anſwer that they of the Towne were humble ſeruants to the King and C 
Prince,rcady vnto all obedience,but they were notatlibecrty,nor Maſters of their Town, 
to diſpoſe as they deſired, nor ſtrong enough to obey, for that Yatexille was Maſter : 
wherefore they intreated the Prince to have pity on them,and to free them from this ſer- 
uitude, promiſing to contribute what they could to ſerue him. The Prince having not 
forces ſufficient to inueſt the Towne, he ſought ro winne them by policy, trying them 
by goodly reaſons and perſwaſtons,and ſowing icalorfies betweene the inhabitants and = 
the Gariſon, ſoas diſtruſting one another,they might yeeld to his will; and inthe meane 
time he might put ſuccors into the Caſtle. His praQtices preuailed fo well,as Fatenille grew 
fearfull of ſome bad defigne, and bandcda part with his Garifon : They ofthe towne 
were likewiſe in feare, leſt that Yatc#iFe ſhould commir ſome folly ; whereupon they be- H 
ganne to ioine themſelues togerher, andto arme, ſoas they were all in mutinic,diſtruſt, 
and feare one of another. In the meane time, the Prince put an hundred men into the 
Caſtle, wherewith they grew much amazed. Yatexills goes to the Prince, who feeds him 
with ſuch good words, and a gratuitie of fix hundred pound ſtcrling, as he reſolues ro de- 

art with his ſouldiers, armes and baggage. The Townſmen in like manner (fearing leſt 
Fatenille ſhould abandon them and deliver the Towne into the Princes hands);came alſo 
vnto him, and after great conteſtation receiued this Capitularion : Not to be moleſtedin 
the exerciſe of their Religion : That they ſhould be free in their liues, 0oods, and honors: 
That whereas they deſired not to be diſarm«d, norto recciue any Gariſfon, it ſhould bee 
according to his Maieſties pleaſure : Thar all which had borne armes, might retireandbe E 
conduRed ro a place of ſafety. After this, Yatenifle with his Gariſon, came forth, and 
the Prince entred, and put ina ſufficient guard for the place. 

Iris written, that Yatenille going forth, caſting his cies backe, wept for anger, ſaying, 
What « fortune loſe 1 by the wickednefſe of Traytors which haue ſold me? Whereunto hee ad- 
ded: That the Prince had taken Sancerre with a dreame, aud that hee wondered how it ſhould 
come into the imagination of man to thinke to take the flrongeſt place of France, for ſituation, 
with words, 

The fame night the towne was yeelded, they tooke a ſpy, whom they brought vnto 
the Prince, who confcſſed that he had beene ſent by the Ducheſle of Sully, to aſſure them 
of the Towne,that within three daies they ſhould have ſuccours : wheretore he diſarmed F 
allthe inhabirants of Sancerre , leauing them nothing bur their ſwords;their armes were 
Caried into the Caſtle, to be reſtored when the rowne ſhould bee demantled,.- The ſame 
day the Prince muſtred his troops of Berry and Bourbonois to the numberof 7900 foot, 
and 800 horſe, all which ariued the night before : But to the endthe Province ſhould not 
be ruined, he preſently ſent them away, except 500 men which he put in Gariſon into the 
Towne and Caſtle, whileſt they laboured about the razing of the Fortifications. This 
Towne was of great ſtrength, and had in former times becne long defended by them w

During the ſiege of Saint Iohn D'Angcly, the Cardinal! of Guiſe dyed at Xaintes of a 
Fever, having over-hear his bload with-much toile at the ſiege. Hee was onelya Cardi» 
nall Deacon, and had neuer ſung Maſte r- He was a Prince altogether martiall, and more 
enclined toarmes then to his booke, whereofhe made good proofe; going vnarmed in 


fuburbs of Saint Tohn, without any apprehenſion ofall their ſhot : His death was gene- R 
rally lamentedia Courr: His Maieſtie gauc good teſtimonies of his griefe,and the Prince 
his brother was wonderfully afflicted forhis lofſe. _ 

After the reduction of Saint Iohn, the King refreſhed hisarmy ſon:e few dayes,and in 
the meane time ſent the Marſhall de Channe to inueſt Pons,into the which the Marquis of 
Chaſteau-neufof Lymaſin,nephew to £Honſenr dela Forceyhad put himſelfe, with divers 
Gentlemen, and fifreene hundred Harquebuſiers, -purpoſing by their reſiſtance to giue 
leiſure vnto the Rochellers and the Townes of Guienne and Languedoc to continue their 
fortifications,and mitigate thcir feares, 

This Towne of Pons is of very greatimportance vnto the Prouince of Xainronge, and 
within foure leagues of Xaintes: It hatha very faire and ſtrong Caſtle, with ſtrong wals C 
and deepe ditches. The Towne ſtandeth on the ſteepe decline of a hill, at the foot where= 
of runneth the Riuer ofScine. Inbricfe, itis a very good and ſtrong Towne, and might 
well haue long diſputed their approaches, and kept the Royaliſts trony their Counter- 
Skarfes , but the Commanders ſeeing the Kings army ſoneere,and moſt of them being re- 
puted the authors which had cauſed the Aſſembly ar Rochel to ſiyeare their continuance, 


ſtableby the Marſhals D'Zſdiguicrs, tharthey would accept of an honourable compoſi- 
tion : whoſe anſwer was, That they ſhould yecld the place atthe Kings diſcretion without 
conditions, and that he would be a meanes for their lives and liberty ; the which they ac- 
cepted : whereupon {ome of the chiefe brought the keyes pre'entlyto the King, theſame 
day he came to Coignac, which was the laſt of Iunc.The Marſhall D*Zſd:gaiers and Chau. 
ne entred the towne to preuentdiſorders, and to draw forth the Garifon, into the which 48 
the Regiment of Eff:ſac entred, tyntill the fortifications and wals were demoliſhed , for 
if this rowne had fallen againe into rebellion, it had kept the paſſage from Poictouto 
Bourdeaux ; and had much ſupported them of Rochel by their intelligences with the 
Townes of their party reuolted in baſe Guienne. 

The Aſſembly at Rochel imagining thar the King ſhould not bee able to force Saint 
tohn D'Angely in ſo ſhort atime, the which they could by no meanes ſuccour, reſolued 
ro ſend thoſe ſouldiers they had within Rochel to make a deſcent into baſe Poictoy, to- 
wards Luflon, Olone, Tallemont and Saint Benoiſt, hoping by this meanes ro draw toge- E 
rherall them of the Religion in Poictou and other Prouinces;-and withall to bring into 
Rochel all the vituals and other commodities they ſhould find in that Country, foreſce- 
ing, that they would not ſuffer them to gather their harneſt nor vintage, Fauas, La None, 
and Beſſay, landed with twelue hundred men, and ſpoiled ſome places: The King being 
aduertiſed hereof, he preſently ſent the Marſhall of: Praflin, the Duke of Elbcuf, and the 
Earle of Rochfoucault, with their troops. They of the Religion had already embarked 
at the Port of Iarricre rwo thouſand buſhels of meale, and the beſt mouables. they could 
find in Luſſon and thereabonrs, but the Marſhall:fei1zed on theſe Barkes, and caricd the 
meale to Luſlon. The Rochellers comming to Saint Benoiſt began ro build a Fort at the

the Ducheſſe of Sully had admitted many ofthe Reformed Religion into her Caſtle with 
checonſent of BuJios who was Captaine, andthatthe number encreaſed daily, hee ſent 
a Gentleman vnto the Ducheſſe, to know the reaſon of this alteration : She excuſed her 
ſelfe, ſaying, that they were poore men, exiled fromtheir houſes, and that being of her 
Religion,ſhe had in charity giuen them entry intothe parke of her houſe. The younger 
brother of Briquemaut one of the Deputies of the Aﬀembly in Rockel,with the Baron of 
Trinne,and many Gentlemen and Souldiers,had retired thither, ſo asin lefle then eight 
dayes they were foure hundred foot and horſe, which did much annoy the adiacent Pro- 
p uinces. They ſeized vpon the Church of Saint Pere on the other ſide ofthe Loire, right. 
againſt the Caſtle, the which they fortified with good trenches, in the which the Baron 
of Trinne commanded with threeſcore men : they interrupted the comerce of the Riuer:t 
and made the neighbour Pariſhes to pay raxes,and tolabour in their fortifications. The 
inhabitants of Sully ſceing rhis alteration, reſolue to maintaine themſclues inthe Kings 
ſeruice againſt the Caſtle : and to krepe them in this duty, the Earle of Saint Paul ſent the 
Baron of Courtenay to command ouer them : and ſeeing the harme this place did, not 
onely in his Gouernmentr, bur in the other neighbour Provinces, and whatmight happen 
in time, he reſolued to preuent it : butfor that he wanted ſufficient forces, hee wrote to 
the Duke of Montbazon Gouernor of the Ile of France, to the Marſhall of Vitry, and 
C eſpecially to the Prince of Conde, Goucrnor of Berry, who had the greateſt intereſt, for

be the moſt warlike of the Prouince) defended it : Tharthe ſoile was ſo fat and ſlippery, 
as three dayes of raine would ruine the Kings trenches ; Thar it was caſte to imagine that 
B they of Montauban, encouraged them to endure a fiege, ro preſerue them(elues, and ro

Sive the coriimandto the wiſeſtand moſt reſolute and couragious. Some write that they 
reared themſelues;'Sonldiers without feare; defending a Towne without a King, 

They ſayd alſo, Thar the iuſtice the: King Thould doe in Clerac, would ſtrike a terror 
into all the faQions of France: That his ſubteas'cormplained by the officers of Soucraigne p 
Gourts; Thar his Maieſty hadleft the title of Zew# the Iuſt, which his admirable iudge- 
ment had purchaſed;to take (by his too great mildriefſe) that of Lew the Gentle : Thatit 
was kind of cruelty to vic indulgence to ſuch'as ſought to peruert the Lawes of the Mo- 
narchy; and thathe muftdoe like ynroa pitiful farther, who to ſaue his ſonnes body, cau- 
ſeth the Chirutgeor'to cut offan'arme or ales : By theſe reaſons they concluded; That 
they muſt not ſpeakeof any treatie, but ofan abſolute ſubmiſſion at the Kings diſcretion. 

The'Conſtable gauerthree Rendezvous to the army, for that Clerac is enuironed with 
many'hils full of Vines, of very hard acceſle ; the approaches were narrow paſſages, dif- 
ficultfor the horſe, where the beſieged were entrenched and barricadoed. The army bes 
ing arived, andthe Commanders hauing viewed the places fitteſt ro be aſfailed,they gaue 
order for the charge, the'which was giuen in three ſeuerall places with great reſolution, 
and maittained by them of the towne very obſtinately.. The Regiment of the Kings 
Guard (being led by cMorſ: de Termes,Marſhall of the Camp) hauing forced their third 
barricado, and purſued the beſieged to the very ditch, he was vnfortunately ſhot intothe 
body, being on horfebacke and without armes. Hee was preſently caried to Toneins 
(which was the Kings quarter) lying till thenext day. He was generally lamented. The 
Kings Confeffor cameto viſit him, who falited him in the Kings name : Father, ſaid hee, 
ſpeake no more ynto me of the Kingsof the earth, ro whom I am now vnprofitable; but 
ſpeake onely ofthe King ofheauen. He committed his laft fighs vrito the Grand Prouoſt, 
and entreated him to affure the Kihg, Thar the onely griefe hee had to dye, was for that p 
he could no longer ferue him : That he left a brother afflicted, a young wife in deſpaire, 
and two children without meanes and in miſerie: That he recommended them to the Kings 
charity, proteſting that he had not any thing but whar ir pleaſed him to give him. The 
King hearing of this diſaſter, went to viſit him, and hauing embraced him, he comforted 
him, promiſing him to haue a care of his children, who returning from him, the teares 
fell from his eycs. | RW | ow” 

| Theftiegc continued, and the Kings troops aduanced with their trenches which were 
ready to breake into their ditches. Theſe ſharpe aſſaults, with theirBatterics and Mynes, 
terrified the beſieged, there being alſo ſome jealouſic and diſtruſt berweene the ſouldiers 
and the inhabitants, by the Conſtables induſtry, praQtiſed from the beginning of the ſiege. 
All theſe incoumters drew the firſt Conſull and' the chiefe inhabitants ro thinke of their 
ſafety ; and for that he had the honour to be well knowne vanto the Duke of Angouleſine, 
he deſired to ſpeake with him, whom hee made acquainted with the deſire they had to 
ſubmir themſclues, whereof he aducrtiſed the Conſtable. Many held this report incre- 
dible, that a place of that ſituation, fortified, in perfeRion, and full ofmen and munition, 
having performed an action of vnexpected reſiſtance, ſhould on the twelfth day of the 
ſiege beginne to yeeld. Yet for that the Counterſcarfe was now: ready to be opened on 
the fourth of Auguſt, hoping for no reliefe but from the Kings'clemency ; they deputed 
the firſt Conſull, and ſome of the inhabitants, with a Miniſter, to caſt themſelues at his 


* Maieſties fect, and to craue pardon. They were preſented at Toneins by the Conſtable: F

Afthe departure of the Souldiers, there happened a great diſaſter : the foote compa: A Gibher os .

nies of the Kings Armie), had promiſed vnto thomiſeluesto force Clerac , and to revenge 
the death of the Marquis of Termes; and of natiy other braue men ſlaineatthe approa- 
ches. The Conſtable had provided for all diſofders withinthe Towne ; They had reſol- 
ucd to paſſe then ouer the riverof Lot, toauoyd the fury of the Kings Armie : They 
which cmbarked firſt, entered confuſedly and in great numbers,the Soldiers of the guards, 
ſecing ſome \vith their Muskets and Swords contrary to the accord,fell ypon them to take 
themaway : This firſt violence amazed ſuch as werediſarmed , who fearing their liues 
cauſed the Boare to leane on the one fide, ſoas many fell into the River , and were drow- 
ned. Others being ready to embarke , and not knowing the cauſe of this combuſtion, 


E thinking themſelucs ro be indanger of death , caftthemſclues into the river which is kvifr 


and deepe in that place. Thethird Boate being 'ouer-laden , was ouerturned and moſt of 


them drowned: others ſceking to ſauetheirlives by the current of the ſtreame vpon a cau- 
ſey of ſtone which ranne croſle the River , were ſoone ſwallowed vp in thoſe gulfes. 
Morcoucr,thcre wasa rope faſhioned tocither banke for the paſſage of the Boatgs, at the 
which there wetc ſome 30 Souldiers hung, but the Kings men cutting the rope they were 
caryed away with the violence of the ſtreame. The King was much difpleaſed at this 
inſolency and commanded luſtice ſhould be'done. 4 


Clerac being reduced to the Kings obedience,they made choice of foure or five of the Exeanionof 
moſt mutinous to ſuffer forthe reſt, which were one of the Conſulls , a Profor, and his ſ9meatClerac, 


F ſonne who was a Miniſter,a Phyſitian and a Shoomakera very turbulent man; They were 


condemined by the Grand-Prouoſt to be hanged, and were executed, burthe Phyſitian 
being ready todie,had his pardon brought him,by the interceſſion of the kings Phyfitian. 

Having given order for rhe razing of the fortifications of Clerac,theking went towards 
Agen,but before his departure the Duke of Mayenne was come vnto him,who had charge 
to treeall thoſe little Townes reuolted beyond the River of Garrone, and then to paſſe ar 


Thouloulſo and ioyne with his Maieftie at Montauban. Being at Agen, the Townes of 


Ecirac,Leytoure,and Totrnon,brovghttheir keyes vntothe King : the like did the towns

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1621 Of Suretie in Armaignac vnto the Duke of Mayenne,namely Mauveſin , L'Ifle in Iordan, A 
Tow offire- Manſieux and Mas of Verdun. The Duke hauing paſtthe Garrone, wentto aſlault the 
rrpeckded » Tower of Barira, intothe which they of Montauban had put 200 men, who yeelded yp. 

Kingand qn compoſition : The Duke deliveredit vnto the owner vpon condition that hee ſhould 
Dot Mayen» maintainc 50 Souldiers for the defence thereof, but they of Montauban recouered it 
Albiac tzken& ſooneafter , and.{lew all which made reſiſtance. The Duke went and beſieged Albiac, 
TI bye here they refuſed to lodgehim, and put themſelues in Armes : ſoas inthree dayes ſiege 

oy" the Duke loſt aboue 200men : but in the end having forced them with the Cannon , to 

yceld to his mercy,he cauſed the Captaine, the Conſulls, and 20 of the chiefe Burgeſles 
ro be hanged: the reſt were put to ranſome, and thoſe which could not pay, were bound, R 
and ſent afterwards to ſerue as Pioners at the fiege of Montauban : They write that the 
cauſe wherefore the Duke vſed fo much rigor at Albiac , was for that (beſides the vio- 
lent vſage of the Kings Souldiers by them of Montauban, when they fell into their 
hands) Monſ* de Yignolles Marſhall of the Campe had been ſorc hurt at thisficge. Thoſe 
Divers townes of the Religion of Realleuille within one League of Albiac , which had likewiſe prepared 
womit them- to endurea fiege , ſeeing this hard vſage, abandoned their Towne. The Inhabitants of 
; Cauſſade vpon their ſuite, were received to obedience. The like did Bourniquet,Negre- 
pelliſſe,and Biule, Saint Anthoinne a little ſtrong Towne in Rouergne, ſent their keyes by 
one of their Conſulls, with proteſtation to maintaine themfelues in the Kings obedience, 
but marching thither, andbeing within one Gaſcoigne league, hee receiued intelligence C 
that they were reuolted, they ſending him word that their Conſull had betrayed them in 
his Commiſſion. The Duke preparing to beſiege it, hee had commandment fromthe 

Kingto come with his troopes of Montauban. 
> 274 Onthe fourth of Auguſt, there was a Hollanders ſhip taken at Cet in Languedoc on 
CeinLangue. his manner. About midnight, this Shippecame toan Ancre, within musker ſhot of the 
dec. ſhore, the Capraine, with three ſquldiers,and an Interpreter landed. They found a fiſher- 
man of whom they demanded in what cauntry they were £ who before he would anſwer, 
asked them if they were ofthe Religion v»and they anſivering yea, he ſaid alſo he was one« 
The Capraine hearing this,diſcouered his voyage vnto him : he preſently conducted him 
into the Citadell of Cet, makinghim bglecue the Gouernor was couſin to Monſ: de Cha- 
ſlillon, who recejued him very courteouſly. Having enquired the Captaines name, he ſent 
Graſſy the Fiſherman tothe Souldiers aboard, to come to land by commandement from 
their Captaine, The Gouernor having chtertained them, he preſently ſent twelue of his 
ſouldiers to ſcize vpon the ſhip ; who being Maſters thereof, they diſcharged all the 
Ordnance of the ſhip and Citadel for joy. The next day morning the Duke of Mont- 
morency came from Pezenas, and viſited the ſhip : where they write, he found fix double 
__— Cannons, and eight Field-pecces, befides eight other which belonged to the ſhip ; 4000 
the ſhip, Muskets, 4000 Carabins, 2500 Piſtols, 2500 Pikes, 500 Curaſſes, 500 Souldiers-coates, 
200 Quinrals of powder, a great number.of bullets for Ordnance, and great ſtore of Lead 
for ſmall-ſhot, with a number of planckes for the ſervice of the warre, which wood was E 
valuedat 4009 Crownes. This ſhip was giuen to Eſfizault Gouernor of Cer, and the Fi- 
ſherman had 200 Piſtols : the armes were caryed to Pezenas and Agde. They write that 
the whole fraught of this ſhip was valuedat 200000 Crownes,and that it did belong tothe 

Churches of the Circle of baſe Languedoc. 

The King had madethe Duke of Eſpernon Generall of his Army in Xaintonge and 
Aulnis, who 'approached neere vnto Rochel, with 4000 Foot, and eight Cornets of 
TO EELL Horſe, where there were many skirmiſhes,encounters,and cxploits of armes, which were 
too tedious to relate in particular. In one of them the Seigneur of Ls Noxe being of the 
» Rochellers party was taken : He had obtained a paſſ.port from the Duke of Eſpernon to 
ſeea ſiſter of his who lay ſicke, vpon condition that he ſhould come vnto him : he came, F 
and the Duke coniured him to returne vnto the Kings ſervice, laying before him the ho- 
nor which his Father and Grandfather had purchaſed by ſeruing their Kings well : but he 
pronalics nothing : hauing ſcene his ſiſter, he returned to Rothel, where hee reſolned to 
yan ambuſcado ina wood, to ſurprize ſome of the Kings men which went daily to the 
gates of Rochel. Bur he continued fo long in his ambuſcado, with 20 curaſſes without 
any diſcouery, as they were forced to ſend to the next village tor meat: the peſant which 
broughtir, obſcrucd the place and the number, and acquainted the Duke of Eſpernon 
therewith, 
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A therewith, who preſently lent 60 men of Armes, who ſeazed vpon all the approches of | G21 


the Ambuſcado. L4 Noue was on the top of a Tree with a per;peCiue-glaſſe, to ſee if 


he could diſconer any one in field ; but he was ſo ſuddainely ſurpriſed,as he had no leyſure 
ro get to Horſe-backe,but was forced to yeeld tothe Baron of Nieuil, having 7 of his men 
flaine, and 8 taken priſoners. Being brought to the Duke of Eſpernon, hee received him 
courteouſly, tellinghim he was to blame he had not belecued him, when he entreared 
him to leaue Rochel and acknowledge the King, yet he was glad to ſee him in goodeſtate 
and'not hurt, andrhat hee would aduertiſe his Maieſty. The Duke, did only blocke vp 
Rochel by land, ſo as they could haveno commerce with their Neighbours ; He gathers 
B vp their rents from their Farmers, neither could they receiue, cither Corne, wine,or any 
other commodities by land,ſo as their onely helpe was by Sca. 

There was diuifion among the Proteſtants in the Circle of baſe Languedoc, Gevau- 
dan,Viuarez,and the Sauennes,of the which Mozſ: de Chaſtillon, had been made Prouin- 
ciall Generall by the aflembly of Rochel : ſome of the milder ſpirits, deſired ro yecld 0. 
bedience to the King , and to cnioy the liberty of their conſciences according to his E- 
dids : but ſuch as were zealous forthe aſſembly of Rochel prevailed , which bred much 
alreration inthoſe parts. They grew icalous of Morſe de Chaſtillon, They callanaſl:. 
. ſemblie ar Niſmes,where they frame many complaints againſt him : That hee cuntem- 
ned the Generall aſſembly, and would nor approue the Vnion : Thar he had intelligence 
with the enemies of their partie : That he diſcountenanced all ſuch as were affeed to the 
Churches : Thar he had hindered the ſuccors of Saint TIohn D*'Angely, whereby had fol- 
lowed rtheloſſe of Guienne : That he would not doe any thing againſt the Kings willand 
pleaſure :' That he had ſovght to diuide the Prouinces from the generall Afſemblic, and 
had giuen- ſupport roalt ſuch as would forſake it, with-many ſuch like. Whereuponthe 
Afemblie,as well by the conſent of the general Afemblyas that of theſe Prouinces, and 
the generall deſire of the Churches.being forced Doe neceflitic of affaires, wherinall de- 
layes (they ſaid) would be preiudiciall : Theydecl

all Chargcs and Dignities which he had held inthe nameof the Church, arid particularly fir mil:

him expreſſcly ro exerciſeany fation of Generallor Gouernor, in the ſame Generality 
or Gouernments, vpon paine to be declared an open enemy : And alfo, forbidding all men 
which made profeſſion of the Religion, to acknowledge him for Generall, nor to receiue 
any order from him, orany other in his name, touching the warre or Treaſure, without 
the expreſſe reſolution of the Aſſembly. 5 

There were many enterpriſes and ſurpriſes on cither partie in baſe Languedoc and Vi- 
uarez, *during the moneths of Iuly and Auguſt. Monf.de Montmorency Governor for the 


King in-Languedoc, had receiued commandement to ſpoile the Harueſt 8& Vintage about 


Niſmes and Montpellier. M.de Chaſtillon had lodged his troops neere to Montpellier to Adeftar of 400 


E prevent is. And they of Niſines entertained ſome troops to that end about their Towne. 
The Duke of Montmorency vnderftanding that they of Niſmits had lodged 400 men in 
Marguerite, a great viliage entrenched, a league from their Towne; he reſolves to defear 
them, and lodge in that place, to annoy them of Niſmes during the harueſt. Hee had 
drawne together 300 horſe and 3 500foot, with which he marched by night cow:rd Mar- 
oucrite, and in the morning gaue a furious charge,and forced them to retire notwithſtan- 
ding all their reſiſtance : in which retreat very many were flaine, ſo as in the end ſuch as 
were fled inte a Tower and the Church, demanded compoſition for theic livesand armes, 
the which was granted, they being in all nor above foureſcore men. There game out of 
Niſmes't 500 foot and 5co horſe; bur they found' it difficult to relieve them with any 
F ſafety; ſeeing the Dukes army in iront of them with two peeces of Ordnance,which made 
them retire. 7 
-In'Aprilthis yeare,the Pope had granted a general Tubile,to pray vnto Godto protec 
anddefend his Church, and to rootour all hereſies. Hee gloried to ſee his eldeſt ſonne of 
the Church tciumph' over his enemies, ſending him a Letrer, which was preſented vnto 
him at thefiege of Clerac : whereby hee encouraged the King to continue his viRorious

Acmes vpon any good occafion, if they might haue a leader. The Aſſembly make choice 
of Yatewille called Mont-Chriſtien (who had been in Gergeau and Sancerre when they 
were taken) knowing him tobe a man of ation, fit for troubles , mutinous and faQtious, 
whom they appointcd to go and leauie men in Normandy, and to draw them ofthe Reli. 

ion vnto Armes. He came to Rochelin Iuly,where he ſtayed r5 dayes to conferr with 
the Afſemblie ; And as he was a good ſpeaker, ſo he promiſed them Mountaines: They 


deliuered vato him many commiſſions with mony & bills of exchange,toleauic regiments B 


of foot and ſome Companies of horſe in Mayen, and the neighbour Provinces : which 
Commiſſons were of this Tenour. That rhe Churches being perſecuted by the cne- 
mies of their Religion which abuſed the Kings affeionand conſcience, (vnder whoſe 
humble ſubieQion and obedience, they proteſted before God and men to continue inuis« 
lably,acknowledging that he was giuen them of God,to be their Soueraigne Lord) It was 
neceſſary to vſe aiuft defence, and to oppoſe lawfull and naturall meanes to violence and 
oppreſſion, to maintaine his Maicſties authority, and Edidts, the liberty of Conſcience, 
and ſafety of their lives. To which end they gaue out their commiſſions to whom they 
pleaſed, by vertue of theauthoritie giuen them by all the Churches of France, and Soue- 
ragintie of Bearne. 

P ateuille being come from Rochel,before he deAuered his Commiſſions he viſits many 
Gentlemen of Mayen and Normandie, aſwell of the reformed Religionas others of their 
fation: Hee imparts his defigne to none but ſuch as hee knew well affced to the par- 
tie; and inthe end being aſſured of diuers Captaines , he deliuers them Commiſſionsand, 
Money, to leauie men ſpeedily, and to be rcady to goe to field ypon the firſt command 
they ſhall receiue from the Aﬀemblic at Rochel, which hee thought would be in the be- 
ginning of OKober. In the meane time Y ateuile being affiſted by 10 or 12 of his meſt 
confident Captaines, didoften viſit them of the partie in baſe Normandie, and giues them 
a Rendezuous on the xx of Oftober, neere the Foreſt of Andaine by Alenſon, where hee 


had already ſome numbers aſſembled , who began to ſpoyle the neighbouring Townes 


and Villages,and had already attempted to ſurpriſe diuers ſtrong houſes and the Caftle of 
Carrouge. The Duke of Longueuille Goucrnor ofthe Prouince, and cMonſerr de Ma- 
tignon Licutcnant general, aduertiſed of Y arenilles defignes,came to Alenſon & Donfront, 
in the beginning of Ottober. Yatcxille continues his prattices, and aſſures them of the 
partie,that there would be 5'or 6000 menat the Rendezuous. Onthe 7 of October,hee 
came toa Borrough called Touraills 5 leagues from Falaize , and as much from Den- 
front,accompanied onely with 6 of his Captaines,and the groome of his chamber: They 
came intoan Inne and called ſpeedily for their Supper , ſeeming by their talke that they 
meant not to ſtay long, 


man whom he knew tobe well affeQed to the Kings ſeruice. He ranne vp to the Caſtle 
(a quarter of a league from the Borrough) and told his Lord what gueſts were at his 
houſc,and that he ſuppoſed them to be 7 atenilleand his Captaines. The Gentleman re- 
{olued inſtantly to ſerve the King in this occafion,or to loſe his life. He ſent preſently to 
ewo Gentiemen his neighbours, intreates them to come vnto him on an eccaſion wheron 
the Kings ſeruice depended and the ſafety of the Countrie ; but whilſt they prepared their 
Armes to goe, a Souldier by miſchance ſhot off a pecce in the court of the Caſtle, which 
madethena feare that this noiſe would make 7 ateitc diſlodge , wherefore hee aduanced 
ſpeedily with ſuch menas he had,to inueft the Inne:but comming forth hee mer with two 


Gentlemen,and 3 or 4 Souldiers whichcame to aſſiſt him, being inall go perſons : Com- F 


ming tothe Inne, they ſaw by the Candle in Y ateuiles lodging that they were about to 
diſlodge : And for thatno man knew them well , he ſent tocommand them inthe Kings 
name to tell their names,and lay downe their armes, 7 atenille called himſelf Champeasx : 
but hearinga noiſe about the Houſe and inthe hall, they came downe well armed, andat 
the ſtaires foot ſlew 2 Gentlemen and one Souldier,and hurt ſome ethers. Toxraillesand 
hiscompany charged Y atexille,who was laine ypon the place;his groome was wounded 
and taken.the other 7 being ſore hurt, eſcaped by the dajkneſſe of the Night, paſing on

A foot through che riucr-neere vnto the Irine. The'next day morning they were met by the 


Countr-y-pcople, much troubled with their wounds, whereof ſome dyed; 'and the reſt 
retyred to {ore places of ſtrength. 7awailles rooke their horſes and baggage; and cauſirig 
the dead body, with the priſoner, to be caryed to his Caftle, giues the armes, horſes and 
baggage torhe Gentlemen and Souldiers which had afliſted him : examines the Groome, 


; who confeſſeth that it was 7 ateville his maſter whom they had flaine, and diſcouers ma- 


ny things-importing the King ſeruice, Early in-the morning, T exr4illes aduertiſeth Ar. de 
Matignoz, the D. of Longueville, andthe Parliament of Rouen'of this accident ; ſending 


alſo a Gentleman poſte to the King lying before Montauban. They proceeded criminally 
B againſt his body at Donfront,whitherie was ſent, where they condemned it ro be broken, /«eviliesbody 
burnt, and the aſhes caſt into the winde. His ſcruanticenfeſſed,; thar ſome of his maſters **&=ac. 


Commiſſions which were not yet diſtributed,remained with one Yertez a couſin of Y ate= 
villies, where they found 48 Commiſſions hidden in a cheſt. This ſeruice done by Tos: 
railles was much commended, and the death of the rwo Gentlemen which were ſlaine 
greatly lamented. Theſe newes were very pleaſing to theKing,whowrote vnto Towrailles, 
thanking him for the good ſcruice he had done him, and aſſured him hee ſhould finde the 
effes of his loue and bounty when occaſion ſhould be offered. £0 


- TheKing comes to Agen the tenth of Auguſt : He medirates on nothing but the ſiege 


of Montauban, which was the chicfe bulwarke and refuge for the Proteſtants in high Gui- 


C cnneand Languedoc. This was an enterpriſe of great importance: for if hee rakes this 


Towne, all the reſt will cafily yeeld thernſelues vader the yoake of obedience ; if he faile,

the honor of his former vitorics will beblemiſhed. He propounds ir to his 'Councell of Opinivas rou- 


warre; in the which there were diuerſfties of opinions. They which were againſt the pre- 
ſent ſiege obieced foure Reaſons. Firſt, theneernes of Autumne, the father of diſcaſes, 
which would be thedeath ofthe ſouldiers, who cating new fruits and grapes, would bee

inſtantly afflicted with contagious diſeaſes, burning agues, purples;and bloody flixes, The. S2<- 


ſecond was the ordinary ouer-flowing of the river of Tarn, in September, by reaſon of 


the raine which the Southerly windes engender at that time in thoſe Countries, and in 
March by the melcing of the ſnow from the mountaines : which raine ceaſing, and the ri- 


D uer being retyred within its channell, leaues the Countrey about Monrauban (being a fat 


rich ground) ſo bad, myrie, and ſlippery, that they ſhould not bee able to retire for the 
ſpace of three weekes. Thirdly, the fortifications of the place, being the refuge of all the 
reuolted and reſolute men of their party, with the obftinacie of the inhabirants. And 
fourthly, the Duke of Rohan who was at Millaud, where he aſſembled the ſuccors of the 
neighbour-Prouinces, being moſt of the Religion : being more neceſſary to goe and de- 
fear him, and to clenſe the Countries of Albigeois and Rouereue. Finally,thar it was con- 
uenient ro delay the ſiege of Monrauban vntill:April following: and in the ritane time 


to leaue ſtrong gariſons in the neighbour-Townes, to hinder their trafficke, aricut off 


their viauals. 


E © They which held the contrary opinion, ſaid, Thatthe oucr-fowing of Tarne hapned 
but in the end of October : and that in twe moneths and a halfe they might caſily take 


Montauban, if it were nor releeued with men and viuals. That the infolcnt humor of the 
inhabitants of Montauban would neuer agree with the Souldiers. That againſt the preten- 
ded ſuccours of the Duke of Rohan, his Maieſtic might ſend his Light-horſe into Albi- 
ocois, to fight with them vpon all occafions, being well aduertiſed that his chiefe Forces 
conſiſted onely in Foor, andthat his Cheuallery was nothing worth. That it would ble- 
miſh the reputation of his Maieſtiesarmes, to pafſe towards Albigeois and Rouergue,and 
leaue ſuch a Towne as Montauban at his backe, the which would preſently reuiue a rebel- 
lion inall the Townes reduced vpon the river of Garonne, in Quercy, and Perigord, 


F whilſt the Kings army ſhould be fighting for the paſſages of the mounraines, where 100 


men may oppoſe themſelues to anarmy ; and where it is not good to bee but when the

weather is duſty and dry, and not during the ſtocmes of ſnow which reigne there. That 


thediſcommoditie of Aurumne and ofnew fruits, might be found as well in Albigeois 8

fac, and from thence to his quarter in the CaftlegfPicquecor, a little league from Mon- 
tauban, on the 17 of Auguſt. The Duke of Mayen,:and- the Marſhall of Themines came

. . vnto his people, hoping.hee ſhould preuaile ſo much with them of Montauban, as they 
ſhould ccaue pardon. The King promiſed to pardon their offence, if they would ſubmit 
theniſelues vnder his obedience : being content that the Duke ſhould enter into Monrau« 
ban; ſceing he ſazd hehad no other If but to perſwade them to obedience. Being en- 
tred, he found that the Earle of Bolfrand a Biernois (otherwiſe: called Captain Mazeres)

where his Highnes: had giuen him for his norable ſeruice, the little Earledome of Bol- 
frand, had made the peo T- to chuſe him for their Commander : yet ſome ſay £Monſ: de 
Ix Force, had the charge. For the goucrnment of affaires, there was a Councell choſen, 
conlthing of the Miniſter Chamier, the Conſuls, and fixe others ofthe molt zealous of 
tnc party.

don in particular, and the reaſon they had to procure it. Hee ſhewed them that for the 
combuſtions which were in all Europe, there was no meanes for them to hope for any 
ſuccours from ſtrangers : And that Kings and Princes embraced not their proteRtion, 
The anf'rerof Whole ruine they had no intereſt, To whom the firſt Confill (hauing taken aduice of the 
thewofMen.

B to aſſault the place, but they were repulſed with ſuch reſolution, as they loſt twoandthir- 


tie men of note, and forty ſouldiers. a 26 

This was the firſt diſgrace receiued before Montauban , the which was the ſame 
night ſomewhat moderated by the newes which the King received , that the Duke of 
Angouleſme had defeated the Marquis of Maloze, hauing three thouſand foot and foure ,,_,.. aloof 
hundred and fifry horſe at Fauch, where they had foure hundred men flaine vpon the walo:e dee 
place, and two hundred wounded, amongſt the which were aboue forty Gentlemen , or fcatcd. / 
Capraines, with aboue an hundred priſoners. 

On the Dakes fide were ſlaine three Commanders , with twenty light-horſemen , 
and fifteene, or ſixteenc hurt : about thirtie or forty footmen flaine. Afﬀeer which 
defeat , there was an accord made by the Dake-with the Marquis of Maloze, That 
he,the Seigneur of Cauſſe,the Baron of Senegas, with the Colanels, Captaincs, Com- 
manders,and Souldiers,fhould promiſe vpon oath, not to cary Armes, during the ſpace 
of fixe moneths vpon any pretext whatſocuer, but for the Kings ſervice. In regard wher- 
of,they ſhould vnder the Kings good pleaſure, have a generall pardon ro enioy the benefit 
of the Edicts.as well for the libertie of their conſciences,as for their lives and goods. Thar 
they ſhould depart out of the Fort of Fauch, with their lives, armes and baggage ,and re- 
tire whither they pleaſed, with a ſafe conduct if they defired it. 

But let vsreturne to the ſiege of Montauban. The batteries at Ville-Bourbon, conti- 
nued the third and fourth of September , vntill foure of the clocke in the afternoone.

The Duke of Mayen, hauing with infinit royle aduanced his trenches vnto the edge of 
the Ditch,and planted his Gabions,on the ſeuentcenth of September : the D. of Guiſe 
(newly come from Prouence tothe Armiec,) and the Earle of Schomberg comming to 
ſee him in his Tent, he told them that he would ſhew them his vvalkes, bringing them to 
the end of his trenches and Gabions, where he meant to plant a new battery within Muſ. 
ket ſhot of the beſieged; where being diſcouered by the enemy, they made certaine Muf. 
ket ſhot atthem without any harme,onely the Earle of Schombergs hat was ſhot off. The 
Duke of Mayenne looking backe to ſee whence'ir came,was ſhot inrothe left eye vvitha 
musket bullet and ſlaine vpon rhe place , which preſently pur all the quarter into armes,

At the brute hereof the ſouldiers had no courage to rake their Armes; the Commanders ( 


and Captaines wepr: But the ſorrow vvasf. rre greater in the Kings q uarter, His Maieſty 
who had a great intereſt 1n the loſfe of this generous Prince , wept bitterly , and could 
hardly reſolue for the ſpace of cight daycs ; nor be diverted from his melancholy. All 
France ſhewed great feelings of griefe tor }.is death : bur eſpecially the Citie of Paris, 
which vpon the newes of ſo great an accidert, wentabour to thruſt a ſword into her 
owne boſome,and conſume her ſclfe in a crucll ſedition, if by the wiſedame of her Go. 


ucrnours, and Magiſtrates, this fire had n>r beene quenched in the beginning. The Duke . 


of Guile after his couſins death, returned into Provence, to prepare a Fleet againſt'Ro- 
chel. His Maieftic tooke time to diſpoſe of his Gouernments. The Prince of Ioinuille 


was made great Chamberlaine of France in recompence ofhis vertue , and to binde him

The Duke of Rohan hauing na meanes to relieue Montauban by force, the Marquis Succours ſens 
of Maloze being defeated by the Duke of Angouleſme,he ſentBeaufort with twelue hun- toMontauban, 


dred men to ſuccour the Towne'; who got to Saint Antonin, where hee was preſſed to 
haſten his ſuccours, elſe Montauban weuld be loſt : whereupon he reſolued to march by 
the plaine , comming about midnight neerevnto the towne , where there was a ſtrong 
E Barricado, guarded by three hundred men.

Paſſing by C 
Griere, within a league vf Grenoble, on the fixteenth of October to goeto Mure, the 
Country people growing jealous,demanded whither they wentthe Earle anſwered they 
had nothing to doe ; ſoasfrom wordsthey fell ro blowes, in which confli& there were 
three Peſants ſlaine, and fix hurt, whereby the Earle had a free paſſage; after which they 
made what ſpeed they could, yet knew not whither they went : in'theendrhey came to a 
Village called S. Mury, where they intreated a Peſant to diretrhem their way,promifing 
him foure piſtols : thePeſant offred his.feruice willingly ; but hee willed his Boy to goe 
and aduertiſe the Commons, whileſt he led them through the rocks of Murinette, where 
they wereno ſooner entred, but they were eneountred by three or foure hundred Peſants, 
armed after their manner, who cried varo them , Stand and deliueryourarmes, elſe you H 
atedead men, TheEarle and his followers , ſeeingthemſclues ina place of ſuch diſad- 
uantape, ſceke to ſaue themſclues ; but the Earle of Suze, and ſome gentlementothenum- 
berof twenty fiue were takenand caried ro Grenoble. The Pelants purſued the reft , 
and tooke fourteene more, among the which there were found diuers lettersto M. ae 
Montbran, with a plot of the Towne, and on which fide they ſhould affaulc it. - The 
Peſants were rewarded with ſome money, and thehorſes and armes of them which 
were taken. 
This firſt enterpriſe againſt Grenoblebeing diſcouered, they within the towne which 
rexpriſeroſcize had intelligence with Montbrun plotted a ſecond, but the meanesto aduertiſe him was 
ypon Grenoble yery difficult : they muſt of neceſſity paſſe by Port de Clay, two leagues from Grenoble, B 
which was well guarded, Bosffier,an Aduocate in Parliament tooke the charge vpon him, 
and drew the inſtruions of the enterpriſe, who having giuen them ro his Clerk,ro carie to 
Montbrun. and for the more ſatety he puthim into a Wine-pipe, and laid it in a Cart, 
which paſſeth Clay without any diſcovery; hauing gone a quarter ofa league further, the 
Carter beat out the head of the veſlcll, and the Clerke went his way towards Mextbrun : 
he preſently encounters with another Clerke his great companion and friend, who en- 
quired of his journey, and he like a filly fellow diſcouered vnto. him the enterpriſe, pro- 
miſing him mountaines if hee would make one. The other ſeemesto be glad, giues him 
great thankes, and promiſeth to goe with him, entreating him to ſtay bur halfe an houre 
yntill he had done ſome neceflacy buſineſſe. In the meane time he runs ſpeedily to Clay F 
toaduertiſe them which were in Guard, who poſt afterand ſeize vpon the Clerke ; they

The ſame day that Monheur was taken,his Maieſty was aduertiſed that Royanhad been 

deliuered to Monſeur de Soubiſe, by meanes of the inhabitants , the caſtle was delivered vn- 

tro him with this ſhimefull compoſition, That the Captaines brother, who was Lieute- 

nant in the place, ſhould remaine Governor. Who comming ſoone atter vnto the King, 

was-delivered into the Grand Prouoſts hands. 

Rochel, as you haue heard, was blocked vp by land, by the Duke of Eſpernon andhis 
troops. His Maieſties intent was to doe the like by ſea; forthe co whereof, he had B 
giuen orderto the Duke of Neuersto cauſe five goodly ſhips to be made, the which be- 
ing riggedand made ready at Diepe, about the midſt of October, and furnifhed with can« 
non andall things neceſlary, they ſer faile, but being vpon the coaſt of Bricanic,they were 
diu:d:dby a rempeſt ; two of them were caſt vpon the coaſt of England, and the other 
three anchored vnder Bel-Ifle. In Nouember,ſayling towards the Iflc of Re,they were 
encountred by tenne Rochellers, who ſuncke one, rooke another, and the third fled to 
Brouagc. | 

His Maicſty hauing reſoluedto returne to Paris, and to put his army during the winter 
into garifon, in the townes of Guicnne, to keepe Saint Foy in awe ; hee gaue the charge 
thereof tothe Dake of Elbeuf. The long ſiege of Mentauban had cauſed Monſexr de Mont- C { 
brun to reuiue his defignes in Daulphine, and to make vie of his Commiſſion which hee 
had from the Aſſembly at Rochel, hoping to make himſelfe as great a man as his father 
had formerly beene. The pretext of their taking armes, was the burning of the Temple 
at Charenton , and for that it was giuen our, they had murthered divers of them of the 
Religion at Paris. The Eſtate of Daulphine was very confuſed, where the ſouldiers on 
either fide committed a thouſand inſolencies: the people cried out ; the paſſages were not 
fafe , Grenoble fearing ſurpriſes, fortified itſelfe ; the inhabitants were burthened with 
oreat guards ; the gates were barricadoed both within and without ; and no man durſt 
ſpeake his mind freely, nor tell of which party he was. | 

The Dake D' £ſdrgnieres ariuedin the-beginning of December : his returne freed the H 1 
inhabitants of Grenoble from their feate,and terrified Montbruns troops ; hauing diſmiſ- 
ſed moſt ofthe companies which had-beene leauied by commiſfion, he freedthe country 


. from the oppreſſion of ſouldicrs. Hontbranand tholc of his party aſſembled ſooneafter 


at Die, and {ent the Seigneur of Champoleon to the Duke, who would not heare him, 
ſending them word thar he would not receiue any one of thcir partie before they had ſent 
him a Declaration and promiſe to diſarme, and ro ſubmit themſelues to the Kings ſer- 
uice vnder the benefit of the Edidts : which having done, he cauſed this following order 
to be publiſhed, for the ſerling ofa peace in Daulphine.

The D. of Eſpernon,as you haue heard, had held Rochel blocked vp by land, but win- 
ter approaching, he was forced to leaue his lodgings. The Kings Fleet which ſhould 


- haueſtopped theirentry by Sea, had many miſ-fortunes, ſo as the Rochellers were Ma- 


ſters ofthe Sea of Guienne, with an armie ofthirty Ships, and one Gally. 

eMonſeur de Saint Luc,Gouernor of Brouage was made Commander of the Kings 
Fleet, the which ſhould lye betwcene Chefdebois,and the point of Coreille,and foblock 
vp Rochel. Bur he was aduertiſed about the ſixch of Oftober 1621,by two Flemmith ſhips 
that the Chevallier de Razilly (who commanded thoſe veſſels which had becne rigged in C 


the Ports of Bretagne) was towards the North of the lle of Re, with fourteene ſhips,and 


| hadbeaten the Fort of Saint Martin,with his Cannon,and taken thirtie ſhips thereabouts 


of diuers countries and laden with diuers merchandize, which hee had ſent withone of 
his men of warre into the river of Maran. The Rochellers being aduertiſed by one of 
their party, ofRazilly his exploit,and that he battered their Fort of Re, together with 


* theeſtate of thoſe veſſels taken by him , and brought into thar Riuer, rigged ont in 


all hafte thirtie ſhips, and one Gally to affaile Razilly , and to bring backe thoſe hee 
had taken. | | 

This newes being brought to £Moxnſ: de Saint Luc, cauſed him preſently to embarke 
in his owne ſhip ofa hundred Tunnes onely , appointing three others which by chance D 


-- were at Brouage to follow him and goe and ioyne with Razilly , with whom after 


ſome hazard and danger of the Rochellers hee mer; and boarding him, vnderftood 


_ of him that hee had had a combate with the Rochellers bur two dayes before, and 


thar they had recouered their thirtie Ships which were in the River of Maran and his 


- owne manof Warre. 


This miſchance made MHonſeur de Saint Luc reſolue to goe in good order, and 


fight with the Rochellers, although they were in greater number then the Kings ſhips; 


who finding them to the Notth of the lle of Re, hardaboard the ſhore, in a place 
where the Kings Flect could not approach them, drawing too much water, except 


- onely the Pinaces, whereof one running aground vpon the Shelfe of. Cornau, it was E 


preſently inueſted by the Rochellersand raken. cMonſeur de Saint Luc having no meanes 
to draw the Rochellers to fight ; and being prefled with want of viduals, munition 
and men, reſolucd to retire to Brouage : where hauing furniſhed their Fleet with what 


' was neceſlarie : the Rochellers came with five and twenty faile, to: Charge the Kings 


Fleet, who prepared themſclues to defend two of the Duke of Nevers ſhips which 


. weterunne on ground, which they battercd with ſuch violence, as in the end they 


boarded them, and caried them to Rochel, Morſ: de Saint Lac hauing'no meanes to re- 
licuethem, by reaſon of the winde and tyde. 


After this, the Rochellers hauing no meancs to annoy the Kings Fleet, they reſol- 


_ uedto make a pallifado of ſhipsin the Channel! at the entrie of Brouage to keepe the F 


Kings Fleet from comming out : Bur Moxſeur de Saint Luc foreſceing this deſigne, 
made inleſſe then fixe dayes a Fort of carth, enuironed with plankes and pyles, without 
the entry of the Hauen of Brouage, and placed thereon three Cannons. ' 

When the Rocheller came to make their pallifado, and ſinke their Veſſels laden with 


. ftones ; Monſear de Saint Luc being in the Fort, ſo plyed them with ſhot from 


thehce,the Towne, and ſome ſhips vnder faile, that the Rochellers did but what they 
could, and not whatthey had proieaed; whoas ſoone as they were gone , had their ww 
cls

A ſels to make their palliſado which thef had ſunke, weighed vp 2paine, and by this meanes x &2.2, 


theentrie of Brouage, remained as freeas before. 

This done, Monſeur de Saint Luc, towinne time, rigged vp the reſt of the ſhipping 
in the Hauecn of Brouage, with the which hauing two or three times attempred ro goc 
to Sea, and finding ſtill the windes contrarie , hee was in the end conſtrained by the 1m- 
portunitic of his Capraines, to reſolue to ſtay ſtill rhere vntill the King had given order 
for the men which ſerned his Maieſtie in his ſhips, whoſe time was now expired, and 
for other ſupplyes which they wanted. | ; 

Thus the Rochellers being Maſters of the Sea of Guienne, did dayly inuent 
B new meanes how they might ruine this Fleet in the Hauen of Brouage, and in the 
end concluded to burne it : to which effe&they ſent three burning veſſels with winde 
and tyde to breake in vpon them. But Monſeur de Saint Luc had alſo preuented this by 
ſending out certaine long Boats with hookes and chaines of iron to draw them our of the 
current vponthe owſe, where they conſumed without any hurt doing. - Afterwards 
the Rochelters attempted to makea ſecond Palliſado of Ships inthe entrance ofthe Ha- 
uen of Brouage, but it tooke no effeR. 


The King being come to Paris, hee conferred the Gouernment of the Citadel TheKing ai: 
ſerh of the

Goucrnmentts, 


of Amiens, vpon the Conſtables ſonne, and made the Marſhall of Cadenet his Vn- 
cle Lieutenant. He putanother Gouernour into Amboiſe, and changed the Gouer- 
nours and Gariſons of Calais and Bullen. Into Calais he put the Scigneur of Pallai- 
ſeau, an ancient ſcruant of the Crowne of France. Monſeur D' Anmont had the 
command of Bullen, and La Fere was committed to Beaumont who had beenc in Kil- 
beuf. Thus after the Conſtables death, there were great changes in the places which 
he held. 


In the beginning of the yeare, ſome of the Religion , had thruſt themſelves into porniquerin *

had now held it ſome three weekes) craue compoſition, and have it granted them by the

The Rochellers of whom wee haue formerly made mention, had. made them- Enterpriſes 
ſclues Maſters of the Sea of Gnienne, and kepr the Kings Fleet ſhut vp in the Port made by the

The D. of Eſpernon,as you haue heard, had held Rochel blocked vp by land, but win- 
ter approaching , hewas forced to leaue his lodgings. The Kings Fleet which ſhould

ſtersofthe Sea of Guienne, withan armie ofthirty Ships, and one Gally. 
Monſeur de Saint Luc,Gouernor of Brouage was made Commander of the Kings 


Fleet, the which ſhould lye betwcene Chefdebois,and the point of Coreille,and ſoblock 


vp Roche]. Bur he was aduertiſed abourthe ſixch of Oftober 1621,by two Flemmiſh ſhips 
that the Chevallicr de Razilly (who commanded thole veſſels which had becne rigged in C 
the Ports of Bretagne) was towards the North of the lle of Re, with fourteene ſhips,and 


| hadbeaten the Fort of Saint Martin,with his Cannon,and taken thirtie ſhips thereabouts 


of diners countries and laden with divers merchandize, which hee had ſent withone of 
his men of warre into the river of Maran. The Rochellers being aduertiſed by one of 
their party, ofRazilly his exploit, and that he battered their Fort of Re, together with 


' the eſtate of thoſe veſſels taken by him , and brought into thar River, rigged out in 


all haſte thirtie ſhips, and one Gally to aſſaile Razilly , and to bring backe thoſe hee 
had taken. | 

This newes being brought to £Moxſ: de Saint Lac, cauſed him preſently tro embarke 
in his owne ſhip ofa hundred Tunnes onely , appointing three others which by chance D 


-- were at Brouage to follow him and goe and ijoyne with Razilly , with whom after 


ſome hazard and danger of the Rochellers hee mer; and boarding him, vnderftood 


_ of him that hee had had a combate with the Rochellers bur two dayes before, and 


that they had recouered their thirtic Ships which were in the Riuer of Maran and his 


- owne manof Warre, 


This miſchance made Monſeur de Saint Lus reſoluc to goe in good order, and 


- fight with the Rochellers, although they were in greater number then the Kings ſhips; 


who finding them to the Notth of the ile of Re, hardaboard the ſhore, in a place 
where the Kings Flect could not approach them, drawing too much water, except 
onely the Pinaces, whereof one running aground vpon the Shelfe of: Cornau, it was E 
preſently inueſted by the Rochellers and raken. cMonſeur de Saint Luc having no meanes 
to draw the Rochellers to fight ; and being prefſed with want of vituals, munition 
and men, reſolucd to retire to Brouage : where hauing furniſhed their Fleet with what 


' was neceſſarie : the Rochellers came with five and twenty faile, to: Charge the Kings 


Fleet, who prepared themſclues to defend two of the Duke of Nevers ſhips which 
weterunne on ground, which they battercd with ſuch violence, as in the end they 
boarded them, and caried them to Rochel, Mozſ: de Saint Luc having no meancs to re- 
lieuethem, by reaſon of the winde and tyde. - | 

After this, the Rochellers hauing no meancs to annoy the Kings Fleet, they reſol- 


_ uedto make a pallifado of ſhips in the Channell at the entrie of Brouage to keepe the F 


Kings Flcet from comming out : But Moynſeur de Saint Luc foreſceing this defigne, 
made inlefſe then fixe dayes a Fort of carth, enujroned with plankes and pyles, without 
the entry of the Hauen of Brouage, and placed thereon three Cannons. ' 

When the Rocheller came to make their pallifado, and finke their Veſſels laden with 


. ſtones ; Monſenr de Saint Luc being in the Fort, ſo plyed them with ſhot from 


thence, the Towne, and ſome ſhips vnder ſaile, that the Rochellers did but what they 
could, and not what they had proicted; whoas ſoone as they were gone , had their 3

A ſelsto make their palliſado which theff had ſunke, weighed vp againe, and by this meancs x 4.2 
theentrie of Brouage, remained as freeas before. 
This done, Monſeur de Saint Luc, towinne time, rigged vp the reſt of the ſhipping 
in the Hauen of Brouage, with the which hauing two or three times attempred ro goc 
to Sea, and finding ſtill the windes contrarie , hee was in the end conſtrained by the 1m-

-  buildingofa Forr, and of the ſpoiles.wrhich: Monſer:r de 1a Farces troops committed ypon 
therivers of L'Ifle and Dordone, ſecing Guienne without a Gouernor lince.the dececaſe 
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of the Duke of Mayenne; .and without'a Lieutenant Generall, the Marfhall de Roquelanre 
hauing delivered vp his charge vnto the 'King ; and the Marſhall Themsznes being not yer BE i 
fetled: he propounded in Parliament to arme the people of the Championcountry as 
well in Medoc, as throughout 'all, Bourdelois for their defence , and to ſend two 
Councellors to Libourne to leauy two thouſand men , with the which they ſhould 
affift the Duke of Elbeuf at the ſiege:of Moutrauel, And likewiſe: to' raiſe foure or 
five hundred foot or more, to hinderthe enterpriſe of the Rochellers within theRi- 
ver, and torigge out ſome ſhips.

” : Monſeur de Fauas landed with his foot, horſe, and Artilleric, at Soulac, on'the 
fifth of February. Hee rooke the Borovgh ſuddenly, and beſieged the Church, the 
which yeelded within foure and. twenty honres; hauing promiſed. the inhabitants to 
preferue their lives and! goods. - Hee hoped robe. reuenged'vpon Bourdelois, bur c. 
ſpecially vpon the countrie Houſes: of rhem of the Parliament , who by a Decree the 
og, had condemned him to-loſe his head, declared him ignoble, and his goods 
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A The very day of this deſcenr,tHf firſt Prefident ſent Captaine Ls Salle with his com 
pany of foot tothe Iland of Caſaus, whereotif-the Rochellers hadſcized;as they might 
caſily hue done, they had cut off all commerce berweene the rown&eof 'Bourdeaux and 
Medoc, Xaintonge, Blay, Bourg, and the river of:Dordone;” and hadreducedir to-great 
extremity. La Salle had commiſhon to leaue threeſcoremen for the guard of the 1land; 
and the building of a Fort : andro march withthreeſcore of rhe able{t rs Soulac, to ye- 
lieue rhem which were inthe Church ;or if it were yeelded;to'joyne with the people of 
the country. LaSalle leaues the building of the Fort to two of his brethren, and comes 
to Leſpare the onely Towne of Medoc, where he heares-of the yeelding of Soulac; and 

B finds the inhabitants of Leſpareand there-abours ſo amazed; as they began'to cary away 
their goods, thinking they ſhould never beable to defend their rowne nor Caſtle : buthe' 
reafſures them , and'breakes ſome Bridges , ouer which their 'enemies in this ſeaſon 
were to paſſe tro come toyvards Leſpare and Bourdeaus, making Forts and placing gtiards

Soone after,the Seigneur Dornano SaintCroix(choſen by the Parliament to commatid 
the troops) attending the leauying of more forces, came-to Leſpare , and within a while 
were to the number of five hundred foot, which ſtaied the courſe of Monſ de Faras,and 
in diucrs encounters flue and tooke many of their enemies. Fares for his part cauſed all 
the people neare to Soulac,to worke about the building of a Fort neare vnts the Church. 
C Heepillaged and burnt the houſes berweene Soulac and Leſpare , pur gariſon inro the 
Church of Grayan , vſing the aduantage of his horfe in the plaine Countty vpon the 
foot Companies of Bourdelois ; which being reported vnto the Parliament, they giue 
order for the leauvingof a Company of forty lighthorſe, with the which the Sergyenr porndre char- 
Dornaz0 ariues at Eſpare on the two and twentieth of Marchzand onthethrec and twen- geth the Ro- 
tieth (before Fans knew he hadany company of horſe) he parted in the enening, and by $*1<* 
breake of day came within a mile of Soulac, where he forceth the Bourrough, flue about 
thirtie Souldiers, and tooke (1xreene ; after which they retired with their booty to Leſ- 
pare , being five leagues off. Favas much incenſe ar this affront, reſolues to be reuenged; 
and enrreats the Baron of Saint Severin, commanding in Royan, to'come and affiſt him ; 

D: who brought a hundred good men to Soulac on the Jaſt of March ; hauing alſo drawne 
ſome of their beſt ſouldicrs our of cheir Ships, he came with forty horſe, ſeuen hundred: 
foor, and one peece of Ordnance to Saint Viuien, where two companies of their enemies 

were careleſly lodged, with weake barricadoes. As ſoone as they perceived the Rochel- 
lers, Za Salleifſued with thirty Muskettiers and begins the $kirmiſh : the Rochellers ſo 
follow the charge, as they ger into the rowne, and diſcharge their artillery, fo as the ene-' 
my is much endammaged, and Ls Salle hurt.But the north wind cauſed then of Leſpare: 
three leagues off, to heare this Combate, ſo as Dornano gets ſpeedily to horſe, and with 5:11 rourcd#3 
twelue voluntaries , and his light horſe comes to Saint Viuien, charecth rhreeſcore Muſl./ S2iat Viuien, 
kertiers at ten paces diſtance, who flue diuers'ofhis horſe, but were themſcltics all flaine ; 

E andthe fight continuing, Faxasands. Senerin in the cnd retired with the loſſe of 125 of 

_ theirs, and but few of their enemies. 

Afterthis routat Saint Viuien, Dornano returned to Bourdeaux, where letting them py 
vnderſtand that he could not befiege the Church of Soulac with lefſe then a thouſand or : + 
twelue hundred foor, fifty light horſe, a company of Harguebufiers on horſebacke, and: 
two Peeces of artillery, as well to inveſt and force the beſieged as to prevent all ſuccovrs 
from RochellandRoyan, Afterwards Fawas, ſeeing no great ſucceſſe of his enterpri- 
ſesas the aſſembly of Rochel hoped; and that Morſ.de Soubiſe had but bad fortunein the: 

Ifle of Rie, as ſhall be ſaid hereafter, he brake his Fort of Soulac , to guard the Church' 
onely.. made a truce with the firſt. Preſident and Dornano, and after retired himſelfe' 
F to Rochel. RTE nan 

One of the principall deſignes of the Aſſembly of Rochel. in procuring this deſcent 
at Soulac was, as you haue heard, for other reſpe&s. And theenterpriſc of Netac (init: 
which by their intelligence they were entred,and had ſlain five men vpon thelirtle bridse- 
berweene both rownes) ſucceeded not. In Bearne they which affeted'M. de la Force;- 
ſeeing the ſiege of Montauban raiſed, had adeſigne vpon the Caſtle of Berloe, fituare in” 
the way betwcene Acqs, and Nauarreux : the King had ordainedit ſhould be raifed; bur 
35 ſuch demolitionsare commonly at his charge; 2. de Piles, who commanded in the Ca- 

ſtle 
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ſtle, being of the Religion, begged the ruines of theKing, vpon condition todoe itathis A 
owne charge, the which was granted ; butas they write, he meant it not : which policy 
being diſcouered by Moxnſenr de Poyannc, Gouernor of Nauarreux , being alſo aduertiſcd 
that the Capraincof Bctloc.was preſent inaſſemblies , where rhey ſpake of nothing bur 
takingarnies,and that he had no intent to raze Betloc,although he had begged the ruines, 
onely to keepe any other from that commiſſion , he prefently ſurpriſed Pzles in the ſaid 
Caſtle, cauſing all the Country thereabours to [abour in the demoliſhing thereof, ſo as 
within fifteene daies it was laid euen with the ground. 

In the beginning of the yeare they of . Saint Antonin and Montauban made 
divers enterpriſes, 'to free the paſſages from one towne ro another, as well vpon B 
the rownes of, Cauſſade and Bourniquer, as vpon Negrepcliſſe, which three rownesare 
two leagues diſtant one from another, and uſt in the mid-way betweene Saint Antonin 
and-Montauban. They had an enterpriſe to force Cauſſade by Pettard, but before they 
would vndertake it,there was a letter ſent tothe Conſuls, inthe name of the Duke of Ro- 
han, in the which he blamed them for the fault they had committed, in abandoning the 
party of their religion, beforethe ſiege of Montauban,and contrary to their oath of the 
Vnion with the Churches : but there being now a fir opportunity offered to repaire this 
error, they might free themſelues of thcir gariſon, being advertiſed that moſt of rhe beſt 
ſouldiers were goneaway, which made him to perſwade them to recover their liberty 
with courage ; and that for his part he would giue order, the Gouernour of Saint Anto= C 
nin ſhould ſo fauour them in this enterprize, as it ſhould ſucceede to the great content of 
all their Churches, La Gaſquerie, who caried theſe letters, finding the Conſuls deafe, re- 
turned ro Saint Antonin, where Ballagnrre , who was Gouernor, with others, roſclued vp« 
on this enterpriſe, hauing drawne together aboue fifteen hundred men from all the neigh. 
bour Gariſons of the religion ; whereof the Baron of Vaillac who lay in Queilus of 
Bonnetre, aleague from Saint Antonin, aduertiſed PugnetGouernor of Cauſſade , who 
preſently ſeat word thereof vnrothe Marſhall of Themines, being in Cahors, who gaue 
order to the Commanders and Gouernors thereabout , ro ſend ſuccours to Cauſlade. 
Paegnet having drawne together ſeuenteene or cighteene hundred horſe and foor, lodged 
them (as he thought fit) attending their comming, On the ninth of Tanuary betweene D. 
two and three in the morning, the Gouernour of Saint Antonin approached with his 
troops, and planted his ladders neere vnto the Temple gate, and entred the Temple with 
three hundred men, beſides two hundred which were vpon the walls attending the play- 
ing of the Pertard. The euening before,all the ſtreers were barricadoed, and field pce- 
ces planted, whichvponthe alarme giuen were diſcharged, & the Gariſon fellyponthem 
ſo as there weretwo hundred flaine within the rowne, and the reſt fled over the wall. 
The Kings ſuccours which lay without the rowne, hearing the noiſe,aduanced, and mee- 
ting the enemic without, there was a great conflict ; bur in the end the troops of Saint An- 
tonin were pur to rout, where many Gentlemen, Captaincs and Souldiers were flaine,and 

others taken priſoncrs, among the which was the Governor of Saint Antonin. E 

They of Montauban being fauoured by the diſcommodities of the winter,and bythe 
Foreſt of Monteſch , where they made their retreat, went often towards Thoulouſe to 
take priſoners and catrel], but the Kings Gariſons in Monteſch and Fignan annoyed them 
much , and cut off the victualls which was brought vnto them; and on the fifteenth of 
January came vntothe gates of Montauban,and caried away thirty Kine with ſome horſe, 
which the ſouldiers within the towne would not offerto reſcue, being preſſed thereunto 
by the inhabitants, but told them, if rhey would giue them their pay they would goeto 
field, and not be ſhut vpina place afflicted with plague and hunger. The Conſulls ſee- 
ing they could draw no ſervice from ſuch men, diſmiſſed three hundred, to whom they 
paue part of their pay. They marched away by night, and recovered a wood neere the F 
Towne, fearing that if they kept the champion, they ſhould bee diſcouered by the Kings 
forces which lay thereabours : the extremity of the cold cauſed them to make fires to 
heat them, the which being diſcovered by the Countrimen, they preſently gaue aduer- 
tiſementto the Marquis of Ambre, and the Canſuls of Lavour,who armed what for- 
ces they could,and ſer vpon them, ſo as of the three hundred, there were nor aboue forty 
leftaliue , which were taken priſoners. -. | 

The King being come to Paris, many grew weary with the toyles of warre, who ſcce- 
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meanes ynto the King to reſolue to a Peace, The Duke 4” xſdigaieres beſeecheth his Ma- 
ieſtie to giue it vnto his people,promiſing ro draw his reuolted fubjeds to obedience. The 
King who deſired nothing more then his ſubieQs hearts,wirh the preſeruation of his au- 
thority, lets the Duke vnderſtand, thatit they weuld reſolue to obey, they ſhould finde 
him ready to pardon. It was propounded whether they ſhonld:continue the warre, or 
grant them peace : which bred a contrariety of opinions. They which perſwadedto 


peace, ſaid, it might be made after this fort ; Firſt, thar continuing in full ſubjecionand x1. ,c,qr, of 
obedience, they ſhould leaue them their townes, euery one enioying their ancient priui- ſuch as pro- 

B ledges; for the which towns they ſhould be anſwerable vnto the King,vpon paine of con: Pundeda 
fiſcation of all their goods, whereunto they ſhould ſubmit themſelues willingly, and by "© 


rreaty.Secondly,that within their townes they ſhould obey the King inall things,to which 
the reft of the Prouinee and their neighbors were ſubiet. Thirdly, that they ſhould 
pay the like tributes and impoſitions,obſcrue the ſame lawes,andother rites , if they had 
no ancient exemptions. Fourthly,that they ſhould obey the Edits z and ſhould nor keepe 
any Gariſons in their Townes or ancient fortreſſes but their Mortpaies onely. Fiftly, 
that they ſhould demoliſh the new fortifications of Caſtles and ſmall places which they 
poſſeſſed , and onely continue the ſtrength of theirgreater rownes and other fortificati» 
ons, made before the dearh of the deceaſed King : and the King for his part ſhallkeepe 
them in the proteQion of his Edidts,ſo long as they ſhould continue obcdient.Sixtly,rhat 
ſtrict commandement ſhould be giuen to doe tuſtice without diftinion of religion, and 
ro preuent all ſcandals and as which might breed complaints and ſedition. - Seuenthly, 
that they ſhould hauc permiſſion to aſſemble from time to time, but no where but in Pa- + 
ris, totheend it might beknowne to the King and all Francethat they treated nothing bur 


according to the duty of ſubiceds. Eightly, the particular afſemblies to make deputies, _ 


ſhould bee held in their ſcucrall places, with the permiſſion of Gouernours of Parli- 
aments. | | 


The reaſons of ſuch as maintainedthe continuance of the warre, were , Firſt , that the Reatons x- 
King ſhould not ſeeme to deſire a peace ; Secondly, thatifhe gaue eare vnto it, it would gainſitie peace 


D make the rebells more proud and obſtinate,and withall,be ſhould wrong his authority ; 


Thirdly, that he ſhould not heare any ſpeech of. treating withthis ſubies , bur all hee 
ſhould doe, was to receive them withoutany other capnulation then a fimple pardon and 
naked obedience : the which, if they did not offer freely, hee ought not to heare them ; - 
Fourthly, that he ſhould nor treate with them, as with a body, ſeeing there is a diftintion 
betweene Huguenors which obey,liuing vnder the Kings proteion & diſaduow the reſt, 
and thoſe which are reuolted ; Fiftly, that there is adifference betweene the Huguenots 
which are reuolted, for ſome may pretend particular priuiledges, as Rochell , others iuſt 
feare, as weake townes, and others intereſt of accords and graunts : and therefore it wis 
fit every towne ſhould treate in particular, Sixtly,that no Commander was capable ro 


E treate for another,but for himſclfe,for that he cannot haue power of all the reſt, and there- 


fore it would be in vaine totreate ; Seuenthly, that by colour ofa treaty, they would dif. 
cover the kings intentions and forces , and fortifie themſclues accordingly : and therefore 
in ſtead of treating, they ſhould ſer vpon them , Eightly, thata treaty would giue them 
rime to furniſhtheir rownes with men, victuals, armes and munition , Ninthly, thatthey 
had ſolicited ſtrangers to ioyne with them and aſſiſt them in their cauſe, and therefore 
ſhould notbe admitted to treat with their King; Tenthly, that they had not kept their 
promiſes, ſo as they which maintained the iuſtnefſe of this warre, ſaid, that it was honora-

e Monſenr de Neners , Tam duly informed and ſatisfied of your obedience to my com- A 
maundements, in. that ſoliciting a ſuite berweene you and the deceaſed Cardinall of 
Guiſe, you were not accompanicd in your Carrofle, but with ſuch a number of. Gentle. 
men as [ hadlimited , vpon that which had paſt in the houſe of the reporter, where the 
Cardinall and Prince 19/»ville his brother went te ſecke you : the Cardinall thinking thar 
in ſomewritings you had done him wrong, was tranſported with choller , and gaue you 
a blow with his hand vpon the head; and you returned it with thruſting him backe with

Inall which your generous cariage being well knowne to all men, andto 
him in particular , the ſuſpition you had of his intention being wholly r:kmaway by his 
declaration, the offer to content Mareſcor for your ſake, andthe defare ht: ſhewesto haue H 
to embrace that good correſpondeney which ſhould bee cheriſhed berweene Couſin = 
germans ; I conceiue that all this ſhould give you content and ſatisfaction ; And there- 
fore inreaſon , and by my authority. Ld«fire and command you'to forget what is paſt , 
to embrace one another,and to continue friends.I will alſo that vpon your reconcilement, 
ſuchas accompanied yon, forget wharſocuer hath paſt in their particular. Which done, 
the Prince 10inwlle,direfting himſeltero the Seigneur of Mareſcor,fid ; Monſenr Maref- 
cot, I am very ſory, forthe loue of <Honfeur de Neners, to have ſtrucken you ,. I pray you 
forget it, and'I will be one of: your friends; To whom he anſwered ; Sir, ſeeing that Me

 Theinextday being; Palme-Sunday, the King parted intheafternoone far his voy- E 
age into Poictou , going without any. ſtate to Blois : His Gnatds bothy French and 
Suiſſe wereſent with all ſpcede downe the river of Loire rowards Saumur. Being at Or- 
leans,he receined aduertiſement from the Duke D* Eſdigxieres of the reduQtion of Pou- 
fin, which rowne, with that. of Bay,hindred the free commerce vpon the Riuer of Rof- 
ne, berweene Lions and Marſcilles. . _. | Hob |

The Dake hauing ſent.to perſwade:Blacons, who commanded in theſe two townes, 
to conforme himſeltc torhe order which he had fet downe for the peace of Daulphine, 
ſeeing that theſc two placcs depended on the country of Valentinois. Whereunro hee 
anſwered, That they depended not of the gouernmentof Davlphine, | but of Viue- 
xetz , and therefore belonged to Langtiedoc : that he was not reſolucd to yeeld them but Þ 


+. bythe conſentof the Aﬀembly af baſe Languedoc and Viuaretz. This anſwer drew 


the Duke from Grenoble in the end of February; meaning ro beſiege Poufin, which 


Blacons had greatly fortified. Hee inueſted the towne;, and planted his battery ſpeedily 
vpona little hil which did much annoy them.In the end he'madea breach, which theSe1g- 
neur of” Grange vadertook to aſſault with his Regiment, but they.entertained them with 
ſach reſrſtancz,as he was glad to make his retrear, loſt many of his men, &-.himaſelfe hurt. 
He was ſeconded by the E. of Tallard, who, in the beginning torced the befieged ro retire. 
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A Herecouered their walsthrice, but yer they defended the breach with ſuch ſurie, as in 
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the end they left it being nor held reaſonable. The Cannon being readie to play againe, 
and the Duke hauing built a fort, Blacons offered to yeeld the place vpon certaine condi- 
tions : After much conteſtatton, the towne being important and ſtrong, the Duke yeel- 
ded to theſe Articles, all with the Kings good liking, and not otherwiſe. -'1, Thar the 
Seigneur of Blacons ſhould come forth of the towne,with armes and baggage,and ſhould 
haue the rowne of Bay vpon Bay in gouernment, 2, That the Gouernors ofthe towne 
and caſtle of Pouſin which were to be changed by the Duke D*Eſdrguzeres, ſhould not- 
withſtanding be of the religion. 3, Tharthe gariſon alſo which was to bee eſtabliſhed 
there ſhould be of the Religion. 4, And as for Bay vpon Bay, that the like conditions 
ſhould bee obferued in the reduction thereof. 5, Finally, that there fhouldno hurt or 
dammage be done vato the inhabitants of the ſaid places in their perſons or goods. Ac- 
cording to this agreement the Dukermade Governor of the Caſtle of Pouſin D*Alons Go- 
uernor of Serres in DauIphine, a Gentleman of the Religion; and of the towne of La 
Roche de Grane,one ofthe Religion alſo,and the gariſons of the ſame. Bay vpon Bay was 
rcndred vpon the ſame conditions,and Blacozs made Gouernor thereof, 

The King being at Blois, the Prince of Ioinuille went thither, to craue hisleaueand 
permiſſion to marric with the Conſtable of Luynes widow, to whom hee was alreadie 
made ſure, conditionally,that as ſoone as the Nuptials were performed, he fhould repaire 
vnto his Maieſtic againe with all ſpeed. Being come backe to Paris, hee eſpouſed the ſaid 
Ladic inthe Caſtle of Luſtgny, where the wedding was kept with great magnificence. 
The Prince of Conde, all the Houſe of Lorraine, the Duke of Neuers, the Duke of Monrt- 
bazon,the Duke of Chauſne, and many great Perſonages were inuited thereunto. 

The King (having made ſome ſtay at Blois and Tours) came to Saumur to take order 
with his Councell for ſome matters concerning thar place : Hee had beene aduertifed, 
thar they of the Religion in that rowne had beene very faRtious, and that they had prati- 
ſed with Monſeur de Soubiſe to ſurpriſe the place, by the meanes of ſome ſouldiers of the 
Gariſon whom they had corrupted. The King went to Councell with the Princes and 
Noblemen, where they were made acquainted with the great charges of the towne of 


; D S1umur, for the maintenance of ſuch a gariſon, whereupon the King reſolued, the fortifi. 


; E the Earleof Rochfoucault, who found the enemies army caſfie t

The King continuing his voyage, and cauſing his troopsto aduance both by water 
and land, he came to Nantes on the tenth of April, where hearing what troops the Earle 
of Rochtoucault had in baſe Poictou,being three thouſand foor,and foure hundred horſe, 
he ſent vnto him to be ready when he ſhould call for him. He enformed himſeIfe of S2ox- 
biſe his defignes ; what way they could take to come into Britany; what forces he had,and 
what ſhipping he had brought from Rochel ; and what meanesrthere jyere to charge hit 
and defeat him by land. He reſolued to aduance with his armie, vpan an advicegiuen by

ieſtie rooke a fit time and aduanced his army with ſpeed. ,* - 

The King had ſent the Seigneur of Boiſcargrois who/was well acquainted with thoſe 
Countries of baſe PoiRou, to put himſelfe into the Tfle of Ric, and to defend it with the 
inhabitants, whom he found ready to capitulate with Monſeur de Soubiſe, aſſuring them 
that the King would come to ſuccorthem withjni two dayes ; whereupon they planted 
two ſmall peeces of iron, with the which they kept them from entring that day into the 
land. The next day, Monfeur ae $9biſefound another paſſage whereby he entred, bur 
this reſiſtance gaue the King time to approach and was the cauſe of his ruine: on” 

Boiſcargrois returnes to the King, andafſſures him'that ifhe would charge Fosbiſe inthe 


F IſleofRie, he doubted nor burto find him a paſſage both for horſe and fgor; This Iſle of 


Ric is enuironed with an arme of rhe ſea, and is five leagues inlengrh, and two leagues 
broad,in which there arc great mariſhes : ypon thejfirme land are the Boroughes of Rie: 
Saint Giles point, Saint Hillary, La Barre du Monr, our Lady of Pont, and Saint Iohn de 
Mons. Some were of opinion they ſhould nor attempr the Iland, being of hard acceſſe, 
and that the enemy had fix thouſand foot, and above five hundred horſe, threepeeces of

Norwithſtanding all theſe difficulries, he reſ@lucd to ſee if Soubile had any courage toat-

day with his troops to ioine with the Kings armie between Aſpremont and Cominquers, 


where the whole armic met, and the King tooke vp his quarter at Chalans, within a 
league of Rie. 

Onthe next day by two aclocke in the morning, the King was on horſcbacke, and ac. 
cording to his former deliberation of aſſaulting the Ile in two places, the Prince of Conde 
had charge to march along the Dike of Perie with the Regiments of the guards of Na. 
uarreand Normandy, and the Earle of Rochfoucault to ſer vpon Saint Giles Point with 
his troopes of horſe, and the Regiments of Eſtiſac, Rainuille, .and Saint Vincent. The 
King with the body of the army according to their ſucceſſe was ro ſuccour them. Hox- p 
ſear de Soubiſe made ſhew to defend the entry of the Tland, and to charge the Regiments 
ofthe guards with his horſe and foot, but he retired ro Rie without fight. His Maieſty 
hauing beene 15 houres on horſebacke, camped at Saint Iohnde Mons, and there fed his 
troops, ſtaying for the ebb to paſſe the Channell of Saint Giles called Beſſe, the which he 
Ja _—_ midnight, being five hundred paces broad, the foot. men wading vp to the 
middle. | 

The Kings army 1s put in battell, bur as they write, Honſenr de Soubiſes troops 
were partly embarked,the reſt cried for mercy,caſting away their armes : but the Peſants 
on reuenged flew many. Monſeur de Souls 2 fled with his horſe, and abandoned his 

annon. | 

On the 16 of April, the King marched with his forces tothe Crofle of Rie, diuided 
from Saint Giles by anarme ofthe Sea, where he defeated all the foor, and part of their 
horſe. Many caſt themſclues into Barkes to flyeto Rochel,bur being aground they were

Whileſtthat the King was buſic with his armie in Languedoc, the further part of D 
France, hamely, Champagne cuen tothe gatcs of Paris , were put into alarme vpon the 
approach of Count Mansfield, and the Duke of Branſwicke, who had left the Palatinate, 
paſtthroveh Alfaria, Lorraine, and were come ypon the Frontiers of France with their 
Armie : conſiſting (as they write) oftwelue thouſand foot , and eight thouſand horſe, 


and fourteene pieces of Ordnance. Mouzon, wherethe Earle of Grandp!r? was Gouer- 


nour ſtood in moſt feare, and was but weakely prouided both for men and fortification. 
He aduertiſed the Duke of Neuers, Goucrnour of the Province, and craued his affiſtance, 
and fortified the rownes as much as time would giue him leaue. 

The Duke comes into Champagne vpon the brute of Hansfields approach ; but ſee- 
ing he hadno forces to hinder him, hee ſends rhe Seigneur of Montercau vnto him to E 
draw him if he could to the Kings ſcruice: and inthe meane time leauies 1 2000 foor, and 
1509 horſe by the Kings command, to oppoſe againſt cHarsfield , and all others. 
Hee ſent ſuccours into Mouzon. The treatic continued ten or twelue dayes betweene 
the Duke of Neuers,and «Haxsfield ; who ſeeing no concluſion, rcſolued to befiege 
Mouzon. In the meane time two thouſand of his horſe mutined , and would know 
whom they ſhould ſerue, and who ſhould pay. them. Mansfield lying about Mouzon, to 
let them know that he was in treatie with the Duke of Neuers,and to enter into the Kings 


I fruices he put his Ordnance intothe towne, and gaue the Duke of Saxon Waymer , as 


The Queene, knowing they ſhould not bee able to leauy an 
armie in time, to make head againſt Mansfield, inuited Don Gonzales de Cordoua, Gene- Þ 
_necall of the Spaniſh forces,to follow him and fight with him, who came preſently with 
his Armie neerc vnto Mouzon, and ſent a Gentleman with Letters vnto the Earle of 
Grandpre, intreating him to informehim ofthe ſtate of the enemicsarmie, being ready 


 todocany thing for the moſt Chriſtian Kings ſeruice. The Earle of Grandpre, who 


was aſſured fromthe D. of Neuers, that the King would make vie of 'Mansfeld , and his 
troopes, temporized, and, would giue him no reſolute anſwer, but referred him to the 
Queeneand her Counecll,thanking him for his good will; & intreating him to continue.

The Kings army hauing muſtred at Chaſteauportien, the Commanders ſeeing Count 
Mansfield and the Duke of Brunſwicke gone out of France, refolued firſt to ſend ſpeedily 
to Don Gongales wholay in Luxembourg on the other fide of the River of Meuze,to offer 


him the aſſiſtance of the Kings troops: and withall tofollow Coxnt Mansfieldleſt he ſhould .. 


enter into France againe ſome other way. Don Gongales being at Ivoy with 2500 horſe 
and 7000d@0t, hearing that Mansfield had taken hisway towards Haynaulr, and that his 
great forces were reduced to fiue thouſand horſe, and five thouſand foor, hee reſoluedts 
cur off their paſſage : where we will leaue them going towards Breda, after a great battell 
fought, moth honor gotten, and as braue a retreat made, as hath beene in the memory 
of man, + 
Mansfield being vpon the frontiers of France, mariy of the Religion left the places of 
_ theiraboad and retired to Sedan;which bred occaſion of much icalouſte,fo as many were 


ſtayed in paſſing, by the Governors of townes and Prouinces. The Duke of Sully pafling tre Duke 6 
by Moulins inthe night with foure boats laden with armes, goods, and money, went to Sully ftazed 
lodgear Villeneufue three leagues off : The Earle of Charlus Lieutenant to the Prince * oli. 


of Conde,Wding advertiſed thereof, ſent a gentleman to demand if hee had any paſport

Many others were committed in diuers places, fo as vpon the aduettiſements which 
came daily, that many ofthe Religion lefttheir dwellings, ſome for feare and apprehen- 
ſion,oriiers to fauour the commingin of the ſtrangers,and the Duke of Bouillons defiones,, 
the King made a Declaration,whereby he did forbid all his ſubies of the R efotmed Re.

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_- Afeer the defeat of Monſesr de Sonbiſe, inthe Ile of Ric, and before the Kings going to 
Royan, the Seneſchall of. Viuonne had beene taken priſoner.by Beaulieu younger brother 
ro Dowpierre, and caried to Rochel, where he was condemned to pay double ranſome, 
that isto ſay,ro Beaulieu 1200 crownes, and to the Councell of 48, 600crownes. . Hauing 
preſented the paſport he receiued from the Aſſembly at Rechelro eMonſenr de Ficq, hee 
ſhewed it vnto the King and to diucrs of the Councell, all which were amazedat the 
ecarmes they vicd againſt the King and his authoritie in the ſame. The Keeper of the 
Scales enforming himſelfe particularly of another priſoner which came from Rochel of 
the forme of this new common-wealth, he told him that beſides the generall Aſſembly C 
which was likethe generall Councell of the League, by theſe words, We command you, as 
they did inſert in their paſports, They had creed three Councels : the firft was a Conn- 
cell of warre, called the Councell of 48, which reſembled the Councell of the ynion of fix. 
tecneat Paris, which had beene the cauſe of ſo many miſcries during the leagye. 'The ſe- 
cond was the Conncell of Inſtice, which did imitate a Court of Parliament. And the third 
was the Conncell of the Admiraltie,which iudged of ll prizes they tooke at ſea... That the 
Prefidents, Affiſtants,and Secretaries of the Aſſembly, were changed euery two moneths, 


and in like manner the ſaid three Councels. Thatat theſe changes there was much labou. 


ring to be named Preſident, Aſſiſtant, or Secretary. They which had beene two moneths 
of the 48, were put into the Councell of Iuſtice, or of the Admiralty.; And they of the D 


| Admiralty were put into the Councell of 48, or of Iuſtice : In all which three Councels 


they.did put ſome of the Deputies of the Aſſembly and of the Towne-houſe : Theſe 
Councels treated ofthe ranſome of priſoners, and of ſpoiles taken by Sea or Land: of 
confiſcations and the reuennues ofthe Clergy : of impoſts, cuſtomes, tributes, and the 
Kings reaennues. He ſayd that the Nobility and Gentry which went to Rochel ro aflift 
them in this warre, were ſleightly regarded, and held inicaloufie and diſtruſt, for when- 
or a Gentleman went out of his Jodging,he was followed and watched by ſome inha« 
birant. Yca, he had ſcene after the taking of Sables D'Olonne, how Monſeur de Sonbiſe ha- 
uino ſent Malleray toRochel,to have leaue to ſuffer corn to pafle into Bourdeaux,where- 
by he ſhould draw a great impoſition to helpe to enterraine his army which encreaſed E 
daily ; This demand being granted by the Aſſembly and them of the Towne-houſe, was 
hindrcd by the Councell of warre or 48 : and vpon inſtance made by Maleray to haue an 
anſwer. they peremptorily told him that they would make noother anſwerto Monſeur 
e Soubiſe but with the Cannon. This was the reſpeR the Rochellers bare vnto their Ge- 
nerall, - | 
Touching their forces in the Towne; he ſaid there were three companies of Engliſh, 
each conſiſting of an hundred men, (yct others which haue ſerued there, report they had 
fix hundred Engliſh.)

They made their approaches 
and lodged at Lalcu and Saint Maurice, where they beganne to build a fort, which the 
Townſmen did often ſeeke to interrupt, bur it was finiſhed by the 24 of Septemberas you 
ſhall heare. 

The Kings army preparing for the ſtege of Montpellier, Aimargues, Vauuert,and other 
weake townes thereabouts, razed their wals and retired rhemſclucs into Montpellier,

with the Kings army, and to that end had put three hundred men well armed into Saint 
Giles; and'they being led by the Duke of Aluin, and the Comte Rhynerane, prepared to

Oathe 1y of Iuly they ſent out ſeuen hundred choice men to annoy the ſaid Lanſque- 
nets, whileſt they werebuſie about forcing of the place, who being aduertiſed of their 
comming,went and charged them,and after ſome refiftance defeated them, whereof moſt 
were {laine and taken priſoners : The beſicged hearing of this defear, fled away inthe 
night and abandoned the towne. |

The Kings armie led by the Prince of Conde; marched towards Berderine and Ginac Berderine

The beſieged ſeeing a great breach made, and an aſſault ready to be giuen;had recourſe 
vnto the Kings mercy and vnto the Prince of Conde,who received them the cight of Au- 
guſt, and granted them their liues, armes, and baggage, the ſouldiers to depart with theit 
matches out : Butat their comming forth the diſorder was very great by reaſon of a cart 


F laden with armes which the ſouldiers ſet vpon and rifled ; and not fo content, affailed the 


gariſon, who were glad to depart with the beſt things they had to eſcape their furie, by

The death of ſo many braue Noblemen, Captaines and Souldiers {laine, as well at the 

fieges of townes as in combars, and ſo much peg loſtand ruined in fix moneths, ſince C 
the Kings departure from Paris, made many defirea peace, with this addition, So as it 
might not be diſhonorable: for there was not onely a greatlofle of men of warre,bur cuen 
ofthe chiefe ofthe Kings Councell which diced in this voyage, or were ſicke to the extre- 
mity, as well through toyle and the change ofayre, as by the intemperateneſſe of the ſea- 
ſon : among{t the which the Cardinall of Rerz,Prefident ofthe Counccll,dicd the 16 of 
Auguſt of a feuer, and was much lamented of many. Monſenr de Vicq, Keeper of the 
Seales of France,did alſo yceld his ſoule to God on the ſecond of September,a perſonage 

rowne old inthe ſeruicc of the King and State; the offices which hee had worthily diſ- 
charged, and the Embaſſies wherein he had beene employed, had brought him by degrees 
rothis eminent place; the which the King gaucafterwards to Preſident Comartiz, one of D 
his ancient Councellors of Stare. 

 TheKing hauing left the Duke of Vendoſme with eight thouſand foot and five hun- 
dred horſe, to cleanſe Guienne, with the Countries of Foix and Albigcois, and to take 
ſuch places about Montauban as denyed him obedience: He reſolued ro befiege Lombes, 
a towne which did much import,for the communication it had with Caftres, Montauban, 
Realmonr, Saint Paul, Puylaurens, and othe: reuolted townes, being ſituated in the mid- 
deft of them; the which heinueſted on rhe 26 of Iuly, and the ſouldiers lodged vpon the 
Counterſcarpe, notwithſtanding any reſiſtance the Gariſon made. The Cannon playd 
vpon them, and the Marquis of Maloze ſhewed himſelte with two thouſand foot, and 
three hundred horſe to ſuccour them, which he could not effeR, the Duke drawing part E 
ot-his forces from the fiegero fight with him, ſo as they were gladto retire to Realmont. 
The beſieged ſeeing rhemſclues preſſed by the Cannon,and out of hope of ſuccours,they 


abandoned,and being retired, refolued to abandon it, and to ſaue themſclues by a Port which remained 


ſpoiled:

A ſouldiers ſlaine,for they fled ; but the Kings army aduancing with all ſpeed, they were 
forced to retire and leaue the place. ? 

This at did much incenſe them throvghour all France againſt them of the reli- 
gion, Ar Orleance the newes of the D.ike of Fronſacs death made them ready to take 
armes againſt them, offering vnto the Earle of Saint Paul to employ their lives and armes 
to take reuenge for his ſonne : but the Earle anſwered, that hee was ſufficiently grieued 
for his death, not deſiring to ſee any ſedition ina towne which his Mateſty had commit- 
ted to his care, entreatingthem to containe themſclues in peace. But matters paſt not ſo 


quietly at Lions,where the common people, ioyning wich a number of youth, fell vpon Ammulra 


B them of the religion, ſpoiled their houſes, burnt ſome with all their goods,and fl.w and 
hurt diuers : the which the Gouernor, Magiſtrate,nor Guards were able to preuent; and 
if the Queene Mother had not beene in thetowne, and conge vnto the place where this 
tumult was, it had not beene pacified without great murther and ſpoile of them of the 
religion,where they are more hated then in any towne of France. 

The King hauing receiued this loſſeat the fort of Saint Denis, ſent conſolatory Letters 
ynto the Earle of Saint Paul,and the Lady his wife, vpon the death of the Duke of Fron- 
ſac their ſon. The fiege continued, and many braue allies and charges were on cither 
fide. Vpon the ſeuenth of September they tooke a ſpy comming our of Montpellier with 
Letters ro the Duke of Rohan, to ſolicite him to ſend them ſuccours ſpeedily, or elſe they 


C were vndone. He told them that they of Montpellier had attired twelue hundred women 


like ſouldiers, to make ſhew to the Kings army that they had many men. In the meane 
time they fall vpon the Duke Montmorencies quarter ; Monſeur Zamet Marſhall of the 
Campe came preſently thither, and ſeeing the ſouldiers retire, ſaid vato them, Seuldjers, 
you flie, To whom they anſwered, Sir, we hane no more powder nor ſhot. What (ſaid he) haue 
you neither ſwords nor nayles ? Theſe words touched themto the quicke, and made them 
rerurne to their trenches, where he found the Captaines, who ſaid vnto him, $:r,you will be 
4 witneſſe that you haue found vs doing our duties. Hauing repulſed the enemy, arid retur- 
ning to another place, meeting vpon the way with the Seigneur of Coudton, an Ayde of 
the Campe, they had both their thighes broke with a Cannon ſhot from the Port of

D Peyrou, whereof Moyſear Zamet died fiue dayes after, to the great griefe of the King and 2orſamet 
the whole army.Oa the 22 of September the King reſolued'toattemptan out-worke be. faine. 


ewixr two baſtions at midnight, to the end the darkneſſe might make their baſtions and 
curtaines vnſeruiceable r whereupon fix or ſeuen hundred of the befieged allied forth, 
bur they were beaten,and the worke taken, where the Kings men entrenched themſelues. 
This conflit continued aboue two houres, with loſſe on both ſides : On the Kings were 
ſlaine Tarroald, Lieutenant to the Duke of Luxembourg, Gouernor of Blaye, Captaine 
L ago, the Scigneur of Mirondel,and Captaine L4 Bene,and ſome ſouldiers : the belicged 
(as they write) loſt aboue 200 of their beſt men.

The Kings army was too weake to inueſt Montpellier on all ſides, vituals waxed very The King ſends 


E {cant, and were paſſing deare : they found no forage for their horſes, ſickneſſe encreaſed, 
and the fruirs and grapes of Autumnekilled more men then the ſhot and ſword oftheene« 
mie. The King to ſtrengthen himſclte with more men, ſent for the Duke of Vendoſme 
from the ſiege of Briteſte to ioyne with his army, and. to the Prince of Conde to haſten 
his regiment of Berry, which was ſaid tobe embarked at Lions: vato cHonſerr Breſienx 

to come vnto the army with his regiment: to the Seigneur of Monteſpan to bring his : 

vnto the Seigneurs of Tremont and of Ragny, who were leauying of two regiments in 

Baurgundy, to haſten them to come into Languedoc withall ſpeed : and to the Duke of 
Angoulcſmeto bring fix thouſand menas well horſe as foor, ofthe army which was lea- 
uicd to defend thefrontiers of Champagne againſt Mansfield, ſeeing the apprehenſion of 
F alldanger was paſt. They brought cornedowne the river of Roſne,with artillery and mu- 
rution for the fiege of Montpellier. About the ſame time the D. of Eſpernon was made 
Gouetnor of Guicnne, which place had been voyd fince the death of the Duke of Mayen. 
Inthe end of September the King battered the rowne with 36 pieces of Ordnance, and 
the behieged ſecing themſclues cooped vp, beganne to entrench themſtlues within the 


Towne, forcing all in generall,men,women,and children,to labour in the trenches. They 


made a reafonable breach in the wall, but the King would nor giue an aſlavlt, fearing 
they had ſome myne, and withall fecing his ho hce defired to bee $5 
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ith new forces tcfore he would attempt it; yet they ſtill aduanced their workes, in the A 
which there were div:crs encounters, and many flaine : amongſt others, Caſtelnau an 01d 

Captain of the Regiment of the Guards, and M. de Roquelanre Generall of the Venetian, 

(who h2d ſucccedcd in the place of Monſeur Zamet)with Capraine Saint 1ohn, and many 

others. The diſorder was great in this combat, where the Kings troops flying away,young 
Gitterean and Guyermont were {laine. In the end the Duke of Eſpernon ſeeing this confu- 

ſion, drew his {word and commanded the Seigneur of Nantes to charge with an hundred 
Pikes,and as many voluntarics,which madethe beſteged retire, 

During this ſicge the Pope had commanded his Vice Legat to ſupply the King with 
armes, powder, munition, vituals, and all other neceſfarics, and if his Maieſty had a de- 
ſire in his returne from Languedoc or otherwiſe to vifir Auignon, that he ſhould prepare 
to recciue andentertaine him and his Courtas his owne perſon. And for that the Kings 
army was full of infectious diſeaſes, the inhabitants of Marſcilles, to witneſle their affecti- 
onto the Kings ſeruicc, offered that if the King pleaſed ro ſend the ſicke men of his army 
ynto their towne, they ſhould be carefully lodged and entreatedar their owne charges, 
whcrewith the King was verie well pleaſed. In the meane time, new troops come to- 
wards Montpellier for the King. The Duke of Rohan was in Niſmes with moſt of his 
forces,and the troops that were in Seuennes and Viuaretz,which he might eafily dravw to- 
gcther to ſuccour Montpellier : the King hearing of their intentby ſome ſpies which were 
taken, and which way they would come, tooke ſuch order as they durſtnotattempr it. 

Their faRtions encreaſed daily at Rochel for command, the people being ready to ru- 
inc one another , they which had not commands according to their defires, turned their 
coats, left the towne, and went daily to the Eatle of Soiflens troops, and to Monſeur de 
Saiut Luc at Brouage, and made more cruell warre againſt the Rochellers then any 
other. - 

Vponthe nineteenth of Septemb: there wasa great fight at Sea,betwixt the Marquis of 
Rouillac who commanded the Fleet in Brouage,and the Rochellers : the Marquis hauing 
a Gallion calledS.Michae], and tenne ſmalter ſhips, whereof {1x were runne aground and 
could not follow the reſt, going to toinc with the Duke of Guiſe, Admirall ofthe Fleet. 
The Rochellers attended them at thebeginning of the flood, being 14 thips,and bent their D 
courſe towards Brouage, where meeting them,they beganne the fight, which continued 
fix houres vntill the ebbe, and then retired without any great aduantage on cither fide. 
Touching the Aﬀaires of Rochel,and the eſtare of the Kings army, you cannot be better 
ſatisfied then by this Letter written from the Iudge ofthe Army vnto the firſt Preſident 
of Bourdeaux onthe 24 of September. | 

Sir, the Count Soiſ/ons Fort is now in defence, and furniſhed with fourteene picces of 
Ordnance, he hath ſent fortwenty more to batter the towne furiouſly. The Rochellers 
haue great want of money and wood, and their fleet is ready to leaue them for want of 
., Pay. They haue taxed thirty oftheir beſt inhabitants ar an hundred Crownes apiece, ten 
., ortwelue have paid willingly, ſome with gricfe, and others by force. Ail men of quality E 

deſire to yeeld obedience to the King, and are not kept backe: bur by the. impudency of 
** ſome faQtious people, who threaten to thruſt 15 or 16 out of the Aſlemblie, ſaying, they 
** are the cauſe of all their miſeries. Weeattend daily the procecdings of the Kings flect, 

'* which vndoubtedly will be maſter of the Seas, conſidering the eſtate whereunto the ene- 
** mie is reduced. The Flemmiſh ſhips which lay by -vs,are goneladen with falr. On Mon- 
** daylaſt, moſt of the Engliſh came out ofthe towne to our army, where they were-well 
** entertained and feaſted. My Lord gaue them money anda guard t6 condu them: to 
** Nantes, wherethey deſired to embarke themſclues to returne into their Country, exclai- 
** ming againſt the diſcommodiries they had receiued in Rochel, and ſeeming very glad ro 
** bearliberty. The Lieutenant who commanded them with the reſt of the Engliſh, have F

In the meane time, the Conſtable by the Kings commandement, had often conference Oy: ions «on 
with the Dake of Rohan, whereby they tound meanesto enter intoa treaty of peace, pro. <©"ing rac 


ieRed cuer ſince February ; many times begunne,and as often broken off. Many contra- 
dictcd this deſigne, and repreſented the ſtate whereunto they had reduced them of the re-

ligion, whom his Maieſty in fix moneths might wholly ruine or force to obedience :. That 


the King andall France ſhould reape profit thereby, when as the malecontenred ſhould 
haue no place of refuge, and the people ſhould be freed from the apprehenſion of falling 


into new troubles: That they ofthe religion would promiſe much, bur neuer effect the ra- 


Zing of their fortifications but by force: That within ſix moneths they ſhould be conſtrai- 
nedto renew the warre : finally, they obieted many reaſons againſt the peace which was 


But the King hauing ſtronger conſiderations, according to the aduice of the moſt an- 


cient officers of the Crown,finding great aduantage in the propoſitions and offers which 


the Duke of Rohan then made, he commanded the Conftable to conclude the buſineſſe, 
and come to the Campe ; but the Marſhall of Crequy came before, and (as they write) 
brought the firſtnewes vnto the King, of the obedience which Monſerr de Rohan was re- 
ſolued to yeeld vnto his Maieſty,and that he would draw them of Montpellier to ſubmit 
themſclues. 

This Treaty was held very ſecret, vntill that the King cauſingrhe Prince of Conde to 
come priuately vnto him, told him, that he had receiued newes by a Poſte, that the Duke 


 ÞD of Rohan was reſvlued to obey him, and to cauſe the Deputies of the Reformed Chur- 


ches, with the inhabitants of Montpellicr, to yeeld him all ſpxts of ſubmiſſion ; and with- 
all ro haue the Articles put in execution, touching the razing 6f rhe new fortifications,in 
all the townes which were held by them of the religion;wherewith his Mateſty held him- 
{clfe well ſatisfied, reſoluing to giue peace vnto his ſubjects. | 

 ThePrince ſhewing ſome diſcontent,for that it had beene treated without his privity, 
hee humbly beſoughr the King, that ſeeing hee had now no more ncea of his perſon, it 
would pleaſc him to giue him leaue to goe and performe a vow which hee had made to 
our Lane of Lorette, which his Maicſty preſently granted, and he left the Campe with 
a ſinall traine, 


E During theſe negociations, the Duke of Nevers hauing freed Champagne from the 


feare of Maysfields army, finding a fit opportunity, and having good forces in the Coun- 
try of Rethelois, he lodged his troopsas ncere as poſſibly he could ro Sedan, forbidding 
all men to tranſport any corne or victuall out of the Realme, and by conſequenceto Se- 
dan, which is out of France;and withall,diſperſed his troops round about it, in ſuch ſort, 
as victuall grew exceeding deare, eſpecially bread, by reaſon of the multitude of families 


which were retired taither during the troubles. The Duke of Bouillon was troubled with Sean inuctes 


this proceeding, he complainedro the King, and wrote to the Councell at Paris, deſiring 
toknow what they intended to doe : The Duke of Neuctrs ſent vatothe Kingar the ſame 
time to know his pleaſure touching Sedan, for that there was nener fo faire an opportuni- 


F tic offered to beftegeit. His Maicfty tired with ſo many troubles which oppreſſed the 
people, ſent him word by the Marquis of Vieuville, that he ſhould diſmiſle his troops,0r -- 


ſend them with his army of Champagne, which was marching towards Montpellier,

Palatize oppoſed himfſclte, ſaying, that they were his and not Harnsfields, for proofe 
whereof, if hee would viſit thepecces, hee ſhould finde his Armes, | 

Ar Kochel the Kings Flect had not yet done any great exploit, onely they had taken 
one {hip at the S.a, wherein were diuers Gentlemen of Normandy going to Rochel: the 
Fleec lay at Blauer, from whence the Duke of Guiſe ſent to ſummon the Engliſh and 
Hollanders who lay with their ſhips before Rochel,to declare themſclueswhat party they 
wouid follow, and then he reſolucd to goe with the Fleer againſt the Iſlands of Rie and 
Oleron, and to make himſelfe Miſter thereof, with an intent to joyne with the ſhips of 
Brouage, and to fight with the Rochcllers if they offered themiclues, and the wind and B 
tydc would giuc him leave, 

In the meane time the Duke of Rethelois, cldeſt ſonne to the Duke of Neuers, (being 
but fifreene or {ixtcene yeares old ) diedat Mezieres, a young Prince of very great hope, 
This dearh did very much afflit the Duke his father, who had grounded the ſupport of 
his Houſe vpon the gencroſiry of this Sonne, whoſe body was caricd to Neuers, and in- 
terred by his mother,and the Duke himlelfe went to the King. 

But returning to the treatv,the Conſtable came vnto the King when euery man held 
the peace aſſured,yer he went to view the trenches and gaue it out that the peace was 
broken : Bur ſoone after there was a truce concluded for foure or fue dayes , during the 
which thcy viſited one another, and the Gentlewomen of Montpellier came walking to 
tac halte-moone to view the Campe. 

In rhe meane timenewes came, that the Marquis of Maloze would put himſelfe into 
Montpcilicr to favour ſuch as would not heare ſpeake of a peace , whereupon the King 
went to hortcbacke, and {o continued all night, but the next day theſe newes were found 
fai{7. . 

The Articles of the peace being concluded on the ninth of October, the Duke of 
Rohan centred inro Montpellicr on the cleucnth, where there were many ſcditious per- 
ſons which reſclucd to murther him, calling him Scawberlat, a name inuented among 
tacm for ſuch ofthe religion as they held to be the Kings ſervants. 

In the end, after many Aſſemblies, they of Montpellicr promiſed to obey, andtoob. D 
ſerue thistreaty of peace concluded for the general of al the reformed Churches of France 
and Borne. There ſcemed to be ſome difficulties in the execution thereof, for the clearing 
of which,the Conſtable, the Duke of Rohan,with the Deputies ofthe Seucnnes, Niſmes, 
Vicz,and Montpellier, had diuers conferences vnder the Fort of Saint Denis, where in 
the end a peace was fully reſolucd, 

The D. of Rohan in performance of that which he hact promiſed, came the eightcenth 
of Octover tnthecuening to the Kings quarter, molt of the Court being retired, ſo as the 
King was atmoſt alone he kneeled downebetore his Maicſtte,and craued pardon for bea- 
ring 2rmcs againft him : the King ſaid, Be you better aauiſed for the time to come, and 1 will 
forget what i5 paſt. Sohwing made him riſe vp, they changed their difcour{e, ond halfean B 
hourc atrer, the Duke retired to the Conſtables quarter, where he lay all nighr. On the 
morrow he entred againe into Montpellier,and came ſoone after forth with th: Seigneur 
of Galiagne, Gouernorthercof, and all the Depurics of the other townes, who came to 
belcech his Maicſty to give them peace, and to pardon their faults paſt : Hee preſented 
them before his Maieſtie, where allofthem vpon their knees cravcd pardon and peace, 
by the mourh of the foreſaid Seigneur of Gallogne, who ſpake for them all, ſaying : 

Sir, Wearcſent iromall the reformed Churches of France, and the Soveraignty of 
- Berne, moſt humbly co crave (in their names) peace of your Maieſty, and with our hearts 
humbl-d more then our bodies, we begge by the ſame, moſt kumbly befeeching you to 
b.leue rhartie falſe reports which were diſperſed amongſt vs, of the delignes your Ma- F 
icfic had againftourrcligion, have plunged vs in theſe miſcries ; we defite not to palliate 
the crime,we confeſſe our ſelues guilty : wherefore we preſent our ſclues vnto your Ma- 
jefttc rocr2ve pardon, and humbly beleech youto receive vs into grace, and after the Cx- 
mple oi God (whoſcimageyouare) to hanea regard to our infirmiries & to yeeld ſom- 
thing ro cn teare we had to fee the liberty of our conſciences oppreſſed : The more cul- 
pable your iMiateſtic ſh2ll find vs,the more place ſhall you have to imploy your Clemen- 
cy.

The King anſwered, that he willingly pardoned them, vpon condition they ſhould 51. pepwic 
be wiſer hereafter then they had beecne;, that they ſhould be good ſubies to him; and he ſubmiſſions, 
would be a'very good King to them. After which they approached. neere' vnto the King 
one after another, to make their ſubmiſſions : firſt, the. Setgneur of Calogne,thenthe De- 
putics of Seucnnes, after them Vſcz, and Niſmes,and laſtly they of Montpellier;all which 
B che King receiucd accordingto his accuſtomed clemency; and then cauſing them: to riſe, 
he commanded the Seigneur Herbauſt to reade a Declaration which he had caufed to be 
made for the peace. The ſameday after dinner, the Conſtable entred-into Montpellier 
with the Marſhals of Crequi and Baſſompiere, and fourethouſand Souldiers, who ſcized 
vpon the Ports, Magazins, Cannons, andtwo of the chiefe Baſtions. The Grand Prouoſt 
hauing cauſed the Kings decree touching peace to be ilolemnly proclaimed in the Kings 
Quarter and ttenches, hee centred into Montpellier and did the” like.; and the Harbins 
gers went. and marked out their lodgings for the Court, after theaccuſtomed manner. 
The next day being the 2x of October, the Souldiers which were within the rowne came 
forth in very good order, being twelue hundred in number, who were receiued by Mon- 
C ſexr de. la Curee, and part of the Kings horſe, and were conducted whither they delired. 
After dinner the King centred in armes with his whole Court. His reception was ſtately, ,,.x;...-. | 
conſidering the ſhortnefle of time, and the dificultics of warre; all their rich hangings cers imo Ment- 
and pretious moucables which they had hidden for feare ofa ſacke, were now brought Feller: 1! 
forth, and ſet to view to honor this happy entry: They ſtroue to cxpreſſe rheit duties, 
the ioy was 'generall, and nothing was heard, but the acclamations of the inhabirancs 
of both ſexes, who cried continually, God ſave the King. The Conſuls being accompa- \þ 
nicd withthe beſt inhabitants ofthe towae, came to meete him, witneiling by the ſpecch q.

Goucrnours ſhovld hold their gouernments of the King onely,and not of the ſaid Chur- 
ches,and without any Gatiſons, but ſuch as it ſhould pleaſe his Maieftie to appoint. 

Thus the Peace is concluded at Montpellier, where the King ſtayed fix dayes : during 
the which many new Regiments came vnto him ; but hauing no further employment, 
he caſhierd ſome, and entertained others : hee alſo caſt all the light-horſe, raking from 
the Princes their Companies,and inſtitating a new Regiment of Horſe , confiſting of 
fifreene companies which ſhould be commanded by Gentlemen choſen by his Maiefty, 
to preuentthe diſorders which hapned dayly vpon the firſt diſcontent of any Prince, 
who falling from his obedience , caried his company with him : which done, the King 
leauing Moxſenr Yalence in Montpellier with forty Companies of F oor, to ſee the fortifi- C 
carions razed, he went to vifit his chiefe Townes of Prouence, Daulphine,and Lionois. 

The Peace was not yct proclaimed before Roche], nor any ſurceaſe of Armes : The 
Earle of Soiſlons kept them from all commerce by land ; and ſhot into the Towne at 
randon, and greatly ruined their Houſes. The D. of Guiſe meant ro doe the like by ſea, 
wherein they had their greateſt hope. He appointed a Rendezuousfor the whole Fleet at 
Blauer,called Port Lewis. He attended three great Gallions from Marſcilles,and one from 
Malta. But the D. fearing that winter would approach, the time would be vnſeaſonable, 
and the Roads bad in thoſe parts,he reſolued ro goeand fight with them, and not ſtay for 
the Levant ſhips, but contrarie winds kept him in the Harbor. During the which the ſaid 
Leuant ſhips came vnto him about the end of September. Hee then gaue order forthe D 
fight,and diuided his fleet into three bodics. The firſt was commanded by Morſe: de Saint 
Luc, Gouernor of Brouage,being Vice- Admirall,havine ten ſhips,and two Pinaces. The 
ſecond commanded by Moxf: de Gniſe,being in number fixteene ſhips, and two Pinaces. 
'Thc third body contained fix ſhips, and two Pinaces, commanded by Moxſ: de Manty. 
Before theſe were threeſquadrons ; the firſt confiſting of ten Gallies. Theſecond ſqua- 
dronof two & twenty Pinaces, in which X:de Rechefoucanlt was with 1200 footmen. 
In thethird ſquadron werethree Pinaces, commanded by the Marquis of Aﬀerac. 

Having thus diſpoſed of the Flect, about the nineteenth of Ottober, the winde being 
fauourable, they began to ſer ſayle : but changing ſuddenly, they were forced to ſtay in 
the Roade of Bel-Ile,and on the five and twentieth, they came in light of the Ile of Rie, E 
where thecalme made them caſt Anchor, ſo as they could not approachthe enemie by 
two leagues. There they concluded of the manner of their fight. On the ſeuen and twen. 


 tieth, hauing little winde,the Gallies approached towards the Rochellers who lay at An- 


chorabouta league from Saint Martin de Rie, being about 70 ſhips: who ſecing the Gal- 


. lies approach, andthe whole Fleer in fight, they ſerſayle ; but the calme was fo great, 


and the Tyde againſt them, as the Kings Fleet was forced to caſt anchor a league from 
them. In the meanetime the Gallies came within Cannon-ſhot of the R ochellers,hauing 
commandement nott9 engage themſelues too farre. The Duke of Guiſe reſolued ro goe 


and diſcouer their Armie;commanding the Earle of Toigny to ſend him a Gallie, and in 


the meane time he tooke a barge, being accompanied by the Earle of Rochefoucaulrand Þ 
foure or fiue Gentlemen, vntill he met with the Gally, with the which hee approached 


_ negrevmo the Rochellers; as well ro haue the berter opportnnitie to fight with them, as 


to diſcouer the burthen of their ſhips and their Ordnance, The fighr grew ſohot , as the 
:Rochellers-were forced to caſt anchor.,in regard of the calme, in three divided Squa- 
grons : but the winde growing freſh abour one ot the clocke after noone, they ſet ſayle 
againe ; and giuing way to the aduantage which the Gallies had by their Cannon, retired 
by little and little. RE = | Es 2

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The Duke of Guiſe thinking them to be diſorderedand in feace, held it fit ts packe 
on all their ſailcs to fight with them. And to this end he commanded Bowc, Sergeant 
Maior of the Armie to bring on the beſt ſailers as they came, without any Order : viing 
all diligence, to the end they might fight with them. Monſeur de Saint Luc, being gone 
about ſome Commiſſion to the Rereward, could not recouer his Ship, but many others 
were gone before him; to whom hee ſent commandement to atrend him ; which ſome 
did.and others continucd on their courſe , ſo as hee ſhot two pieces of Ordnance after 
them, and made their retire: The which he did, as well to maintaine the firſt ranke 
which was due vnto his Charge,as to preuent all aduantages which the Rochellers might 


B ectby the Fleets being thus ſcattered, The Duke of Guile recovered his Gallion, and the 


Rochellers got the winde, ſoas they muſt fight with them vpon diſaduantage. Moxſ: de 
Saint Luc crept vp the winde all he could, bcing onely affiſted by two ſhips ,-the reſt fell 
all to lee-wards, and could onely helpe them with their Cannon a farre off, and by the 
Gallies, who likewiſe plyed them with their Ordnance, as long as they might doe it 
without annoying their owne company. In the meane time, the rwo Ships which were 
got into the winde with Monſ: de Saint Luc, were boarded by foure or five of the Ro- 
chellers , one of which was ſunke, and in one of the two ſhips, the Chenallier de Cuges 
Captaine thereof was ſlaine : this combarlaſted vntill onca clocke ar night , betore rhey 
were cleared one from another. 

In the meane time Moxf: de Saint Luc,continued the fight alone with the Rochellers 
Admirall, and Vice- Admirall, followed by their whole Flect, the ſpace of an houre anda 
halfe : the Admirall attempting twice to board him, and the Vice-Admirall thrice ; but 
he plyed them ſo with Cannon, and Mugker, that they fell off againe: without grapling:: 
and ſo it hapned withother foure of theirtalleſt Ships , of which ſome had laid him a- 
board. Buta fift Ship of foure hundred; Tunnes, being more cager then the reſt ro 
board him, was ſoentertained, as after he had vngrapled himſclte , and was full of wa- 
ter, which would gladly, haue runneagroundat Rie,but could not for it ſunke by the way. 

Now Monſeur de Guiſe (ſeeing Monſenr de Saint Luc ſo farre ingaged)had fetched ſuch 
a compaſle about with ſeuerall boardtngs, as he had gotten into the winde more then all 


D the reſt of the Fleet which followed him, and ſo-much defired to ſuccour him , that hee 


alone without ſtaying for any other, turned ſhort ypon the Enemie (although the reft of 
his Fleet were ſtil to lee-ward)and thruſt himſelfamongſt the thickeſt ofthem; which the 
Admirall of the Rochcllers percciuing, he turned towards him with all their Fleer ( ex- 
cept their Vice- Admirall, with ten other veſſels, which were in fight with Hozſear de 
$aint Luc) and bringing vvith them rwo ſhips full of fire-workes , hee found the meanes 
vvhileſt they were in fight, to faſten theſe ſhips to the poope of his Gallion ; fo as on 9 
ſuddenthe fire working his efte&, burſt out all ouer the ſaid two ſhips, to the vvonder- 
ment of all the Kings Fleet how the Duke of Guiſe could free himſclfe from them, which 
inthe end, cotwithſtandingall the enemies Cannon and Musket ſhot , by his great dili- 
gence and valour he effteted,and quenched the fire alſo which had taken hold of his owne 
ſhip. This combat laſted aboue an houre, and was fo hotly purſued as many of the Ro- 
chellers vvere {laine, at the puſh of the pike by them aboard the Admirall. Hauing thug 
cleared himſelte, he paſſed through their whole Fleet. 

During this, the Kings Fleet following the ſaid rout vvhich the Duke of Guiſes ſhi 
tooke, cauſed the Rochellers Vice-Admirall, and the other tcn ſhips vvhich aſſailed M- 
ae Saint Lucall rhis vyhile, and were grapled vnto him, to leaue the combat. As ſooneas 
he vvas freed, and had gotten to the head of the Fleet. Hee ſer ſo furiouſly againe vpon 
the Rochellers, cuen as:they were abour to revnite themſelnes,as the Vice-Admirall,and 
his ſquadron were forecd to ſeparate themſclues from thereſt, and ſaylc before the wind 
vnto Rochel, and the Admirall with the reſt to plie vp into the vvinde to recover Rice: ſo 
thenight fauouring their retrear, protefed them from further lofle ; the combar having 
died vnrill one a clocke within night, the darkneſle did much endammage the Kings 


Fleer with boarding and fhootir.y; one ar another. In this conflict were flaine aboard 


— 


the Duke of Guiſes Gallion, the Seigneur of Vincegucrre, with {ſome other Gentle- 

men and Officers. | 
The Duke of Guile vvith the vvhoic Fleer, anchored inthe place vyhere this fight 
was, the which was very furious z and continued from the morning till ſix aclocke :: 
| n:ghr. 
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1622, Tight, in which-they write were ſpent 20000 greatſhot. TheRochellers rerircd to Saint A 
Martins Road, vnder the fauour of their Forts, and couered with many ſhelves and 
; barres, where no great Ships could enter but with danger to runnc aground, They write 
that in this battell there vvere not aboue foure hundred men ſlaine and hurt on the Kings 
ſide, but two thouſand ſlaine and hurt of the Rochellers, and diuers of their Ships 
funke. 

The Duke of Guiſe being ſtill reſolued to charge the Enemy , commanded the Gene- 
rall ofthe Gallies (for that the Ships could not advance by reaſon of the great calme) to 
aſſault them where they lay. They met with the Vice-Admirall, caried by the Tide a- 
long the Coaſt ofthe Ile of Rie, which they battered ſo with their Cannon, as ſheranne B 
aground hauing loſt many men. After this they vvere ouertaken by a ſtorme, ſo as the 
Kings Fleet was forced to ſtay many dayesat L'Eſguillon, and the Gallies went to ſecke 
ſhelter at Brouage. The ſtorme being paſt, the Duke went to ſet vpon them in Saint Mar 
tins Road, but could not draw them forth, ſoas after wany Cannon ſhor,the winde being 
contrary, he vvas forced to leaue them. 

Three daycs after, the Duke gaue order topaſle the Flats which couered them, com- 
manding <Moxſ- de Saint Luc to take the head of the Flect, and to joyne withthem if he 
could : According tuthis order, hauing paſt the danger by ſound, and ſpent aboue foure 
thouſand ſhot on both ſides : the Rochcllers, as they write, yvere ready to runne aground 
to ſaue themſelues, hauing no other meanes to eſcape : but the winde growing contrary, 
the Kings Flect was forced to retice.. 

TheRochellers The Rochellers ſceing their ruine apparant, and notto be auoided,camethe ſame night 

fmirnen* to offertheir Standard tothe Duke of Guiſe, beſceching him ro ſuffer them toenioy rhe 

P.ofGuife, benefit of the Peace which it had pleaſed the King our of his bounty to give them. The 

next day Gittontheir Admirall brought his fagge vnto the Duke, with aſfurance to dif- 

arme,& to ſatisfie all the other Articles which were enioyned them by his Maicftte, inre. 

gard ofthe ſaid Peace,according to the order vvhich he had receiued from the Mator and 
 Towne-houſe of Rochel. EL Sb 

After this ſubmiſſion, they were ſtayed three dayes before they. could make their re- 
treat by reaſon ofa tempeſt. On the foutth day, they paſſed vnderthe Lee ofthe Kings H 
Armie, and falured it with their Cannon, catying neither Flags nor Enfignes, and ſorc- 
tired within the Chaine, and vpon the Owle of Rochel. The Kings Ships went to win- 
ter in Britanic, andthe Gallics in Brouage and Tonne Charante. | -: 

This Diſcourſe of the Nauies, my Author ſaith,was ſent him from a man of qualitie 
who was in the Kings Fleet, and one of the firſt in all fights. TI haue done what I could 
to haue all other aduerriſements of theſe encounters by Sea, from thofe of the Religion 
which liue in this towne, but covld not be affiſted, and therefore I mult leave the cenſire 
ofthe Truth, to the iudicious Reader, hauing diſcharged my dutic as faithfully as I 
could, 


Perſons of According to their Relation, there wete many men of name ſlaine in theſe conflias. 
_—_— Ofthe Rochellers fide the Seigneurs of Plomb, of Loille, of Coudray, of Merande the 


arSea. elder, all foure of Rochel. Moreouer, Lauzay of Cane; E£mazuel a Norman ; Captaine 
La Porte of Loudun;the Scigneur of Quetis, and of S. 10x D Angelz:all theſe they write 
were ſlain in one Ship; & Teſſere a Councellor of Rochel was taken priſoner there. As for 
the Kings Fleet, they write,thereperiſhed not any one Ship, neither did they loſe ma-« 
ny men of command ; onely the Seigneur of Vinceguerre , and rhe Chevalier de Cuge , 
Beauleau Perſac, Captain ofa Gally, and de L'1ſle Lieutenant to Monſery de Y alexnce. The 
peace hauing preſerued the reſt ofthe Rochelters Fleet, they gaue publike teſtimonies of 
their ioy both by word and writing, as may appeare by this following Letter , which the
